The  following -paragraphs  are  copied  from  letters  of  December  28  and 
31  from'J-.  L»  Hamilton,  Moorhead,  Minnesota* 

"The  largest  "bank  in  Moorhead,  doing  &ofo  of  the  local  "business,  closed 
it's  aoors  last  Saturday*    $1,800,000  tied  up.    Stockholders  are  losing 
everything,  and  depositors  probably  5C$»»     The  wheat  and  potato  conditions 
were  contributing  factors,  although  not  the  immediate  cause.  Consequently, 
the  TSeasonls  Greetings1  are  interchanged,  locally,  with  a  sarcastic 
accent."  -  December  28. 

"Two  more  banks  closed  last  week,  in  nearby  towns, which  leaves  only 
two  banks  open  in  the  county  now,  ana  only  one  operating  between  Moorhead 
and  Crookston.    Several  small  ones  failed  in  October  and  November.  Two 
thousand  depositors  averaged  $1,000  each,  in  deposits. 

"Potato  movement  slowed  up  because  of  bank  failures.  Several 
local  operators  have  their  finances  tied  up.    Most  of  the  present  potato 
movement  is  either  an  occasional  car  of  seed  stock,  or  consignment  stock, 
sent  by  the  big  operators  to  one  of  their  city  branches,    A  few  cars  are 
being  bought,  and  shipped  to  Alabama,  at  a  few  cents  profit."  -  December  yi* 

4b.    NEWS  REGARDING-  MAINE  POTATOES. 

John       Coleman  writing  from  Presque  Isle  on  December  29  gave  the 
following  report: 

"Last  week  the  snow  melted  and  automobiles  and  trucks  that  had  been 
put  away  for  the  winter  were  again  called  into  service,    A  light  snow  last 
night  made.it  possible  to  use  sleds  and  sleighs . again  and  potatoes  are  being 
hauled  on  both  trucks  and  sleds.    However,  receipts  from  farmers1  storage 
are  very  light  and  prices  show  little  change  with  the  range  of  900  to  $1.00 
still  the  general  range  per  barrel  for  Green  Mountains, 

"There  is  a  large  amount  of  unsold  seed  in  this  section  and  it  looks 
as  though  much  of  it  will  have  to  move  at  table  stock  prices.    Seed  buyers 
are  forcing  the  price  down  in  Maine  by  threatening  to  buy  from  Canada  if 
dealers  here  make  any  attempt  to  raise  the  price  above  the  present  level." 

5b.    BETTEH  CHOP  PROSPECTS  ABOUND  LaKE  OKEECHOBEE,  LLP  ill  LA, 

On  December  24,  S*  «.  Hiatt ,  County  Agent,  writing  from  Jest  Palm 
5-ach,  included  the  following  information    regarding  Elorida  crops  in  the 
trucking  area  around  Lake  Okeechobee* 

"Tr'e  have,  at  this  time,  in  the  territory  closely  adjacent  to  Lake 
Okeechobee  and,  under  normal  conditions,  fairly  safe  from  frost,  between  three 
and  four  thousand  acres  planted  to  truck  crops,  largely  beans  and  English 
peas.    Produce  from  that  section  is  moving  now  in  carload  lots  and  will  in- 
crease, weather  conditions  permitting,  as  the  season  advances* 

"Unless  we  should  have  disastrous  cold  weather  and  not  be  able  to  re- 
plant normally,  it  is  my  opinion,  that  practically  a  normal  acreage  of  spring 
vegetables  will  be  planted  . 

"The  Red  Cross  is  doing  a  wonderful  piece  of  work  for  the  farmers  in 
that  territory  in  the  way  of  the  rebuilding  and  furnishing  their  homes,  and 
in  supplying  them  with  a  limited  amount  of  seed,  implements,  insect iciaes ,  etc. 
In  addition  to  this,  we  were  able  to  secure  a  loan  fund  for  our  farmers,  which 
has  enabled  them  to  get  in  a  very  fair  crop  much  quicker  than  we  expected, 
hiey  are,  however,  in  a  critical  condition  and  will  be  until  they  are  able  to 
harvest  a  satisfactory  crop."

6b.     COOKIES  i\LiDE  FROM  APPLE  FLOUR, 

The  following  paragraph  is  copied  from  a  letter  of  December  29,  from 
Mrs.  L.  B.  Gerry,  Spokane; 

"Yesterday  I  forwarded  to  you  a  sample  of  flour  made  from  apples 
and  also  some  cookies  made  from  similar  flour.    I  noted  on  the  box  that  it 
took  seven  tons  of  apples  to  make  one  ton  of  flour.     This  by-product,  I  be- 
lieve, will  be  developed  rapidly*    The  Pacific  Coast  Biscuit  Company,  which 
has  undertaken  to  manufacture  cookies  from  this  flour,  states  that  the 
cookies  have  "gone  over  big.*    In  every  case  they  have  had  a  large  re-order. 
These  are  now  being  sent  east  as  far  as  Chicago.    They  are  hoping  within  a 
short  time  to  be  able  to  manufacture  other  kinds  of  cookies  and  cakes  from 
this  same  flour.    They  experienced  considerable  difficulty  in  the  first 
place  in  getting  a  cookie  that  was  salable,  and  a  great  many  experiments 
were  made  to  get  just  the  right  quantity  of  wheat  flour  combined  with  the 
apple  flour.    The  apple  flour  having  no  gluten,  it  was  necessary  to  have 
the  right  percentage  of  wheat  flour  in  order  to  bake  properly 

The  cookies  referred  to  in  the  above  letter  were  duly  received  in 
Washington  and  sampled.     The  cookies  were  real  tasty,  being  more  nearly  like 
graham  cookies  than  any  other  kind,

Instead  of  "hatches  down"  or  "hatches  closed"  use  "hatch  covers 
closed."    This  is  more  exact.    The  hatch  openings  may  be  closed  with  the 
plugs  in  and  all  hatch  covers  open.    To  avoid  any  possible  misinterpretation 
on  the  part  of  readers  of  our  certificates  the  term  "hatch"  should  be  follow- 
ed with  "cover"  or  "opening";   "hatch  cover"  to  denote  the  outside  cover  or 
door;   "hatch  opening"  to  denote  the  opening  itself.

The 
inquiry  for  Baldwins  for  export  is  fairly  e,ood;  however,  prices  at  ship- 
ping point  are  quoted  too  high,  and  most  of  the  trading  continues  on  the 
few  remaining  Ben  Davis,   ana  on  Rhode  Island  Greenings.     Shipments  for 
domestic  consumption  have  increased  slichtly  ana  most  prices  continue 
somewhat  unsettled.    The  Rhode  Island  G-reening  in  bushel  baskets  from 
cold-storage  is  selling  slowly  at  $1.60-1*70  with  a  few  at  $1.75.  f.o.b. 
for  U.  S.  No.  1,  2^  inch  up,   stock.     The  barreled  G-reening  movement  is  very 
light,  while  Baldwins  sold  slowly  on  a  somewhat  unsettled  market  of  35.00- 
5.25  for  U.  S.  No.  l's,  2\  inch  up;  in  barrels.    A  few  bushel  Baldwins

"CUBAGE  showed  a  sharp  advance.     Shipments  have  been  fairly  heavy 
yet  the  demand,  from  mid-western  States  as  well  as  from  the  south,  has  been 
rather  good;  however,  the  terminal  markets  aid  not  show  strength  until  the 
beginning  of  the  present  week.     With  the  lighter  shipments  from  Wisconsin 
and  the  reported  shortage  here  in  'western  New  York,  prices  auvanced  to 
$^5-00  per  ton  the  beginning  of  the  present  week.      It  is  reported  that 
there  are  less  than  2000  cars  remaining  in  Western  New  York  as  compared 
with  from  3500  to  4500  for  an  average  season.    It  is  believed  that  with 
the  present  cold  weather  conditions,  prices  will  continue  to  advance. 

"ONION  prices  advanced  regardless  of  the  limited  demand,  and  the 
very  heavy  imports  during  the  past  two  weeks.    The  light  demand  over  the 
holiday  season  caused  the  market  to  weaken  slightly;  however,  prices  ad- 
vanced during  the  past  week  -co  SH.40--+.50  with  a  few  at  $U.6o  per  100  lb. 
sack  for  the  medium  to  large  stock,   or  stock  ranging  65-75  "P^r  cent,  2 
inches  ana  larger,  as  compared  with- $ty*'25-^*50  for  the  same  stock  during 
the  holiday  season.    The  small  to  medium  and  mostly  medium  stock,  or  stock 
ranging  ^5-bO  per  cent,  2  inches  and  larger*  moves  from  SU.00-U.25  per  100 
lb.  sack  as  compared  with  $3*85-^.00  on  the  December  market.    It  is  expect- 
ed that  prices  on  the  best  stock  will  continue  to  advance,  as  the  supplies 
of  the  imported  stock  decrease. 

"'The  demand  for  POTATOES  continues  good,  and  prices  are  steady  to 
firm*    The  increased  demand  from  the  Southern  States  caused  prices  to  ad- 
vance and,  regardless  of  the  fairly  heavy  shipments  from  Western  Hew  York 
during  the  past  week  and  the  very  heav.   shipments  for  the  total  IT.  S., 
prices  are  steady  to  firm  here  at  the -present-  time.    Loadings  during  the 
latter  part  of  last  week  and  the  beginning  of" this  week  were  somewhat 
curtailed  on  account  of  the  cold  weather  conditions,  and  many  shippers 
report  enough  orders  to  take  care  of  all  loadings  of  .the  present  week. 
Prices  at  the  present  time  on  U.  S-  No.  l's,  150  lb.  sacks,  delivered 
sales,  freight  only  deducted.,  are  $1 .50-1 .60, mostly  $1*55'  with  a  few 
sales  reported  as  high  as  $1.65 •    The  prevailing  price  paid  to  the  grow- 
er is  hot  per  bushel."

lc .     SEND  OLD  BILLS  TO  WASHINGTON  FOR  COLLECTION. 

Attention  is  directed  to  paragraph  ikk,  Part  I,  Inspection  Hand 
Book  which  specifically  states  that  no  bills  should  be  held  over  two  months 
except  those  owed  by  a  railroad.     In  some  cases  old  bills  have  been  held  in 
the  branch  offices  for  several  months  and  when  effort  was  made  to  collect 
them  it  was  learned  that  the  firm  had  gone  out  of  business.    The  procedure 
outlined  in  paragraphs  143 ,  lUU  and  1*45,  Part  I,  Inspection  Hand  Book  should 
be  closely  followed.    Each  inspector  in  charge  of  a  market  must  make  it  a 
part  of  his  business  to  collect  all  outstanding  fee  bills  and  send  them  to 
Washington  after  they  are  two  months  old. 
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2c.     REPORTING  LMGTO  OF  GAEffiQT  TOPS ,  ■  ■ 

U.  S,  G-raae.No.  1  for  branched  carrots  re  qui  res  that  the  tops  shall 
not  he  trimmed  back  to  less  than  six  inches.     It  does  not  seem  to  he- 
necessary,  to  report  the  length  of  the  tops  but  when  it  is  reported  a  gen- 
eral statement  should  be  mace  similar  to  the  following:   "tops  trimmed  6  to 
12  inches,  mostly  10  to  12  inches"  or  "tops  trimmed  back  to  S  to  10  inches." 
When  the  length  of  the  tops  is  not  given  a  simple  statement  in  connection 
with  size  that   "none  of  tops  trimmed  back  to  less  than  6  inches"  gives 
sufficient  information  in  this  connection  ana  shows  that  the  lot  grades 
U.  S.  No.  1  so  far  as  trimmins  is  concerned.      In  no  case  should  it  be 
stated  that  the  tops  are  trimmed  back  to  nine  inches  or  any  definite  numoer 
of  inches  because  it  is  impossible  to  trim  all  of  the  tops  exactly  the  s^me 
length.    A  statement  should  always  be  mace  under  Products  Inspected  to  show 
whether  the  carrots  have  full  tops  or  whether  they  are  trirned. 

3c «     AMBICTJOUS  STaTB£ENI'S  MUSI  51  ^VOIDED. 

Such  statements  as  the  following  have  appeared  on  recent  certif- 
icates.   Size"l;_3A  to  3  1/2  inches,  mostly  2  1/2  to  3  inches  in  diameter 
with  15  per  cent  under  1  3/H  inches."    If  the  size  ranged  from  1  5A  inches 
up  how  could  any  portion  of  the  lot  be  less  than  the  specified  minimum?  In 
a  case  of  this  kind  the  following  form  of  statement  is  a  good  example  to 
follow.     "Ranging  up  to  3  l/2  inches  in  diameter,  mostly  2  1/2  to  j>  inches, 
with  15  per  cent  under  1  3 A-  inches  in  diameter." 

^e.    PRESSURE  TEST  REPORTS  -  SMDJLN  WEEKLY. 

In  the  Division  Letterr of : December  28,  instructions  were  given  re- 
garding the  use  of  the  Pressure  Tester  in  determining  maturity  of  apples 
and  pears.

la,    USE  OF  TRANSPORTATION  REQUESTS. 

Attention  is  called  t o  paragraph • 20  of  Standardized  Government  Travel 
Regulations  directing  the  use  of  transportation  requests  when  practicable  to 
obtain  all  official  transportation  where  the  amount  involved  is  $1  or  more* 
Recently  the  General  Accounting  Office  under  the  Comptroller  General,  which 
office  now > audits "all  vouchers  before  payment,  has  made  numerous  suspensions 
from  expense  accounts  for  bus  fares  paid  in  cash  and  submitted  for  reimburse- 
ment without  explanation  as  to  why  transportation  requests  were  not  used. 

It  will  be  noted  from  the  above  mentioned  paragraph  that  it  is  per- 
missible to  pay  cash  when  the  issuance  of  a  transportation  request  is  not 
practicable.    Further  suspensions  may  be  avoided  if  care  is  taken  to  include 
an  explanation  in  all  accounts  covering  such  items  of  the  need" for  payment 
in  cash. 


2a.    RESUBMITTED  .ITEMS. 

Under  the  procedure  now  being  followed  in  connection  with  the  auditing 
of  expense  accounts,  an  account  containing  resubmitted  items  cannot  be  passed 
for  payment  until  the  original  account  from  which  the  items  were  suspended 
has  been  forwarded  by  the  Disbursing  Office  of  this  Department  to  the  Comp- 
troller General  for  filing.    The  forwarding  of  accounts  for  filing  is  done 
at  periodical  times  instead  of  immediately  after  payment.    Considerable  delay 
may  therefore  be  encountered  in  connection  with  the  payment  of  accounts  con- 
taining resubmitted  items.    It  is  suggested  that  in  resubmitting  items  sus- 
pended from  former  accounts  that  a  supplementary  account  be  submitted  for 
such  items  rather  than  including  same  in  regular  expense  accounts  as  has  been 
the  custom  in  the  past,  and  thus  avoid  delaying,  payment  of  an  entire  account.

"Shipments  of  potatoes  from  the  Red  River  Valley  are  now  35  to  50  cars 
daily,  two-thirds  or  more  being  from  the  Minnesota;  side  of  the  River.  Prior 
to  this  .week,  Valley  forwardings  were:  from  2  to  10  cars  daily-*  Several 
dealers'  are'  concentrating  on  sales  for  February  delivery, .  y/hen.  more  favor- 
able shipping  weather  will  prevail.    Quoting  one  dealer  ISale.s  from  this 
office  this  week  alone,  of  16,000  empty  bags  to  growers,  is  indicative  to 
me  of  probable  increased  loadings' in ■ the  near  future.*    Red -River  Ohios  are 
selling  on  wire  orders  for  70^75^,  and  Cobblers  mostly.  60^-65^.    A  few  cars 
of  Bliss  Triumphs  are  also  moving,  although  not  in  sufficient  numbers. to' 
establish  definite  market  values," 

6b.   :iEv;s  frcm  presqjje  isle. 

John  '.V.  Coleman  whom  we  are  glad  to  report  has  recovered  from  an 
attack  of  "flu",  wrote  the  following  letter  from  Presque  Isle  on  January  12: 

"Light  haulings  from  farmers1  storage  caused  the  price  of  potatoes  to 
advance  about  ten  cents  -  on  the  barrel  this  week.  Today  at  most  of  the  load- 
ing points,  growers  were  receiving  $1.10  per  barrel  for  best  Green  Mountains, 

"Shippers  here  are  quite  generally  agreed  that  Maine  has  shipped  half 
of  the  crop.    If  this  State  averages  155  cars  per  day  for  the  remainder  of 
the  season  there  is  little  doubt  that  the  entire  crop  v/ill  move  out.  This 
week  shipments  averaged  over  200  cars  per  day  which  was  due  partly  to  heavier 
seed  shipments.    A  total  of  236  cars  of  seed  left  the  State.    Of  this  amount, 
78  cars  were  certified  and  the  remaining.  158  cars  selected  seed.    The  ship- 
ping season  for  seed  going  to  Florida  is  practically  oyer.    350  cars  of  Maine 
seed  have  gone  to  that  State  this  season,  while  5^2  cars  were  usod  durin<S 
the  1928  season,    Texas- is  taking  more  Maine  seed  than  last  year  due  to  low 
prices-    Only  7.  of  the' IO7  cars  taken  by  Texas  this  season  have  been  certi- 
fied seed.    Nearly  all  of  the  seed  moving  now  was  sold  earlier  in  the  season. 
Actual  sales  were  so  few' this  week  that  I  could  not  quote  any  prices  on  seed 
pota/toes. 

"Roads  were  icy  the  first  of  the  week  and  several  horses  broke  their 
legs.    There  is  enough  snow  on  the  ground  now  that  hauling  potatoes  on  sleds 
is  not  so  dangerous  and  this  caused  heavier  receipt s  at  most  loading  points

lc.     ROOT  GROYNE  OF  ONIONS, 

The  U.  S.  Standards  for  Northern  Grown  Onions  as  revised  December 
20,  1928,  specify  that  U,  S,  No.  1  shall  be  "free  from  damage  caused  by- 
roots,  etc"    This  refers  to  roots  which  v/ere  present  when  the  onions  were 
harvest ea  ana  aoes  not  include  new  root  growth  which  occurs  in  transit  or 
storage.    Old  root  growth  shall  be  considered  as  a  grade  defect  and 
new  root  growth  as  $F  factor  of  condition,  as  outlined  in  the 
onion  circular  of  the  Inspection  Handbook,    Old  rootk  are  usually  dry,  tough 
and  fibrous  and  somewhat  longer  than  new  root  growth  which  appears  fresh, 
white  and  generally  short.    New  root  growth  usually  dries  out  and  disappears 
after  the  onions  are  exposed  to  a  free  circulation  of  fresh  air.     See  Para- 
graph 51.  Northern  Grown  Onions,  Inspection  Handbook. 

2c.    INSPECTION  OF  AU.iERIA  GRAPES,  U.  S.  gMCY  SAWDUST  PACK. 

a  car  of  California  Almerias  was  recently  inspected  in  one  of  the 
markets  and  reported  as  grading  "U.  S,  Fancy  Sawdust  Pack."    The  certificate 

covering  this  inspection  showed  that  the  size  of  the  bunches  was  satisfactory 
as  far  as  length  v/as  concerned,  but  nothing  was  said  about  the  weight  of  the 
bunches.    It  is  required  that  bunches  of  Almerias  in  this  grade  shall  weigh 
not  less  than  half  pound.     Reinspection  by  two  men  in  another  market  reversed 
the  first  inspection  as  to  grade  because  15  per  cent  by  weight  of  the  bunches 
weighed  less  than  half  pound.    The  first  inspector  probably  did  not  make  a 
determination  by  weight  to  see  if  any  bunches  weighed  less  than  half  pound 
and  was  not  in  position  to  certify  the  lot  up  to  grade.    When  a  grade  pro- 
vides rrdciro-jm  size  specifications  on  a  weight  basis,  accurate  determinations 
must  be  made  and  certification  should  never  be  made  by  guesswork.

lb,    MARKET  STATION  REPRESENTATIVES  URGED  TO  SEND  WIRES  EARLIER,. 

Since  the  first  of  the  year  the  time  of  filing  market  wires  has  been 
appreciably  retarded.    This  holds  up  the  work  all  around,  including  relaying 
to  field  stations  and  issuance  of  mimeographed  reports  at  field  and  market 
stations  and  in  Washington,    Further,  the  congestion  on  the  leased  wire  cir- 
cuits, which  is  serious  at  best,  is  made  still  worse  by  attempting  to  crowd 
the  reports  of  all  offices  into  a  brief  space  of  time  on  the  wires. 

We  realize  that  during  the  winter  the  markets  open  later,  and  that 
market  prices  are  not  established  until  later  than  in  the  summer;  and  we  do 
not  want  reporters  so  to  hurry  through  their  work  that  their  wires  will  be 
incorrect  or  incomplete.    We  will  appreciate  anything  that  can  be  done  to 
expedite  the  forwarding  of  these  reports,  however,  especially  in  those  cities 
where  it  is  possible  to  place  the  market  information  on  the  circuit  at  an 
earlier  hour,

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yo,     CONDITIONS  II-Ii'THE  LOWER  RIO  &BANDE  VALLEY> 

The  following  letter  of  January  20  was  received  from  Y7.  D.  Googe, 
in  charge  of  the  field  station  at  Brownsville,  Texas: 

"The  fruit  and  vegetable  shipments  from  this  section  are  about  500 
cars  short  of  the  total  to  the . sane  date  last  season.    Rainfall  above  normal 
during  the  fall  months  delayed  plantings  and  retarded  grov/th  of  vegetables 
and  delayed  maturity  of  citrus*    Citrus  shipments  are  heavier  than  at  the 
same  time  last  year.    Effort  is  being  made  to  have  the  quarantine  deferred 
until  ^pril  1  instead  of  March  1,  so  that  growers  may  ship  the  late  fruit 
without  dumping  it  on  the  market. 

"The  cabbage  movement  is  slow  and  on. only  one  or  two  days  have  the 
shipments  exceeded  fifty  Cars.    Reports  indicate  that  the  early  cabbage  crop 
is  much  shorter  than  last  year,  .but  that  there  will  be  a  larger  crop  to  be 
shipped  during  late  March  and  April.    Prices  to  the  growers  around  January 
10,  went  as  high  as  $50  per  ton,  but  declined  to  $25  a. ton  on  Friday,  January 
18.    Carrots  also  have  been  slow  until  around  the  15th,  when  cash  track 
buyers  came  in  with  heavy  orders  and  prices  rose  to  $1*75  and  $1.85  Per  crate 
in  carloads  F.O.B.,  cash  track.    As  in  the  case  of  cabbage  la.st  week,  cash 
prices  were  higher  than  usual  terns  .prices  on  rolling  cars.    Beets  have  been 
in  fair  demand  all  along,  and  spinach  for  mixed  car  shipments  is  bringing 
15  to  25  cents  per  bushel  more  than  in  straight  cars.    Crate  shipments  of 
beets  and  carrots  are  much  heavier  than  bushel  baskets  this  season,  due  to 
the  ruling  against  the  heavy  bulge  pack  of  baskets  which  was  practiced  here 
for  several  years," 

Ub.     CALIFORNIA  LETTUCE  SITUATION 

A.  E.  Prugh,  writing  from  El  Centro,  California,  on  January  13,  gave 
the  following  interesting  report: 

"Good  f.o.b,  prices  have  prevailed  so  far  this  season  on  Imperial 
Valley  lettuce.    A  few  of  the  best  cars  sold  yesterday  at  $2.75.    These  cars 
were  'heavy  to  Us*  or  contained  about  250  crates  of  Us  and  70  5s.    A  few 
cars  of  'practically  straight  5s 1  or  about  290  5s  and  30  Us  brought  only 
$2.00.    The  receiving  markets  have  shown  a  noticeably  strong  preference  for 
Us  this  season  and  much  of  the  lettuce  has  been  cutting  5s.    This  was  caused 
by  the  abnormally  cold  weather  at  night.    Temperatures  as  low  as  22°  were 
reported  just  before  Christmas  and  25°  January  7.    This  has  slowed  up  move- 
ment and  caused  smaller  sizes.    Cold  weather  has  a  more  marked  effect  on  the 
old  »New  York  Special'  variety  than  on  the  new  or  lNb:..2'  variety;  and  most 
of  the  New  York  Special  was  planted  for  early  and  late  harvesting  and  the 
No.  2  mostly  for  February  maturity,  as  the  No.  2  has  a  tendency  to  'blow  up 
or  get  soft  in  warm  weather.    The  No-  2,  however,  produces  larger  sizes,  is 
more  resistant  to  freezing  temperatures,  and  presents  a  cleaner     and  bright  r 
appearance.    About  all  the  lettuce  moving  recently  showed  more  or  less  mar- 
ginal discoloration  caused  by  freezing  injury.  , 

"The  nights  have  been  wanner  the  past  few  days;  the  minimum  being  *d 
on  January  10,  and  if  normal  weather  continues,  the  volume  will  increase 
rapidly  after  the  coming  week,  but  no  doubt  the  total  volume  of  shipments 
will  be  lighter  than  early  estimates.    Imperial  Valley  shipped  11,858  last 
winter  and  my  opinion  is  that  between  12,000  and  12,500  will  be  shipped 
this  winter.    Arizona  was  shipping  so  heavy  early  in  January  this  season  thni

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perhaps  it  was  fortunate  that  Imperial  movement  was  light.    The  quality  of 
Imperial  lettuce  so  far    has  been  inferior  to  that  of  last  season,  and  yet 
it  has  been  selling  a  dollar  a  crate  or  more,  higher- than  Arizona  in  the 
terminal,  markets.    Very  few  cars  have  been  inspected  here .    Plenty  of  buyers, 
about  60,  are  here  now,  and  if  one  demands  an  inspection,  the  shipper  will 
sell  to  another  who  does  not  insist  on  the  additional  expense  of  $5  a  car. 
Some  speculators  have  been  buying  patches  from  the  Japs  lately. at  $200  an 
acre,  but  nost  of  this  acreage  is  ready  to  cut,  as  they  expect  a  drop  in 
prices  before  ten  days.    However,  if  movement  does  not  exceed  I75  cars  a  day, 
shippers' may  have  a  profitable  season  all  through  the  winter.    Lettuce  men 
believe  that  the  country  will  take  25  cars  a  day  more  than  last  season  be- 
fore reaching  the  saturation  point.    So  much  of  Imperial  lettuce  has  been 
moving  to  points  west  of  Denver  that  I  have  been  showing  in  my  f.o.b.  the 
number  billed  east  to  give  eastern  receivers  an  idea  of  this  situation. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  lettuce  continues  to  increase  in  popularity. n 

5"b-    MEWS  aZ^PDI^S  CQLCIUIO  POTATOES.  - 

On  January  15,  Wendell  Calhoun,  of  the  Denver  office,  wrote  the 
following  letter  regarding  potatoes  in  Colorado: 

"The  Colorado  Potato  Growers  Exchange  made  a  survey  of  potato  hold- 
ings January  1  and  they  anticipated  about  2,250  cars  to  be  shipped    from  the 
Valley  after  that  date.    This  would  give  the  Valley  a  final  total  of  between 
6,500  and  6,300  cars  (which,  as  usual,  is  about  1,000  cars  more  than  the 
Valley  shippers" estimate  early  in  the" season,  but  which  1  will  be  nearly  U,000 
cars  less  than  the  final  a  year  ago.) 

"Northern  Colorado  has  been  shipping  more  actively  than  usual,  and, 
with  the  exception  of  the  State  of  Michigan,  is  the  only  district  in  the 
country  that  has  moved  more  potatoes  than  at  the  corresponding  tine  l^st 
year.    Northern  Colorado  shipments  now  total  3>000  cars,  compared  with  2,200 
a  year  ago.    After  this  tine  last  year  they  shipped  slightly  less  than  2,000 
cars,  and  most  reports  this  year  indicate  that  .the  holdings  are  somewhat 
heavier  than  a  year  ago.    Por  this  reason  we  expect  the  Northern  Colorado 
shipments  to  exceed  5,000  cars. 

"The  We stern  Slope  has  moved  comparatively  little  stock,  amounting 
to  only  600  cars  so  far.    They  probably  have  at  least  1,200  cars  remaining. 

".-ill  of  these  figures  indicate  final  Colorado  shipments  of  around 
1^,000  cars,  or  about  5.500  yet  to  be  shipped.    There  were  5.800  cars  moved 
after  this  tine  last  year  so  1  it  is  the  consensus  of  opinion1  that  Colorado 
has  about    as  many  potatoes  yet  to  ship  as  a  year  ago, 

"She  price  to  the  growers  in  the  San  Luis  Valley  has  advanced  slightly 
on  Red.  Mc  Clures  because  of  the  comparat ively  light  holdings  of  that  variety. 
Growers  have  been  receiving  70^  per  cwt.,  loaded  on  the  cars,  for  Mc  Clures, 
but  Brown  Beautys  have  dropped  back  to  50^  loaded.    In  Northern  Colorado  the 
price  has  been  mostly  ^5^,  and  is  now  Uo^.    wagonlots  cash  to  the  grower, 
for  their  partly  graded  Hurals.    7/estern  Slope  growers  have  also  been  re- 
ceiving around 

"Onions  have  been  moving  out  quite  rapidly  and  reports  of  local 
shippers  indicate  that  there  are  probably  not  nore  than  350  cars  remaining 
in  the  State,  of  which  there  are  I75  to  200  cars  on  the  './estcrn  Slope,  125 
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to  150  cars  in  the  Arkansas  Valley,  and  25  cars  in  Northern  Colorado,  VThat 
seems  to  be  worrying  shippers  most  on  the  onion  situation  is  that  plantings 
will  be  greatly  increased  this  coning  season,  particularly  on  Valencias  in 
the  Arkansas  Valley  where  they  have  made  big  money  this  year,"

lh.    POTATO  EXHIBITS  AT  PEEi:SYLVAITI^  FARM  PROBUCTS  SHOW, 

W.  G*  Lensen  who  recently  attended  the  State  Farm  Products  Show  at 
Harrisburg,  wrote  from  Philadelphia  on  January  28,  the  following  account 
of  the  exhibits  of  the  Pennsylvania  Potatoes  Growers1  Association; 

"Potato  exhibits  included  potatoes  grown  on  Pennsylvania's  champion 
acre,  69b  bushels  grown  on  a  single  acre  in  Chester  County.    These  were 
in  120- lb.  sacks  and  were  very  good  potatoes.     Growers  made  the  mistake 
of  using  second-hand  sacks  which  greatly  detracted  from  the  appearance  of 
the  exhibits.    A  pasteboard  carton,  holding  2C-lbs.  net,  is  being  used  by

lc,     MEW  EETHCD  OP  PAOKIIIG  -LETTUCE* 

The  folio-wing  paragraph  is  copied  from  a  letter  of  January  13, 
from  A,  E*  Prugh,  El  Gentro,  California; 

"  Joseph  Grande  of  nos  Angeles  has  originated  a  new  pack  for  lettuce 
which  he  is  experimenting  with  now.     He  uses  waterproof  paper  with  card- 
board between  the  layers  of  lettuce  and  no  top  ice.     The  lettuce  is  packed 
with  a  scoop-full  of  crushed  ice  between  each  layer  and  about  25  blocks 
broken  up  ana  placed  on  top  of  the  load.     For  transporting  this  the  rail- 
road charges  20)o  of  the  standard  refrigeration  rate.    Mr.  Grande  claims  his 
first  cars  have  arrived  in  good  shape,  but  it  would  be  interesting  to  me 
for  inspectors  in  the  receiving  markets  to  inspect  some  of  these  cars.  I 
know  that  he  has  shipped  to  Minneapolis,  Columbus  and  Lincoln.    This  method 
saves  about  $50  a  car  in  cost  of  top  ice  and  extra  transportation  cost,  but 
many  shippers  doubt  that  the  lettuce  will  arrive  bright  and  fresh  without 
top  ice." 

Receiving  point  inspectors  should  be  on  the  lookout  for  this  new- 
lettuce  pack  and  in  case  any  lots  are  inspected  should  report  to  the 
Washington  office  regarding  condition  on  arrival  and  state  what  the  trade 
thinks  of  the  carrying  qualities  of  let  race  packed  in  this  way.

Because  of  the  widespread  interest  shown  by  c anners  and  growers  in 
the  grading  of  cannery  tomatoes  it  is  considered  advisable  to  briefly  out- 
line some  of  this  -work  so  that  inspectors  may  have  a  general  knowledge  as 
to  the  application  of  the  grades. 

The  principal  difference  between  grades  for  cannery  tomatoes  and  all 
other  grades  issued  by  the  Fruit  and  Vegetable  division  is  that  there  are 
no  tolerances  provided  in  the  former  grades.    'The  reason  for  this  is  that 
cannery  tomatoes  are  not  sorted  into ''different  qualities  for'  delivery  to 
the  cannery.    The  grades  are  provided    so  that  the  relative  value  of  various 
loaas  of  tomatoes  may  be  determined  in  order  that '  they  may  be  paid  for  at 
prices  vrhidh  are  commensurate ' with  their  value  for  canning  purposes.  The 
only  gracing  expected  of  the  grower  is  the  removal  of  Culls. 

Experiments  in  Maryland,"  New  York,  . and  Indiana  indicate  that  the 
larger  the  amount  of  U»  S.  No,  1  tomatoes  in  any  lot  the  greater  the  yield 
of  canned  goods  per  ton  of  raw . tomatoes . 

The  cannery  tomato  grades,  provide  a  basis. for  sampling  the  tomatoes 
as  they  are  delivered  to  the  cannery.    The  inspector  determines  the  percent- 
ages of  each  grade  of  tomatoes  in  each  load* 

Canners  who  contracted  on  the  basis  .of  the  U.  S*  grades  last  year 
paid  a  certain  price  for  No,  2  tomatoes,  a  premium  for  No*  lTs,  and  nothing 
for  Culls.    The  premium  for  No,  l*s  offered  an  inducement  to  growers  to  de- 
liver just  as  good  quality  tomatoes  as  possible  while  docking  for  the  Culls 
discouraged  the  grower  from  delivering  this  class  of  stock* 

The  following  example    illustrates  how  the  rate  per  ton  is  determined; 
The  inspector  examines  a  grower* s  load  of  tomatoes. 
From  the  samples  inspected  he  finds  that  kGfo  are  CJ»  S.  No.  1  tomatoes,  H-fjo 
No.  2ts,  and  ffo  Culls. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  example  let  us  assume  that  the  contract  prices 
are  SIS. 00  for  No,  l^s,  $10.00  for  No.  2fs,  and  nothing  for  Culls. 

For  the  No.  1  tomatoes  .in  this  particular  load  the  price  will  be  kS/o  X 
$18.00  or  $8.28,     For  the  No,'  2*s  it  will  be  kjfo  X  $10.00  or  $^.70.  Adding 
the- price  of  the  No.  l*s  ($8.28)  to  that  of  the  No,  2*s  ($^70)  we  find  that 
the  grower  is  paid  $12. 93  per  ton, 

The  following  results  obtained  at  one  factory  last  year  illustrate 
the  importance  of  this  work:       ;  ■ 

The  average  percentages  of  each  grade  of  tomatoes  were:  4-9$  U,  S. 
No,  1^,  kffo  No.  2rs,  and  kfo  Culls..  .The  average  price  was  $13*52*    The  best 
load  averaged  32%  No.  lTs,  fjo  No.  2*$,  and  1$  Culls.    This  load  was  paid  for 
at  the  rate  of  $17,20  per  ton.    The  poorest  load  averaged  23$>  No.  lfs,  H-tyo 
No,  2'sf   and  33$  Culls  and  was  paid  for  at  the  rate  of  $8*5*+  per  ton.  The 
difference  in  payment  for  these  two  loads  was  $8*72  per  ton.    Under  the  old 
system  of  payments  all  loads  of  tomatoes  at  this  factory  would  .have  been  paid 
for  at  the  rate  of  $12.00  per  ton  regardless  of  quality,

The  canner  at  this  factory  states-  ,L,Ve  feel  that  the  U.  3.  Grading 
System  is  the  only  practical  ana  fair  way  to  purchase  tomatoes  for  canning 
factory  use{  our  farmers  are  well  pleased,  I  'believe  that  I  secured  cheaper 
tomatoes  than  I  ever  bought  before,  yet  I  paid  21, Ch  more  per  ton."

lb,    MAKUFACTU3E  OF  APPLE  FLOUR. 

Several  weeks  ago  there  was  published  in  the  Division  Letter  an 
article  regarding  cookies  made  from  apple  flour,    Mrs.  L„  B»  G-erry  of  the 
Spokane  office,  who  contributed  the  article  about  the  cookies,  wrote  the 
following  letter  on  January  29 y  in  which  she  tells  how  apple  flour  is 
manufactured:  ^ 

"In  the  process  of  mamif picturing  apple  flour,  the  juice  is  first 
pressed  from  the  fruit  by  a  centrifugal  machine  which  separates  the  water 
from  the  acids  and  minerals.    This  is  later  put  under  heat  and  reduced  to 
a  dry  form.    The  apple  pulp  is  dried  and  then  the  two  are  mixed  together 
and  ground  into  flcur.    All  apples  are  thoroughly  washed  and  only  goed 
quality  apples  used.    Small  sizes  can  be  used  as  well  as  large,  and  all 
of  the  apple,  even  to  the  pealing,  is  used* 

"At  the  present  time  the  cost  of  production  runs  from  eight  to  ten 
cents  per  pound.    It  wholesales  for  eleven  cents  bulk  or  fourteen  cents 
in  pound  packages,  and  retails  at  twenty  cents  per  pound,    The  cost  of 
manufacturing  at  present  is  excessive,  but  it  is  expected  that  v/ithin  the 
next  two  years  the  price  will  be;' reduced  at  least  one  hundred  per  cent. 

nEor  baking  purposes,  one  cup  of  apple  flour  is  used  to  five  cups 
of  wheat  flour „    This  apple  flour  will  absorb  seventy-five  per  cent  water 
and  it  is  necessary,  in  successfully  handling  this  product,  to  soak  it 
in  scalding  water  for  about  half  an  hour  before  using," 


2b,     SEVERE  FATHER  IN  MIltLSSGTA.  ' 

The  following  paragraph  is  copied  from  a  letter  of  January  30,  from 
J.  D,  Hamilton,  in  charge  of  the  temporary  field  station  at  Moorhead: 

"Potato  market  conditions  are  dormant,  pending  weather  that  will 
permit  loading,    Weather  has  been  the  worst  in  the  United  States,  The 
temperature  here  has  reached  as  high  as  10°  above  zero  three  times  this 
year.    When  it  reaches  as  high  as  5°  below  zero,  a  considerable  volume  of 
stock  is  loaded,  ko  to  50  cars  in  the  few  hours  during  which  some  t  warmth1 
prevails.    With  the  exception  of  three  days  this  month,  the  temperatures 
have  been  below  zero,  and  the  last  seven  days  have  witnessed  minimums  of 
20°  below,  or  lower.    Maximum  temperatures  have  not  reached  zero  for  over 
tv/o  weeks." 


3b.     RECSKT  ilE'.VS  OK  KAII.S  POTATOES. 

On  February  2,    John  W*  Coleman,  of  the  Presque  Isle  office,  wrote 
the  following  letter  regarding  potatoes  in  Maine: 

"Maine    shipped  367  cars  of  seed  potatoes  during  the  past  week.  Of 
this  total,  250  cars  were  selected  and  H7  cars  were  certified.  ITorth 
Carolina  took  22  cars,  Georgia  77,  Virginia  7U,  Texas  k~J  f   Soutn  Carolina 
46,  Alabama  19,  Tennessee  12 Florida  6,  New  York  3  and  Mississippi  1.

Certified  Green  Mountains 
are  selling  at  $l,6o-$l»70  for  immediate  shipment  and  $1.90-$2,10  for  spring 
shipment.    Selected  Cobblers  in  10  peck  sacks  for  present  shipment  range 
from  $1,05~$1.20;  selected  Green  Mountains  $1.20-$1*25;  Bliss  Triumphs mostly 
$l*15-$l„lK)  per  sack* 

"Rail  shipments  of  seed  stock  from  Canada  have  been  very  light  for 
several  weeks.     Only  one  car  was  imported  by  rail  last  week  and  that  went 
to  Cash  Corner,  North  Carolina.    Humors  are    that  boat  shipments  of  Canadian 
seed  are  heavy  along  the  Eastern  Coast. 

"The  ground  is  now  well  covered  with  snow  and  haulings  have  been- 
rather  heavy  for  three  days.    The  price  to  growers  has  dropped  and  at  some 

points  near  here  the  best  Green  Mountains  are  selling  at  90^  per  barrel. 
However,  the  general  price  for  this  section  of  Aroostook  County  is 
around  $1.00  per  barrel.    Dealers  are  getting  mostly  around  $1.25  per  150- 
pound  sack,  delivered  sales  (freight  only  deducted.)     Zero  weather  or  rain 
are  the  only  factors  that  will  keep  the  price  where  it  is.    If  the  weather 
next  week  permits    heavy  haulings  there  will  be  plenty  of  90^  potatoes  here," 

Ub.     CALIFORNIA  LETTUCE  SITUATION. 

A.  E.  Prugh,  writing  from  El  Centro,  on  February  1,  gave  the  follow- 
ing report; 

"Imperial  Valley  has  experienced  the  coolest  winter  since  1923 »  The 
temperature  was  reported  as  low  as  22°  just  before  Christmas,  down  to  25° , 
January  10,  and  again  as  low  as  25°,  January  26,    It  seems  that  each  time 
shipments  start  to  increase,  a  cold  spell  occurs  and  curtails  movement.  The 
morning  of  January  25,  there  was  so  much  frost  in  the  lettuce  that  cutting 
was  impossible  in  the  forenoon,    Perhaps  it  is  well  that  this  situation  pre- 
vailed, for  the  East  and  particularly  the  Middlewest  have  reported  many 
periods  of  zero  weather  at  which  time  people  are  inclined  to  eat  ham  and  eggs 
instead  of  lettuce.    With  normal  weather  during    January,   shipments  after 
the  10th  would  have  been  50  cars  per  day  heavier.    In  spite  of  the  cold 
weather  in  the  East  and  fairly  heavy  track  holdings,  prices  in  receiving 
markets  held  steady  on  Imperial  stock,  especially  for  U*s,  but  the  discount 
on  5*s  ranged  from  25rf  to  $1.    Here  at  shipping  point  last  year  the  carlot 
market  often  held  within  a  range  of  1Q-X5{£i  because  more  4-1  s  were  available 
in  each  car.    This  season  ^practically  straight  5ls*  or  cars  with  275  to  300 
crates  of  5's  in  a  total  load  of  320,   sold  generally  50^  under  cars  » heavy 
to  U's1  or  75/b  and  over. 

"Shipments  at  the  present  time  are  about  500  under  last  year  to  the 
same  date.    There  is  a  wide  difference  of  opinion  as  to  what  the  season  total 
will  be.    We  do  know,  however,  that  if  it- exceeds  11,000  cars,  a  heavy  move- 
ment must  come  in  February.    Much  of  the  lettuce  has  been  held  back,  and 
as  Arizona  has  also  been  experiencing  cool  weather,  some  shippers  look  for- 
ward to  lack  of  Arizona  competition,  permitting  the  Imperial  season  to  ex- 
tend into  the  first  week  of  April.    Apparently  if  the  Phoenix  movement  should 
be  delayed,  Imperial  shipments  will  be  fairly  heavy  through  March,  which  might 
cause  the  season's  total  to  be  higher  than  present  conditions  indicate.  How- 
ever, the  history  of  the  Phoenix  spring  deal  has  been  that  actual  conditions 
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at  harvest  time  were  generally  opposite  to  early  forecasts.    Many  6ls  have 
"been  available,  but  about  the  only  markets  taking  them,  are  San  Francisco  and 
Los  j\ngeles.    On  account  of  the  many  frosty  nights,  much  of  the  lettuce  has 
shown  considerable  marginal  discoloration  on  the  wrapper    leaves  and  solidity 
has  varied  from  day  to  day.    Light  supplies  available  have  caused  some  ship- 
pers in  cutting  their  fields,  to  get  too  much  soft  stock* 

"We  have  had  good  distribution  on  lettuce  this  winter.    The  9-day  dis- 
tribution table  of  the  lettuce  report  from  this  office  shows  cars  rolling  to 
155 . markets, 

"Shipments  of  carrots  have  been  running  on  an  average  of  5  oars  per 
day.    Carrots  are  tied  up  about  5  in  a  bunch  and  loaded  5  dozen  bunches  to 

the  crate,  with  crushed  ice  between  layers.    The  regular  lettuce  crate  is 
used  with  a  362  or  368  load.    The  billing  weight  on  carrots  is  87  compared 
with  76  on  lettuce.    The  carlot  cash  track  market  on  carrots  has  ranged  most- 
ly $2.00-$2.25,  but  dropped  to  $1.85  recently.    Prices  here  have  been  nearly 
50^  higher  than  in  Texas.    The  freight  rate  from  Imperial  Valley  to  Chicago 
is  $1.10  on  carrots  as  compared  with  $1.46  on  lettuce.    The  railroad  company 
also  charges  20$  of  the  standard  refrigeration  rate  or  $15  for  transporting 
7»500  pounds  of  ice  over  the  top  of  the  crates. 

"Other  miscellaneous  shipments  from  Imperial  Valley  during  January 
have  been  about  3  cars  daily  of  greens,  1  spinach,  1  chicory  and  1  grape 
fruit. 

"The  general  opinion  is  now,  that  frost  damage  to  cantaloupes  is  not 
much  heavier  than  in  previous  seasons.    The  covered  acreage  is  heavy,  esti- 
mated in  the  packer,  dated  January  26,  at  19,075,  as  compared  with  last  yearns- 
16,705.    This  was  apparently  an  estimate  of  the  Federal-State  Crop  Reporting 
Service,  although  not  so  specified.    While  the  frost  damage  to  this  acreage 
under  caps  and  brush,  apparently  was  light,  it  might  delay  an  otherwise  early 
maturity.

le.    EXCESS  WOOL  PROFITS  CASES, 

Three  excess  wool  profits  cases  were  finally  reached  for  trial  last 
week  in  the  United  States  District  Court  at  Boston,  Mass*    They  were  tried 
"before  Judge  Morton,  who  heard  the  arguments  on  the  demurrers  in  these 
cases  six  years  ago  and  rendered  an  opinion  at  that  time  favorable  to  the 
Government.    The  Government  consistently  won  the  excess  wool  profits  cases 
.in  various  Federal  District  Courts  until  a  case  was  reached  in  Baltimore' 
in  which  a  decision  against  the  Government  was  rendered  in  February,  1925* 
That  case  was  argued  later  in  the  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals,  which  rendered 
an  opinion  also. against  the  Government.    The  case  was  argued  before  the 
Supreme  Court,  but  was  dismissed  without  decision*     Since  that  time  two 
other  courts  have  decided  cases  in  accordance  with  the  Circuit  Court  de- 
cision* 

In  the  Boston  cases  last  week  the  smallest  case,  which  involved  un- 
usual circumstances,  was  dismissed.     In  the  other  two  cases  the  facts  were 
stipulated  by  the  attorneys  in  lieu  of  testimony  of  witnesses  and  the  dif- 
ferences between  the  Government  and  the  defendents  as  to  interpretations  of 
the  regulations  of  the  War  Industries  Board,  under  which  the  wool  was  hand- 
led in  1918,  were  argued  at  length  before  the  Court,    The  cases  are  now 
resting  with  the  Court  awaiting  his  decision,    The  Court  indicated  that  he 
intended  to  follow  the  Circuit  Court  decision  as  far  as  it  applied  to  these 
cases.    The  facts  in  these  cases,  however,   differed  sufficiently  from  the 
Baltimore  case  to  warrant  a  decision  favorable  to  the  Government  according 
to  the  views  of  the  Government  attorneys. 

J.  S.  Bohannan,  of  the  Solicitor's  office,  made  the  argument  on  be- 
half of  the  Government  in  these  Boston  cases.    Assistant  United  States 
Attorney  Spaulding,  however,  was  associated  with  him.    Mr*  Bohannan  and 
Mr.  DeMott  remained  in  Boston  until  Thursday  of  this  week,  completing  the 
stipulations  and  other  matters  of  record,, 

It  is  tne  intention  of  the  Government  to  proceed  with  the  trials 
of  other  pending  cases  and  in  the  handling  of  appeals  in  Circuity  Courts  with 
a  view  to  expediting  this  work  as  much  as  possible  to  determine  by  the 
highest  judicial  tribunal  whether  dealers  who  handled  wool  during^l91S 
under  Government  regulations  are  legally  bound  to  pay  excess  profits  to  the 
Government*    There  are  25  other  cases  awaiting  settlement.    These  involve 
about  $680,000  of  which  96$  is  due  from  only  12  dealers.    The  excess  profits 
already  collected  amount  to  $760,000,  of  which  over  $^50,000  has-been  dis- 
tributed among  the  growers  of  the  wool  on  which  such  excess  profits  were 
made*    This  procedure  is  according  to  the  plan  contemplated  by  the  wool 
regulations  and  provided  for  annually  by  Congress  in  the  Appropriation 
Act  s .

Mr.  Pailthorp  left  San  Francisco,  Wednesday,  February  6,  for  Chicago 
where  he  will  spend  Friday.    He  expects  to  he  back  in  Washington  Monday, 
February  11,    While -Mr.  Pailthorp  was  in  San  Francisco  he,  Messrs.  Allewelt 
and  Rogers,  and  several  other  representatives  of  the  California  Department 
of  Agriculture,  attended  a  meeting  in  that  city  called  by  the  California 
Development  Association  to  consider  problems  in  connection  with  standardi- 
zation and  certification  of  export  shipments  of  California  fruits  and  vege- 
tables.   The  attendance  consisted  principally  of  growers,  packers  and  ex- 
porters of  fruit  and  vegetable  products.    The  requirements  of  the  United 
States  grades  were  discussed  and  suggestions  were  made  that  U.  S„  grades  for 
California  oranges,  lemons,  grapefruit,  Italian  sprouting  broccoli,  sweet 
anise  and  prickly  pears  should  be  prepared. 

Mr.  Lewis  attended  the  meeting  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Canners1 
Association  in  York  on  Tuesday  of  this  week  and  while  there  conferred  with 
canners  regarding  U*  S,  grades  for  canning  tomatoes. 

Mr.  Bier  left  Washington  Thursday  afternoon  for  Winchester,  Charlottes- 
ville, and  Roanoke,  Virginia,  in  the  interest  of  shipping-point  inspection 
work* 

Mr.  Evans  returned  to  Washington  from  Boston,  Saturday  morning, 
February  2. 

Mr.  Hill  returned  to  Washington  from  the  Pacific  Northwest,  Monday 
morning,  February  kt  and  reports  that  during  hi S  stay  in  the  State  of 
Washington,  tentative  State  grades  were  formulated  for  narcissi,  bulbous 
iris,  ornamental  evergreen  nursery  stock,  ornamental  deciduous  nursery 
stock,  lining  out  stock  and  roses.    These  grades  will  be  published  and  put 
into  effect  as  Washington  State  grades.    This  is  the  first  step  in  grading 
for  this  kind  of  plant  material  and  resulted  from  a  request  of  nurserymen 
and  bulb  growers  for  a  State  hearing  for  the  promulgation  of  these  grades. 
The  National  Nursery  Association  has  been  working  for  several  years  for  the 
adoption  of  grades  in  their  own  organization  and  Washington  is  the  first 
State  asked  to  take  official  action.    Mr,  Hill  believes,  however,  that  much 
work  will  have  to  be  done  to  make  these  grades  practical  for  general  use  in 
the  United  States.     While  in  the  West,  Mr.  Hill  also  interviewed  growers* 
organizations,  shippers  and  State  officials  in  Washington,  Oregon  and  Idaho 
regarding  the  fresh  prune  industry  and  made  arrangements  for  a  market . survey 
which  is  to  be  conducted  this  spring. 

On  their  return  from  Boston  where  they  have  been  for  the  past  ten  days 
or  more,  Messrs.  Bohannon  and  DeMott  stopped  in  New  York  City  today  to  in- 
terview the  U.  S.  Attorney  and  furnish  information  relating  to  a  pending 
excess  wool  profits  case  which  was  tried  in  the  federal  court  several  years 
ago.

la-     EMPLOYMENT  UNDER  LETTER  OF  AUTHORIZATION. 

Attention  is  called  to  paragraph  2,  page  3.  of  B.  A.  E«  News,  Vol. 
20,  No.  5,  dated  January  29.    It  will  not  be  possible  hereafter  to  pay  any 
member  of  the  family  of  a  Government  employee  from  Federal  funds  under 
letter  of  authorization.    This  provision  does  not  hinder,  however,  the  em-

5b.     WISCONSIN  CABBAGE  ABOUT  CLEANED  UP. 

W*  H*  Hall,  in  charge  of  the  Market  News  Service  in  Chicago,  sent 
the  following  report  on  February  9; 

"Dealers  who  are  operating  in  the  various  cabbage  shipping  sections 
of  Wisconsin  are  of  the  opinion  that  total  carlot  shipments  after  February 
1,  will  not  exceed  50  cars.    If  this  is  true,  the  season  will  end  about  a 
month  earlier  than  usual,  vshich  is  unaoubtedly  due  to  high  prices  prevail- 
ing throughout  January  and  February.    A  few  of  the  Wisconsin  kraut  factories 
have  sold  some  of  their  stock  of  cabbage  to  shippers,  realizing  larger 
profits  than  could  reasonably  be  expected  from  making  it  into  kraut,  but 
it  is  not  believed  that  there  is  any  cabbage  remaining  in  these  factories 
at  this  time.    A  bloc. :  of  ten  cars  last  week  practically  cleaned  up  the 
supply. " 

6b.    PHILADELPHIA  UNLOADS  HEAVY  IN  JANUARY. 

The  following  paragraph  is  copied  from  a  letter  of  February  3, 
from  U.  G.  Lensen,  Philadelphia; 

"Unloads  last  month  were  heavier  than  during  any  January  for  the 
past  six  years.    Heavier  receipts  of  carrots,  citrus  and  spinach  accounted 
for  most  of  the  gain.    Philadelphia* s  white  potatoes  still  come  mostly 
from  Pennsylvania.    Last  year  at  this  time  good  potatoes  in  nearby  Pennsyl- 
vania counties  were  nearly  cleaned  up.    Unloads  of  Maine  potatoes  for 
January  were  lh  cars  compared  with  180  in  January  1928." 


7b.     OREGON  CROPS  DAMAGED  BY  FREEZING-. 

The  following  telegram  was  received  on  February  13.  from 
R.  L.  Ringer,  Portland,  Oregon: 

"Pacific  Northwest  having  record-breaking  cold  spell  with  heavy 
snows  and  sub-zero  temperatures  at  the  time  when  spring  work  is  usually 
starting.    In  fruit  sections,  Wenatchee,  Walla  Walla  and  Hood  River, 
temperature  has  registered  seventeen  degrees  below  but  no  report  possible 
yet  as  to  possible  damage  to  trees.    Some  freezing  in  potato  pits  in 
Yakima  but  blanket  of  snow  is  probably  a  protection  from  excessive  loss. 
Oregon  onion  growers  fighting  frost  in  storehouses  but  will  probably  make 
few  shipments  until  after  two  weeks  of  thawing  weather.    Broccoli  crop 
at  Roseburg  reported  ruined;  at  least  shipments  will  be  few  and  late."

For  several  years  past  two  clerks,  one  employed  by  Plant  Industry 
and  one  by  our  service,  have  been  engaged  in  abstracting  information  from 
our  receiving-point  certificates  ana  typing  this  on  small  cards  which  are 
filed  by  products  under  the  state  of  origin  of  the  shipment s.    The  Bureau 
of  Plant  Industry  has  used  these  cards  in  connection  with  their  plant 
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disease  survey  and  extension  pathology  work,  -It  -has  "been  decided  however, 
that  more  valuable  result  s -  will  be  obtained  at  a  smaller  cost  by  having 
two  copies  of  each  receiving-point  certificate  sent  to  Washington,    One  of 
these  will  be  filed  serially  as  at  present  under  the  office  of  issue;  the 
other  will  be  filed  b;y  products  under  the  state  of  origin  of  the  shipments 
in  the  same  way  as  the  cards- prepared  from  these  certificates  are  now  filed* 

In  oraer  to  accomplish  this  it  is  requested  that  beginning  with 
February  20,  each  receiving-point  inspection  office  send  to  the  Washington 
office  two  copies  of  each  certificate  issued  instead  of  one  as  is  now  the 
practice.    It  is  believed  that  most  offices  will  be  able  to  do  this  without 
the  use  of  another  copy  in  addition  to  the  six  now  bound  with  each  original. 
If,  however,  the  original  and  six  copies  are  not  sufficient,  additional 
copies  can  be  obtained  from  this  office.    Please  be  sure  that  such  addition- 
al copies  when  used  have  the  certificate  number  clearly  typed  on  them.

"Temperatures  ranging  from  21  degrees  below  zero,   the  lowest  tempera- 
ture on  record  for  February,  to  30  degrees  above  zero  Thursday,  prevented 
deliveries  to  warehouse^  until  February  14.    Growers  have  been  sacking 
potatoes  in  cellars  to  have  ready  to  bring  in  as  soon  as  the  weather  per- 
mits.    Heavy  supplies  with  warmer  weather  expected.     The  market"  is  "sensi- 
tive to  current  offerings.    Prices  for  warehouse  regraded  U.  S.  T.o.  1 
Russets,  range  65-SO^  cash  track  basis,  averaging  7G-75^»  with  few  medium 
size  eastern  packs  as  low  as  oC-65^.    U.  S-  ITo*  2  Russets  range  35-^ 
according  to  quality,  bringing  mostly  around  U0<5,  No.  1  Rural s  are  scarce 
at  l+5^„  «  .  . 

^b.     POTATO  PRICES  PRC?  Ill  T7I SCOITSIIT.  '  > 

Bryce  Morris,   in  charge  of  the  field  station  at  V;aupaca,  wrote  the 
following  letter  on  February  16: 

"Since  the  recent  drop  in  potato  prices,  farmers  in  this  section 
have  been  reluctant  to  haul  their  crop,   even  with  favorable  weather.  Bulk 
round  whites  were  selling  in  Waupaca  today  at  35*  Per  cwt-,  5^  lower  than 
last  week,  and  10^  lower  than  for  the  first  few  days  in  February.     Car  lots, 
on  the  delivered  basis,  are  10-15^  lower  than  two  weeks  age , 

"Dealers  here  are  quite  gloomy  concerning  prospects  for  the  remaind- 
er of  this  season.     They  seem  to  think  that  prices  will  go  even  lower  than 
at  present f  some  mentioning  a  probaDle  25<?  market  this  spring.  Farmers 
Trill  probably  feed  a  large  portion  of  the  crop  in  case  prices  go  to  that 
level* 

"Shippers  in  the  Antigo  section  estimate  200  to  300  cars  yet  to 
move  from  that  normally  early  shipping  district." 

5b.     POTATO  A1TD  QUI  Oil  SITUATION  IN  MICHIGAN. 

R.  H.  Shoemaker,   of  the  Grand  Rapids  field  station,  wrote  the  follow- 
ing letter  on  February  15: 

"Following  the  rise  in  the  pM;ato  market  during  the  period  of  in- 
clement weather  which  was  prevalent    n  all  the  northern  shipping  points 
a  few  weeks  ago,   the  market  graduall}r  declined  to  present  levels.  During 
the  past  week  prices  have  ranged  consistently  between  70-75<?  f.o.b.  for 
sacked  stock,  and  although  there  has  been  a  moderate  movement  for  this  State 
at  this  time  of  the  year,  the  demand  has  generally  been  slo-.     The  snc-  and 
sleet  storms  this  winter  have  left  the  roads  in  very  poor  condition,  and 
have  been  contributing  factors  responsible  for  the  very  light  deliveries 
by  growers  but,  disinclination  to  haul,  or  open  pits  during  winter  because 
of  generally  low  market  levels,  has  of  course  been  the  principal  factor. 
During  the  market  flurry  of  a  few  weeks  ago  prices  rose  to  ^5-50^  level  for 
a  time,  but  quickly  declined  to  35-^0^  after  about  a  week.    With  the  poor 
demand  of  the  past  few  days,  the  generally  plentiful  supply  of  stock  in  the 
important  markets,  and  the  gradual  edging  down  of  prices  in  the  markets  and 
over  the  wire,  prices  offered  by  shippers  for  bulk  stock  at  the  present 
writing  are  30-35c*,with  the  lesser  price  generally  being  offered  in  the 
northern  part  of  the  peninsula,   and  the  35<?  as  a  general  offering  price  in 
the  southern  half  of  the  territory. 
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"with  the  passing  of  time  it  is  now  gradually  felt  that  the  balance 
of  the  onion  holdings  of  the  country  are  gradually  being  gathered  into 
few  and  stronger  hands.    As  a  result,   shippers  in  this  State  still  have 
holdings  to  offer  and  have  been  raising  their  quotations  from  around  the 
$5*25  level  to  $5-50  Pcr  cwt.  for  yellows.    While  the  markets  generally 
are  not  showing  any  more  strength  than  a  week  ago,   it  is  believed  that 
prices  will  soon  show  a  definite  reaction  upward.     If  this  proves  to  be 
so,   it  is  believed  that  receivers  will  take  more  kindly  toward  present  quo- 
tations.   Practically  no  sales  of  yellows  have  been  reported  during  the 
past  week,,  although  reds  have  been  moving  in  a  limited  way  at  $5-00  per  cwt." 

6b.     C5LERY  :'r0Tr^"'5!JT  II"  SAI,TFQ?D  "DISTRICT  ED5AT?  WITH  LO^T  PRICES  "PEEVAILHTG> 

In  a  letter  of  February  15,  from  Sanford,  Florida,  H.  E.  Rutland 
included  the  following  information  regarding  celery: 

"The  celery  situation  here  at  Sanford  is  anything  but  promising  just 
now.     The  movement  is  heavy,  prices  are  low,  and  apparently  may  continue 
so  for  a  while  at  least. 

"During  the  first  two  weeks  in  January  there  was  some  unseasonably 
warm  weather  here  and  because  of  this  the  celery  developed  much  more  rapidly 
than  was  anticipated,   especially  the  younger  plantings  that  were  to  mature 
in  the  middle  and  late  February.    During  most  of  the  winter  before  the  new 
year,   the  weather  had  been  cool,   retarding  the  growth  of  early  plantings  and 
causing  heavy  root  growth.    When  the  warm  spell  came  these  plants  grew  rapid- 
ly and  produced  considerably  larger  sizes  than  were  expected.     'This  celery 
is  being  cut  now.    The  later  plantings  are  now  under  paper  and  will  be  cut 
soon.     In  fact,  last  Saturday  there  were  k^O  acres  under  paper  in  the  San- 
ford district* 

"Sizes  on  present  cuttings  are  running  generally  large,   showing  a 
heavy  percentage  of  3  and  k  dozen.     The  present  percentage  of  large  sizes 
usually  shows  up  in  mid-season,  but  dealers  say  they  have  seldom  seen  them 
so  early.     Quality  is  generally  good  but  growers  have  been  having  their 
troubles  getting  a  proper  bleach  on  account  of  the  recent  cool  spell. 

"Advices  from  Bradenton  indicate  that  movement  from  the  Manatee  sec- 
tion will  run  from  o5  to  90  cars  pej  week  for  some  time.     Some  shipments 
will  continue  from  the  Sarasota  section  throughout  the  marketing  season* 
As  Sanford  has  a  heavier  crop  than  ever  before  there  isnH  any  shortage  of 
celery  in  prospect  soon.    Movement  from  the  Sanford  area  will  show  a  slight 
increase  during  each  of  the  next  two  weeks  and  the  peak  movement  should 
come  around  the  first  week  in  March  if  not  sooner.    After  that,  the  movement 
is  expected  to  drop  to  moderately  liberal  proportions  and  continue  till  well 
into  May. 

"Prices  have  declined  from  $2.00  per  crate  on  6  and  S  dozen  sizes 
to  $1.50  since  last  Saturday.    The  market  is  weak  today  and  the  trade  is  not 
buying  at  any  great  rate,   however,  .present  distribution  is  good.     The  Manatee 
district  is  selling  generally  25-50<?  below  this  section  and  is  not  helping 
the  situation  any.

John  W«  Coleman,  writing  from  Presque  Isle  on  February  2^.  made 
the  following  report: 

"During  the  past  week  Maine  shipped  around  1,200  cars  of  potatoes, 
of  which  311  cars  were  seed  potatoes.     Shipments  of  table  stock:: potatoes 
dropped  off  slightly,  due  to  lighter  buying  from  outside  markets'.    The  mar- 
ket weakened  last  week  at  Maine  shipping  points  and  on  Saturday  the  grower 
was  receiving  80^  to  90^  per  barrel  for  Green  Mountains.    The  price  here  in 
Aroostook  County  ^ras  $3*25  per  barrel  a  year  ago.    Maine  is  now  only  900 
cars  behind  the  shipments  of  last  season. 

"About  one-third  of  the  potatoes  that  are  now  being  shipped  from 
Maine  are  from-  dealers 1  warehouses  at  railroad  sidings.    Another  .third  is 
mostly  seeaAwnxch  was  sold  some  time  ago  and  the  remainder  consists  of  stock 
that  is  being  hauled  from  country  storage*    The  reason  why  shipments  are  so 
heavy  now  is  that  many  of  the  large  operators  have  very  little  confidence 
in  the  late  spring  market  and  do  not. care  to  hold  stocks  too  long,  as  they 
did  last  season.    Buying  and  shipping  of  seed  potatoes  was  also  much  later 
this  season  than  last  and  since  the  first  of  the  1929  year,   seed  shipments 
have  been  rather  heavy.     It  is  beginning  to  look  as  though  the  final  total 
of  seed  shipments  from  Maine  may  not  be  very  far  behind  that  cf  last  season."

On  February  23,  Eryce  Morris,  of  the  Y^aupaca  office, wrote  the 
following  letter: 

"Lees  than  200  carloads  of  potatoes  were  shipped  from  Wisconsin  during 
the  past  week, ending  Friday  night,  February  22nd.     This  figure  is  less  than 
one-half  that  of  the  average  week's  shipments  since  the  latter  part  of 
January.    Extreme  cold  and  freakish  weather  caused  the  decline  in  movement. 
The  temperature  here  early  Wednesday  was  hi*  below  zero.    'Wisconsin  Rapids, 
southwest  of  here,   reported  ^3°  below,  while  in  the  north  at  Rhinelander  it 
was  hS*  below.     Sudden  changes  have  occurred  in  Waupaca  several  times  the 
past  week,   the  most  pronounced  being  a  maximum  temperature  of  11*  above  and 
a  minimum  of  hl°  below, the  same  day.    Thursday  was  relatively  warm,  with 
a  temperature  of  2U°  above.     This  was  followed  by  a  drop  to  22c  below  Friday 
morning.     Today  is  much  warmer  with  a  snow  f cre-casted. 

"Potato  prices  have  remained  about  stationary  this  week.  Round 
whites,   in  carloads,   delivered  basis,   freight  only  deducted,  opened  Monday 
at  b2j~65^  per  cwt.,  sacked,  and  closed  at  65cf  today,  with  very  few  sales. 
Growers  were  receiving  generally  35^  per  cwt*  for  bulk  round  whites  over 
the  State;  a  few  stations  paying  as  high  as  hot,  others  as  low  as  30^. "

3c     FREEZING-  INJURY  AND  PHYSIOLOGICAL  BREAKDOWN  OF  ONIONS. 

"All  inspectors  are  not  following  the  instructions  which  have  been 
issued  regarding  these  matters  and  it  therefore  seems  necessary  to  re- 
peat them  in  order  to  promote  a  uniform  policy  in  all  offices.  Patholo- 
gists recognize  the  fact .that  there  is  a  watery  discoloration  of  the 
outer  scales  of  onions  which  may  be  either  the  result  of  breakdown  or  of 
freezing  injury.    On  account  of  the  extreme  difficulty  in  distinguish- 
ing between  the  two,   "frozen  onions"  or  "freezing  injury1'  should  never 
be  reported  unless  the  onions  show  ice  formation  or  the  location  of  the 
affected  stock  in  a  car  or.  cold  storage  clearly  indicates  damage  by 
freezing  temperature-s.  '  Under'  all  other  conditions,  the  injury  shpuld  be  ' 
described  without  making  any  attempt'  to'  name  the.  cause.  _

lb.    WESTERN  ITEu  YOEK  FRUIT  AND  VEGETABLE  NOTES. 

On  March  5>  S.  W-  Russell,  of  the  Rochester  office,  wrote  the 
following  notes  on  western  New  York  crops: 

"Prices  and  market  conditions  on  APPLES  were  generally  unchanged 
during  the  past  week  as  compared  with  the  previous  week.     The  export  demand 
is  moderate  and  domestic  very  light-     Trading  during  the  past  week  was  very 
slow-     It  is  estimated  "by  some  of  the  largest  shippers  that  there  were 
between  U,500  to  5,000  cars  of  apples  remaining  in  Western  New  York  on 
March  1,  which  would  be  loaded  on  rail-    Many  holders  of  Baldwins  at  the 
present  time  continue  very  optomistic  so  far  as  the  future  marks  t  is  con- 
cerned.    They  are  asking  $2  per  bushel  for  U-  S.  No.  1,  2k  in  up  Baldwins, 
and  the  trade  is  trying  to  buy  at  $1-85  VeT  bushel,  which  is  causing  a 
somewhat  unsettled  condition  on  Baldwins  at  the  present  time.    For  barrelled 
stock  U.  S-  No-  1,  2\  inch  up  Baldwins,   shippers  are  asking  generally  $5«50 
and  as  high  as  $6  per  barrel  on  the  best  stock-    However,  a  considerable 
amount  of  this  stock  is  only  ordinary  and  sells  at  lower  figures.  The 
Rhode  Island  Greening  market  is  very  dull  and  terminal  markets  are  contin- 
ually reporting  Western  New  York  State  stock  arriving  in  poor  condition, 
the  principal  difficulty  being  internal  breakdown.    It  is  believed  that 
the  export  demand  will  continue  moderate  during  the  remainder  of  this  week 
and  that  the  domestic  demand  will  continue  very  light. 

11  The  season  on  CABBAG-E  is  practically  ended.    Probably  the  most  in- 
teresting feature  of  the  Western  New  York  State  cabbage  season  this  year, 
was  the  fact  that  shipments  from  January  1  to  the  close  of  the  season  were 
only  slightly  above  the  shipments  for  the  month  of  January  alone  in  other 
seasons-    The  reduced  acreage  and  lighter  yield  per  acre  caused  fairly  high 
prices  all  season,   and  was  considerably  better  than  the  low  returns  of  the 
previous  season.    Danish  stock  on  a  bulk  per  ton  basis  this  season  sold  from 
£25  to  $^5  per  ton,  ranging  generally  $35  to  $33  per  ton*    The  closing  of 
the  Season  this  year  is  from  three  to  five  weeks  earlier  than  for  the  large 
crop  last  year.     The  demand  through  the  last  three  weeks  of  this  season  was 
very  light  and  many  holders  were  disappointed  with  the  prices  paid-  The 
price  on  the  few  sales  during  the  past  week  ranged  from  $3&-$U2  per  ton  on 
Danish  in  "bulk  with  a  few  fancy  slightly  higher.    Many  shippers  were  re- 
luctant to  accept  the  above  prices  and  consigned  most  of  their  stock  during 
the  last  three  weeks  of  the  season. 

"CARROTS  r-ere  very  inactive  during  the  past  week  and  many  shippers 
are  of  the  opinion  that  the  market  will  show  practically  no  activity  the 
remainder  of  the  season.    An  occasional  car  was  reported  at  $2-75  Per  100 
pound  sack  with  one  car  during  the  past  week  at  $1-70  per  bushel,  washed. 
According  to  estimates  on  carrots  there  are  very  few  cars  remaining  in 
western  New  York  and  it  is  believed  that  the  season  on  carrots,  as  well  as 
other  crops  from  Western  New  York,  will  close  from  three  to  five  weeks 
earlier  than  last  season- 

"The  market  on  QUI PITS  during  the  past  week  was  very  inactive.  Sales 

were  few  and  prices  quoted  were  generally  on  medium  sized  stock  and  ranged 

from  $4-70  to        90  per  100  pound  sacks.    At  the  present  time  the  demand 

continues  very  light  and  most  shippers  do  not  anticipate  better  conditions 

during  the  remainder  of  the  present  week.  N

POTATOES  continue  dull  and  weak;-    During  the  past  week  the  demand 
was  very  light  and  at  the  present  time  no  improvement  is  noted*  Prices 
paid  were  unchanged  from  those  paid  the  previous  week  and  all  indications 
at  the  present  time  signify  a  continued  dull  and  possibly  weaker  market 
in  the  next  few  weeks.     The  prevailing  price  on  150  pound  sacks,  "U.  S* 
No.  1  delivered  sales,   freight  only  deducted,  round  white's  is  $1,30  to 
$1*35-    Prices  paid  to  the  growers  of  30—3 5^  per  "bushel  are  practically 
unchanged.     One  locality  is  paying  as  high  as  Uo<5  for  a  few.1' 

2b.     POTATO  AND  ONION  SITUATION  IN  MICHIGAN, 

R~  En  Shoemaker,  writing  from  Grand  Rapids  on  March  1,  made  the 
following  report: 

"The  potato  market  in  Michigan  continues  dull.    With  several  days 
lately  of  warmer  weather,  .the  side  roads  are  now  impassable^  consequently, 
farmers  living  along  them  .cannot  haul  potatoes  even  though  they  may  be  so 
disposed.    Offerings  by  shippers  for  the  most  part  have  been  very  light. 
The  few  sales  that  have  been. made  the  past  few  days  have  been  at  slightly 
higher  figures,  generally  ranging  70-73-  per  cwt.    Outside  demand  continues 
very  light.    The  warmer  weather  hit  Minnesota  and  ^Wisconsin  before  it  did 
Michigan  and  these  States  have  increased  their  movement  during  the  past 
week.     For  this  reason  it  has  been  hard  to  increase  f.o.b.  prices  iin 
Michigan. 

"Instead  of  strengthening  as  was  anticipated,   the  onion  market  has 
been  rather  a  disappointment  during  the  past  week.    Demand  has  been  very 
light,   and  very  few  sales  have  been  made  at  around  $5-25  for  U.  S*  No.  1, 
I3  inch  minimum,   and  around  $5  for        inch  minimum  stock.    Best  estimates 
of  the  remaining  cars  to  be  shipped  from  the  State  are  around  275  to  300 
cars,   the  bulk  of  which  will  probably  move  during'  the  month  of  March,  n 

3d.     NEwS  REGARDING  MAINE  POTATOES. 

John  W.  Coleman,   of  the  Pre s que  Isle  field  station,  wrote  the 
following  letter  on  March  2: 

"The  potato  shipments  from  Maine  totaled  27»^25  cars  to  March  1. 
This  brings  the  shipments  within  700  cars  of  the  total  to  the  same  date 
last  season.    Haulings  have  been  moderate  this  week  and  growers  are  receiving 
75c£  to  90«^  per  barrel  for  Green  Mountains.    A  few  special  marks  are  bring- 
ing 95^  to  $1  per  barrel  and  this  stock  is  used  mostly  for  box  packing  or 
is  graded  very  carefully  and  sold  as  fancy  potatoes. 

"".Tire  inquiry  has  been  very  light  all  week  and  the  market  continues 
dull.     Dealers  are  selling  150-pound  sacks  of  Green  Mountains  at  $1.05  to 
$1.10  per  sack,   delivered  sales,  freight  only  deducted.    Eulk  is  bringing 
55-  to  62j^  per  100  pounds  on  the  same  basis.     Considerable  stock  is  sold 
on  joint  account,   some  is  consigned  and  there  are  a  great  many  direct  sales 
to  save  brokerage.

lc.     EPPOP.S  PIT  OZHTIFICATZS. 

A  common  error  in  writing  certificates  seems  to  be  "mis-spelled  words" 
and  while  this  may  not  often  change  the  meaning  it  does  not  improve  the  ap- 
pearance of  a  certificate  and  may  result  in  the  reader  losing  confidence  in 
the  inspector^  ability. 

Each  certificate  should  be  properly  punctuated  which  is  another  im- 
portant point  that  should  be  given  more  attention. 

The  typewritten  statements  on  the.  certificates  should  begin  immediately 
following  the  printed  heading  and  the  practice  of  leaving  considerable  space 
between  the  printed  headings  and  the  tyoe"ritten  statements  should  be  discon- 
tinued as  it  does  not  make  a  neat  anpearance.    Each  type-ritten  statement 
should  be  in  line  with  the  printed  heading  and  ^hezi  these  statements  appear 
two  or  three  spaces  below  the  printed  heading  it  may  confuse  the  reader  as  to 
which  heading  on  the  cei-cif icate  the  typewritten  statement  refers. 

No  matter  how  carefully  the  inspection  is  made  a  faulty  certificate 
might  create  such  a  bad  impression  as  to  make  the  whole  operation  of  little 
or  no  value.     Since  the  ability  of  an  inspector  is  often  judged  by  the  manner 
in  which  his  certificates  are  -prepared,   it  is  therefore  important  to  exercise 
great  care  in  checking  over  each  certificate  after  it  is  typed  and  before  it 
1s  signed.     The  inspector  cannot  blame  anyone  else  for  typographical  errors 
which  appear  over  his  signature.

Members  of  the  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Division  will  be  interested  to 
know  that  our  old  friend  and  co-worker  A.  E*  Mercker  has-  rejoined  the 
force,  this  time  as  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Interstate  Early  Potato 
Committee.     This  project  is  financed  jointly  by  this  Department  and  the 
Extension  Services  of  Maryland,  Virginia,  and  North  Carolina,  although 
the  field  of  work  will  include  South  Carolina  and  perhaps  Florida- 
Mr.  Mercker  will  have  official  headquarters  at  Blacksburg,  Virginia, 
but  will  spend  much  time  in  Washington  when  not  actually  travelling  over 
the  territory.

l"b-     CALIFORNIA  ASPARAGUS  SEASON  LATER  THAN  LAST  YEAH, 

On  March  kt  C-  J-  Hansen  wrote  as  follows  from  San  Francisco: 
"Last  Saturday,  I  made  a  trip  through  the  asparagus  producing  fields 
in  the  Sacramento  Delta  District.     Very  little  of  the  asparagus  is  peeping 
through  the  ground,  and,  unless  there  is  extremely  warm  weather  soon,  it 
looks  as  though  the  season  will  he  at  least  three  weeks  later  than  last 
year* 

"The  first  express  shipment  of  asparagus  left  the  State  this  year 
on  February  22.    Last  year  the  first  shipment-  was  on  February  9,  There 
were  119  crates  on  the  San  Francisco  market  this  morning,  "but  the  quality 
was  poor  and  very  small  in  size. 

"The  Delta  District  as  a  whole  needs  rainfall  and  plans  are  "being 
made  to  irrigate.     It  looks  as  though  this  will  be  one  of  the  driest  years 
that  California  has  had  for  some  time. 

"Apricot,  plum,  prune  and  almond  trees  are  all  in  full  "bloom,  while 
pear  and  cherry  trees  are  showing  f  airly  ^good  size  "buds  and  will  probably 
come  out  within  another  week  or  ten  days." 

SHIPPERS  DJ  LOwSR  RIO  GRANDS  VALLEY  MAKE  LITTLE  PROFIT  ON  CABBAGE. 

The  following  letter  was  received  on  March  8,  from  W.  D.  Googe 
in  charge  of  the  field  station  at  Brownsville,  Texas-: 

"During  the  past  week,  the  vegetable  markets  in  the  Lower  Rio 
Grande^  Valley  were  featured  by  small  margins  of  profits  taken  by  shippers 
of  cabbage.    Although  the  bulk  of  the  cabbage  was  bought  from  the  growers 
at  mostly  $10  per  ton  in  wagonloads  delivered  at  the  car  doors,  reports 
indicate  that  usual  terms  sales  averaged  probably  not  more  than  $12  per 
ton.    Most  shippers  report  that  they  are  not  making  their  expenses  in  hand- 
ling cabbage,  and  their  margin  of  profit  on  other  commodities  is  also 
small.     They  continue  to  ship  these  commodities  hoping  to  recuperate  their 
losses  before  the  season  is  over. 

"A  strong  sentiment  is  being  developed  in  the  Valley  against 
1  so-called  cash  buyers1  who  operate  here  without  capital  or  responsibility 
as  community  factors.     Their  plan  is  to  buy  direct  from  the  growers  and 
underquote  regularly  established  shippers.    Price  cutting  begins  among 
shippers,  but  within  a  few  days  prices  to  growers  are  cut  in  proportion. 
Many  of  the  leading  shippers  and  growers  claim  that  even  at  the  heaviest 
shipping  period  cabbage  should  never  have  been  worth  less  than  $20  per  ton 
to  growers,  in  consideration  of  the  supplies  in  the  late  producing  States. 
This  propaganda  is  being  played  up  by  the  newspapers,  but  the  results  re- 
main to  be  seen." 


3b.     AMERICAN  SHIPPERS  IN  MEXICO  SUS?"sND  PICKING-  AND  PACKING. 
On  March  9,   the  Los  Angeles  office  wired  as  follows: 
"Principal  American  shippers  in  Mexico  have  suspended  all  picking 

and  packing  until  conditions  in  that  country  arc  more  stable.  Seventeen 

cars  of  peas,   reported  crossing  border  on  March  6,  were  loaded  before  the 

revolution.    Very  few  peas  picked  afterward."

A  more 
recent  wire  from  the  Los  Angeles  office  advises  that  Mexican  tomatoes  are 
arriving  there  by  boat. 


4b"  BRQWITSVILLE  OFFICE  DENIED  USE  OF  ARMY  RADIO  FOR  TIME  BEING  BECAUSE 
OF  TRAFFIC  CONGESTION  DUE  TO  MEXICAN  DISTURBANCE,. 
G.        Clark  writing  from  San  Antonio  on  March  11  said  in  part 
as  follows: 

l,No  doubt,  the  Mexican  revolt  seems  rather  removed  and  nothing  to 
worry  about,  to  you  in  Washington,  but  we  have  had  it  brought  to  our  atten- 
tion rather  abruptly.    As  I  wired  you  last  Friday,  we  have  been  denied  the 
use  of  the  army  radio,  for  the  time  being*    Upon  seeing  the  stack  of  messages 
piled    before  the  operators  at  Fort  Sam  Houston  last  week  I  began  to  fear 
for  our  service.    The  blow  was  staved  off  until  Friday,  then  the  Colonel 
issed  instructions  canceling  most  of  our  relay  to  Googe  at  Brownsville.  I 
had  to  admit  that  he  was  justified  in  this  action,  much  as  I  disliked  to  see 
our  work  disrupted.    Mr.  Googe  and  I  were  agreed  that  things  had  been  working 
too  well  to  last.     I  did  persuade  the  Colonel  to  allow  us  to  send  the  ship- 
ments and  f.o.b*Js  to  Brownsville  and  a  short  spinach  report  to  Laredo ,  I 
em  hopeful  that  we  may  be  able  to  continue  those  two  messages.     The  Colonel 
stated  that  he  would  play  fair  with  us  and  resume  sending  the  market  reports 
just  as  soon  as  possible.    It  is  impossibly  to  even  guess  at  this  time  how 
long  we  will  have  to  use  commercial  wires.  ^*Googe  is  naturally  worried  for 
fear  that  it  will  last  long  enough  to  deplete  local  funds  subscribed  for 
operation  of  the  Brownsville  office. 

"For  about  two  weeks  prior  to  the  revolt  the  amount  of  material  handled 
by  the  army  radio  had  been  increasing  daily  and  I  was  constantly  being  advised 
by  the  Captain  in  charge  that  they  had  established  a  new  record  in  the  number 
of  messages  handled  by  the  Fort  Sam  Houston  station.    Whether  or  not  this  in- 
crease in  traffic  was  due  to  advance  knowledge  of  what  was  to  happen  in 
Mexico  I  cannot  say.    At  any  rate  I  had  been  apprehensive  for  some  time  that 
the  heavy  load  might  intcrfer  with  our  schedules,  however,  I  had  not  antic- 
ipated having  the  army  service  terminated  so  abruptly." 
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5"b-     CLEARING  HOUSE  ESTIMATES  FLORIDA  HAS  9,000  CARS 
"  CRAPE FRUIT  TO  MOVET 
The  following  paragraph  is  copied  from  a  letter  of  March  12,  from 
.  V;ill son,  Winter  Haven: 

"The  movement  of  grapefruit  from  Florida  decreased  this  past  week 
to  approximately  600  cars.     Shipments  increased  slightly  during  the  latter 
part  of  the  week  and  every  indication  points  to  heavier  shipments  this  week 
as  i-iondayls  movement  was  Ilk  cars  compared  to  SI  a  v/eek  ago-     The  Clearing 
House  Association  states  that,  "because  of  loss  due  to  abnormal  dropping  and 
the  belief  that  fruit  left  on  trees  interferes  with  the  setting  of  the  new 
crop,   they  are  finding  it  very  difficult  to  hold  shipments  to  figures 
recommended  by  them.     On  March  Sth,   Clearing  House  officials  estimated  that 
there  were  9,000  cars  of  grapefruit  yet  to  be  rolled  to  market,  including 
mixed  cars.     It  is,  however,  well  to  mention  that  this  is  higher  than  most 
estimates. "

to  them  should  be  made;   except  in  the  case  of  a  negative  grade  statement, 
where  mention  is  made  of  the  defects  being  in  excess  of  the  tolerance.  When 
a  _ot^is  reported  up  to  grade  it  sounds  like  an  apology  for  the  grade  state- 
ment  .o  say  that  the  def ects"  are  "barely  -ithin  tolerance"  and  this  practice 
must  be  discontinued.

la-    MOTOR  TRUCK  TRANSPORTATION  ON  THE  EASTERN  SHORE. 

Mr.  Brice  Edwards  has  recently  completed  an  analysis  of  the  Delaware 
Highway  Commission  motor  truck  shipment  records  for  1923  obtained  by  count- 
ing trucks  loaded  with  produce  passing  over  the  State  highways-     It  was 
impossible  for  employees  of  the  Commission  to  count  all  trucks  but  the 
records  are  believed  to  be  not  more  than  20%  incomplete  and  cover  movements 
from  the  Eastern  Shore  of  Virginia,  for  Delaware  and  that  part  of  Maryland 
lying  south  of  Delaware. 

These  records  show  that  5 * 7^-5  carlot  equivalents  of  fruits  and  vege- 
tables moved  by  motor  truck  in  1928  as  compared  to  Ul,^32  cars  reported  to 
this  Bureau  shipped  by  railroads.    Apples,  cabbage,  onions,  potatoes,  and 
sweet  potatoes,  being  heavy  and  semi-perishable,  moved  largely  by  rail, 
there  being  reported  36,^20  carlots  shipped  by  this  method,  as  against  only 
900  carlot  equivalents  reported  shipped  by  motor  truck.    All  other  fruit 
and  vegetable  shipments  totaled  5,012  carlots  by  rail  and  k, Sk^  carlot 
equivalents  by  motor  truck,   showing  that  more  of  the  highly  perishable  and 
lighter  vegetables  now  move  by  motor  truck  than  by  rail,  if  the  missing  20% 
were  added  to  the  above  figures. 

The  motor  truck  now  carries  a  preponderance  of  the  strawberries. 
In  1926  rail  shipments  reported  were  2/S62  cars,  and  motor  truck  shipments 
reported  were  1,162  carlot  equivalents.    In  1923,  the  rail  shipments  re- 
ported were  2,121  carlots  as  against  2,256  carlot  equivalents  by  motor 
truck.     These  figures  show  that  the  total  shipments  have  increased  and  that 
the  motor  truck  shipments  during  the  past  season  were  greater  than  rail 
shipments.

,TThe  new  unloading  and  sales  platform  which  has  "been  under  construc- 
tion "by  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  for  the  past  several  months,  was  put  into 
operation  today-    About  59  "broken  and  unbroken  cars  were  unloaded  and  deal- 
ers reported  a  fairly  satisfactory  "business,  though  probably  not  more  than 
30  cars  were  sold*    Not  less  than  ten  packages  are  to  be  sold  to  one  custom- 
e2;*     ^■be  ^irs't  twenty-four  hours  are  free,  then  a  storage  charge  goes  into 
effect.    Prom  April  1  to  December  15  a  rate  of  5^5  per  100  pounds  will  be 
charged,  with  a  minimum  rate  of  $1  and  a  maximum  rate  of  $9  per  car.  From 
December  15  to  April  1,  the  rate  will  be  2$  per  100  pounds,  minimum  $1, 
maximum  $5.     Goods  can  be  held  on  the  platform  indefinitely  by  payment 
of  these  storage  charges.     The  hours  of  sale  during  the  summer  months  are 
5:00  to  10:00  A*  M»;  while  during  the  winter  the  hours  are  6; 00  to  11:00 
A-  M.     Capacity  of  the  platform  is  approximately  200  cars* 

"Buyers  express  themselves  as  well  pleased  with  the  new  arrangement, 
as  it  enables  them  to  buy  all  of  their  goods  under  one  roof  and  saves  them 
considerable  time  in  buying*" 

2b.    RECENT  ITEV.S  ON  MAINE  POTATOES. 

On  March  17,  J„  W-  Coleman,  of  the  Presque  Isle  office,  wrote  the 
following  letter: 

"The  potato  market  held  about  steady  here-  last  week  and  there  was 
very  little  change  in  prices.     Growers  received  from  SO^  to  $1  per  barrel 
for  C-reen  Mountains.    Dealers  sold,150  pound  sacks  on  a  delivered  basis, 
freight  only  deducted,   at  $1.10  to  $1.15  per  sack  and  on  the  same  basis 
bulk  cars  sold  mostly  at  £0$  to  65^  per  100  pounds  with  large  sizes  bring- 
ing 70^. 

"Haulings  from  country. storage  were  moderate  to  heavy*  Dealers 
claim  it  is  getting  rather  difficult  to  find  good  lots  of  potatoes  and  for 
this  reason  there  was  some  speculation  last  week  on  $1  potatoes-    At  Presque 
Isle  and  Fort  Fairfield  there  was  quite  a  bit  of  buying  at  $1  per  barrel 
and  the  potatoes  were  stored  for  the  April  market* 

"Last  week  Maine  shipped  2oU  cars  of  seed  potatoes  and  the  total  to 
March  15  vras  3,7^6  cars  or  only  200  cars  behind  the  seed  shipments  of  last 
season  to  the  same  date.    Certified  seed  inspectors  informed  me  yesterday 
that  two  more  weeks  will  clean  up  the  seed  stock  in  very  good  shape." 

3b.     GROSSES  IN  SANFORD  SECTION  TAKE  MEASURES  to  stabilize  CELERY  MARKET, 
H.  E.  Rutland,   in  charge  of  the  field  station  at  Sanford,  Florida, 
wrote  the  following  letter  on  March  15: 

"After  being  in  trouble  with  their  celery  nearly  since  the  onening 
of  the  season,  growers  in  the  Sanford  section  apparently  have  taken 
measures  which  will  prove  effective  in  stabilizing  the  market  and  in  clear- 
ing up  the  unsold  rollers  which  have  hindered  sales  so  much.     Last  Saturday 
a  meeting  of  distributors  with  a  committee  of  growers  and  with  the  bankers 
of  Sanford  was  held.    At  this  meeting  it  was  decided  to  stop  harvesting 
for  a  week,  covering  the  period  from  March  9  to  March  IS.

"Prices  rere  ranging  around  $1  per  crate  on  the  few  cars  that  were 
being  sold  then  "but  only  a  small  portion  of  the  daily  shipments  of  last 
week  were  "being  sold,    A  considerable  quantity  of  cars  carried  over  from 
the  week  before  were  also  unsold,  and  were  beginning  to  land  in  various 
market s.  -  Receiving  markets  were  badly  demoralized  and  had  practically 
stopped  buying  f.o.b.    Prices  in  most  receiving  markets  were;  so,  low  that 
returns  on  good  celery  were  around  50<£'  VeT  crate  to  the  grower,  and  ordinary 
quality  was  not  bringing  freight  and  packing  charges.     The  prospect  of  fur- 
ther demoralization  as  a  result  of  the  arriving  of  some  250  cars  which  were 
rolling  unsold  last  Saturday  had  it's  effect  on  the  growers  here.  Co- 
operation in  stopping  cutting  this  week  has  so  far  been  practically  a 
hundred  per  cent,    I  believe  only  two  cars  have  been  cut  since  last  Saturday 
in  the  Sanf ord-Oviedo  district. 

"Markets  are  showing  a  rather  pronounced  reaction.    The  shipping- 
point  market  has  changed  from  where  it-  was  very  hard  tc  get  over  $1  a  crate 
for  good  quality  sixes  and  eights,   and  hard  to  sell  very  many  at  any  price, 
to  a  good  inquiry  and  demand  for  rollers  yesterday  with  some  sales  of  all 
sizes  at  $1*50  f,o„b.    Most  of  last  week's  rollers  are  cleaned  up  but  shippers 
plan  to  wait  till  track  holdings  about  clean  up  before  resuming  shipments. 

"It  is  estimated  that  probably  200  or  250  cars  will  be  lost  in  the 
fields  on  account  of  over-maturing.     If  strict  grading  is  practiced  when 
cutting  is  resumed  this  loss  will  be  considerably  greater.    Most  growers 
are  rather  philosophical  about  this  loss,  taking  the  attitude  that  if  cut- 
ting had  not  stopped,  this  celery  would  have  been  practically  worthless 
any?/ ay,  as  would  also  have  been  many  of  last  weekTs  unsold  cars  which  are 
now  bringing  a  fair  price, 

"Yields  last  week  were  still  running  exceptionally  heavy.  Quality 
was  in  the  main  good,   though  some  fields'  were  rather  short.     Shipments  next 
week  will  doubtless  run  heavy,  very  likely  making  a  new  peak  unless  dis- 
triDutors  work  out  some  means  of  limiting  them.     Shipments  for  the  next 
three  or  four  weeks  will  be  heavy  and  probably  liberal  for  several  weeks 
afterward,  "  • 

*+b,     ONIONS  AND  POTATOES  START  MOVING-  FROff  LQ:,"£R  RIO  GRANDE  VALLEY, 

Under  date  of  March  IS,  ¥,  D.  G-ooge  contributed  the  following  item: 
"Three  outstanding  events  of  the  past  week  in  the  vegetable  shipments 
from  this  section  are  the  rise  of  cabbage  prices,  with  their  subsequent 
rapid       decline  under  heavy  shipments,   the  beginning  of  the  onion  move- 
ment from  the  Raymondville  section,   and  a  few  scattered  shipments  of  early 
potatoes. 

"The  cabbage  situation  is  the  source  of  considerable  acrimonious  dis- 
cussion, most  all  shippers  losing  money  and  the  result  being  sharp  reductions 
in  prices  to  growers.     The  rise  from  $10  a  ton  to  growers,  tc  $20  and  the 
quick  drop  tack  to  $10  within  a  week's  time  seems  to  have  caused  practically 
no  change  in  jobbing  prices  in  the  large  centers.     There  is  a  much  better 
undertone  to  the  market  as  this  week  begins.    Rainy  weather  is  curtailing 
shipments. 

"The  early  potatoes  began  to  move  in  a  limited  way  at  mostly         per  lb. 
in  carloads  and  in  mixed  cars  f.o.b,  usual  terms,  but  have  been  reduced  to  hi* 
Onions  started  off  at  mostly  $3*50  per  standard  crate  for  yellow  Bermudas, 
the  growers  receiving  around  $2-75 •     They  are  selling  about  25  cents  lower

lc-    THE  APPLICATION  OF  THE  75-25  OF  U.  S.  NO.  1  LETTUCE  GRADE^D.L.  Mar-  22, 
(Reprinted  from  Division  Letter  of  April  g,  1927*) 

In  order  to  apply  properly  the  U*  S.  No.  1  lettuce  grade*   the  follow- 
ing points  should  he  rememhered:- 

1.  The  75$  which  must  he  nfirmH,  ("firm"  as  used  in  the  grade  includes 
also  "hard")  must  he  free  from  defects,  -  that  is,  the  tolerance  must  come 
out  of  the  remaining  25$» 

2,  A  lot  may  fail  to  grade  U.  S.  No.  1  either  "because  of  defects  in  ex- 
cess  of  tolerance  or  "because  it  does  not  contain  the  proper  proportions  of 
firm  and  fairly  firm  heads#  it  heing  understood  that  fairly  firm  heads  are  not 
classed  as  defective  even  though  a  lot  may  he  thrown  out  of  grade  on  account 

of  containing  more  of  such  heacts  thsn~the  grade  permit s* 

3*    The  percentage  of  U.  S,  No,  1  heads  in  any  lot  is  determined  "by 
first  finding  the  percentage  of  hard,  firm,  and  fairly  firm  heads  which  are 
free  from  defects*    Example:-    "^0$  hard,  20£>  firm,  25$  fairly  firm."    Here  we 
have  60$  of  heads  firm  or  "better.    The  ratio  of  firm  to  fairly  firm,  as  pre- 
vided  in  the  grade,  is  3  to  1.    If,  therefore,  there  is  60$  firm,  there  can  he 
only  20$  fairly  firm*    This  gives  a  total  of  30$  which  can  properly  he  called 
U.  S.  No.  1  quality  in  the  lot.    The  simple  procedure  in  such  a  case  is  to  add 
to  the  percentage  of  firm  one-third  of  this  amount,  the  total  heing  the  amount 
of  U.  S.  No.  1  quality.    If,  however,  the  per  cent  of  fairly  firm  is  less  than 
one-third  the  firm,  the  actual  percentage  of  fairly  firm  should  he  added. 
Example;-    "1+5$  hard,  25$  firm/ 10$  fairly  firm."    Here  the  10$  fairly  firm, 
heing  less  than  one-third  o'f  the  70$  firm,  is  added  to  the  70$,  giving  a  total 
of  30$  U.  S.  No.  1  quality. 

A  definite  statement  in  a  separate  paragraph  must  always  he  made  to 
show  the  percentage  of  defective  stock.     This  includes  the  percentage  of  soft 
heads. 

5»    The  nearest  percentages  ending  in  0  or  5  are  to  he  used,  except 
those  under  10$.    On  account  of  this  use  of  percentages,  the  statements  should 
he  qualified  "by  use  of  the  words  "about"  and  "approximately,"  as  shown  in  the 
following  examples  cf  different  cases  which  are  taken  from  shipping-point  cer- 
tificates:- 

!•    Quality  and  Condition: 

Heads  are  fresh,  crisp  and  fairly  well  trimmed.    Wrapper  leaves  green  color. 
Stock  free  from  defects  consists  of  about  30$  hard,  30$  firm  and  25$  fair- 
ly firm. 

Defects  consist  of  ahout  10$  "soft,  2$  russet,  and  3$  hurst. 
Grade:    Approximately  30$  No.  1  Quality. 

2.    Quality  and  Condition:

Stock  free  from  defects  consists  of  Uo$  hard,  Ho$  firm,  5$  fairly  firm. 
Ahout ^15$  defects  consisting  of  12$  hurst  or  split  heads  and  ahout  3$ 
mildew  discoloration  in  some  crates,  affecting  outer  leaves  only. 
Grade:    Approximately  35$  is  of  U.  S.  No.  1  Quality. 

3*    Quality  and  Condition: 

Heads  fresh,  crisp  and  generally  well  trimmed.    Wrapper  leaves  good  green 
color,  occasional  leaf  showing  slight  mildew  discoloration. 

Stock  free  from  defects  consists  of  ahout  1+5$  hard,  25$  firm,  8$  fairly  firm. 

About  18$  hurst  and  3$  other  defects,  mostly  open  with  an  occasional  russeted. 

Grade:    About  30$  of  stock  is  of  U.  S.  No.  1  Quality. 

It  should  he  noted  in  Example  1  that,  while  the  stock  free  from  defects  * 
|nd  the  defects  total  100$,  the  approximate  percentage  of  U.  S.  No.  1,  which  is  ' 
SO/o,  plus  the  defective  stock,  does  not  total  100$  hut  95$.    This  is  because 
there  was  5$  more  fairly-firm  heads  than  the  3  to  1  ratio  permits.

If  roughness  was  the  only  defect  on  the  8$  of  the  fruits,  the  car  would 
be  in  grade  because  there  would  not  be  more  than  10$  of  the  lot  showing 
excessive  discoloration,  but  inasmuch  as  13$  of  the  fruit  shows  excessive 
discoloration  the  car  does  not  grade.  '  ■

lb.     TOMATOES  BEING  SHIPPED  FROM  FLORIDA  IN  LUGS. 

E,  R«  Biddle  of  the  Mew  York  office,   in  a  wire  a  few  days  ago, 
stated  that  a  solid  car  of  tomatoes  from  Florida  had  arrived  on  the  New 
York  market  packed  in  Western  lug  boxes,  and  that  a  few  small  lots  had 
also  previously  been ^received  from  Florida  in, this  container.  Philadelphia 
has  also  received  a  few  lugs  mixed  in  cars  with  the  usual  six-basket  carrier. 


2b.     WISCONSIN  POTATO  SHIPMENTS  MODERATE  DURING-  LAST  WEEK 
WITH  CONTINUED  LQg  PRICES. 

Bryce  Morris,  writing  from  Waupaca  on  March  23,  made  the  following 

report: 

"Shipments  of  Wisconsin  potatoes  have  been  quite  moderate  for  the 
past  week.    Lower  prices  and  bad  roads  have  combined  to  keep  farmers  from 
hauling  the  normally  expected  volume- 

^Farmers'  prices  dropped  again  Monday,  March  IS,  to  30^5  per  100^  pounds 
in  Waupaca,  and  to  25-30-*  at  other  '"isconsin  points  (bulk  per  cwt.)  With 
market  conditions  slow  and  dull,   Chicago  prices  slipped  again  the  latter 
part  of  the  week,  causing  dealers  here  to  drop  prices  at  all  stations  in 
the  State  to  25<*  per  cwt.,  bulk,   toaay.    Some  points  are  even  reported,  as 
low  as  20 6. 

"Growers  merely  consider  the  present  prices  as  salvage,  with  no 
hope  of  a  reasonable  price  this  season. 

"Carloads  f.o.b.  have  fallen  from,  around  55<*  per  cwt.,   round  whites, 
to  as  low  as  k^t.     Carload  delivered  sales,   (freight  only  deducted)  were 
moving  at  60£  per  cwt.,  for  sacked  round  whites,   early  in  the  week  but 
later  were  quoted  at  55<£-    There  was  practically  no  wire  inquiry  today, 
and  no  sales  were  reported.11 

3b.     POTATO  SITUATION  IN  MAINE, 

In  a  letter  of  March  2k,  .from  Presque  Isle,  John  W.  Coleman  in- 
cluded the  following  information  regarding  potatoes: 

■Maine  potato  shipments  have  caught  up  with  those  of  last  season, 
having  now  -passed  the  31,000  car  mark.    At  present  Maine  is  shipping  around 
1,200  cars  per  week.     For  several  weeks  seed  shipments  have  been  over  300 
cars  per  week  and  it  is  expected  that  the  seed  shipments  v  ill  pass  last

season's  mark'    before  the  office  closes  here  on  March  30.     The  general  belief 
in  Maine  among  shippers  is.  that  there  is  a  large  amount  of  poor  stock  on  hand 
yet  and  that  good  stock  is  getting  a  little  scarce.    If  the  price  of  old  pota- 
toes is  any  better  in  April  and  May  than  at  present  it  is  expected  that  Maine 
.will  . ship  around  40,000  cars  before  the  season  ends. 

"There  was  .  a  little  flurry  here  the  past  week  when  a  dealer  at  Fort 
Fairfield  started  paying  $1.15  per  barrel  for  potatoes.     The  general  price  to 
the  grower  was  80 ^-$1.     This  particular  dealer  was  getting  plenty  of  potatoes 
for  a  couple  of  days  but  the  rush  was  short  lived,  as  he  only  wanted  a.  fe-T 
cars  to  store  until  May. 

It  is  reported,  that  one  dealer  at  Presque  Isle  has  55.000  barrels  of 
potatoes  on  hand  and  is  waiting  for  high  prices  in  April  and  May.    He  did 
practically  the  same  thing  last  season  and  later  dumped  his  potatoes.  Another 
large  operator  here,  who  grew  1,200  acres  of  potatoes  in  1928,   is  selling  as 
fast  as  he  can  get  orders  and  at  times  his  prices  are  under  the  general  market. 
He  has  no  confidence  in  the  outlook  and  is  anxious  to  get  the  potatoes  out  of 
the  way.     These  two  instances  will  give  you  an  idea  of  the  conflicting  opin- 
ions even  among  experienced  operators  in  Maine." 

STRAWBERRIES  TO  BE  SHIPPED  FROM  POTEET,  TEXAS. 

The  following  paragraphs  are  copied  from  a  letter  of  March  25>  from 
Or*  D.  Clark,  San  Antonio,  Texas: 

"Saturday  afternoon,  March  23,  I  drove  to  Poteet,  a  village  about 
thirty-five  miles  southeast  of  here  and  the  center  of  a  small  strawberry  pro- 
ducing section.    While  the  quantity  of  berries  produced  there  is  mostly  con- 
sumed by  San  Antonio  and  other  Texas  towns,   it  is  expected  that  possibly  forty 
straight  carlots  will  be  moved.

"On  Friday,  March  22,  approximately.  200  crates  of  - "berries  were  handled

sumed Sunday  and  the  volume  was  expected ,  to  increase  rapidly.    Probably  the 
first  straight  carlot  rill  not  be  shipped  until  the  last  of  this  week.

""The  San  Luis  Valley;  potatoes  are  cleaned  up,  for  all  practical 
purposes,   arid  shipments  from  the,  Western  Slope  have  "been  averaging  only 
around  g  to  10  cars  per  day..   The  Greeley  section  has  shipped  5,200  cars  to 
date,  which  is  more  than  a  thousand  ahead  of  their  final  total  last  year- 
It  Is  probable  that  •  they.,  have  somewhere  around  a  thousand  cars  left ;  In  that 
district,   although  it  is  problematical  as  to  whether  or  not  these  will  all 
be  shipped.  ..The  San  Luis  Valley  has  to  date  shipped  6,130  cars,  compared 
with  "the  final' total  last  season  of  10,730  cars. 

"The  great  increase  in  potatoes  in  Northern  Colorado  last  season  was 
in  a  large  part  the  result  of  a  controversy  between  the  beet  growers  and  the 
sugar  interestswhich  Caused' some  .of  the ,  normal  beet  acreage  to  be  planted 
to  potatoes.     The  potato  growers  in  the  San  Luis  Valley  do  not  seem  to  be 
inclined  to  cut  their  acreage,   since  this  past  season  has  been  comparatively 
favorable  for  them.    With  their  lighter  crop 'and  distinct  varieties,  they 
have  doubtless  topped  the;;  entire  country  on  prices,  at  least  since  the  first 
of  the  year-    An  increased  : demand  has  developed  in  Some  of  the'  eastern  .mar- 
kets for  Red  McClures,  and  a  greater  portion  of  the  good  'stock  of  this  varie- 
ty has  been  shipped  to  Chicago  and  points  east  during  the  past  couple  months 
at  prices  ranging  from  $1  to  $1-15  Per  cwt.,  f.o.b.  shipping  points, 

"The  cantaloupe  and  melon  acreage  will  probably  show  a  reduction, 
part  of  that  acreage  being  planted  to  onions.     Some  increase  in. onion  acreage 
is  also  expected  on  the  Western  Slope  and  in  Northern  Colorado. 

"It  is  probable  that  lettuce  production  in  the  State  will  be  increased 
over  the  comparatively  short  crop  of  last  season  and  will  approach  nearer  to 
that  of  previous  years.    A  further  increase  in  production  of  green  peas  is 
also  to  be  expected."  . 

fo*     TEMPORARY  FIELD  OFFICE  AT  HASTINGS  -NOT  TO  EE  OPENED., 

No  temporary  field  office  will  be  opened  at  Hastings,  Florida, 
this  season.    Local . factors  there,  for  the  first  time  in  several  years, 
are  not  inclined  to  contribute  to  the  cost  of  , the  office.    Since  our  funds 
are  too  limited  to  bear  the  additional  expense  of  operating  without  "local 
financial  support,   it  is  necessary  to  abandon  the  office.  •  No  f.o.b.  in- 
formation will  be  available  covering  this  district  this  season.  Mailing 
lists  will  be  served  from  Jacksonville.  :

D.  Googe, 
Brownsviile,  Texas: 

"The  Rio  Grande  Valley  Potato  Growers  Association  has  discontinued 
lj-lnch  screens  for  the  new  Bliss  Triumphs  shipped  from  this  section.  Some 
of  the  growers  are  still  using  the  old  screens,  "but  it  is  intended  that  the 
present  crop  of  potatoes  "be  shipped  as  strictly  U.  S.  No.  l's.     The  old 
method  of  using  the  grade  >V»  S*  No.  1,  1-|  inch  minimum'  is  a  thing  of  the 
past* 

nI  note  that  some  of  the  market  reporters  are  reporting  Texas  potatoes 
of  the  latter  classification.    Practically  all  Association  potatoes  will 
carry  a  Eederal-Stat e  certificate  as  to  their  grade.    There  are  shippers 
who  make  a  practice  of  quoting  potatoes  as  U.  S.  No.  l*s  which  do  not  meet 
the  specifications  of  that  grade.    The  Association' prices  generally  prevail 
among  non-member  shippers  and  growers,  and  shippers  quoting  prices  lower 
than  the  Association  are  usually  offering  potatoes  that  have  not  "been  in- 
spected or  that  have  been  run  over  a  1|— inch  screen."

It  recently  came  to  the.  attention,  of . one  of  our  inspectors  that  a 
warehouse  had  gone  to  considerable  trouble  to  get  some  questionable  quality 
fruit  by  him.     In  this  warehouse  there  was  a. grower rs  apple  crop  which  was 
of  such  quality  that  it  was  impractical  to  saf ely.  pack  it  up  to  grade  and 
at  the  same  time  make  any  showing  in  the  percentage  packout.  Therefore, 
the  fruit  of  this  grower,  :  wh§  may  be  designated  as  .Grower  |To»  3,  v;as. packed 
close  to  the  line  for  grade  and  then  marked-,  with  the.:number  of  Grower  No.  2, 
who  is  a  producer  of  high  quality  fruit  which'  can  readily  "be  packed  so  as  to 
stand  any  inspection.    Before  the  inspection  was  called  for,  the  fruit  of 
Grower  No.  3,  mismarked  Grower: No,  2,   together  with  the  fruit  of  Grower 
No.  2,  were -stacked  on  .the  warehouse  floor.- in .  truck  loads  of  five  boxes  with 
three  boxes  of  Grower  No.  3!s  fruit  on  the  "bottom  of  each  stack  and  fr*ro  of 
Grower  No.  2  on  top,   all  stamped  Grower  No.  2.    This  got  by  the  inspector 
because  he  did  not. question  the  grower  marks  and  took  all  of  his v samples 
from  the  more  convenient  top  of  each  stack  or  truck  load  as  it  was  being 
trucked  into  the  car.  ,  \ ... 

This  incident  is  being  commented  upon  here  as  it  may  be  of  value  to 
other  men  and  enable  them  to  be  on  their  guard  against  a  similar  practice 
elsewhere. 


3c     SUCCESSFUL  EXPORT  SEASON. (inspection  Letter,'  Yakima,  3-19-29) 

"The  International  Apple  Shippers'  Association  reports  9.200,000 
boxes  of  apples  exported  this  season  up  to.  February  23,  1929>  as  compared 
with  ^-,5S0,000  boxes  exported  during  the  same  period  last  year.  .It  is  now 
apparent  that  the  boxed  apple  exports  of  the  country  this  year  will  exceed 
11,000,000  boxes  and  that  this  season  will  exceed  any  other  year  in  boxed 
apple  exports.     It  is  generally  admitted  by  apple  men  that  the  enormous 
exports  of  this  season  have  been  a  large  factor  in  preventing  a  bad  break  in 
a  year  in  which  an  enormous  crop  is  being  marketed. 

"In  this  connection  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  under  the  export 
form  certificate  regulations  adopted  by  the  industry  and  made  effective 
through  the  cooperation  of  the  Federal-State  Inspection  Service  and  the 
steamship  companies,  better  quality  fruit  is  going  into  export  channels  than 
formerly.    Not  only  does  the  export  form  certificate  insure  well  cleaned 
fruit  going  overseas  but  it  has  been  the  means  of  placing  into  the  hands  of 
the  steamship  operators, a  cooperative  certificate  for  each  car  loaded  aboard 
their  vessels.    Apparently  steamship  representatives  have  learned  to  read 
our  certificates  not  only  to  look  for  the  ?export  form1  notation  but  also 
to  note  the  percentage  of  decay  and  other  factors 'of  condition,  with  the 
result  that  the  exporting  of  fruit  in  poor  condition  is  considerably  dis- 
couraged today.    It  is  not  difficult  to  imagine 'that  the  weeding  out  of 
poor  condition  .shipments  in  this  way  has  at  least  been  a  small  factor  in  im- 
proving the  quality  of  the  boxed  apples  received  in  foreign  ports  and  con- 
tributed to  a  better  demand  for  boxed  a.rroles,   a  large  percentage  of  "hich 
originated  in  this  State. !-'

2b.     USE  'CARE  IN  GROUPING  SIZES  IN  CELERY  REPORT. 

Some  reporters  are  rather  careless  in  coding  the  sizes  in  their 
celery  wires.    Do  npt  combine  two  sizes  in  one  code  word  such  as  MAQAW 
unless    you  mean  that  the  following  price  applies  to  the  entire  range  of 
3s  tp  8s.     If  you  want  to  say  that  3s  and  8r  are  selling  at  the  same  price 
while  ks  and  5s,  for  example,  are  higher,  use  MAQAQ,  and  MAWAW  before  the 
price  for  those  sizes. 
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3b.     QUOTING  gOu  2  FLORIDA  POTATOES, 

A  few  market  reporters  are  quoting  second  grade  Florida  potatoes 
as  "Ho.  2."    These  potatoes  are  certified  "by  the  inspection'  service  as 
"U.  S.  No,  2U  and  should  "be  so  quoted.    There  apparently  is  no  stigma  at- 
tached at  shipping  point  to  calling  these  potatoes  "U»  S„  Wo.  2"  since  size 
is  the  chief  consideration.    An  explanation  of  the  present  practice  in 
Florida,  as  stated  in  a  wire  of  April  2,  from       Ray  Warren,  Hastings, 
follows! 

"Potatoes  you  refer  to  (No.  2Ts)  we  certify  as  being  U.  S.  No.  2, 
to  1  7/s  inches  in  diameter.     Incidentally  -we  actually  inspect  according 
to  U.  S*  No.  2  requirements.    Many  of  these  potatoes  no  doubt  would  grade 
U.  S.  No.  1,  1J  inch  minimum,  hut  to  avoid  misunderstandings  with  accepted 
practices  we  certify  as  U.  S.  No.  21s.    They  are  called  No.  2's  or  seconds 
or  deuces  here  on  account  of  size  and  I  understand  after  interviewing  potato 
buyers  located  here  that  they  are  confirmed  as  2*s  or  seconds.    All  potatoes 
in  this  section  are  machine  graded  and  we  rarely  find  either  l*s  or  2*s  out 
of  grade  on  account  of  size.    Starting  yesterday  shippers  agreed  not  to 
ship  2Is." 

k~b.    MINNESOTA  POTATO  SHIPMENTS  1*1,000  OARS  BEHIND  LAST  SEASCN._ 

R.  M«  Peterson  writing  from  Minneapolis,  on  March  26,  said; 
"Minnesota,  with  an  estimated  increased  production  of  potatoes  of 
approximately  one- sixth,  is  lk, 000  cars  behind  shipments  of  last  season. 
The  movement  has  been  draggy  throughout.,  the  whole  season  because  fa.rmers 
generally  have  been  unwilling  to  sell  at  prevailing  prices.    The  resulting 
slow  movement  has  left  the  State  with  a  crop  that  cannot  possibly  be  moved 
this  season.    An  unusual  amount  has  been  fed  to  stock  and  manufactured  into 
starch,  but  neither  of  these  factors  has  had  any  great  influence  on  the  total 
supply.    It  is  estimated  that  600  tons  of  starch  were  manufactured  last  Fall, 
but  this  represents  only  one-half  of  one  per  cent  of  the  estimated  produc- 
tion.    In  spite  of  an  unsatisfactory  starch  market,  Minnesota  will  no  doubt 
produce  as  much  starch,   if  not  more,   this  spring  than  was  produced  last 
fall,   as  it  looks  like  a  cheaper  potato  market.     Starch  factories  do  not 
operate  here  during  the  winter  on  account  cf  low  temperatures* 

"There  has  been  practically  no  demand  for  table  stock  the  past  week 
and  the  demand  for  seed  is  very  limited.    Apparently  the  floods  south  of 
here  have  prevented  planting  of  considerable  area,   cutting  down  on  the  demand 
for  seed.    It  is  reported  that  many  of  the  dealers  who  have  bought  seed  in 
these  flooded  areas  have  been  caught  with  an  over- supply  and  are  selling  seed 
for  table  stock.    The  dealers  are  offering  the  growers  25  to  30<£  per  cwt. 
for  bulk  whites,  but  have  little  inclination  to  buy  even  at  these  prices, 
and  the  growers  do  not  seem  to  be  very  anxious  to  sell.    7<hen  the  roads  be- 
come more  passable  it  is  quite  likely  that  haulings  will  increase  even  at 
these  low  prices. 

"It  has  been  difficult  to  ascertain  what  the  growers  think  regarding 
planting  this  season,  because  the  dealers,  who  usually  keep  in  close  touch 
with  this  situation,   seem  to  have  lost  all  interest  in  what  is  going  to 
happen  to  this  year's  crop  as  the  whole  thing  seems  so  hopeless."

On  March  27,  R.  E.  Co  re  in  went  to  Tcpoka,  Kansas,  to  attend  a 
Regional  Advisory  Board  meeting  of  railroad  representatives  and  shippers. 
In  his  report  of  the  meeting,  Mr.  Corbin  stated,  in  part  as  follows: 

"The  most  interesting  discussion  to  me  of  the  meeting  was  that  bear- 
ing on  the  preparation  of  stock  cars  for  use  in  shipping  Kaw  Valley  and 
Orrick  potatoes.    Briefly,   the  shippers7  contention  was  that  since  the  rail- 
roads had  nc  proper  equipment  for  hauling  potatoes  out  of  this  section 
(ventilated  box  cars  were  named  as  proper  equipment),   they  should  bear  the 
expense  of  paper  lining  stock  cars  for  the  service.     In  reply  the  railroads 
cited  some  ruling  of  the  Inter- State  Commerce  Commission  to  the  effect  that 
shippers  must  prepare  cars  for  special  uses,   and  that  they  would  be  starting 
a  dangerous  precedent  if  they  papered  stock  cars  for  shipment  of  potatoes 
and  would  eventually  be  called  upon  to  perform  similar  service  on "dozens 
of  other  commodities.     The  shippers  rejoined  that  there  was  no  argument  in 
the  matter  of  precedent  since  the  carriers  were  already  bearing  the  expense 
of  slatting  cars  for  Southern  water-melons.     The  discussion  waxed  a  little 
v." arm  and  the  chairman  ordered  both  factors  to  prepare  briefs  of  thair  cases 
and  have  these  in  his  hands  within  thirty  days.    Presumably  he  rill  present 
the  case  to  the  Commerce  Commission  for  a  decision.    luring  the  discussion 
representatives  of  the  railroads  asked  about  the  use  cf  refrigerator  cars 
ana  ordinary  box  cars.    Both  cf  these  were  dismissed  by  the  shippers  as  being 
insufficiently  ventilated  for  transportation  of  potatoes  during  the  hot 
months  when  stock  is  moving  from  this  section.     Stock  cars  without  paper 
lining  were  said  to  expose  the  potatoes  to  too  much  sun  and  rain  resulting 
in  rejected  cars  and  much  damage,   also  in  the  filing  of  many  claims  that 
would  otherwise  not  be  filed.    One  of  the  rail  representatives  stated  that 
the  investment  of  several  million  dollars  in  ventilated    bcx  cars  would  not 
be  justified  for  use  in  the  short  Zaw  Valley  and  Missouri  potato  season. 
The  question  will  narrow  down  to  this;     Shall  the  carrier  or  the  shipper 
oear  the  expense  of  paper  lining  the  stock  cars?'1 

Quality  of  fiorila  citrus  wm^i  poor  this  sz^scn. 

On  April  2,  H.  F.  Willson  --rote  the  following  letter: 
"The  quality  of  Florida  citrus  to  date  this  season  has  be^n  generally 
poor.     Shipper  estimates  of  the  percentage  of  No.  1  stock  in  tho  various 
sections,   range  from  15  to  50$,  mostly  20  to  35fi.    There  is  considerable 
mechanical  injury  such  as  limb  rubs  and  thorn  injury  especially  in  storm 
areas  where  damage  was  heaviest  during  the  early  part  of  the  season.  Dis- 
coloration is  more  noticeable  than  ordinarily  and  the  percentage  of  fruit  af- 
fected by  rr.elanoE©  is  relatively  high.

I  am  in  receipt  of  a  letter  from  Mr,  Frank  M#  Kramer, 
California  State  Department  of  Agriculture  who  writes  as  follows;  TThe 
quality  of  the  California  Navel  crop  this  year  is  without  doubt  the  finest 
for  the  past  five  years.    The  eating  quality  is  exceptional  and  the  ex- 
ternal appearance  better  by  far  than  last  season." 

7b.    WIRE  FROM  THE  FIELD. 

Portland,  April  5  -  About  thirty-five  cars  remain  Oregon  onion  crop* 
Demand  light,  growers  receiving  tT.~o  dollars  and  sacks  per  cwt.  for  No,  1*3. 
Weather  favorable  for  planting,  new  crop  now  underway.    Oregon  acreage  will 
be  increased  two  zo  three  hundred  acres  this  year,  about  one  hundred  fifty 
at  Lake  Labish  and  remainder  Klamath  Falls.    Latter  district  experimented 
with  few  acres  last  year  .so  taking  bigger  plunge  this  season.  Increase

On  April  3,  W.  D»  Googe  wrote  the  following  letter  from  Brownsville, 

Texas: 

"During  the  past  w:eek  green  beans  and  potatoes  have  held  the  in- 
terest of  shippers  in  the  Lower  Rio  Grande  Valley.    The  volume  of  cabbage 
moved  yas  considerable,  but  prices  are  such  that  little  interest  in  this 
commodity  is  shown  by  shippers  or  growers.   .Many  fields  have  been  plowed 
under,    a  feature  of  the  cabbage  deal  has  been  the  movement  to  northern 
kraut  plants,  it  being  estimated  that  a  hundred  cars  have  been  shipped  for 
this  purpose.    Most  of  it  has  gone  to  New  .London,  Wisconsin.     Carrots  and 
beets  have  found  a  steady  demand  at  unchanged  prices- 
unions  in  the  Raymondville  section  have  settled  to  around  $1*50 
per  crate  for  Yellow  Bermudas  and  around  $1.75  for  the  Crystal  Wax,  these 
prices  being  for  the  so-called  commercial  pack,  f.o.b*  cash  track.  Usual 
terms  prices  are  mostly  25  .cents  higher.  .  Rain  the  week  before  caught  a  lot 
of  harvested  onions  in  the  field,  which  stock  was  brought  in  and  dried  out 
under  sheds.    Buyers  were  skeptical  of  the  carrying  quality  of  this  stock, 
and  a  marked  drop  in  prices  was  noted."

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2b.    ITSW  PLAIT  FOR  FIELD  STATION  OPERATION.  (Reply) 

We  have  an  idea  under  consideration  which  if  feasible  and  adopted 
would  make  an  important  change  in  the  present  method  of  handling  straight 
field  station  work.    The  idea  is  this  —  Discontinue  the  present  mailing 
list,  arrange  with  one  or  more  daily  papers  to  carry  the  complete  report 
and  either  post  one  or  two  copies  of  the  report  or  run  off  enough  copies 
to  serve  a  delivery  list  at  the  point  at  whicb  the  station  is  operated* 
Such  a  program,  if  possible  of  adoption,  would  enable  us  to  make  a  very  ap- 
preciable saving  through  the  elimination  of  part  of  the  express  charges, 
the  envelope  bill,   the  major  part  if  not  practically  all  of  the  other  supply 
bills,   the  replacement  costs  on  equipment  and  clerk  hire. 

Most  of  those  on  our  mailing  list  do  not  receive  the  reports  until 
the  following  morning.    A  daily  paper,  especially  a  morning  paper,  would  be 
delivered  as  quickly  as  our  reports.     In  almost  every  section  there  "is  a 
daily  paper  which  is  distributed  generally  throughout  the  territory.  In 
most  such  districts  such   .papers  cater  to  their  rural  subscribers  and  should 
be  willing  to  carry  the  complete  report  if  thereby  they  were  furnishing  their 
subscribers  \  ith  information  they  needed  and  wanted.    We  suspect  that  no 
great  difficulty  would  be  experienced  in  selling  the  idea  of  publishing  the 
complete  report  if  the  editors  were  advised  that  this  was  to  take  the  place 
of  the  reports  formerly  distributed  under  frank;  in  other  words,  that  these 
out  of  town  people  or  those  that  were  formerly  mailed  the  report,  would  be 
advised  that  hereafter  the  reports  would  be  available  through    the  columns 
of  the  said  paper  only,  unless  the  subscribers  cared  to  call  at  our  office 
or  visit  some  point  at  which  a  copy  of  the  original  information  would  be 
posted  for  general  reading.     In  some  places  perhaps  it  might  be  necessary 
to  prepare  special  copies  for  the  trade,   in  others  perhaps  it  would  not. 

With  this  outline  in  mind  please  give  us  a  report  covering  each  field 
station  you  have  operated  during  the  past  year,  enumerating  those  which  you 
think  could  be  handled  as  suggested  above  and  those  which  could  not  and  giving 
your  recommendations  or  suggestions  for  each.     Consider  the  size  of  the  ter- 
ritory, concentration  of  shippers,  mail  service,  available  newspapers  and 
their  past  cooperation,  newspaper  schedules,  etc.    Where  there  is  no  local 
daily  paper  we  might  use  a  widely  read  city  daily.    Would  six  copies  of  the 
daily  information  be  enough  or  would  you  need  as  many  as  fifty?    You  can  un- 
doubtedly suggest  other  pertinent  considerations. 

We  are  making  tentative  arrangements  to  try  out  this  plan  on  Phoenix 
cantaloupes.    Mr.  Coleman  has  stated  that  it  appears  feasible  at  Prosque  Isle, 
Maine,   if  the  newspapers  will  handle  the  material. 

3b.     LOUISIANA  STRAWBERRY  SHIPMENTS  7AR  AHEAD  OF  LAST  YEAR'S. 

Bryce  Morris,  -  he  recently  opened  the  temporary  field  station  at 
Hammond,  Louisiana,  made  the  following  report  on  April  6: 

"We  arrived  in  Hammond  Friday  evening,  March  29,       i-n  time  for  th* 
auction.     Due  to  unusually  heavy  shipments  the  next  day,   Saturday,   our  sup- 
plies and  equipment  were  not  delivered  until  after  6  P.M. 

"Shipments  are  far  ahead  of  this  time  last  year,  69  cars  moved  out  of 
Louisiana  on  Saturday,  March  30,  compared  with  Hi  cars  for  the  corresponding 
day  last  year,  and  on  Monday,  April  1,   the  total  shipments  were  110  cars,  as 
cor^-red  with  6l  cars  last  year,   for  the  same  day.     This  110  car  movement  was 
not  equalled  last  season  until  April  23- 

"The  general  quality  of  the  Louisiana  strawberries  is  ordinary  this 
season.    Hot  weather  matured  the  first  crop  much  faster  than  was  at  first 
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expected,  resulting  in  the  heavy  movement,, ; ordinary  quality,  and  late  auc- 
tions.   Monday rs  auction  closed  at  midnight • 

"Dealers  and  aaction  men  state  that  unless  a  generous  rain  falls  over 
this  district  within  the  next  week  or  ten  -days,  the  Louisiana  strawberry- 
crop  will  be  cut  Uo~50;-«    Local  people  say  that  the  weather  is  unusually 
warm  for  this  time  of  year,  but  of  that  I  am  a  little  dubious." 

Ub.    NEwS  FROM  PAHOKEE. 

On  April  6,  R«  E.  Keller  wrote  the  following  letter  from  Pahokee, 
Florida: 

.  '."Everything  has  been  going  smoothly  in  Pahokee.     It  was  necessary 
to  revise  the  mailing  list  for  since  the  hurricane  many  growers  who  were  on 
last  year's  mailing  list  have  left,  and  others  have  moved  in.    A  growers1 
supply  company  had  a  new  revised  list  of  all  the  farmers  in  the  glades. 
Those  farmers  whose  names  appeared  on  this  list  and  who  were  not  already  re- 
ceiving the  bulletin,  we  circularized-    Because  of  the  reduction  in  acreage 
there  are  not  quite  so  many  farming  this  year  as  last,  nevertheless,  there 
are  now  about  three  hundred  names  on  the  mailing  list. 

"The  first  car  of  tomatoes  was  shipped  from  the  glades  this  week.  It 
appears  now  that  April  15  will  be  the  date-  for  the  start  of  the  tomato  market, 

:,The  price's  on  beans  have  dropped  during  the  last  week.     The  increase 
in  shipments  both  in  Texas  and  Florida  were  the  main  factors  in  this  decline. 
The  quality  of  Florida,  stock  has  improved  since  a  week  ago.    During  the  week 
March  23-.30,  Texas  shipped  2o  cars.     In  the  past  week,  March  3C*-April  5, 
Texas  shipments  increased  to  10Q  cars.    Florida  shipments  in  the  week  March 
23-30  were  156  cars,  and  in  the  period  from  March  30-April  5i  Florida  ship- 
ments increased  to  190  cars.     The  prices  have  reacted  sharply  to  this  in- 
crease in  shipments.    Yesterday,  prices  of  beans,  wagon-loads  cash-to-growers, 
were:  Bountifuls,  $1-$1.U0;  Stringless  and  Bed  Valentines  £U40~$1*65; 
Refugees,  a  few  sales  at  $1.25;  Black  Valentines  $1.25-$1.75.    A  week  ago 
today,  March  30,  beans,  wagon-loads  cash-to-grower,  were  bringing  the  follow- 
ing prices:     Stringless  and  Red  Valentines  $1.85- $2. 25;  Black  Valentines 
$1.75-$2.50;  Refugees  $2-$2«50;  Bountifuls  &5-$3-25. 


5b-     NORTHWESTERN  AM  CROP  MAKjjjKr  EARLIEST  CLEAI3UP  ON  RECORD. 

R.  L.  Ringer,  of  the  Portland  office,   recently  contributed  the  follow- 
ing item: 

"The  story  of  the  apple  crop  of  the  liorthwest  reads  almost  like  a 
fairy  tale.     This  crop,  the  largest  in  the  history  of  this  region,  showed 
excellent  keeping  qualities,  and  enjoyed  a  slowly  advancing  market.     It  is 
making  the  earliest  cleanup  on  record. 

"Hot  weather  last  summer  sunburned  many  apples  and  stunted  their 
growth.    Much  fruit  was  small  and  of  low  gra.de*     These  inferior  apples,  in 
general  sold  at  about  cost,  a  result  which  was  rather  better  than  expected 
under  the  circumstances.    The  standard  varieties;  Spitzcnberg,  Newton  and 
V,:inesap,  opened  at  $1.50  per  box  for  Extra  Fancy;  $1.25  for  Fancy,  and"$l 
for  *Cr  grade.     These  prices  slowly  advanced  to  a  range  of  $1-90  to  $2.10 
for  Extra  Fancy,  13S's,  and  larger;  and  $1.65  for  sizes  175  *s  to  2l6rs. 
Large  Fancy's  also  brought  $1.6"5,  and  'C1  grade  $1.35.    Delicious  which  open- 
ed at  about  $2,   advanced  to  $3.     Other  varieties  promise  to  return  about  the 
average  price  shown  for  the  past  five  years.     Such  an  outcome  may  be  con- 
sidered favorable,  on  account  of  the  large  size  of  the  crop.

"The  export  movement' has  "been  tremendous,  with  the  returns  in  keep- 
ing with  prices.    European  markets  have  taken  nearly  11,000,000  "boxes  this 
year  in  comparison  with  5,000,000  last  year.    They  are  making  steady  and 
increasing  demand  for  large  sizes  and  have  been  a  distinct  factor  in  re- 
lieving the  domestic  market  situation. 

"Sentiment  against  packing  ^C1  grade  fruit  is  steadily  growing.  The 
increased  facilities  for  manufacturing  "by-products  from  apples  will  help 
utilize  this  grade,  and  perhaps  show  a  small  profit,  besides  tending  to" 
keep  much  of  this  -low*- grade  stock  off  the  market." 

QUI  OH  SITUATION  II\f  THE  UPPER  RIO  GRANDE  VALLEY. 

Russell  wirting  from  Laredo  on  April  7»  gave  the  following 


information  concerning  local  conditions;- 

"The  general  quality  of  the  onions  shipped  to  date  this  season  from 
Texas  has  been  ordinary,  but  at  the  present  time  it  appears  that  as  the  sea- 
son progresses,   the  Quality  will  improve  slightly.    The  weather  conditions 
have  been  favorable  for  harvest    and,   should  the  present  ideal  conditions 
prevail,   it  is  believed  that  the  hulk  of  the  stock  will  come  out  well.  The 
yield  in  a  few  sections  has  been  reduced  materially  due  to  thrip,  and  the 
principal  grade  defects  at  the  present  time  are,   splits,   doubles  and  seed 
stems. ' 

"Shipments  from  Haymondville  District  are  on  a  decline  and  it  is  be- 
lieved that  the  above  section  is  practically  through  with  the  bulk  of  its 
shipments*    The  Laredo  district  is' well  under  way  at  the  present  writing, 
and  according  to  reports  from  the  larger  shippers  the  movement  from  this  sec- 
tion will  be  heavy  beginning  April  10,  continuing  through  April  25 •     It  is 
also  thought  by  larger  operators  that  the  present  season  will  be  fast  and 
short.    Shipments  in  the  Crystal  City  District  will  be  under  way  the  coming 
week  and  are  expected  to  increase  to  a  considerable  volume  the  following 
week. 

"The  yellow  varieties  are  predominating  at  the  present  time.  With 
reduced  shipments  in  the  Haymondville  District,  few  cars  of  Crystal  whites 
are  offered  and  very  few  of  this  same  variety  have  been  harvested  in  the 
Laredo  District  to  date.    However,  beginning  April  9»  this  section  will  have 
Crystal  Whites  to  offer. 

"The  market  here  at  shipping  point  is  very  dull  and  weak.     The  wire 
inquiry  is  light,   and  cash  buyers  are  holding  off  on  account  of  the  gradual 
decline  in  prices-    The  prevailing  prices  last  week  were  generally  around 
$1,50  cash-track  for  Yellow  Bermudas  in  Standard  crates;  however,  with  ship- 
ments from  the  Laredo  District  increasing,  and  the  very  light  inquiry  from 
terminal  markets,  prices  declined  to  $1.25  on  Saturday,  April  6,  and  it  is 
believed  that  after  Wednesday  April  10,  prices  will  show  further  decline, 
and  many  cash  buyers  expect  Yellows  to  sell  as  low  as  $1  per  crate  about 
April  IS.     Conditions  at  the  present  time  point  to  a  very  weak  onion  market 
the  remainder  of  the  season."

In  vierr  of  the  approaching  heavy  shipping  season  and  the  need  for 
supplying  field  offices  with  equipment,  market  station  men  axe  asked  to  check 
over  the  equipment  on  hand,   if  this  was  not  done  upon  its  receipt,  and  when 
necessary  have  it  put  in  good  condition,  ready  for  shipment  upon  instruction 
from  the  Washington  office-     Some  equipment  shipped  recently  from  Market 
Stations  to  Field  Stations  has    arrived  in  very  poor  condition,  being  dirty 
and  not  in  even  fair  repair  -  indicating  that  no  attempt  had  been  made  to 
put  it  in  good  condition.     Facilities  are  seldom  available  at  field  stations 
to  make  repairs  while  few  of  the  field  men  are  first  class  mechanics. 

3t>-     CALIF03I7IA  DECIDUOUS  FZUII  CHOP  SZZICUSLY  D^ZFJZD  5Y  FROST. 

Wires  received  from  Mr.  Hansen,  San  Francisco,  on  April  9  and.  10 
reported  severe  damage  to  California  deciduous  fruits  by  freezes  in  early 
April.     This  is  confirmed  by  advice  just  received  from  E.  E.  Kaufman,  the 
Federal-State  statistician  for  California,  T^hich  has  been  released  by  the 
Crcp  Estimate  Division  as  follows; 

"A  preliminary  investigation  of  the  loss  indicates  that  apricots 
will  make  less  than  half  a  crop,  peaches  not  over  a  half  crop,   and  almonds 
pro Dooly  one-tiiird-    Pe^s  <^nd  prunes  were  injured  but  the  extent  is  un- 
certain,  cherries  and  plums  were  severel3r  injured  and  Thompson  seedless 
grapes  injured  perhaps  25  per  cent.     Other  grape  damage  was  only  slight. 

"..lore  detailed  reports  will  be  available  later  as  to  the  extent  of 

damage*

It  is  very  important  at  this  season  of  the  year  to  get  adequate  and 
correct  temperature  readings  on  strawberries  and  other  highly  perishable 
products. 

It  is  usually  necessary  to  insert  the  thermometer  at  a  second  place 
in  cars  of  strawberries,  asparagus,   etc.  in  order  to  obtain  correct  tempera- 
ture readings.    When  only  one  insertion  is  made  the  temperature  reading  may 
be  one  or  two  degrees  too  high  and  because  cf  this  all  inspectors  are  in- 
structed to  insert  their  thermometer  in  the  product  a  second  time  before 
recording  the  temperature  on  the  note  sheet.

Attention  is  again  called  to  the  presence  of  recording-thermometers 
in  some  express  refrigerator  cars.    Where  these  are  found,   they  should  be 
reported  as  directed  in  Division  Letter  of  July  2,  192S:     "The  statement 
should  show  height  of the^o^eter  above  floor  of  car,   height  above  top  of 
load  and  distance  from  door.    No  attempt  should  be  made  to  show  temperatures 
recorded  by  it. " 
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3c.    PATHOLOGICAL  OFFICE  HAS  BEEN  REOPENED  IN  NEN  YORK  CITY. 

L.  F.  Butler,  is  in  charge  of  the  pathological  office  which bas  recent- 
ly been  reopened  in  Hew  York  City.    All  inspectors  in  Eastern  offices  who 
have  been  sending  diseased  specimens  to  V/  ashing  ton  for  pathological  examin- 
ation,    should  now  forward  such  specimens  to  Mr-  Butler,  whose  address  is 
Room  902,  53  Park  Place,  New  York  City.     The  Northeastern  offices  especially, 
will  be  able  to  obtain  quicker  service  by  forwarding  specimens  to  New  York 
instead  of  Washington* 

J+C.     PREPARATION  OF  CERTIFICATES  ON  NORTHERN  GRONN  ONIONS. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  the  XL.  S.  grades  for  northern 
grown  onions  specify  "firm"  and  "well  formed.11    7,'hile  it  is  not  intended 
that  these  specifications  should  be  toe  literally  applied,  certificates 
should  be  worded  so  that  the  description  of  shape  and  firmness  will  be  con- 
sistent with  the  grade  statement.    For  example,   it  seems  inconsistent  to 
state  tha^qrupns  are  "mostly  fairly  firm,  a  few  firm"  or  that  they  are 
"generally  Awexl  formed",  and  follow  with  a  U-  S-  No.  1  grade  statement. 
In  describing  the  quality  of  northern  onions,  it  is  desirable  to  avoid  the 
intermediate  terms  "fairly  firm"  and  "fairly  well  formed"  and  show  the 
stock  as  either  "firm"  or  "generally  firm",  if  it  is  considered  firm  enough 
for  U.  s.  No.  1;  or  as  "well  formed"  or  "generally  well  formed",  if  not 
sufficiently  off  shape  to  affect  the  grade. 

5c*     QUALITY  REFERS  TO  GOOD  QUALITY  AS  NELL  AS  BAD  QUALITY. 

It  has  been  noticed  that  some  inspectors  in  their  Quality  statements 
on  some  products  give  little  or  no  information  except  a  percentage  and 
description  of  the  grade,  defects.     This  gives  only  the  unfavorable  and  not 
the  favorable  quality  information  about  the  produce.     The  products  on  which 
this  occurs  most  often,  appear  to  be  pears  and  green  or  yellow  varieties 
of  apples,  but  a  similar  tendency  is  common  on  other  products  as  well.  In 
red  varieties  of  apples,  for  example,  the  quality  statement  frequently  in- 
cludes no  information  other  than  a  description  of  color  and  the  grade  de- 
fects statement.    In  practically  all  lots  of  up-to-grade  fruits  or  vegetables 
there  are  certain  positive  quality  factors  which  should  be  mentioned,  and 
some  of  which  are  required  in  the  higher  grades,  for  example:  "mature", 
"well  formed"  or  "fairly  well  formed",   "clean."    In  view  of  the  fact  that 
the  present  certificate  form  calls  for  no  general  summary,  care  should  be 
used  to  include  under  the  Quality  heading  a  brief  description  of  the  general 
quality  in  addition  to  the  statement  regarding  grade  defects. 

Examples; 
(Pears)  - 

''Stock  mature,  clean,  generally  well  formed"   f>  grade  defects,  etc. 

("Washington  Fancy  Apples) 

"Apples  fairly  well  formed,  generally  clean,  showing  from  25^  to  full 
red,  mostly         to  Zjt  good  red  color   $  grade  defects,  etc." 

(Tomatoes) 

"Stock  generally  smooth,  well  formed,  fairly  thick  walled  and  meaty. 
Grade  defects  range  from   f>  in  some  baskets  to   f>  in  others  -  etc-

la.     MEDITERRANEAN  FRUIT  FLY  FOUND  IN  FLORIDA. 

The  press  has  recently  carried  announcement  of  the  fact  that  the 
Mediterranean  fruit  fly,  believed  to  be  the  worst  pest  of  cultivated  fruits 
known  to  science,  has  been  discovered  as  a  local  but  extremely  heavy  in- 
festation in  and  around  Orlando,'  Florida-    On  April  17,  I  participated  in 
a  three  hour  conference  with  Dr.  Marlatt  of  the  Plant  Quarantine  and  Con- 
trol Administration  who  had  just  returned  from  a  week!s  trip  to  Florida 
and  who  reported  on  the  situation  in  detail.    No  one  knows  whether  this 
pest  is  actually  limited  to  the  immediate  vicinity  of  Orlando  although, 
as  yet,   it  has  not  been  found  beyond  the  boundaries  of  two  counties-  The 
intensity  of  the  infestation  in  certain  groves  leads  to  the  opinion  that 
the  pest  must  have  been  present  for  some  time  and  may  have  been  carried  to 
other  parts  of  the  State.     It  is  even  possible  that  the  Orlando  district 
may  not  be  the  point  of  original  infestation  although  it  is  the  only  one 
yet  known. 

Representatives  of  this  division  in  the  markets,   especially  the  in- 
spectors,  should  be  on  the  watch  for  infested  fruit,   and  if  any  is  found, 
every  effort,  should  be  made  to  ascertain  the  point  of  origin,  shipper, 
date  of  movement,   car  number,   etc,     Infestation  is  not  always  easy  to  de- 
tect.    The  larvae  attain  a  length  of  from  one  quarter  to  three  eighths  of 
an  inch.    At  this  stage  there  are  likely  to  be  worm  holes  through  the  skin 
of  the  fruit  about  the  size  of  a  lead  pencil.    Mr.  Strauss  reports  that 
the  fruit  is  usually  soft  around  these  openings  and  some  shows  watery  dis- 
coloration resembling  a  little, the  appearance  of  Blue  Mold  in  the  blister 
stage.     Dr.  Marlatt  reports  that  infestation  is  not  easy  to  detect,  es- 
pecially when  the  larvae  are  small,  but  the  infested  fruit  is  likely  to 
be  somewhat  soft  and  spongy.    Worm  holes  may  be  accompanied  by  rot,  and  it 
is  suggested  that  any  decayed  grapefruit  found  in  lots  inspected  be  ex- 
amined with  especial  care.    Around  Orlando  the  infestation  is  in  the  pro- 
portions of  about  nineteen  in  grapefruit  to  one  in  oranges,  but  if  the  pest 
has  become  established  in  any  section  where  oranges  are  much  more  abundant 
than  grapefruit  the  situation  may  be  very  different. 

Extreme  measures  are  likely  to  be  taken  by  both  State  and  Federal 
authorities  in  an  effort  to  eradicate  this  pest  with  much  hope  of  success, 
especially  if  no  other  infestations  are  found.  The  scouting  of  the  entire 
State  is  of  course  a  tremendous  task  and  it  is  possible  that  some  of  our 
men  i>n  the  markets  may  be  able  by  conscientious  watchfulness  and  inquiry 
to  assist  materially  in  this  ^ork.  The  cooperation  of  dealers  should  be 
solicited. 

Entomologists  consider  this  fly  a  potential  fruit  pest  throughout 
the  Cotton  Belt  and  Pacific  Coast  States,  believing  that  it  may  live  over 
in  the  pupal  stage  in  any  climate  where  the  ground  never  freezes  to  a  depth 
of  three  inches. 

Report  to  us  by  wire  and  mail  samples  if  anything  suspicious  is

k b .     PROSPECTS  FOR  NEXT  SEASON'S  CITRUS  CROP  BEING-  DISCUSSED., 

H»  F,  Willson,  in  charge  of  the.  field  station  at  V. inter  Haven, 
Florida,  wrote  the  following  letter  on  April  l6: 

nV,e  are  experiencing  more  seasonable  weather  here  now.    Yesterday  it 
rained  nearly  all  day  and  there  was  a  good  shower  Saturday-     These  rains 
will  aid  the  truck  growers  in  this  section  of  the  State,   in  fact,  all  crops 
will  be  benefited,   as  it  was  getting  very  dry  previous  to  the  recent  rains. 

"At  the  present  time  one  hears  considerable  discussion  concerning 
the  prospects  for  next  season's  citrus  crop.     The  bloom  of  both  the  early 
oranges  and  grapefruit  was  light  but  It  is  the  general  opinion  that  the 
Valencia  bloom  has  been  at  least  normal  and,   in  the  opinion  of  some,  heavier 
than  usual.    However,  with  sufficient  rain  and  favorable  conditions  there 
is  a  possibility  of  the  so  called  »June  bloom1  which  would  change  the  pros- 
pects very  materially." 

5b.     NS17S  FROM  LAREDO* 

On  April  14,   S.  W*  Russell,  wrote  the  following  letter  concerning 
onions  at  shipping  points  in  the  Laredo  District  of  Texas: 

"The  several  rainy  days  during  the  past  week  curtailed  shipments  con- 
siderably, which  allowed  the  cash  pr:'-ce  at  chipping  point  to  hold  generally 
$1*2^  per  standard  crate,    Yellow  Bermudas;  with  an  occasional  sale  slight- 
ly higher*    Standard  crates,  Crystal  white  Wax,'  sold  from  $1*65- $1*75,  how- 
ever, very  little  of  this  stock  was  loaded  on  account  of  the  wet  weather 
conditions.    In  this  district  there  has  been  no  attempt  to  grade  stock  as 
U.  S.  No.  lrs,  therefore  above  prices  refer  to  Commercial,  or  Mixed  No.  lrs 
and  No.  2Ts.     The  demand  has  only  been  light  to  moderate  and  the  fact  that 
shipments  were  generally  light  to  moderate  on  account  of  rain,  probably 
avoided  a  very  weak  market, 

"Tne  quality  of  the  stock  in  this  section  is  not  very  much  improved 
over  the  stock  shipped  the  preceding  week;   in  fact  the  light  rains  here 
during  the  past  week  have  caused  a  considerable  amount  of  stock  to  be  loaded 
m  poor  condition.    However,   the  same  rains  have  increased  the  size  of  the 
stock  in  the  fields,  and  it  is  believed  that  during  the  coming  week  some 
fields  will  be  harvested  which  show  some  good  quality  stock,  with  few  seed 
stems,  and  bottle  necks.

,r Should  no  rain  interfere  vi-th  loading  the  coming  week,  April  15 
to  20,  it  is  quite  likely  that  loadings  from  "both  the  Laredo  District  and 
the  Crystal  City  District  will  be  very  heavy.     Should  the  above  heavy  load- 
ings be  realized  the  coming  reek,  there  will  be  very  little  hope  for  the 
future  market.     The  ordinary  stock  loaded  the  latter  part  of  last  week  Trill

The  following  paragraph  which  gives  a  brief  resume  as  to  how  the 
lettuce  season  is  progressing  in  the  Salt  River  Valley,   is  copied  from  a 
letter  of  April  lU,  from  R.  H.  Lamb,  Phoenix,  Arizona: 

"Buyers  who  have  been  on  the  road  twenty  years  claim  that  they  have 
never  seen  a  situation  such  as  is  existing  here  at  the  present  time.  Since 
the  lettuce  deal  opened,   the  demand  each  night  has  exceeded  the  supply. 
Buyers  are  begging  for  cars  to  fill  their  orders.     It  has  been  estimated 
that  one  or  two  nights  there  were  between  150  and  200  unfilled  orders 
carried  over.    A  cash  track  price  of  $3  on  U-dozen  and  5-dozen,  and  $1.75 
on  6-dozen  was  established  at  the  opening  of  the  season.     There  are  around 
60  cash- track  buyers  present,  and  after  taking  out  the  cars  rolled  daily 
to  connections,   there  were  seldom  over  50  to  75  cars  remaining  for  local 
sale.    That  meant  around  1  car  for  c  „.ch  buyer.     In  the  Adams  Hotel  each 
evening,   a  second  sale  of  bills  of  _ading  was  held  when  lucky  buyers  sold 

extra  cars  which  they  had  obtained  to  the  more  unfortunate  ones  at  25<£ 
to  50^  premium.    As  a  result  the  local  factors  finally  decided  to  advance 
the  price  and  lettuce  sold  last  night  at  mostly  $3-75  on  k  and  5—  dozen, 
-ith  some  sales  as  high  as         and  $2.75  on  6-dozen.     This  advance  in  prices 
seemed  agreeable  to  most  of  the  buyers  in  that  it  partially  eliminated  the 
shoe-string  operators  and  gave  more  lettuce  to  the  representatives  of 
merchandising  firms.     Quality  of  the  letwuce  is  generally  good  when  offered 
for  shipment,  but  shrinkage  in  packing  is  extremely  heavy,  sometimes  reach- 
ing 75^,  Factors  are  estimating  that  carlot  shipments  for  the  season,  with 
average    weather  conditions,  will  not  exceed  3»500  cars,   compared  with 
early  estimates  of  5,000  cars." 


7b.     CALIFORNIA  FRUIT  CROPS  CUT  BY  FRZFZF. 

The  following  press  release  on  the  California  fruit  situation 
was  made  April  18; 

T,The  California  peach  crop  this  year  is  expected  to  be  approximately 
hZ)o  of  the  1928  production,  and  the  production  of  all  other  tree  fruits  in 
that  State  reduced  as  a  result  of  recent  freezes,   the  United  States  Crop 
Reporting  Board  has  announced  following  numerous  requests  for  an  indica- 
tion of  probable  production  at  this  time.

In  reviewing  some  recent  certificates  on  strawberries,  it  ^as  noted 
in  many  cases  that  the  inspectors  are  separating  decay  and  maturity  state- 
ments into  a  number  cf  small  groups.     It  is  believed  that  our  certificates 
rould  be  of  considerable  more  value  to  the  average  reader  and  particularly 
to  claim  agents  if  Tie  made  it  easier  for  them  to  figure  out  what  the  average 
of  a  car  would  be  or  show  a  range  that  included  the  greater  majority,  of  the 
packages  in  the  load.     For  example  "decay  ranges  from  3%  in , some  crates  to 
20;;  in  others,   in  most  crates  from  3  to  S;L "    Generally  speaking,   the  short* 
er  the  statement,   or  the  fewer  the  groups  of  figures  reported  separately, 
the  easier  it  rill  be  to  understand  the  certificate  and  the  less  danger 
there  will  be  for  any  misinterpretation  of  it. 

It  is  realized  that  it  is  often  impossible  to  make  a  concise  report 
but  an.  effort  should  be  made  to  simplify  it  as  much  as  possible  without 
leaving  out  any  important  information. 

2c.     COEPLJJITT  REGARDING-  CUTTIITG-  OF  SACKS. 

Once  or  twice  a  year  we  receive  a.  complaint  from  some  member  of  the 
trade  that  our  inspectors  recklessly  cut  sacks  and  leave  a  car  in  such  con- 
dition that  the  dealer  cannot  take  a  buyer  into -it  without  considerable  ex- 
pense in  restoring  the  car  to  a  presentable  appearance.    Please  re-read 
paragraphs  33,  ]>k,  35,  Part  I,  Receiving-Point  Handbook.     Sacks  should 
ncvor  be  cut,  when  they  can  be  opened  by  untying  the  tops.    A  seeing  needle 
should  be  part  of  the  equipment  of  esvery  inspector,  v;ho  is  making  inspection 
of  products  of  this  kind.    Use  every  precaution,   so  that  neither  you  nor 
the  service  as  a  -hole  will  be  subjected  to  criticism  on  account  of  care- 
lessness in  this  connection.

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5c.    MEXICAN  REVOLUTION  AFFECTS  V. QHr~  AT  NQGALES. 

H.  W«  Peterson  of  the  Los  Angeles  office  wrote  the  following  item 
after  a  recent  trip  to  inspection  offices  in  Arizona:  - 

11  The  work  at  Nogales  has  "been  rather  hard  to   handle  the  last  month 
on  account  of  the  variation  in  the  number  of  cars  that  crossed  the  "border 
from  day  to  day  "because  of  the  revolution*    Five  hundred  and  thirty-five 
cars  were  inspected  at  No  gales  the  past  month,  which  brings  the  total  for 
the  season  to  iSoh  cars.    Mr.  Bert el  son  estimates  that  we  will  possibly  in- 
spect anywhere  from  U00  to  750  cars  the  balance  of  the  season.    Ke  also 
informs  me  that  the  rebels  who  are  holding  Nogales  are  charging  10<$  a  lug, 
duty,  and  an  extra  charge  of  25    per  lug  is  being  levied  by  the  rebels  in 
the  Los  Mochis  section  in  order  to  allow  cars  to  leave  the  district-  The 
American  government  charges  1/2  cent  per  pound  export  duty  on  a  car  averag- 
ing 735  lugs  to  a  car.    There  is,  therefore,  an  approximate  cost  of  $33^*25 

total  duties  to  deliver  these  cars  to  the  border  at  Uogales* 

"With  such  conditions  to  contend  "with,   and  also  the  fact  that  the 
rebel  forces  arc  losing  out  in  the  Sonora  district,   it  is  rather  difficult 
to  tell  what  will  happen  to  the  tomato  situation  in  the  next  few  weeks. 
At  the  present  time  the  Southern  Pacific  Hailroad  Co.,   is  ordering  inspection 
on  most  of  the  cars  which  are  going  through  Nogales1  gateway-     If  shipments 
are  continued  until  the  end,  the  season  should  be  over  around  May  15  or  20»"

A  letter  written  April  15,  from  J.  A,  Marks,   in  charge  of  the  ship- 
ping-point inspection  of  strawberries  at  Brewton,  Alabama,   indicates  that 
the  inspection  work  in  South  Alabama  has  been  much  lighter  than  was  expected 
and  that  because  of  prevailing  low  prices,   the  season  will  be  shorter  than 
last  yearv      ,  . ;.

2b,     CANTALOUPE  CODE  CHANGES. 

Revised  cantaloupe  code  pages  are  enclosed  with  this  Division  Letter. 
These  revisions  have  been  made  after  a  study  of  the  answers  to  paragraph 
2b  in  the  Division  Letter  of  September  28,  1928.    This  item  brought  up  the 
question  of  quoting  cantaloupes  by  varieties  rather  than  by  types.     It  seems 
to  be  the  concensus  among  the  field  men  that  we  should  continue  quoting  by 
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types,  since  there  probably  will  "be  many  times  when  it  is  impossible  to  de- 
termine the  variety. 

It  is  expected  that  the  classification  as  now  shown  on  the  cantaloupe 
code  page  will  need -.revision*  .It  is  possible  that  we  should  male  e  a  fourth 
classification  and  designate  it  as  "Orange  Flesh" type »    Under  "Pink  Meats" 
we  now  have  listed,  in  addition  to  Burrell  Gem  (which  in  the  mind  of  the 
trade  is  the  real  pink  meat)',  such  varieties  as  Hearts  of  G-old  and  Perfecto, 
The  use  of  a  fourth  classification  called  "Orange  Flesh"  type  is  provided 
for  by  the  Federal- Stat e  Inspection  Service  in  Colorado  and  under  this  clasti- 
fication      that  Service  includes  Hearts  of  Gold,  Edwards  Perfecto,  Abbott 
Pearl  and  Hales  Best,  even  though  Hales  Best  is  designated  by  the  trade  as 
a  salmon  tint  * 

Before  considering  the  adoption  of  the  term  "Orange  Flesh"  type  we 
need  more  information  from  market.0  and  shipping  points  as  to  the  use  of  this 
term.     It  is  our  impression  that  it  is  not  generally  used  by  the  trade- 
However,  it  seems  to  be  descriptive  and  holds  possibilities  for  thus  des- 
cribing Hearts  of  Gold,  Edwards  Perfecto  and  Hales  Best,  which  would  go  far 
towards  more  accurate  classification  of  varieties  by  types*    Please  discuss 
this  matter  with  the  trade  and  advise  us  as  to  what  extent  this  term  is  now 
used,  also  the  disposition  of  the  trade  towards  adopting  this  term  for  these 
varieties.     Since  the  Pollock  IO/25  is  considered,  the  real  Salmon  Tint  type 
but  is  becoming  unimportant,  would  the  trade  consider  that  the  Salmon  Tint 
classification  could  be  discarded  by  including  Hales  Best  under  "Orange 
Flesh"  type? 

while  we  anticipate  that  most  cantaloupe  quotations  will  be  made  on 
types  rather  than  varieties,  there  is  no  objection  to  quoting  by  varieties 
when  they  are  definitely  known.

3b »    MEDI TERRANEAN  FRUIT  ELY  MAIN  TOPIC  0E:  CONVERSATION'  IN  EL ORIDA. ■_ 
K.  F»  7/illson,  writing  from  V/inter  Haven  on  April  23,  said: 
"The  main  topic  of  conversation  at  the  present  time  is  the  Medi- 
terranean Fruit  Ely.    Dae  to  wide  publicity  practically  overyone  here, 
whether  directly  connected  with  the  fruit  and  vegetable  industry  or  not,  is 
familiar  with  the  conditions  and  realize  the  seriousness  of  the  situation. 
Most  of  the  growers  in  this  section  are  picking  and  hauling  their  fruit  to 
the  packing  houses  as  rapidly  as  possible  for  fear  that  the  'Fly'  will  be 
found  in  their  particular  locality  and  result  in  extending  the  quarantine 
district.    One  of  the  local  shippers  said  this  past  week  that  he  was  obliged 
to  stop  some  of  his  growers  from  hauling,  as  practically  all  of  them  were 
working  overtime  to  get  their  fruit  delivered.    At  nearby  packing  houses, 
I  have  noticed  that  not  only  were  the  houses  full,  but  the  platforms  were 
loaded  with  field  boxes  of  fruit.    Contrary  to  general  practice  many  packing 
houses  worked  Sunday  and  a  number  of  growers  were  picking  fruit.  Ordinarily 
the  shipments  from  this  State  are  very  light  on  Sunday  but  on  ^pril  21 
citrus  shipments  totaled  103  cars  as  compared  to  27  cars  for  the  corres- 
ponding day  a  week  ago."

S -FAV3ERRY  PRODUCTION  IN  LOUIS  IAr A, LIGHTER  THAN  WAS  EJECTED. 

The  letter  which  follows  was  written  "by  Bryce  Morris  on  April  20, 
from  Hammo nd ,  Loui s  iana  2 

,!In  spite  of  several  good  showers  the  second  week  in  April,  straw- 
berry shipments  fell  far  below  the  estimated  movement  for  the  past  week* 
Cool  weather,  no  doubt,  was  a  big  factor,  but  does  not  explain  fully  the 
light  pickings  and  small  amount  of  fruit  now  on  the  vines.     The  plants  ap- 
pear healthy  and  vigorous ,  but  are  generally,  reported  bearing  .a  small  number 
of  berries  on  each  plant.     The  quality  is  good,  and  the  size  is  satisfactory 
at  present. 

"Heavy  showers  have. fallen  during  the  day  (Saturday),  which  with 
probably  warmer  weather  next  week-,  may  hasten  the  ripening  of  the  remain- 
ing crop ,  ~and  cause  sDaller  ripe  fruit  toward  the. end  of  the  week.      " . 

"Growers  and  buyers  are  more  or  less  at  a  loss  to  explain  the  real 
cause  for  this  lighter  production  in  the  face  of  early  favorable  prospects. 
The  dry  weather  the  latter,  part  of  March  and  first  of  April  was  a  contribut- 
ing factor.     Some  berry  men  state  that  the  plants  .were  set  late  last  fall, 
a  few  growers  not  finishing  until  shortly  before  Christmas,  a  fact  which 

they  believe  has  reduced  the  yield.    Furthermore,  this  season  apparently 
opened  from -winter  into  midsummer  temperatures with  very  little  spring 
weather*  ■ 

"Practically  all  are  agreed  that  not  over  1,000  cars  will  roll  for 
the  balance  of  this  season,  unless  some  disaster  ^should  strike-  the  berry 
crop  in  the  intermediate  sections.     If  market  conditions  justify,  shipments 
ray  continue  through  May  11,  or  later.     The  peak  of  this  season's  nove-ent 
came  on  April  8, with  120  cars  shipped  in  comparison  with  the  192S  peak  of 
127  cars  on  April  30." 

5b.     FIRST  NEWS  FROM  CHADBOURN. 

On  April  21,  John  w.  Coleman,  who  has  charge  of  the  temporary  field 
station  at  Chadbourn,  -North  Carolina ,  made  the  following  report: 

"Demand  has  been  good  for  strawberries  at  Chadbourn  this  week  and 
best  stock  has  sold  from  $5.5G-$6.50  per  32  quart  crate  for  Klondikes.  The 
quality  has  been  good  and  a  good  percentage  of  the  cars  met  requirements 
for  U.  S.  Grade  No.  1  -  especially  at  the  close  of  the  week.    At  Wallace 
the  color  was  poor  early  in  the  week  but  by  Saturday  there  was  a  big  im- 
provement in  quality  and  Missionarys  sold  from  $3.CC-$6.C0  with  most 
sales  $U.75-$5.20  per  32  quart  crate. 

"About  kO  cars  moved  from  Wallace  and  Chadbourn  Saturday  and  the 
equivalent  of  15  cars  by  truck  from  the  two  points.    Loading  is  expected 

to  be  heavy  during  the  next  two  weeks*    A  heavy  rain  this  afternoon 
(Sunday)  is  causing  considerable  speculation  as  to  what  will  happen  to 
the  berries." 
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6b*     CONSIDERABLE  INTEREST  BEING-  SHOWN  .  IK  NEXT  SEA SON *S  LATE  POTATO  CROP. 

The  "following  letter  was  written  on  April  2*+  by  W«  0.  Leu  sea,  in 
charge  of  the  Philadelphia  office:  ' 

"Considerable  interest  is  being  shown  locally  in  next  seasonTs  late 
potato  crop.     One  dealer    told  me  this  morning  that  he  had  contracted  for 
5,000  barrels  of  Maine  potatoes  at  $1,15  Per  barrel  delivered  at  the  ware- 
house and  anticipated  taking  on  5>000  more  today.    At  that  price  this  stock, 
plus  storage,  sacks  and  freight ,  would  cost  approximately  $2*50  per  15^-pound 
sack  delivered  in  Philadelphia;  more  than  they  have  brought  at  any  time 
this  season.    Ho  tells  me  a  great  "deal  of  contracting  is  being  done  on  a 
similar  basis  at  prices  ranging  from  $1.00  to  $1*15  per  barrel.    This  opti- 
mistic feeling,  in  contrast  to  the  lack  of  interest  last  season,  should 
have  a  beneficial  effect. 

"Good' Pennsylvania  potatoes  are  getting  scarce  and  will  probably  be 
cleaned  up  about  May  1.    Local  dealers  have  been  scouring  nearby  counties 
this  week  for  remaining  good  stock*    The  feeling  prevails  that  there  will 
be  a  gap  between  Elorida  and  South  Carolina  and  that  prices  on  old  stock 
will  advance.    Some  orders  have  been  placed  for  Maine  Green  Mountains  for 
delivery  during  the  week  of  May  5  at  $1.65  per  cwt>,  delivered*    The  new 
potato  market  continued  to  be  more  or  less  a  puzzle*    One  dealer  who  bought 
heavy  at  $5»5°  f»o.b.  during  the  last  few  days,  yesterday  dropped  the  de- 
livered price  to  $6*50,  supposedly  to  throw  a  scare  into  some  of  the  smaller 
dealers  who  were  holding  one  or  two  cars  each,  in  an  endeavor  to  hold  the 
market  to  $7.00.    It  seemed  to  have  the  desired  effect  for  most  of  them 
weakened  and  sold.    This  morning  the  market  was  stronger  and  straight  cars 
were  sold  at  $6.75  in  anticipation  of  a  $7.00  market  before  the  end  of  the 
week," 


7b,    RECENT  MS  FROM  THE  LOWER  RIO  GRANDE  VALLEY. 

On  April  23,  W.  D.  Googe  wrote  the  following  letter  from  Brownsville, 

Texas: 

"The  first  carload  of  green  wrapped  tomatoes  from  the  Lower  Rio 
Grande  Valley  was  loaded  at  La  Paloma  on  Monday,  April  22.    Al though  a  few 
additional  cars  will  move  this  week,  no  considerable  volume  is  expected 
before  about  May  1.    Pour  cars  of  green  com  were  shipped  during  the  past 
week.    The  season  for  this  commodity  is  now  on  and  five  to  ten  cars  daily 
may  be  expected  this  week  with  increasing  shipments  around  the  first  of  May. 
The  prevailing  price  for  green  corn  is  $2,50  per  bushel  basket  f.o.b. 
usual  terms.    Growers  are  being  paid  mostly  $1*25  per  bushel  in  the  field, 
the  shippers  doing  the  harvesting ♦ 

"The  strong  position  of  new  potatoes  has  created  much  comment  and 
has  been  the  sensation  of  the  Valley  this  season.  .  With  a  particularly  un- 
favorable outlook,  the  sacked  Bliss  Triumphs,  have  advanced  $1  »25  per  cwt.: 
over  the  price  prevailing  two  weeks  ago,  and  are  now  selling  freely  on  the 
wire  at  $3.75,     Shippers  for  more  than  ten  days,  have  been  unable  to  fill 
orders,  and  each  advance  in  price  has  brought  a  flood  of  new  orders.  Be- 
tween 300  and  kOQ  cars  remain  to  be  shipped  from  this  section-    There  will 
be  a  lapse  of  ten  to  fifteen  days  after  this  week  before  the  Vfharton,  Eagle 
Lake  and  Sugarland  sections  will  be  ready*

left  in  the  Valley,  but  without  better  market  conditions  very  little  of  it

C*  J.  Hansen  of  the  San  Francisco  office  recently  received  the  follow- 
ing letter  of  appreciation  of  the  broadcasting  of  market  reports  from  one 
of  the  large  growers  of  asparagus,  onions  and  celery  in  California; 

"This  letter  is  just  a  word  of  appreciation  for  the  daily  market 
news  service  which  you  broadcast  at  noon  over  radio  station  KQ,W# 

"The  writer  has  been  making  both  local  and  eastern  shipments  of 
green  asparagus  since  the  first  of  March,  and  it  lias  been  of  great  value'  to 
me  to  get  each  day  at  noon  the  full'  report  on  the  asparagus  shipments  and 
the  market  quotations  before  routing  the  day's  output. 

"Vfe  shall  continue  to  mike  use  of  these  daily  reports  and  believe 
that  it  will  be  of  considerable  help  to  us  in  obtaining  the  most  advan- 
tageous marketing  of  our  crops," 

9b,    MICHIGAN  CHERRIES  IAMAG-SD  BY  FROST.  ■ 

R.  H.  Shoemaker  writing  from  G rand  Rapids  on  April  20,  said  in  part 
as  follows; 

"Following  the  exceptionally  warm  weather  durirg  late  March,  many 
fruit  buds  in  the  southern  half  of  the  State  were  advanced  too  far  for  that 
time  of  the  year.    Frosts  during  the  middle  of  the  week  have  been  excep- 
tionally heavy,  and  considerable  damage  has  been -done  to  the  sour  cherries 
in  some  districts  (Hart- Shelby  Section  and  South)  .    In  talking  to  a  resident 
of  Fennville  yesterday  I  learned  that  the  heaviest  freeze  in  that  section 
was  on  the  night  of  the  lSth,  and  that  in  his  estimation  sour  cherries  had 
been  quite  badly  damaged.    Peaches  in  that  section  probably  had  a  third  of 
the  buds  blasted  but  this  of  course  will  not  affect  the  final  tonnage,  as 
they  can  have  one- half  of  the  normal  amount  of  blossoms  and  still  produce 
a  good  crop.    It  is  still  too  early  to  tell  the  amount  of  damage  to  peaches 
and  pears*    It  is  not  believed  that  apples  have  been  hurt  any." 

10b.     REVISED  ESTIMATE  OF  TEXAS  ONI  ON  PRODUCTION  RECENTLY  RELEASED.. 

'The  following  paragraph  is  copied  from  a  letter  of  April  17 1  from 
J.  D.  Hamilton,  Crystal  City,  Texas; 

"The  release  of  Mr.   Spcrlc's  revised  estimate  of  Texas  Onion  produc- 
tion, about  11  o'clock. yesterday,  was  most  spectacular,  in  it's  effects. 
With  extremely  heavy  loadings,  buyers  were  intent  on  obtaining  No.  1  Yellow 
Bermudas  at  $1*00  per  standard  crate,   f.o.b-  cash  track.    An  occasional  car 
had  been  bought  at  $1*05*    Growers  were  holding  for  $1.10-^1 .15 »  but  without 
much  hope  of  getting  it.    Rather  wide  dissemination  of  the  revision  was  made 
by  noon  -  with  the  result  that  yofo  of  the  cash  track  sales  were  made  for  the 
day  at  $1.15,  ,/?ith  a  fcv/  cars  at  $1«X0«    Bv  mid-aft ernoon,  a  half-dozen  of 
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the  largest  shippers,  who  had  "been  desperately  racing  to  rush  out  as  much 
stock  as  possible  "before  the  market  became  utterly  demoralized,  withdrew 
their  digging  outfits  from  the  fields,  and  announced  their  intentions  to 
clean  up  the  present  dug  stock  and  let  the  remainder  wait  awhile  -  which 
will  greatly  facilitate  orderly  movement.    It  was  generally  estimated  that 
this  report  benefited  the  growers  to  the  extent  of  $50.00  per  car  on  yes- 
terday's loadings  alone . "

'.7,  D.  Googe,  Brownsville,  Texas,  wrote  the  following  letter 
on  --^pril  30: 

"The  past  week  practically  ended  the  Lower  Rio  Grande  Valley 
season  of  I929  on  three  commodities  -  cabbage,  potatoes  and  green  beans. 
Several  hundred  cars  of  cabbage  might  be  shipped  if  market  conditions 
would  warrant,  but  with  other  States  now  shipping,  the  movement  from  the 
galley  from  now  on  will  be  confined  mostly  to  mixed  cars  and  carloads 
to  nearby  citiese    The  potato  crop  is  so  nearly  cleaned  up  that  the  weaker 
conditions  in  Chicago  and  other  terminals  lias  little  or  no  effect  on  local 
f.o.b,  prices.    Probably  a  hundred  cars  remain  in  the  Valley,  half  of  which 
will  be  handled  in  mixed  cars  to  Texas  and  Oklahoma  points.    The  demand 
for  straight  carloads  from  Western  and  Pacific  Coast  States  continues 
fair,  with  ten  days  or  two  weeks  to  go  before  the  producing  sections  fur- 
ther up  the  State  are  ready  to  ship.    Beans  are  mostly  from  second  and 
third  pickings,  yields  of  which  are  reported  to  be  very  light. 

"Green  corn  has  passed  the  novelty  stage  and  prices  are  lower. 
Carloads  are  being  quoted  at  a  wide  range  of  prices,  but  seem  to  be  settling 
to  around  $1.50  a  bushel,  f.o.b.  usual  terms.    Because  of  icing  problems, 
very  little  of  this  commodity  is  shipped  to  distant  point s_ in  mixed  cars, 
^.ixed  car  lots  to  Texas  and  Louisiana  points  sell  from  $1*50  to  $2.00  per 
bushel.    To  date  the  demand  from  Northern  States  has  been  light,  and 
How  Orleans  and  Southeastern  States  have  furnished  the  best  markets. 

nThe  green  wrapped  tomato  deal  apparently  is  not  as  nearly  ready 
as  ^nippers  thought,  and  it  is  probable  that  it  will  be  around  May  10 
"before  this  crop  will  be  moving  in  volume.    Lack  of  sunshine  has  delayed 
maturity,  which  with  the  usual  irregular  quality  of  the  first  clusters 
has  ma de  it  difficult  to  load  a  car  of  "J,  S.  Ho.  1  stock.     Some  estimate 
75  to  100  cars  may  be  rolled  this  week.    Prices  arc  holding  up  surprising- 
ly well.    Carloads  of  lugs  are  selling  at  $3.25  to  $3-50  f.o.b.  usual 
terms,  as  compared  with  $3.00  to  $3.25  reported  for  fancy-count  sixes 
in  Jlorioa. n

"The  berries  are  .generally  of  good  quality  but  at  Wallace  there 
is  a  lot  of  small  stock  that  sell's'  from  $1.50  to  $2,25  per  crate..  Growers 
around  Chadbourn  complain  of  a  large  amount  of  culls  and  considerable  rot 
in  the  fields.     Various  molds  develop  raprdly  on  account  of -so  much  rain. 
Good  quality  stock  met  a  moderate  demand  at  Chadbourn,  Saturday,  and  growers 
received  S3. 25  to  $3. 75  with  choice  loads  '  selling  $3-g0  to  $4.00,  but  most- 
ly $3.*+Q  to  $3*60i  per  32-quart  crate  for  Klondikes.    Poorer  and  smaller 
berries  moved  "slowly  at  $2.50  to  $3. 00 'per  crate.    Eh*  market  at  Mount 
Tabor  is  usually  lower  than  at  Chadbourn  and  many  of  the  growers  in  that 
section  have  been  bringing  berries  to  Chadbourn.    Saturday  was  the  first 
time  in  years  that  prices  were  higher  at  ..ount  Tabor  than  here  in  Chadbourn, 
Several  buyers  started  cars  and  trucks,  and  oerri^s  came  so  slowly  that 
bidding  was  brisk  and  some  loads  sold  as  high  as  $6.75  per  crate  at  Mount 
Tabor.    The  price  at  that  auction  block  was  mostly  $3 •75  ^°  •^•^  or  35? 
to  Uo,*  per  crate  higher  than  Ohadbourn. "  ■

"On    account  of  the  cold  weather  we  have  been  having,  many  of  the 
lettuce  fields  are  practically  worthless,     Seme  of  the  plants  have  been 
growing  for  considerably  over  ninety  days/ which  is  the  normal  time  for 
maturity.    The  intermittent  cold  snaps  have  so  retarded  the  growth  that 
the  head-s  are  small  ,••  some  of  them  burned,  while  quite  a  few  have  gone  to 
seed  before  reaching  size*    It  is  expected  that  shipments  will  not  reach 
twenty- five  cars  per  day  until  the  latter  part  of  the  month* rT 

5"b*     PROSPECTS  ARE  FOR  A  FAIR  TO  G-OOD  FRUIT  CROP  jti  OREGON, 
On  April  26,  R«  L.  Ringer,  Portland,  Oregon,  wired; 
Severe  cold  weather  in  January  and-February  damaged  apricots 
and  peaches  to  some  extent  in  the  Northwest  but  prospects  on  the  whole 
are  favorable  now  for  fair  to  good  fruit  crops  in  this  section,  -  -We  are 
having  balmy  weather  now,  and  cherry  trees  are  in  bloom*    Cherries  and 
prunes  suffered  injury  from  ■  cold  rains  that  prevented  proper  pollination 
last  year  and  probably  will  make  light  crops.    Potato  markets  are  staging 
an  impressive  rally  and  have  advanced  $5  to  $7  per  ton  the  past  few  days.

fee  bills  of  firms  which  are  in  bankruptcy  are  sent  to  the  Washington 
office  they  should  be  charged  off  the  records -of  the  branch  office  in  the 
same  way  as  any  other  uncollected  items*    This  has  not  always  been  done 
in  the  past  and  some  checks  in  bankruptcy  proceedings  have  been  sent  in 
by  branch  offices  with  other  checks  without  any  special  notation.

In  some  cases  shippers  and  receivers  have  sent  trouble  specimens 
of  fruit  s  and  .vegetables  to  two  or  three  different  of fices  for  diagnosis. 
The  results  have  not  always  been  the  same  in  such  difficult  troubles 
as  freezing  injury  of  apples  or  onions  and  other  troubles  equally  difficult 
to  diagnose.    In  all  cases  where  there  is  the  least  question  as  to  the 
diagnosis,  the  samples  should  be  sent  to  a  patnologist  for  examination. 
Certificates,  covering  inspection  of  these  small  samples  may -be  issued  in 
the  usual  way  in  the  branch  offices,  but  should  not  be  connected  with  any 
carlot.

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la.     REPORT  OF  RECENT  MEETING-  QE  THE  ASSOCIATION  OF  MEW  YORK  ' 
STATE  CANNERS  INC,  AT  ROCHESTER.  N.  Jj 

On  May  2nd,  Mr.'  Pail  thorp  attended. a  Meeting  of  the  Association  of 
New  York  State  Canners  Inc.,  at  Rochester,  N,.  Y.,  for  the  purpose  of  dis- 
cussing with  their  members  the  'proposed  "U.  S.  Standards  for  Cannery 
Applss  for  Slicing  Purposes"  and  "U.  S.  Standards  for  Cannery  Apples  for 
Sauce  Purposes."  . 

The  canners  who  attended  the  conference .handle  approximately  85% 
of  the  apples  used  for  canning  purposes  in  the  . State.    A  great  deal  of 
interest  was  manifested  in -the  idea. of  having  definite  grades  to  be  used 
in  the  purchase  of  apples  and  a  resolution  .was  passed  approving  the  speci- 
fications of  the  grades  but  no  action  was  taken  relating  to  the  purchase 
or  inspection  of  apples.    However,  several  members  of  the  association 
applied  for  Federal  State  Inspection  at  their  canneries  this  fall  so  that 
growers  and  canners  could  acquaint  themselves  with  the  grades  and  with  the 
operation  of  the  inspection  service. 

It  is  not  expected  that  many  apples  in  New  York  State  will  be  pur- 
chased on  the  basis  of  these  U;  S*  grades  this  coming  season,  but  it  is 
hoped  that  after  a  season's  demonstration  many  canners  and  growers  will  be 
interested  in  this  method  of  contracting  apples. 

Four  canners.  of  apples  in  Pennsylvania  contemplate  contracting  with 
their  growers  this  coming;  season  on  the  basis  of  the  U.  S.  Standards  and 
have  requested  inspection  at  their  canneries.    These  canners  at  a  meeting 
held  at  Biglerville,  Pa..,  early  this  spring  approved  the  U.  S.  Standards. 
No  doubt  as  the  grades  and  inspection  service  for  cannery  apples  becomes 
better  known  and  understood  by  growers  and  canners,  there  shall  De  a  demand 
for  the  service  similar  to  that  which  has'  taken  place'  in  the  tomato  cannery 
industry  during  the  past  two  years.

As  I  left  England  on  April  2bth  the  apple  exporting  season  was 
drawing  to  a  close.

"Export  Form  Certificates",   °U.  S.  Standards  for  Export",   "factors  of  con- 
dition" and  "grade  tolerances"  make  a  vague  impression  upon  the  minds  of 
those  not  actually  in  contact  with  packing  and  shipping  conditions  in  the 
United  States*;   It  helps  these  merchants  if  their  American  "banking  con- 
nections have  a  clear  knowledge  of  the  use  of  inspections  and  inspection 
certificates.    Consequently  all  bureau  employees  coming  in  contact  with 
"banks  handling  foreign  letters  of  credit  should  take  pains  to  explain jythese 
certificates  may  best  be  used  to  protect  their  over- seas  clients.  Banks 
should  be  encouraged  to  transmit  this  concise  information  to  the  buyers, 
as  many  understand  and  remember  what  bankers  say  whereas  the  information 
read  in  our  London  circular  may  become  indistinct  in  their  memories. 

'Ihe  spring  is  very  late  in  Europe,    ^pple  trees  were  just  coming 
into  bloom  when  I  left  England.    Ordinarily  a  late  spring  is  favorable  for 
a  fruit  crop.    Most  of  Europe  experienced  a  severe  drought  between  January 
and  the  last  of  April*    There  is  small  probability  that  apple  or  pear  trees 
were  generally  badly  injured  or  killed  by  the  severe  European  winter.

The  lug  box  seems  to  be  increasingly  popular  as  a  container  for 
tomatoes.    Originally  confined  to  Mexico  and  the  West  Coast,  it  is  now 
being  used  extensively  in  Texas  and  to  a  lesser  extent  in  Florida,  and 
other  western  States  will  be  packing  their  tomatoes  in  lugs  as  the  season 
advances* 

With  the  more  general  use  of  the  lug  it  becomes  increasingly  diffi- 
cult to  quote  tomatoes  in  this  container  according  to  local  terms.  A

week  will  about  clean  up  the  remaining  fields.    The  demand  has  fallen  off 
somewhat,  although  it  is  still  good  for  this  season  of  the  year.  Tomatoes 
will  move  in  larger  volume  this  Week,  probably  reaching  the  peak  about 
May  15    or  20.    Growers  are  receiving  mostly  6^, a  pound  for  mature  green 
stock  in  bulk.

N.  C.,and  who  is  now  in  charge  of  .the  field  -station  at  Leesburg,  Fla., 
wrote  the  following,  letter  on  May  1,2* 

"There  is  much  .talk  around  .Chadbourn  regarding  the  new  variety  of 
strawberry  which  the  U*  S*  Department  of  Agriculture  calls  659,    This  berry 
is  a  cross  between  the  Missionary  and  one. of  the  northern  varieties.  Var- 
ious experiments  indicate  that  No,  659  is  an  ideal  berry  for  the  cold  pack 
and  if  this  variety  is  planted  extensively  in  North  Carolina  it  may  open 
up  a  new  industry. 

"There  was  a  good  bit  of  complaint  at  Chadbourn  this  season  of  the 
present  method  of  selling  berries.    At  one  of  the  farm  meetings  the  growers 
were  unanimous  in  expressing  a  willingness  to  adopt  the  plan  followed  by 
Louisiana  of  selling  strawberries  by  carlot  auction.     The  pint  cup  and 
pint  crate  were  highly  recommended  and  all  the  growers  at  the  meeting,  were 
anxious  to  try  out  the  srraller  :package.

Early  in  the  week, 
melons  at  Leesburg  were  bringing  $500  to  $75^  Per  car  f  •o,b«  cash  track, 
but  yesterday  the  range  was  $300  to  $5CO»    Cool  weather  in  many  of  the 
northern  markets  made  the  buyers  a  little  skeptical  about  putting  money  in 
these  high-priced  melons.    The  season  is  expected  to  extend  to  June  15  at 
Leesburg  and  that  will  be  the  approximate  date  of  opening  the  office  in 
Georgia* " 

ONION  SI  HUH  ON  IN  THE  CQaCHELLa  V.-^LLEY. 

Walter  Kingsbury  of  the  Los  Angeles  office,  who  recently  spent 
several  days  in  the . Coachella  Valley  contributed  the  following  item: 

"The  onion  deal  in  the  Coachella  Valley  is  slow  in  getting  under 
way,  partly  because  only  a  few  fields  are  ready  to  harvest  and  partly  be- 
cause the  shippers  believe  that  the  bulk  of  Texas  shipments  will  soon  be 
out  of  the  way,  leaving  a.  clear  field  for  Coachella  onions.    It  is  estimated 
that  there  will  be  some  1100  or  1200  cars  of  good  onions,  either  U.  S. 
No.  1  or  &ood  6ommercials»    In  addition  there  will  be  300  or  U00  cars  of 
off-grade  stock  which  may  or  may  not  be  shipped,   depending  on  the  condition 
of  the  market.    Last  year  a  little  over  1200  cars  were  shipped  and  in 
addition  it  is  estimated  that  there  were  some  U00  or  $00  cars  of  off-grade 
onions  which  were  not  shipped  because  of  market  conditions.    The  quality  of 
the  crop  may  not  De  quite  so  good  this  year  because  of  an  unusually  hi&h 
percentage  of  seed  stems  which  will  run  in  some  fields  as  high  as  75?  *° 
90^0*    Shippers  are  optimistic  because  of  the  expected  early  clearuup  in 
Texas  and  the  tone  of  the  market  at  the  present  time  is  firm*" 
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5b.     SHIPPING-  SEASON  ON  TEXAS  ONIONS  PRACTICALLY  CONCLUDED. 

S.  \U  Russell,  writing  from  Laredo,  Texas,  on  May  12,  said: 
"It  is  believed  that  the  shipping  season  on  Texas  onions  is  prac- 
tically concluded."  'The principal  shipping  points  such  as  Laredo  and 
Crystal  City  are  about  cleaned  up  and  most  of  the  remaining  cars  will  be 
billed  from  Eagle  Pass  and  out-lying  districts-    To  date  there  have  been 
5V7QO  cars  shipped  and  should  the  estimate  be  correct  it  is  believed  that 
at  least  5 00  'Cats  more  will"  be  shipped. 

"The  last  few  shipments  from  Laredo,  Asherton,  Carrizo  Springs  and 
Crystal  City  were  .generally  ordinary,  and  at  the  present  time  Eagle  Pass 
•  is-  shipping  the  best  stock.     Shipments  from  the  last  mentioned  section  will 
probably  total1  about  300  cars,  of  which  25 0  cars  will  probably  move  during 

the  coming  week,  -   

;    "The  recent  sharp  decline  in  prices  here  at  shipping  point  -is  be- 
lieved  to  be  due  principally  to  the  fact-  that  there  was  little  demand  for 
•onions-  other  than  in -a  few  of  the  large  terminal  market  s*    However,  at  the 
^present  time  the  inquiry  from  the  smaller  markets -is  slightly  better  and 
prices  are  somewhat  steady  with  a  firm  undertone*    Should  the  distribution 
during  the  coming  week  reach  the  smaller  markets  it  is  believed  that- prices 
will  advance  slightly.    The  very  heavy  shipments  during:  the  last  ten  days 
to  New  York  City,  Chicago,  Philadelphia  and  Boston  did  not  warrant  a  very 
strong  market  here,  at  shipping  point,  and  prices  paid  to  the  grower  de- 
clined from  $1*15- $1,25  per  standard  crate  Yellows,  U.  S.  No.  1  or  Mixed 
No.  1  and  No*  2„.  of  good  quality,  to    75^90^,  mostly  85^*    With  the  better 
wire  inquiry  and  speculative  interests  appearing  the  past  week,  the  best 
stock  advanced  to  $1.00  per  crate.     If  the  smaller  markets  fail  to  buy 
during  the  coming  week,  it  is  believed  that  the  market  will  weaken  and  close 
very  dull,  since"a  large  number  of  cars  are  at  diversion  points  at  the 
present  time  and  it  is  believed  that  buying  for  storage  in  the  larger  markets 
is  practically  concluded." 

6b*     NE'.VS  PROM  THE  LG>7ER  RIO  GRANDE  VALLEY. 

The  following  report  was  made  on  May  lk,  by  W.  D*  G-ooge,  Brownsville* 

Texas: 

"The  vegetable  deal  in  the  Lower  Rio  Grande  Valley  has  settled  down 
mostly  to  two  commodities  -  tomatoes  and  green  corn*    Green  corn  shipments 
run  from  25  to  30  cars  a  day,  and  prices  are  fairly  steady  at  $1.00  per 
bushel  basket,  cash  track  and  $1.10  f.o.b,  usual  terms.    Tomato,  shipments 
will  be  probably  reach  their  peak  this  week,    Prices  have  declined  until 
today  lugs  of  green  wrapped  stock  are  selling  at  $2.00-$2.10  f*.o*b»,  cash 
track  and  around  $2*25  usual  terms.    Unwrapped  pinks  in  fours  are  bringing 
$1,10  and  $1,25,  respectively*    The  pinks  this  season  are  averaging  about 
t-ne- eighth  of  the  total  tomato  shipments,    quality  of  the  tomatoes  is  gener- 
ally good,  although  sizes  are  not.  what  shippers  would  like."

Id,     HOW  TO  HANDLE  STAINING.  OP  ONIONS.  ■ 

Below  is  given  a  portion  of  Item  Id,  published  in  Division  Letter 
of  December  3»  19^6,  regarding  the-  handling  of  stained  Northern  grown 
onions . 

The  question  .of  handling  staining  has  arisen  in  connection  with  the 
grading  of  Bermuda  onions  and  all  inspectors  are  advised  that  the  following 
reprint  will  apply- not  only  to  Northern  grown  onions,  but  to  Bermuda  onions 
as  well, 

"The  following  interpretation  of  1  damage  by  dirt1  is  given,  in  order 
to  secure  a  more  uniform  interpretation  of  the. onion  grades:- 

"Onions  should  not  be  considered  damaged  unless  they  are  appreciably 
stained*    An  appreciably- stained  onion  ..is  one  on  which  the  staining  is 
readily  noticeable,  but  the  appearance  of  the  fonion  is  not  seriously  affected. 

"A  badly- stained  onion  is  one  which  has  a  dark  .discoloration,  some- 
times nearly  black*    The  appearance  of  such  an  onion  is  seriously  affected* 

"In  regara  to  the  amount  of  staining  permitted  in  the  U.  b*  No,  1 
grade,  it  is  believed  that,  in  a  lot  of  yell ow-.  onions  of  which  20f£>  are 
stained,  not  over  l/k  of  this  amount  or  5$  should  be  badly  stained*    In  a 
lot  of  white  onions  of  ?/hich  V$fo  are  stained,  not  over  1/3  of  this  amount  or 
5$  should  be  badly  stained*    These  percentages  will  serve  as  a  guide  to  in- 
spectors in  determining  whether  a  lot  is  in  grade  or  out  of  grade  on  account 
of  1  damage  by  airtf  and  shall  be  in  addition  to  the  $fo  tolerance  allowed 
for  defects  other  than  1  damage  by  dirt.1

lc .    APPEAL  INSPECTIONS  REQUIRE  PRQI.IPT  ACTION, 

(Reprint  from  Division  Letter,  September  l6,  I927*) 
Complaints  have  been  made  by  men  in  the  receiving  markets  on  ac- 
count of  delay  in  receiving  wire  reports  from  shippings point  supervisors; 
shipping- point  supervisors  also  have  made  complaint  about  not  receiving 
wire  reports  from  receiving-point  men  giving  results  of  appeal  inspections* 
These  complaints  have  been  justified  in  most  cases  and  the  purpose  of  this 
item  is  to  insist  upon  promptness  at  both  ends  of  the  line*    Men  at  ship- 
ping points  should  realize  that  inspectors  in  receiving  markets  would  notwir^ 
for  reports  unless  they  were  needed.    The  attention  of  receiving-point 
inspectors  is  called  to  the  fact  that  when  an  appeal  certificate  is  issued, 
regardless  of  whether  it  sustains  or  reverses  the  original,  the  Federal 
representative  in  charge  of  the  work  at  the  point  where  the  shipping- 
poin,t  certificate  was  issued  should  be  advised  immediately  by  wire  giving 
results  of  the  appeal  inspection.

Lethbridge  in  the  Province  of  Alberta,  Canada,    Last  week  cash-track 
sales  were  as  low  as  75^  per  crate  of  approximately  100-pounds  net. 
Today  prices  are  improved  with  cash- track  sales  mostly  $1.00  and  usual 
terms  quotations  at  $1#10  to  $1*20. 

"Carrots  have  been  very  inactive  during  the  entire  season.    It  is 
reported  that  some  growers,  -rather  than  place  their  carrots  on  the  market, 
have  plowed  up  their  fields*    Beets  have  moved,  more  freely  than  carrots 
but  the  activity  in  that  line  has  been  rather  negligible.    String  beans 
have  moved  mostly  in  mixed  cars.    The  quality  of  the  beans  is  deterio- 
rating and  many  of  the  hampers  are  now  showing  spotted,  rusty  or  other- 
wise inferior  beans*    Tomatoes  are  not  yet  ready  to  pick.    The  sizes 
and  quality  at  this  time  are  reported  good.    The  fields  have  an  abundance 
of  moisture  from  rains  of  last  week  and  with  plenty  of  sunshine  and 
warm  days,  Mississippi  tomatoes  will  soon  be    arriving  on  the  Eastern 
and  Mid-western  markets  in  liberal  quantities. 

"It  is  estimated  that  the  tomato  movement  this  year  will  be 
possibly  1,000  cars  in  excess  of  last  year1 s,  when  slightly  more  than

2c.    FUSARIUM  TUB  IS  ROT  -  WET  OR  LRY? 

The  question  has  arisen  as  to  when  Fusarium  Tuber  Rot  of  potatoes 
shall  be. considered  a  wet  or  soft  rot  and  when  a  dry  rot.     Soft  rot  as 
defined  in  the  U,  S.  potato  grades  includes  wet  Fusarium  and  it  is  neces- 
sary for  the  inspector  to  differentiate  between  the  two  types  of  this 
rot,  because  there  are  different  tolerances  for  each  type, 

Some  inspectors  seem  to  have  adopted  the  policy  of  treating  a  moist 
condition  of  the  decayed  tissues  as  wet  Fusarium  which  is  not  correct. 
Soft  rot  or  wet  rot  is  more  objectionable  than  dry  rot  because  it  affects 
adjacent  potatoes  and  often  spots  the  sacks.    In  order  to  promote  uni- 
formity in  the  inspection  work,  it  has  been  decided  that  Fusarium  is  not 
to  be  classed  as    -a  wet  rot  unless  it  is  wet  enough  to  spot  the  sacks 
or  exude  enough  moisture  to  wet  adjacent  potatoes.

la*    EARLY  POTATO  MEETING-  AT  CAPE  CHARLES. 

On  May  28  Mr.  Sherman  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Interstate  Early 
Potato  Committee  at  Cape  Charles,  Virginia,  with  members  of  the  trade, 
prominent  growers,  representatives  of  the  fertilizer  and  hanking  interests, 
and  others.     Various  phases  of  the  outlook  and  price  trend  work  of  the 
Department  were  presented  "by  Messrs.,  Bean  of  the  Division  of  Statistical 
and  Historical  Research  and  A*  E,  Mercker,  Secretary  of  the  Interstate 
Early  Potato  Committee,     Director  J,  R.  Hutcheson  of  the  Virginia  Extension 
Service  presided  and  directed  the  general  discussion. 

The  work  of  the  Interstate  Early  Potato  Committee  to  date  was  heart- 
ily endorsed,  all  present  pledging  themselves  to  undertake  an  early  and 
insistent  campaign  to  prevent  a  disastrous  increase  in  southeastern  potato 
acreage  for  1930  in  case  prices  for  the  present  crop  proved  to  he  as  satis- 
factory as  now  anticipated. 

North  Carolina  dealers  reported  arriving  at  a  mutual  working  under- 
standing as  to  marketing  policy.    Dealers  in  the  vicinity  of  Norfolk  re- 
ported a  similarly  successful  local  get-together  movement,    Mr,  Burton, 
Manager  of  the  Eastern  Shore  Produce  Exchange,   stated  positively  that  as  to 
the  Eastern  Shore  of  Virginia  and  Maryland  no  unification  of  plan    and  _ 
policy  among  distributors  was  possible,  and  that  he  could  go  no  further  m 
the  direction  of  trade  cooperation  than  to  state  truthfully  to  any  other 
shipper  the  prices  which  he  was  quoting  at  any  particular  hour.    ©11s  he 
stated  he  had  always  ."been  willing  to  do  and  would  continue  to  do.  Other 
dealers  from  the  Eastern  Shore  were  insistent  that  a  closer  working  arrange- 
ment was  possible  and  should  be  undertaken. 

The  movement  from  the  southern  jart  of  the  Eastern  Shore  promises 
to  De  about  as  early  as  the  movement  from  the  greater  part  of  Nortn  Oaro 
lina.     Success  in  maintaining  present  market  prices  seems  to  hinge  upon 
the  confidence  of  aealers  that  they  will  not  lose  money  by  delaying  shipments 
and  that  they  can  afford  to  hold  down  the  volume  of  the  movement  to  that 
which  the  market  will  consume  at  present  prices.     Considerable  confidence 
was  expressed  that  this  was  one  season  in  which  it  should  be  possible  to 
maintain  June  prices  at  close  to  the  level  of  May  prices,  with  the  possi- 
bility that  if  this  is  done  July  prices  need  be  but  little  lower.

Writer  is  greatly-  obliged  and  feels  deeply  indebted  to  you  and  your 
office  for  such  a  splendid  service  as  has  been  accomplished-    I  personally 
have  referred  to  this  matter  and  explained    same  to  several  other  shippers, 
doing  so  in  the  spirit  of  helpfulness  and  correction  as  well  as  explaining 
to  them  their  rights  under  the  Produce  Agency  Act  and  its  splendid  execution 
under  your  direction.    I  now  know  of  a  few  instances  that  will  be  referred 
to  your  office," 


The  case  mentioned  in  above  letter  involved  one  car  of  grapes  and 
two  cars  of  onions,    The  principal  trouble  with  the  car  of  grapes  arose 
because  of  consignee  taking  a  large  proportion  of  the  car  to  his  own  account 
at  what  was  considered  to  be  too  low  a  price.    As  a  result  of  investigations 
and  decision  made  by  this  office  consignee  finally  remitted  an  additional 
sum-  of  $194,88,

^b.     SHIPMENTS  OF  V/aTERMELONS  FROM  LEESBURG-  aBQUT  FINISHED. 

The  following  paragraphs  are  copied  from  a  letter  of  June  h,  from 
John  iV.  Coleman,  Leesburg,  Florida: 

"Because  of  warmer  weather  in  northern  markets  last  week  the  cash- 
track  demand  for  watermelons  was  rather  active  and  in  spite  of  the  heavier 
shipments  the  market  held  firm.     Cool  weather  yesterday  and  today  in  prin- 
cipal markets  certainly  had  its  effect  here  and  the  market  is  a  great  deal 
weaker  than  on  Saturday.    Of  the  ^00  cars  shipped  Monday,  only  around  100 
of  them  were  sold  cash  track  and  the  situation  is  lively  to  be  the  same  today. 

This  week  will  about  wind  up  the  watermelon  crop  in  the  Leesburg 
district.    The  season  in  this  district  as  a  whole  has  been  unsatisfactory. 
Several  operators  have  had  heavy  losses.    However,  a  few  growers  and  dealers 
have  made  money.     One  firm  here  had  some  fields  that  will  average  nearly  a 
car  to  the  acre,  but  that  is  an  exceptional  yield.     Some  growers  are  ship- 
ping oril.y  one  c«.r  to  ten  and  twenty  acres.

In  previous  seasons  both  basket  and  crate  packs  of  peaches  have  been 
described  in  our  quotations  as    .snail,  medium,  large,  etc     Since  baskets 
shipped  from  Georgia  and  most  other  States  are  now  stamped  with  the  mini- 
mum size  of  the  peaches,  it  is  thought  advisable  to  use  the  minimum  size 
in  our  reports.    For  size  descriptions  on  baskets  use  the  following: 
On  the  NI  (Peach)  page  of  the  code,  cancel  the  present  meanings  of  OB,  OF, 
OG,  OH,  OJ,  OK,  CM  and  UJ,  and  add

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7"b*     CHERRY  CROP  IN  NORTHWEST  ABOUT  THREE  WEEKS  LaTER  THAN  USUAL. 

The  cherry    season  in  the  Northwest,  according  to  wire  of  June  1 
from  R,  L.  Ringer  of  Portland,"  Oregon,  is  about  three  weeks  later  than 
usual*    According  to  Mr.  Ringer,   shipments  were  expected  to  start  from  the 
districts  around  Lewiston,  Idaho,  and  from  those  near  The  Dalle. s,  Oregon, 
about  June  IS*    The  cherry  crop  in  these  sections  is  expected  to  he  large 
and  of  fine  quality.    In  the  Willamette  Valley  of  Oregon  the  cherry  orchards 
had  a  heavy  set  of  fruit,  hut  the  May  Tdrop!  was  very  severe  and  only  25 
per  cent  of  a  full  crop  will  be  harvested  according  to  recent  indications 
as  reported  to  Mr.  Ringer.    Green  peas  will  he  moving  from  Oregon  in  carlots 
about  June  10*    The  plantings  on  high  land  or  in  other  cool  sections  near 
the  ocean  are  expected  to  extend  the  market  season  with  light  but  steady 
production  until  about  the  middle  of  August. 

8b.     EaST  TEXAS  NOW  SHIPPING-  TOMATOES. 

W.  D.  Googe  who  recently  opened  the  field  station  at  Jacksonville, 
Texas,  wrote  the  following  letter  on  June  k; 

"The  East  Texas  tomato  deal  opened  Monday  'with  a  bang1  after  several 
days  of  delay  caused  by  rainy  weather.    About  80  cars  were  rolled  during 
the  day,  with  probably  50  cars  in  the  sheds  ready  to  be  packed.  Today 
(Tuesday)  has  been  ideal  for  picking,  and  with  continued  favorable  weather, 
loadings  will  average  a  hundred  or  more  cars  daily  during  the  week* 

"This  season  promises  to  be  a  1 green  wrap  deal1  with  most  all  ship- 
ments going  in  lu^  boxes.    To  date,  I  am  advised  that  only  two  cars  of 
sixes  have  been  loaded,  and  no  fours  at  all.    Pinks  in  flat  crates  are  prac- 
tically all  going  out  by  motor  truck  to  Dallas,  Fort" Worth,  Shreveport  and 
nearby  places .    duality  of  the  tomatoes  is  reported  to  be  above  the  average, 
and  sizes  are  mostly  large  enough  to  be  packed  5x6  and  larger  in  lugs."

Nearly  all  of  these  inspections  were  made  at  Potomac  Yards, 
Virgina,    'This  is  the  third  consecutive  month  in  which  all  records  of  the 
V-ashington  office  were. broken. 

2c.     INSPECTION  0E  GEORGIA. PEaCHES. 

The  "Georgia  Peach  and  Apple  Standardization  Act  of  I927"  which  went 
into  effect  last  year  required  that  all  crates  of  peaches  classified  as 
U,  S,  Fancy  No.  1,  U.  S.  No.  1  or  U.   S,  No.  2  shall  have  each  package  stamped 
showing  the  grade,  variety  and  size.     Size  on  crates  may  be"  shown  in  the  usual 
manner,  e.g.,  2x2  -  6  or  3x2  -  6  or  2x1-  5.     On  bushel  baskets  it  is 
required  to  show  the  minimum  diameter  in  inches  and  fractions  thereof »

V/hile  we  are  not  responsible  for  the  enforcement  of  this  lav/  we 
are  working  in  close  cooperation  with  the  authorities  having  charge  of  the 
enforcement*    Report  to. Mr,  0.  G,   Strauss,  Macon,  Ga„,  all  cars  inspected 
at  receiving  markets  which  do  not  meet  the  grades*     This,  of  course,  in- 
cludes size  as  the  law  requires  that  each  package  shall  show  the  minimum 
size  thus  making  it  a  factor  of  grade* 

In  notifying  Mr.  Strauss  of  cars  out  of  grade  or  improperly  stamped 
they  should  note. the  grower's  or  shipperls  name  and  address*  Receiving- 
point  inspectors  should  also  notify  Mr.  Strauss  of  any  packages  not  bearing 
the  tax  stamps. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  no  minimum  sizes  are  specified 
in  the  U.  S.  Grades,  and  to  the  fact  that  some  cars  which  meet  U«  S*  No.  1 
requirements  may  not  meet  Georgia  U.  S,  No.  1,  on  account  of  being  under- 
sized in  accordance  with  minimum  sizes  prescribed  under  the  Standardization 
Act  ♦ 

In    cases  where  the  packages  are  stamped  Unclassified"  and  the 
peaches  meet  all  the  requirements  of  the  U.  S«  grades  but  do  not  comply 
with  the  minimum  size  standards  of  the  Georgia  law  the  following  statement 
is  being  used  by  shipping-point  inspectors,   "Stock  would  grade  U.  S.  No.  1 
but  fails  to  meet  the  size  requirements  for  classified  fruit  under  the 
Georgia  law, n 

In  cases  where  packages  are  stamped  "Unclassified"  because  the  peaches 
fail  to  meet  requirements  of  the  grade  .on  account  of  blemishes,  no  grade 
statement  is  made  on  the  shipping- point  certificate. 

It  will  not  be  the  policy  in  the  receiving  market  to  certify  peaches 
as  U ,  S.  No.  1  which  may  have  been  marked  as  "Unclassified"  in  Georgia  on 
account  of  undersize.     The  form  of  grade  statement  which  has  been  adopted 
in  Georgia  should  also  be  followed  by  receiving-point  inspectors.

This  Division,  the  Division  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs,  and  the 
Division  of  Cooperative  Marketing  in  cooperation  with  the  New  York  State 
College  of  Agriculture  are  making  an  economic  study  of-  the  eastern  grape 
situation,  the  object  of  which  is  to  provide  a  basis  upon  which  eastern 
grape  producers  may  make  plans  for  the  futmre  constructive  development  of 
the  grape  industry,  • 

The  leaders  of  this  work  are  R.  R.  Pailthorp  of  this  Division,

lb.     COGENT S  ON  COLORADO  FRUIT  AND  TRUCK  CROP  CONDITIONS. 

(Contributed  by  Wendell  Calhoun  under  date  of  June  7») 

"The  season  has  been  rather  cool  and  most  crops  are  from  ten 
days  to  two  weeks  later  than  usual.    This  was  an  advantage,  to  the  fruit 
crops  because  without  exception,  they  have  all  escaped  frost  damage*  The 
Colorado  peach  crop  is  likely  to  slightly  exceed  all  previous  records. 
In  the  G-rand  Valley  around  Palisade  there  have  been  some  new  plantings  in 
recent  years  which  will  start  bearing  this  season,  and  -with  a  full  produc- 
tion throughout  the  district  shipments  from  this  section  are  expected  to 
exceed  the  highest  previous  movement  when  l,3b0  carloads  .moved  from  this 
section.    In  the  North  Fork  peach  section,  around  Paonia,  winter  killing 
was  quite  extensive  due  to  "unusual  temperatures  as  low  as  250  below  zero, 
and  that  section  is  not  expected  to  have  more  than  half  a  crop*    In  other 
words,  the  Colorado  peach  season  will  be  of  very  little  importance  after 
Palisade  finishes  shipping  around  September  10  or  12. 

"Prospects  are  also  very  good  .for  the  pear  crop  in  the  G-rand  Valley 
between  Grand  Junction  and  Palisade.    Apples  likewise  should  make  a  fcood 
crop  since  there  was  no  frost  damage,  but  it  is,  of  course,  somewhat  early 
to  get  any  definite  information  on  this  crop. 

"The  general  opinion  is  that  lettuce  for  the  State  as  a  whole  will 
be  somewhat  less  than  last  year*    With  rather  a  late  start  it  will  prob- 
ably be  well  along  in  July  before  movement  becomes  active,  although  there 
is  some  increase  in  the  small  early  districts  where  there  will  be  some 
movement  after  the  middle  of  June. 

!r.,.ost  factors  connected  with  the  green  pea  deal  figure  that  the 
acreage  has  at  least  been  doubled,  and  estimates,  on  cauliflower  acreage 
run  as  high  as  three  times  the  plantings  of  last  season.    Green  peas  are 
practically  all  in  the  San  Luis"  Valley  and  the  cauliflower  acreage  is 
divided  between  the  San  Luis  Valley  and  the  pueblo  district.    Whether  or 
not  these  percentage  figures  are  correct,  it  seems  quite  sure  that  there 
will  be  an  abundance  of  these" two  Commodities. 

"The  Arkansas  Valley  onion  acreage  is  anybody's  guess  but  there  is 
at  least  an  assurance  of  plenty  of  onions." 


2b,     PEACE  SITUATION  IN  GEORGIA. 

EL.  H,   Shoemaker,  v/riting  from  Macon, on  June  6,   said  in  part  as 
follows: 

"The  Early  Rose  peach  deal  is  nearly  at  a  peak  now,  although  there 
should  be  quite  a  few  of  this  variety  moving  all  durinfc  next  week* 
Carmen  will  start  moving  next  week.     The  varieties  thus  far  are  not  loading 
.according  to  expectations  and  it  is  quite  probable  that  shipments 

next  week  will  be  no  heavier  than  those  this  week.  Today's  quotations 
on  Early  Rose  are  around  $3.25  for  2x2-6s,  $2.75  for  3x2-6s,  and  $2.25 
for  3x2-7s.    Yesterday  they  were  25^  less  on  the  average.

"On  account  of  the  small  size  this  season,  the  State  Department  of 
Agri culture  ha's  lowered  the  size  tolerance,  roughly,  one- eighth  of  an  inch 
for  all  sizes*    In  other  words  the  minimum  size  requirements  now  for  U.  S. 
No.  1  grade  are  1-5/g"  for  Mayflower,  Uneeda  and  Early  Rose;  1-3 A"  for 
Hiley  Belle,  1-7/g"  for  Carman  and  Georgia  Belle,  and  2"  for  ELberta.  The 
U.  S-  No.  2  grade  for  the  first  three  varieties  has  the  same  minimum  size 
requirements  as  the  No,  1,  and  Ho*  2  Hiley  carries  a  minimum  requirement  of 
1-5/8"  also.     The  Carman  and  Georgia  Belle  1-3/V  and  the  Elberta  1-7/3".'' 

3>.     EASTERN  SHORE  POTATO  SHIPMENTS  'STARTED  EARLIER  TKaN  LAST  YEAiU 

R.  E.  Keller  who  has  charge  of  the  field  station  at  Pocomoke  City, 
Md. ,  wrote  the  following  item  on  June  9; 

"The  potato  movement  from  the  Eastern  Shore  of  Virginia  started 
a.  week  or  ten  days  earlier  than    last  year.    The  first  shipments  a  year 
ago  were  reported  on  June  7,  while  this  year,  the  first  shipments  were  re- 
ported on  May  28.    Shipments  from  May  2g  to  June  7  this  year  totaled  705 
cars* 

"Growers  around  Cape  Charles,  Virginia,  started  digging  potatoes 
in  earnest  Monday,  June  3,  and  have  increased  their  diggings  daily  until 
Saturday,  June  8,  when  divings  were  lighter.    Saturday's  light  loadings 
can  be  attributed  mainly  to  rainy  weather  in  the  afternoon,  and  also  to 
the  view  the  farmers  are  now  taking  in  regard  to  delaying  their  shipments. 

r,0n  Monday,  June  3,  when  the  Eastern  Shore  started  shipments  in 
appreciable  quantities,  the  f.o,b.  price  per  barrel,  on  Cobblers  was  $^*75 
and  by  Saturday  June  8,  the  price  was  down  to  $3*50~$3-75.    This  rapid 
decline  in  the  price  level  caused  a  meeting  to  be  held  Friday  night  at 
Cape  Charles,  when  the  growers  promised. to  delay  digging    vherever  possible. 
Some  shippers  at  Cape  Charles,  while  hoping  for  a  delay,  are  skeptical  of 
any  real  action  being  taken  by  the  growers.     'Next  week's  shipments  will 
tell'  ,   they  say. 11

Jhe  26th  consecutive  issue  of  the  "190*+  Bulletin,"  an  annual  publication 
of  this  class,  came  from  the  press  in  May.    Each  member  of  the  organization 
writes  an  annual  letter  for  the  "Bulletin."    Mr.  Froehlich  has  been  the 
editor    for  many  years.    Gettysburg  College  will  be  100  years  old  in  1932. 

Three  members  of  the  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Inspection  force,  J.  E. 
Lickerson,  J.  C.  Townsend,  Jr.,  and  H.  C.  R.  Stewart,  are  to  be  transferred 
to  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates  in  July.    Mr.  Dickerson 
will  be  assigned  to  truck-crop  estimates1  work  in  Indiana  and  adjoining 
States  with  headquarters  at  Purdue  University,  Lafayette,  Indiana.  Mr. 
Townsend  will  do  similar  work  in  Florida  during  most  of  the  year  and  will 
also  handle  the  same  kind  of  work  alonfo  the  Atlantic  Coast  up  to  and  in- 
cluding North  Carolina.    At  the  present  time,  plans  for  Mr.   Stewart  are 
not  definite  but  it  is  expected  that  he  will  be  assigned  to  similar  work 
in  Wisconsin.

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SOUS  EOT  OF  FLORIDA.  ORANGES 


By  L,  F.  Butler 

Several  inspections  of  Florida  oranges  on  the  New  York  market 
nave  shown  a  high  percentage  of  decay  at  the  "blossom  ends  of  the  fruit. 
Laboratory  studies  have  revealed  the  presence  of  a  fungus  similar  to 
the  one  causing  Sour  Rot  of  California  lemons,     (Oospora  citri-aurantii .) 

As  found  on  the  New  York  market  the  decay  is  usually  confined 
to  the  blossom  end  of  the  fruit*    A  hi^h.  percentage  of  the  specimens 
found  have  a  visible  crack  in  the  center  of  the  lesion*    Usually  some 
cork  formation  is  evident  ana  the  hardness  of  the  area  is  readily  de- 
tected when  pressed^    The  area  of  the  brown  skin  surrounding  the  crack 
is,  of  course,  dependent  upon  the  stage  of  development  at  the  time  of 
examination.    Specimens  have  been  found  on  the  market  showing  all  stages, 
from  a  minute  crack  with  no  appreciable  browning  to  completely  decayed 
fruit.    The  decay  progresses  through  the  rind  and  into  the  pulp*     In  the 
initial  stages  the  rind  only  is  browned  but  after  reaching  the  pulp  a 
slimy  brown  to  black  necrosis  is  developed.    It  has  been  found  that  many 
specimens  that  did  not  appear  seriously  injured  externally  contained 
pockets  of  decayed  tissue  from  l/2  to  3 A  of  an  inch  in  diameter,  in  the 
pulp,    For  this  reason  it  is  necessary  in  many  instances  to  cut  below 
the  small  hara  area  in  the  skin  to  disclose  the  degree  of  injury. 

Observations  that  have  been  made  to  date  indicate  that  the  in- 
ternal injury  is  often  much  greater  than  evidenced  externally*     In  ad- 
vanced cases  the  diseased  tissue  is  often  infested  with  white  maggots 
about  lA  of  an  inch  long  (larvae  of  the  common  fruit  fly).* 

As  found  on  the  New  York  market  the  disease  is  correlated  with 
the  maturity  of  the  fruit.    In  each  instance  in.  which  a  hifeh  percentage 
of  the  decay  has  been  found  the  fruit  had  reached  an  advanced  stage  of 
maturity. 

The  rot  described  here  should  not  be  confused  with  the  Black 
Rot  of  navel  oranges,  a  description  of  which  will  be  found  in  the  Fruit 
Disease  Handbook*    Mr.  ',7.  W.  Anderson,  of  the  New  York  office,  has 
found  Sour  Rot  in  all  lots  of  Valencia  oranges  he  has  inspected  for  the 
past  two  months  and  has  observed  a  consistently  higher  percentage  on 
fruit  that  has  been  in  storage  than  on  fresh  arrivals.    The  writer 
knows  of  no  instance  in  which  the  disease  has  been  found  on  any  variety 
of  Florida  oran&es  but  Valencias.

5b .    MARKET  CONDITIONS  ON  THE  EASTERN  SHORE.

"Potato  shipments  on  the  Eastern  Shore  were  light  during  the  first  ( 
part  of  the  last  week.    A  steady  rain  from  Saturday,  June  8  to  Monday  even- 
ing, June  10,  caused  very  light  digging,  until  the  following  Wednesday.  How- 
ever, during  the  last  three  days  of  the  week,  shipments  were  heavy,  ^um°er 
ing  312,  370  and  290  cars,  respectively.     The  total  shipments  from  the  ia st- 
ern Shore  for  the  week  amounted  to  1,198  cars.    A  year  ago  the  shipments 
for  the  same  week  totaled  686  cars* 

,T0n  Monday,  June  10,  prices  started  out  firm  and  continued  steady 
until  Wednesday.     The  decrease  in  the  shipments  during  this  period  was  t  e 
cause  for  price  level  holding.    Cobblers  in  cloth  top  stave  barrels  were 
selling  mostly  for  $3,75  per  barrel  fo.b,  usual  terms.    In  the  latter  Pa 
of  the  week  when  the  movement  increased,  the  price  weakened  and  by  batura  y 
most  of  the  sales  were  for  $3.25  per  barrel  f,o-b„  usual  terms. 

6b.    ABOUT  90  PER  CENT  OF  NORTH  CAROLINA'S  POTATOES  WILL  HAVE  MQVE_D 
TO  MARKET  BY  END  OF  THIS  WEEK. 

The  following  paragraph  is  copied  from  a  letter  of  June  17  from  • 
Hamilton,  in  charge  of  the  field  station  at  Elizabeth  City,  N,  C.; 

"Heavy  rains,  about  once  a  week,  are  an  aid  to  regulating  movement  01 
North  Carolina  potatoes.    Di&ging  is  thereby  delayed  and  daily  forwarding 
are  being  curtailed  to  about  300  cars,  rather  than  the  500  or  600  that  wou^ 
probably  move  otherwise.    However,  quality  of  the  stock  is  seriously  impai  ea 
by  digging  and  loading  too  soon  after  each  ram  which  results  in  a  very  m^a^ 
condition  of  shipments,  and  a  high  percentage  of  rejections  by  the  Inspect 10 
force.    Local  shippers  are  united  in  refusing  to  sell  for  less  than  $3  Ver 
barrel,  and  offers  for  the  last  few  days  have  rarely  exceeded  $2.75-  Conse- 
quently, much  stock  is  rolling  unsold.    It  is  generally  agreed  that  next 
Saturday,  June  22,  will  witness  30}^  of  the  State's  production  moved  to  market . 
Fifty  per  cent  or  more  of  Elizabeth  CityTs  estimated  800  cars  have  now  been 
shipped.  " 
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7  b  •    CHERRY  PACKING  STARTED  THIS  WEEK  IN  WALLA  'WALLA  DISTRICT, 

On  June  17,  R.  L.  Ringer,  sent  the  following  wire  from  'Walla  Walla, 
Washington; 

"Cherry  packing  started  in  the  Walla  Walla  district  about  June  lff 
Recent  rains  were  general  in  Northwest  and  a  heavy  down  pour  on  June  l6, 
caused  damage  expected  to  result  in  culling  out  from  about  one-fourth  to 
one-third. of  the  crop.    Less  than  70  carloads  are  expected  from  the  Eree- 
water  section. 

"Prospects  are  for  a  bumper  onion  crop  of  fine  quality  at  about  the 
usual  harvest  time.    Weather  conditions  that  have  delayed  other  crops  were 
not  detrimental  to  the  onions.    Shipments  are  expected  from  pasco  by 
June  25  and  from  Walla  Walla  after  July  k.n

2  c.     CHANGES  IN  THE  STAN_AKDI  ZaTI ON  LAY?  / 

(Copied  from  the  June  lU  issue  of  The  Inspectors'  Notes,  Sacramentc,) 

During  the  past  session,  the  legislature  passed  nine  standardization 
bills  affecting  several  commodities,  and  these  have  all  been  signed  by  the 
Governor*    The  change  of  most  interest  is  that  apples  will  now  be  included 
in  the  Fruit,  Hat  and  Vegetable  Standardization  Act  on  the  sane  basis  as  all 
other  commodities,  and  enforced  by  the  county  horticultural  commissioners  in 
their  respective  counties.    The  certification  of  apples  will  be  handled  as  in 
the  case  of  all  other  commodities  by  the  Shipping-Point  Inspection  Service, 
independent  of  the  enforcement  work.    The  unclassified  grade  has  been  elimin- 
ated and  the  lowest  grade  in  which  apples  can  be  marketed,  is  C  grade  loose. 
In  the  case  of  pears  the  pressure  and  color  test  provision  has  been  added  to 
the  law,  stipulating  that  "Bartlett  pears  shall _ not  be  considered  mature  un- 
less at  the  time  of  picking  the  color  of  the  skin  between  the  lenticels  is  of 
a  noticeably  lighter  green  than  that  of  the  lenticels  themselves  and  the  aver- 
age presure  test  of  not  less  than  ten  representative  pears  of  the  lot  aces  not 
exceed  twenty-three  pounds;  provided,  however,  that  if  pears  show  a  distinctly 
yellowish  green  color  at  the  time  of  picking  they  shall  be  considered  mature 
if  the  average  pressure  test  of  not  less  than  ten  representative  pears  of  the 
lot  does  not  exceed  twenty- five  pounds;  provided,  further,  that  pears  which 
show  a  distinctly  yellow  color  at  the.  time  of  picking  shall  be  considered 
mature  regardless  of  the  pressure  test."    In  addition,  pears  must  be  well  de- 
veloped for  the  first  ten  days  of  the  shipments  from  any  one  district;  well 
developed  being  defined  as  a  pear  not  less  than  2i  inches  in  diameter. 

Another  important  fact  is  that  cauliflower  has  been  included  in  the 
standardization  law  and  specific  standards  set  up. to  regulate  the  shipment  of 
this  commodity.    In  the  case  of  sweet  potatoes  three  grades  have  been  set  up 
somewhat  in  the  same  manner  as  that  provided  for  in  the  law  on  grapes.  There 
have  been  some  changes  in  the  lettuce  provisions  such  as  the  elimination  of 
the  30  pound  ice  provision  and  of  irregular  packs. 

There  have  been  some  slight  changes  in  the  law  on  grapes,  especially 
having  to  do  with  the  elimination  of  the  unclassified  sawdust  packed  grade 
substituting  a  1A  Sawdust  Packed  Grade  which  is  lower  than  the  Fancy  Sawdust 
racked  Grade  only  in  a  few  details.     Standard  lugs  for  grapes  also  have  been 
reduced  in  numbers.    A  few    minor  changes  have  been  made  in  the  sections  which 
apply  to  avocados  and  strawberries.    The  maturity  provisions  for  oranges  have 
been  changed  in  that  oranges  having  70  per  cent  color  are  not  entirely  exempt 
from  the  sugar  and  acid  ratio,  in  that  they  must  have  at  least  6^  parts  of 
soluble  solids  to  each  part  of  acid  contained  in  the  juice,    The  maturity  test 
on  grapefruit  has  been  increased  from  5  parts  soluble  solids  to0^|r0^  aci"^ 
to  6-1  in  the  Coachella  and  Imperial  Valleys  ana  to  5-g-l  in  all^parts  of  the 
State,  and  twenty-five  per  cent  of  natural  yellow  color  is  required  at  the 
time  of  picking. 

Several  important  changes  have  been  made  in  the  general  provisions  of 
the  Standardization  law.     All  specifications  for  standard  containers  are  now 
given    by  inside  dimensions,  insteaa  of  the  length  being  given  in  outside  di- 
mensions, as  was  the  case  in  the  1927  Act.     This  makes  it  possible  to  figure 
the  exact  cubical  contents  of  any  one  of  the  container*,  whereas  under  the  old 
system  the  thickness  of  the  end  pieces  would  affect  this  materially.    The  pro- 
visions   affecting  the  transportation  of  proauce  to  local  markets  by  trucks 
have  been  strengthened  in  that  the  new  law  gives  the  inspector  authority  to 
cite  the  owner  or  driver  of  a  truck,  load  of  produce  which  fails  to  meet  requir 
ments  of  the  law  to  court.    I/iost  of  the  changes  made  will  strengthen  the  law 
considerably,  and  will  be  in  effect  on  August  lU  of  this  year,

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la*     PRODUCE  AGENCY  WORK  INCREASING.  •     •  ■       •  • 

The  existence  and  benefits  of  the  Produce  Agency  Act  seem  to  be  coming 
to  the  attention  of  more  and  more  shippers  and  growers  as  time  passes-.  This 
is  believed  to  be  due  to  accumulated  publicity  through  the  utilization  of 
market  news  field  station  mailing  lists,  references  in  trade  papers,  radio 
talks,  personal. interviews  with  shippers,  etc,    In  fact,  the  number  of  com- 
plaints received  during' April  and  May  was  more  than  double  the  number  re- 
ceived per  month  previously  and  the  number  received  in  June  is  still  greater. 

Investigations  are  believed  to  be  accomplishing  more  effective  re- 
sults than  at  the  beginning  as  recently  it  seems  that  of  the  dealers  inves- 
tigated more  have  been  found  who  have  been  following  practices  very  much 
against  the  interests  of  the  shippers  and  are  among  those  who  are  generally 
regarded  by  other  members  of  the  trade  as  very  unscrupulous.    A  considerable 
number  of  apparent  violations  have  been  reported  to  the  Solicitor,  forwarded 
to  the  Department  of  Justice  for  prosecution,  and  several  others  of  a  rather 
drastic  nature  are  now  under  consideration*    The  case  against  the  Portsmouth 
Produce  Company,  Portsmouth,  Ohio,  which  was  tried  in  Cincinnati  early  in 
April,  constitutes  the  only  conviction  thus  far  obtained,  although  several 
are  expected  to  be  tried  at  fall  terms  of  court. 

Market"  "news  men  and  inspectors  are  not  expected  to  interest  them- 
selves actively  in  the  enforcement  of  this  Act  in  their  contacts  with  the 
trade,  but  may  furnish  inquirers  with  copies  of  the  law  and  printed  explan- 
ations.

^*     ICMAIQES  CONTINUE  TO  MOVE  IN  EAST  TEXAS 

'The  following  letter  was  written  by  W«  D»  Googe  on  June  2k  from 
Brownsville,  Texas; 

"The  outstanding  feature  of  the  past  week*s  tomato  deal  in  East  Texas 
was  the  volume  moved  after  what  was  generally  considered  the  peak  of  the 
season.     During  the  three  weeks  this  office  has  been  open  2,337  carS  have 
been  shipped,  or  more  than  was  estimated  for  the  entire  season*    Counting  the 
scattering  shipments  which  usually  run  well  up  into  July,  it  is  now  predicted 
that  East  Texas  will  ship  around  3,000  cars  this  year. 

"Equally  interesting  has  been  the  prices  paid  locally  by  cash  buyers 
and  speculators.    Earners  have  had  a  prosperous  season  in  spite  of  the  heavy 
yield,  the  best  stock  during  the  past  week  probably  averaging  5/  per  pound  or 
better.    Anticipating  light  shipments  this  week,   speculators  have  bought 
heavily,  especially  toward  the  end  of  the  week.    As  a  result,  most  all  cars 
loaded  during  the  day  were  sold  cash  track  at  night.    About  the  only  rollers 
to  be  found  were  ^wls1  or  cars  picked  up  late  at  night  after  the  regular 
fruit  trains  had  gone. 

"Being  a  shed- pack  green  wrapped  deal,   it  has  been  noted  that  heavy 
hauling s  on  certain  days  did  not  necessarily  mean  heavy  shipments  on  those 
days.    In  order  to  make  the  most  of  the  competitive  bidding,  farmers  have 
brought  in  their  tomatoes  late  in  the  afternoon  and  night.    In  order  to  fin- 
ish out  cars  that  had  been  booked  for  that  day,  many  loads  have  brought  fancy 
prices  -  8,  10  and  as  high  as  11  cents  per  pound.    On  some  days.haulings 
have  been  very  heavy,  but  the  bulk  of  these  haulings  could  not  be  packed 
out  until  the  following  day." 
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5b..    FLORIDA  INTERESTED    IN  GROWING-  CROPS  NOT  AFFECTED       ...  ' 
BY  MEDITERRANEAN  FRUIT  FLY  • 
John  W.  Coleman,  who  is  now  at  Valdosta,  Ga.,  wrote  the  following 
letter  on  June  23:  •'    ;;. ; 

"Just  before.  I  left  Florida  most  everyone  in  the  vicinity  of  Lees- 
burg  was  becoming  very  much  alarmed  over  the.  Mediterranean  fly  menace. 
Federal  and  State  detachments  were  busy  destroying  host  plants  of  the  fly 
and  some  of  the  farm  and  truck  garden  patches  were  practically  bare  after 
the  workers  finished  their  jobs.    The  Leesburg  Chamber  of  Commerce  has  taken 
an.   active  part  in  finding  new  crops  that  can  be.  grown  in  Florida,  especially 
crops  not  affected  by  the  Mediterranean  fly  and  has  offered  to  assist  in 
finding  new  markets  for  any  surplus  of  the  crops  it  has  recommended. 

"The  following  crops  have  been  recommended  for  Florida  growers  to 
plant  instead  of  plants  now  being  destroyed  as  hosts  of  the  Mediterranean 
fly;    beets,  broccoli,  brussel  .sprouts,  cabbage,  carrots,  cauliflower, 
celery,  collards,  corn . (green)  ,  dasheens,  escarole,  kale,  kohl  rabi,  lettuce, 
mustard,  nuts,  onions,  parsnips,  pineapples,  potatoes  (white),  potatoes 
(sweet),  radishes,  rutabagas,  soybeans,  spinach,  turnips,  velvet  beans.0 

"At  the  present  time  it  looks  as  though  Florida  will  ship  over  10,000 
cars  of  watermelons  this  season  or  about  1,000  more  than  last  season.  For 
the  past  two  days  Georgia  has  shipped  over  800  cars  per  day  and  most  ship- 
pers think  the  peak  for  Georgia  will  be  reached  by  next  Tuesday  or  Wednes- 
day,   Prices  are  ranging  from  $75  to  $250  per  car  for  22  to  30  pound  melons. 
The  season  is  nearly  a  month  ahead  of  last  season  in  this  section  of  Georgia. 

6b  .    MOVEMENT  OF  POTATOES  FRCM  KAW  VALLEY  EXPECTED  TO  BEGIN  NEXT  WEEK 
On  June  27,  R.  E.  Corbin  wired  from  Kansas  City: 
"According  to  information  from  Kaw  Valley, loading  of  few  Triumphs 
will  begin  next  Monday.    Good  yield  for  this  variety  is  predicted  but 
there  are  only  about  200  acres  in  whole  district.    Most  Cobbler  fields  are 
very  spotted  and  many  plantings  are  a  total  loss  on  account  of  wet  weather, 
First  cars  of  Cobblers  will  be  loaded  July  S  to  10.    There  have  been  a  few 
truck  loads  of  early  Ohios  on  the  Kansas  City  market." 


7b*    UTAH  CROPS  RETARDED  BY  COOL  WEATHER 

The  following  general  information  about  Utah  crops  was  written  on 
June  23,  by  Leonard  S.  Fenn  of  the  Salt  Lake  City  office; 

"Cool  weather  has  retarded  all  crops  in  Utah  and  most  crops  are  about 
two  weeks  later  than  usual.    Tartarian  cherries  are  being  harvested  now,^ 
most  of  which  are  being  sold  locally.    Production  of  black  cherries  is  light, 
less  than  a  half  crop,  and  indications  are  that  only  25  or  30  cars  will  be 
the  extent  of  our  carlot  shipments.    All  crops  in. the  Ogden  section,  extend- 
ing from  Ogden  south  about  ten  miles,  were  wiped  out  by  hail.     This  section 
usually  ships  about  15  or  20  cars  of  apricots  and  cherries. 

"Prospects  look  good  for  a  full  crop  of  peaches.    All  sections  re- 
port that  the  trees  show  the  fruit  to  be  very  evenly  distributed  and  well 
spaced  but  trees  are  not  as  heavily  loaded  as  last  year.    This  condition 
should  assure  good  size  and  quality,  and  growers  are  predicting  that  ship- 
ments will  be  about  equal  to  the  700  cars  of  last  year.

Apples  are  uncertain  yet,  "but  indications  are  that  the  Jonathan  crop  in 
Utah  will  be  light, 

"There  has  been  a  considerable  increase  in  the  onion  planting  around 
Springville  and  Payson  in  Utah  County  and  the  Roy  section  in  Davis  and  ' 
i.eber  Counties,  but,  with  the  cool  weather -and  some  reported  poor  stands, 
it  is  doubtful. if  shipments  will  increase  any  over  last  year.    In  the  Hoy 
section,  the  onion  tops  were  damaged  by  hail  and  it  is  uncertain  to  what 
extent  these  fields  will  recover  and  mature  the  crop." 

SlD  *    EIEEICULI  TO  ESITI.AIE  GEQRGI^  PZAC5  SHIPMENTS 

It-  E»  Shoemaker  writing  from  Llacon,  Ga.,  on  June  23  said: 
"Shipments  of  peaches  from  Georgia  during  the  coming  week  are  rather 
a  doubtful  proposition.    In  the  section  south  of  Macon,  Kileys  are  prac- 
tically cleaned  up,  but  in  central  Georgia  this  variety  will  be  moving  all 
week.    The  first  cars  of  Georgia  Belles  from  South  Georgia  should  roll 
around  Wednesday  or  possibly  a  day  earlier,  while  the  first  few  cars  of 
Hbertas  from  this  section  will  probably  move  the  last  of  the  week.  The 
Hileys  have  been  picked  rather  green,  in  order  to  keep  ahead  of  the  worms, 
which  have  been  rather  troublesome  in  the  south  Georgia  Kiley  orchards, 
during  the  past  week."

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6a.    CQLQR^LO  CROP  CONDITIONS:     CHERRIES  A  SPECIALTY 

On  June  29,  Wendell  Calhoun,  of  the  Eenver  office,  wrote  the  fol- 
lowing very  interesting  letter: 

"County  A6ent  Drooge,  of  Rocky  Ford,  advises  that,  in  common  with 
other  Colorado  crops,  the"  cantaloupes  in  the  Arkansas  Valley  are  10  days  to 
two  weeks  later  than  normal,    Unless  weather  conditions  should  be  unusually 
favorable,  he  does  not  expect  first  shipments  before  -august  25 .  Otherwise, 
the  crop  is  coming  along  nicely,  with  no  hail  damage  reported  as  yet,  - 
although  the  past  couple  of  days  have  been  of  the  kind  when  hail  can  be 
expected,  and  there  may  have  been  some  very  recent  damage. 

"Mr.  Drooge  advises  that  the  most  recent  estimates  on  onion  acreage 
in  the  Arkansas  Valley. are  for  about  *+,00Q  acres  of  growing  crop*  The 
weather  has  been  dry  for  the  past  several  weeks,  and  weeds  have  not  given 
nearly  so  much  trouble  in  the  fields  as  last  season.    Therefore,  he  thinks 
that  most  of  this  acreage  should  mature,  barring  hail  or  other  damage* 

because  of  the  dry  season,  cutworms  are  reported  to  have  done  con- 
siderable damage  to  much  of  the  early  mountain  lettuce .    Between  this  and 
the  backward  season,  I  do  not  anticipate  that  our  lettuce  movement  will  be 
very  heavy  until  late  in  July. 

"With  potatoes  all  planted,  it  looks  like  a  normal  acreage  in  all 
districts  except .perhaps  on  the  Western  Slope.  One  of  our  shippers,  who 
has  been  particularly  reliable  on  such  estimates,  has  already ■  set  the  Colo- 
rado potato  shipments  from  the  I929  crop  at  16,500  cars  -  10,000  from  the 
San  Luis  Valley,  4,500  from  northern  Colorado,  and  2,000  from  the  Slope. 
So  much  for  the  reduction  (?)  in  the  crop.  Shipments  for  the  season  now 
ending  were  13,670  cars. 

"We  have  been  hearing  much  about  a  big  increase  in  the  cherry  crop 
in  the  Loveland-Eort  Collins  section  :of  northern  Colorado;  so  I  went  up  and 
made"  some  inquiry  on  Thursday  of  last  week..    The  industry  has  been  of  rather 
recent  origin  and  rapid  growth,  with  the.  plantings  estimated  at  around 
3,000  acres,  and  practically  all  of  the  commercial  orchards  less  than  10 
years  old.    Less  than  half  of  this  acreage  is  now  in  bearing,  the  balance 
having  been  set  out  during  the  last  three  or  four  years,  and  plantings  in- 
creasing steadily  every  season.     One  man  who  sells  trees  stated  that  he 
already  has  orders  for  more  trees  for  next  year  than  he  sold  this  season. 
The  acreage  is  largely  along  the  edge  of  the  foothill s,  although  there  is 
one  important  district,  out  to  the  northeast  of  Eort  Collins,  several  miles 
from  the  first  foothill  up-cropings, 

"This  cherry  crop  is  practically  all  of  the  sour  varieties,  being 
mostly  Montmorency,  with  a  few  Early  Richmond  and  English  Marillo.     The  crop 
is  raised  primarily  for  canning  and  processing,  although  considerable  amounts 
are  trucked  and  shipped  in  l.c.l.  lots  to  surrounding  territory  in  Colorado 
and  adjoining  States.     We  anticipate  that  there  will  be  considerable  truck 
movement  to  the  Denver  market,  as  the  local  crop  is  rather  short  this  season. 

"The  northern  Colorado  cherry  crop  is  estimated  at  close  to  3.^00 
tons,  which  will  be  about  a  normal  production  for  the  orchards  in  bearing. 
Early  prospects  were  for  a  crop  considerably  above  normal,  but  the  June  drop 
has  been  heavy  and  has  cut  the  crop  perhaps  20^  under  early  indications. 
There  are  four  canning  factories  in  the  district,  which  will  utilize  the 
greater  part  of  the  production.     In  addition,  there  is  one  cold-packing  plant, 
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which  expects  to  freeze  250  tons,  and  a  juice  plant  which  uses  about  5^  tons 
of  the  fruit  for  soft  drinks, 

"The  price  for  this  season  has  not  yet  "been  announced,  hut  is  ex- 
pected to  oe  $110  per  ton.    After  the  trees  get  up  to  seven  or  eight  years, 
with  a  good  branch  spread,  they  will  yield  about  three  tons  to  the  acre-. 
Picking  costs  320  per  ton.    Much  of  the  land  was  practically  worthless  for 
other  purposes,  and  a  considerable  part  of  the  acreage  is  not  irrigated* 
Ihe  dry- land  orchards  ordinarily  ao  not  produce  as  large  fruit,  but  produc- 
tion is  nearly  as  great  as  on  the  irrigated  land. 

"There  is  also  a  considerable  cherry  acreage  around  Denver,  a  rapidly 
increasing  acreage  in  the  Jan  on  City  district,  and  considerable  commercial 
acreage  on  the  Western  Slope,  some  of  the  latter  being  of  sweet  cherries, 
The  sweet  varieties  -have  been  too  short-lived  in  northern  Colorado  to  be 
profitable." 

7a»     T£Z  OKL^HC^  POI^IO  SITUATION 

Last  Saturday,  June  29,  Mr,  Calhoun,  of  Denver,  wired  as  follows: 
^Hot  and  dry  in  Oklahoma  since  Monday,  June  2U.    Digging  of  potatoes 
resumed  in  all  sections,  but  quality  questionable.    Representative  of  one  of 
our  shippers  advised  that  he  had  looked  at  many  cars  Friday,  and  without 
exception,  they  were  showing  dirty  and  more  or  less  decay  when  loaded,  with 
weather  very  hot.     Some  factors  estimated  Friday  that  Oklahoma  crop  was  only 
half  moved,  but  problematical  if  remainder  of  crop  can  all  be  saved  and 
marketed,    Believed  that  coming  week  will  about  finish  movement,  whether 
all  shipped  or  not  *     Some  buyers  paying  $1«50  for  best  stock,  but  many  ship- 
ments being  consigned,"

lb*    HEaVY  MOVEMENT  QE  GEORGIA  MELONS 

The  following  letter  was  written  by  J.  W«  Coleman,  at  Valdosta, 
Ga»,  on  last  Sunday,  June  30 j 

"Last  week  was  a  big  week  for  Georgia  melons,  in  point  of  cars  ship- 
ped*   Approximately  5,300  cars  of  watermelons  moved  from  the  State,    If  there 
had  not  been  so  much  rain,  several  hundred  more  cars  would  have  been  shipped. 
Many  of  the  side  roads  were  too  slippery  for  the  trucks  to  get  over, 

"About  the  middle  of  the  week,  cash-track  buyers  got  lcold  feet1  and 
stopped  buying  until  they  could  see  the  effect  of  such  heavy  shipments  on 
terminal  markets.    Growers  continued  to  load  melons.    Then  the  growers  got 
panicky  and  were  anxious  to  sell  at  most  any  price.    The  result  was  a  very 
unsettled  condition  of  the  market  and,  in  communities  only  a  few  miles 
apart,  there  was  a  cash- track  variation  of  $100  per  car  on  28  to  30  pound 
melons.     Conditions  were  better  yesterday  and,  in  a  day  or  two,  the  market 
should  be  in  pretty  fair  shape.    Most  of  the  loadings  in  south  Georgia  at 
present  are  Dixie  Belles.    Although  Dixie  Belles  do  not  carry  as  well  as 
Watsons,  the  variety  is  increasing  in  favor  and  more  were  grown  this  season 
than  last, 

"Prices  cash- track  Saturday  ranged  from  $50  to  $125  per  car  for  both 
Watsons  and  Dixie  Belles,  on  2k  to  30  pound  melons.    The  Watsons  were  loaded 
four  tiers  and  Belles  three  tiers,    A  few  shipments  of  ordinary  melons  sold 
last  week  as  low  as  $10  per  car," 

2b,     GEORGIA  PEACH  CROP  SHORT 

At  the  beginning  of  this  week,  the  following  report  came  from 
R.  H.  Shoemaker,  at  Macon; 

"The  Georgia  peach  deal  in  1929  presents  a  picture  absolutely  in 
contrast  to  those  of  previous  seasons.    With  a  short  crop  predicted  early 
in  the  season,  the  estimates  and  actual  shipments  continually  grow  less, 
as  the  varieties  begin  to  move.     Earlier  conservative  estimates  were  for 
something  over  2,000  cars  of  Hileys  alone.    With  the  Hiley  shipments  prac- 
tically completed,  total  shipments  to  date  are  just  over  2,000  cars.  The 
first  straight  car  of  Elbertas  moved  from  the  State  on  June  28,    Luring  the 
coming  week,  shipments  of  this  variety  will  become  active  from  the  southern 
part  of  the  peach-growing  territory,  and  during  the  latter  part  of  the  week 
from  middle  Georgia, 

"As  is  usually  the  case  in  a  short-crop  season,  the  quality  is  very 
irregular,  and  much  of  the  fruit  is  grading  unclassified.    More  or  less 
trouble  has  been  experienced  from  worms,  especially  in  the  Hiley  and  Georgia 
Belle  varieties.    A  period  of  protracted  rainy  weather  during  the  Hiley 
shipping  season  (last  week)  added  to  the  troubles  of  the  shippers  of  the 
Hiley  Belles,  and  was  also  very  favorable  to  the  spread  of  bacteriosis  in 
many  of  the  Hiley  and  Georgia  Belle  orchards. 

"In  spite  of  the  irregular  quality  of  the  fruit,  the  demand  has  con- 
tinued very  good,  with  a  very  light  movement  daily.    Most  fruit  of  even 
fair  quality  has  found  plenty  of  buyers,  waiting  and  eager  to  purchase  at

lc.     CHANGE  IN  torn  OF  CRA.DE  STATEMENT 

An  important  decision,  made  at  the  conference  in' Washington  last 
week,  was  to  discontinue  the  use  of  the  expression;     "Aside  from  decay, 
lot  grades  U,  S,  No,  1"  and  similar  forms  which  have  been  used  in  reporting 
grade  of  shipments,  which  showed  a  greater  percentage  of  decay  or  other 
kinds  of  deterioration  than  is  provided  in  the  grade  tolerance.     In  the  case 
of  potatoes,  barreled  apples,  citrus  fruit  and  other  products,  where  the 
grades  provide  that  "deterioration  occurring  in  transit  on  stock  that  is 
otherwise  up  to  grade  shall  affect  the  condition  and  not  the  grade,"  it 
has  been  the  policy  for  sometime  to  use  the  following  form  of  grade  state- 
ment;    "Lot  meets  quality  requirements  U,  S,  Grade  No*  1,  decay  being  a 
factor  of  condition*"    This  form  of  grade  statement  has  been  adopted  for 
-  general  use  and  will  apply  to  all  products,  effective  immediately.,  These 
instructions  supersede  those  regarding  the  same  matter,  given  in  Division 
Letter  Vol,  8,  No.  46,  dated  Nov,  18,  1 927.' 

This  is  only  one  of  the  important  matters  considered' at  the  confer- 
ence, and  a  memorandum  is  being  prepa'red,  which  will  give  detailed  infor- 
mation on  the  subject,  so  that  all  inspectors  may  have  a  permanent  record 
of  the  various  conclusions  reached.    This  memorandum  probably  will  be  dis-

. 2c  •    REPORTING  FIBMNESS  QE  DEFECTIVE  LETTUCE 

The  Division  Letters  of  April  8,  1927,  and  March  22,  1929,  carried 
-instructions  relative  to  reporting  the  percentage  of  lettuce  of  U,  S.  No.  1 
quality  in  cars  which  are  below  grade.    Nothing  was  said  about  reporting 

■  the  firmness  of  defecti-ve  heads.    When  there  is  a  high  percentage  of  grade 
defects,  it  seems  just  as  important  to  report  on  the  firmness  of  the  de- 
fective stock  as.  on  the  firmness  of  the  good  stock.    Suppose  there  is  20}o 

■  Upburn,  it  would  add  greatly  to  the  value  of  the  certificate,  if  it  showed 
whether  the  defective  heads  were  firm,  fairly  firm  or  soft*    Of  course,  when 
the  defective  stock  consists  of  soft  heads,  no  further  comment  is  necessary, 
but  it  will  be  the  policy  to  account  for  the  firmness  of  otherwise  defective 
heads,  when  specially  requested*    No  mention  need  be  made  of  firmness  of 
defective  lettuce,  when  not  asked  for, 

3c.     SI ZE  OF  WATERMELONS 

Attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  the  U,  S,  grades  provide  for 
stating  the  size  of  watermelons  in  terms  of  minimum  weight.    When  the  size 
i*s  stated  only  in  terms  of  average  weight,  the  melons  may  vary  a  certain 
number  of  pounds  below  the  average.    By  stating  both  the  minimum  and  the 
average  weights,  a  lot  may  be  reported  up  to  grade,  even  when  the  variation 
m  size  is  greater  than  that  specified  in  the  size  regulations.    For  example: 
Grade  U*  S.  No.  1,  minimum  weight  20  pounds,  average  weight  26  pounds*" 

If,  however,  such  a  lot  had  been  sold  on  a  26-pound  average  weight 
specification,  without  any  mention  of  the  minimum  size,  it  would  be  below 
grade  if  more  than  5%  of  the  melons  weighed  less  than  22  pounds* 

Please  note  the  phrase:  "Unless  otherwise  specified"  under  "Size* 
in  the  v/at^rnto.lon  gradce  a_nd  c^r^ful ly  -study  the  specifications.

Recently,  through  what  appears  to  be  a  misunderstanding  on  the  part 
of  our. field  force,  there  have  arisen  'several:  very  embarrassing  situations 
in  connection  with,  field  appointments.    Full  instructions  as  to  the  proper 
procedure  to  be  followed  have  been  given  in  the  B,A.E,  News  and  Division 
Letter..    Particular  attention  is  called  to  Par*  2a,  Division  Letter  for 
October  5,  1923;  la,  Division  Letter  for  November  23,  1928;  2a,  Division 
Letter  for  December  7,  1928;  BJLE.  News  (page  3)   for  January  29,  1 929,  and 
Par,  la.  Division  Letter  for  February  15,  1929. 

From  these  various  references  it  will  be  noted  that: 

No  prospective  employee  should  be  allowed  to  be^in  work  until  advised 
by  the  Washington  office  of  the  formal  consummation  of  the  appointment,  ex- 
cept in  cases  of  employment  under  letter  of  authorization  for  not  to  exceed 
30  days,- which  requires  no  appointment ,  and;'  where  advice  from  the  Washington 
office  that  such  employment ■ is  approved,  is  sufficient.  ;

No  appointment  will  be  approved  retroactively. 

No  permanent  employee  can  be  paid  under  letter  of  authorization  prior 
to  consummation  of  appointment • 

Service  under  letter  of  authorization  without  appointment  cannot  ex- 
ceed 30  days  within  any  12-month  period. 

No  member  of  the  family  of  a  Government  employee  can  be  employed 
under  letter  of  authorization* 

•No  member  of  the  family  of  a  Government,  employee  can  be  -employed  even 
under  Civil  Service  appointment  without  having  'first  obtained  through  the 
Division  Leader  the  approval  of  the  Administrative  Office  for  such  appoint- 
ment . 

Disregard  of  these  instruction's-' has  resulted  recently  in  loss  of  pay 
by  new  appointees,  and  the  regulations  are  now  being  called  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  field  force  for  future  guidance  in  connection  with  the  making  of 
appointments-    Please,   therefore,  foresee  your  heeds  sufficiently  to  permit 
the  forwarding  to  Washington  of  the  Civil  Service  authority  and  MS-51  in 
connection  with  appointments,   in  time  to  give  at  least  10  days  for  action 
after  the  receipt  of  the  papers  in  Washington!    In  cases  of  extreme  emergen- 
cy,  such  emergency  to  be  determined  by  the  Washington  office,  the  telegraphic 
procedure  outlined  in  Division  Letter  for  November  23,  1928  may  be  used.

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..illful  or  intentional  Eolation  of  these  rules  and  regulations  may 
result  in  requiring  the  employee  at  fault  to  pay  the  salary  of  the • appointee 
who  has  "been  put  to  vrork  without  proper  authority,  for  such  time  as  the 
salary  cannot  be  paid  officially,. 

The  above  rules  and  regulations  do  not  apply  in  cases  where  clerical

2b*    TEXA.S  WATERMELON  AND  PEACH  NEWS  ■  •  ■  • 

W,  D.  G-ooge  sent  the  following  information  from  Eort  Worth  on 

July  9; 

"The  week  ending  July  6  was  rather  dull  in  the  marketing  of  Texas 
watermelons.    At  the  beginning,  market  conditions  were  not  satisfactory, 
and  at  the  close  rains  interfered  with  shipping.    The  Bellville  section, 
usually  a  heavy  shipper  at  this  time,  has  a  very-  short  crop.     Sizes  are 
running  small,  only  an  occasional  car  above  ~}0  pounds  average  being  avail- 
able, and  quite  a  number  of  22  and  2^  pound  averages,-    However,  at  the  be- 
ginning of  this  week  market  conditions  are  much  better,  and  favorable  weather 
will  about  clean  up  the  deal, 

"East  Texas  (centering  around  Athens)  will  have  practically  nothing 
until  the  week  of  the  15th,  and  the  Weatherford  section  will  begin  about 
the  22'nd.    The  east  Texas  movement  will  be  badly  scattered,  and  the  Athens 
shippers  state  they  will  have  about  three- fourths  of  last  yearls  crop. 
Weatherford  reports  conditions  aoout  normal* 

"Peaches  in  east  Texas  (the  Elberta  crop)   will  begin  in  a  small  way 
this  week,  but  will  not  become  important  until  next  week.    The  peak  of  the 
movement  is  expected  during  the  week  of  July  22.    It  is  estimated  that  about 
*400  cars  will  be  shipped  this  season.    Winds  during  May  whipped  off  much  of 
the  young  fruit,  resulting  in  larger  sizes.     The  quality  and  size  are  ex- 
pected to  be  excellent,  and  shippers  are  looking  forward  to  a  very  satis- 
factory deal." 
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3b.     IMPORTANCE  QE  DAILY. "MS* 31"  REPORTS  (Attention  of  Market  Stations) 

About  this  time  each  year,-,  statistics  are  compiled  for  the  Annual 
Report  of  the  Chief  of  Bureau*     One  of  the  important  features  of  this  re- 
port is  a  statement  regarding  the  total  number  of  mimeographed  bulletins 
issued  by  each  market  station  during  the  past  year.    The  only  way  to  arrive 
at  such  figures  is  to  add  the  daily  nMS-31 "  reports,  which  are  supposed  to 
be  sent  to  Washington  regularly  with  copies  of  the  bulletins  themselves. 

The  "MS-31 n  reports  are  highly  important,  especially  when  it  comes 
to  determining  the  total  volume  of  work  done  by  each  station.    But  many  of 
the  market  stations  do  not  seem  to  understand  how  to  fill  out  the  reports 
so  as  to  make  them  truly  representative  of  the  work  done.    The  preparing  of 
the  daily  "MS-3111  report  probably  is  given. over  to  a  clerk  in  each  city, 
but  the  man  in  charge  of  an-  office  shoul d  examine  the  reports  every  little 
while,  to  be  sure  the  information  is  given  in  desired  form*    In  handling 
the  "MS-31 n  reports  recently,  the  following  mistakes  were  discovered: 

One  branch  office  had  failed  to  send  in  the  daily  reports  for  about 
seven  months;  in  such  a  case,  all  we  can  do  is  to  estimate  or  guess  at  the 
total  number  of  mimeographed  reports  for  the- year,  and  our  guess  may  be 
wrong. 

Another  office  had  been  duplicating  the-  figures  in  both  the  left-hand 
column  under    regular  reports  and  the  right-hand  column  under  special  reports, 
thus  crediting  the  office  with  twice  as  many  bulletins  as  were  actually 
issued*    This  was  due  to  a  misunderstanding  on  the  part  of  the  clerk  who 
filled  in  the  sheet* 

Another  office  had  been  making  no  mention  of  the  V/eekly  Market  Re- 
view, though  several  hundred  copies  are  mimeographed  each  week. 

Each  man  in  charge  of  a  market  station  is  asked,  on  receipt  of  this 
D.L*  ,   to  get  out  a  copy  of  the  "MS-31 11  form  and  go  over  it  with  the  clerk, 
so  as  to  be  sure  all  details  are  properly  understood*-    If  anything  is  not 
understood  or  if  any  question  arises,  please  write  to  Washington  about  it. 
Below  is  a  brief  statement  regarding  the  figures  which  should  be  entered 
in  various  columns 

At  the  left  side  of  the  "MS-31 ff  sheet,  notation  should  be  made  each 
day  of  the  number  of  miscellaneous  reports  issued,  and  the  number  (separate- 
ly)  of  each  commodity  report.    By  a  commodity  report,,  we  mean  a  report,  say 
on  Potatoes,  7/h.ich  is  fairly  complete,  including  shipments,  f.o.b.  reports 
and  at  least  several  markets.    At  the  rieht  side  of  the  report  sheet,  please 
enter  only  special  reports,  such  as  'weekly  Market  Review,  special  crop  re- 
ports,  or  other  unusual  reports  that  may  be  issued.    At  the  right-hand  side 
should  be  entered  all  mimeographed  or  other  reports,  which  do  not  come  under 
the  heading  of  commodity  reports  or  the  daily  miscellaneous  report.  Column 
heaaings  indicate  the  data  which  should  be  inserted  in  each  column,

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5b.     INTERESTING  DATA  ON  THE  POTATO  SITUATION 

G.  Di  Clark -wired  on- July  10  from  Kansas  City  as  follows: 
"Prospective  movement  of  Kaw  Valley  and  Orrick  potatoes  next  seven 
days  very  uncertain.    Raining  over  most  of  the  area  today.    However,  not 
heavy  enough  to  delay  movement  later  than  Thursday,  if  it  clears  today* 
With  good  weather,  Kaw  Valley  should  ship  30  to  *+0  cars  daily  Friday  and 
Saturday,  with  increased  movement  the  first  of  next  week,  probably  totaling 
200  cars  for  Monday,  Tuesday  and  Wednesday,     Quality  indicated  to  be  average 
or  better.    First  cars  sold  at  $2.50  sacked  per  100  pounds  cash-track. 
Prices  near  this  level  satisfactory  to  growers  and  will  induce  active  move- 
ment.   Movement  from  Orrick  expected  to  start  Friday  (July  12)  and  may  aver- 
age 10  cars  daily  for  period  ending  the  17th,  with  quality  fairly  good.  Im- 
pression here  that  Arkansas  and  Oklahoma  will  be  virtually  finished  by  end 
of  this  week;  at  most  only  a  very  light  movement  the  first  of  next  week. 
Arrivals  here  from  these  two  States  very  ordinary,  with  considerable  decay, 
requiring  reconditioning  for  shipment  to  outside  points," 

V/endell  -Calhoun  wired  from  Denver:     "Potatoes  from  early  Colorado 
district  will  start  in  a  small  way  next  week." 

R.  E,  Keller  wired  for  the  Eastern  Shore  of  Virginia  and  Maryland;- 
"Estimated  shipments  Thursday,  •Friday. and  Saturday  600  to.  700  cars 
daily.    Monday  200  to  300  cars;  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  UoO  to  500  cars.  Hot 
weather,  favorable  digging  conditions,  and  satisfactory  prices  are  causing 
farmers  to  dig  heavily  to  the  end  of  deal.    Most  shippers  think  shipments 
will  move  in  volume  to  end  of  deal.    Prices  continue  to  advance,  most  ship- 
pers ending  up  each  night  with  unfilled  orders," 

6b.    GEORGIA  PEACH  SEASON  NEAR  END 

On  July  6,  R.  H,   Shoemaker  wrote  from  Macon,  Ga.,  as  follows; 

"Since  writing  my  last  letter  I  have  gotten  a  much  better  line  on  the 
probable  movement  of  peaches,  especially  from  north  Georgia,    Next  week 
(July  7-13)   should  see  the  bulk  of  the  movement  from  middle  Georgia  finished, 
this  territory  cleaning  up  the  strippings  during  the  first  three  days  of  the 
week  following, 

"North  Georgia  will  probably  have  around  225  cars  at  Cornelia  and 
around  125  cars  at  Commerce.    I  understand  that  about  50  cars  of  these  are 
Georgia  Belles.    The  Elbertas  are  not  expected  to  move  from  Commerce  until 
around  the  23rd*    Of  this  north  Georgia  tonnage,  the  AVJ*,  G.  control  about 
125  cars,  which  Mr.  Williams  informs  me  they  are  going  to  sell  from  their 
Candor,  N.  C.  ,   office.    About  the  same  amount  of  tonnage,  is  handled  by  the 
Federated  from  Cornelia. 

"There  will  be  very  few  cars  of  peaches  moving  from  Georgia  during 
the  period  July  17-20  and  still  fewer  after  that  time.    For  this  reason  and 
the  fact  that  the  general  movement  will  be  over  by  July  17«  I  recommend  that 
we  continue  the  Macon  office  in, operation  until  July  17  and  close  the  Georgia 
deal  at  that  date.     Should  weather,  conditi ons  interfere  with  thisschedule  in 
any  way  in  the  future,  I  will  advise  you. 

"I  doubt  very  much  if  Georgia  peach   shipments  will  reach  5, 000  cars, 
compared  with  the  higher  figures  estimated  early  in  the  season."

2d,     STANDARDIZATION  OF  PRODUCTS  FOR  CANNERIES' 

'The  following  item  appeared  in  The  B.A.E*  News  dated  July  2; 
The  inspection  service  of  the  Division  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables  has 
recently  been  extended,  under  cooperative  agreements  with  Purdue'  University 
and  New  York  State  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Markets,  to  cover  fresh 
vegetables  at  canning  factories.    Under  the  first  agreement  the  service 
applies  to  canning  factories  in  the  State  of  Indiana;  under  the  second  ar- 
rangement the  service  has  been  extended  to  faetories  in  New  York  State* 

During  ;he  past  two  years  the  Division  has  been  developing  tentative 
standards  for  fjresh  vegetables  used  for  canning  purposes.    The  test  of  these 
'-  standards  in  several  States  has  proved  their  practicability  and  the  present 
agreements,  putting  the  standards  in  permanent  use,  are  the  result* 

It  is  expected  that  similar  service  will  be  rendered  at  vegetable 
canning  factories  in  the  States  of  Pennsylvania,  Maryland  and  Delaware. 
Canners  of  apples  in  New  York  and  Pennsylvania  have  expressed  an  interest  in 
securing  similar  inspection  on  apples,  and  cooperative  arrangements  for  this 
y  service  will  probably  also  be  entered  into  at  a  later  date.    A  similar  in- 
terest has  been  expressed  by  kraut  factories  in  the  inspection  of  cabbage*

la.     INTERESTING-  CROP  NOTES  ERQk  IDAHO 

In  a  letter  of  July  10  from  Noise,   the  following  crop  information 
for  Idaho  was  given  by  L.  G.  Schultz,  Supervising  Inspector; 

"The  cherry  movement  both  at  Lewiston  and  Burnett,  is  nearing  its  close, 
probably  finishing  the  latter  part  of  this  week.    In  the  Payette  and  Eumett 
sections  the  quality  has  been  of  the  best,  and  total  shipments  will  probably 
be  close  to  35  cars. 

"Apricot  shipments  will  start  Thursday  or  Eriday  from  Burnett,  but 
there  are  only  about  10  or  12  cars  of  this  commodity.    I  attended  a  meeting 
of  the  Smmett  Apricot  Growers  Association  last  evening,  and  they  decided  to 
ship  all  their  fruit  as  U.  S.  No.  1,  taking  inspection  on  all  cars- 

"The  potato  movement  is  expected  to  start  in  a  small  way  the  last  of 
this  week,  but  it  will  not  likely  gain  much  volume  until  the  latter  part  of 
the  month.     The  movement  at  King  Hill  is  expected  to  get  unaer  way  about  the 
15th,  the  acreage  in  that  section  being  about  the  same  as  last  year.  Potato 
acreage  for  the  State  as  a  whole  will  be  slightly  less  than  last  year,  but, 
if  growing  conditions  continue  as  favorable  as  they  are  at  the  present  time, 
there  will  probably  be  no  reduction  in  the  number  of  cars  shipped.  The 
Canyon  County  deal,  which  centers    around  Nampa  and  Caldwell,  will  probably 
not  exceed  I50  or  200  cars.    I  spent  some  time  in  the  field  yesterday,  ex- 
amining the  potatoes  in  that  section,  and  found  them,  for  the  most  part,  to 
be  in  excellent  condition. 

"We  expect  to  have  a  green  pea  inspection  deal  north  of  Idaho  Sails 
the  latter  part  of  this  month,  and  have  the  promise  of  inspection  of  all  ship- 
ments, amounting  to  about  75  cars.    This  is  the  first  time  we  have  been  able 
to  make  arrangements  to  inspect  this  commodity,  but  hope  to  increase  our  in- 
spections another  year. 

"The  apple  crop  is  developing  very  nicely  and  promises  to  oe  about 
equal  to  last  year,  or  between  6,000  and  6,500  cars.     The  quality  is  good  at 
the  present  time,  fruit  being  especially  free  from  worms  and  sizing  up  very 
well. 

"The  prune  crop  is  expected  to  yield  between  1% 5 00  and  1,800  cars, 
whichi  is  about  normal,  with  the  quality  being  very  good  so  far.    I  will  write 
you  later  advising  any  changes  in  condition  of  the  various  commodities  as  the 
season  progresses."

5a .     CROP  NEV.'S  FROM  WESTERN.  SLOPE  OF  COLORADO 

Under  date  of  July  17,   the  following  telegram  was  transmitted  from 
L.  V/,  Brewer,   supervisor  of  inspection  work  at  Delta,  Colorado; 

"Bartlett  pears  will  start  about  August  9.    Peaches  in  the  Palisade 
district  will  not  be  harvested  until  last  part  of  August,  probably  around 
2cth,  due  to  the  later  season  this  year,  unless  conditions  change.

In  a  letter  dated  July  12  at  Minneapolis,  the  following  information 
regarding  potatoes  was  furnished  by  R.  M.  Ferguson: 

"The  first  Minnesota  potatoes  arrived  on  the  market  this  week.  While 
the  supplies  during  the  early  part  of  the  week  were  rather  light,  the  last 
few  days  they  have  been  much  heavier.    Toaay,  this  local  stock  i^  practically 
supplying  the  market,     quality  is  'unusually  good,  there  being  practically  no 
scab,   secci  d- growth  or  growth- cracks,  and  the  stock  is  of  good  size,  its  worst 
feature  being  that  it  is  generally  dirty.    Growing  conditions  have  been  ide*l 
in  this  section  so  far  this  summer,  anu  the  stands  of  potatoes  are  very  good. 
The  growers  with  whom  I  have  talked  say  that  they  are  expecting  150  bushels 
or  more  per  acre."

2b  .    EASTERN  SHORE  POTATO.  CANTALOUPE  -  AND  •  GUCUMB ER ; NEWS- 

R.  E.  Keller,  in  charge  of  the  field  station  at  Pocomoke  City,  sent 
the  following  news  in  a  letter  . of  July  l6: 

"The  potato  season  on  the  Eastern  Shore  is  rapidly  drawing  to  a  close, 
Virginia,  according  to  reliable  shippers,  has  only  1,500  or  1,800  more  cars 
to  move.    Maryland,  it  is  estimated,  has  around  1,200  or  1,500  more  cars  to 
ship.    Daily  shipments  have  continued  heavy  to  date.    It    looks  as  though 
potatoes  will  continue  to  move  in  volume  until  the  bulk  of  the  crop  is  ship- 
ped.   To  date  Virginia  has  shipped  15,101  cars,  adding  the  unreported  boat 
shipments.    Maryland  has  shipped  1»039  cars. 

"Potato  prices  yesterday  were  continuing  firm  at  $5 $5-^5  Per  bar- 
rel, f.o.b.  Eastern  Shore  points,  with  only  a  moderate  demand.    The  heavy 
buying  of  last  week  had  filled  most  of  the  important  markets.    As  a  result, 
buyers  were  holding  off.    Today,  the  market  appears  even  more  unsettled. 
Shippers  are  holding  firm  and  buyers  are -holding  back.    In  regard  to  closing 
date  for  the  potato  report,  it  appears  now  that  July  31  will  see  tile  end  of 
the  potato  deal, 

"Erom  present  indications,  I  think  the  railroads  should  be  requested 
to  start  reports  on  cantaloupes  August  1.

Bryce  Morris,  in  charge  of  the  St»  Louis  market  news  office,  sent 
the  following  report  on  July  13: 

"Receipts  of  vegetables  by  motor-truck  are  increasing  in  this  district, 
The  past  week  has  seen  an  appreciable  quantity  of  potatoes  and  tomatoes  on  the 
local  market.     Tomato  prices  on  shipped- in  stock  have  weakened  considerably, 
due  to  the  anticipated  supply  of  local  tomatoes;  today1 s  receipts  were  approx- 
imately 500  bushel- boxes. 

"Truck  receipts  of  potatoes  have  been  relatively  light,  and  prospects 
as  reported  by  local  dealers  point  to  a  rather  light  truck  movement  for  the 
balance  of  this  month.    Early  plantings  were  delayed  on  account  of  weather 
conditions.    Some  dealers  reported  farmers  buying  seed  stock  as  late  as  June

truck  receipts  on  this  market  in  September."

lb  ,     CROP  NOTES  FROM  m THE  EASTERN  SHORE 

On  July  19,  R.  e.  Keller  sent  the  following  report  from  Pocomoke  City, 
on  the  Eastern  Shore; 

"I  was  on  a  trip  up  through  the  cucumber  producing  section  yesterday 
afternoon.     The  heavy  movement  of  the  cucumber  season  appears  to  be  over. 
The  hot  weather  of  a  week  ago  burned  some  of  the  vines  back,  so  that  future 
bearing  will  be  greatly  lessened.    A  fair  movement  of  cucumbers  is  expected 
until  about  August  10*    The  quality  is  much  better  now  than  a  week  ago. 
Cool  weather  has  helped  both  the  pickings  and  the  plants.     Cantaloupes  are 
expected  to  move  in  carlot s  by  the  end  of  this  month.     One  truck-load  has 
already  been  reported  as  being  shipped  from  Salisbury,  Md. 

"The  potato  market  has  been  dull  and  draggy  all  week.     Shippers  have 
cut  the  market  the  past  two  days,  but  still  there  does  not  seem  to  be  any 
demand.     The  tracks  are  filled.    Hardly  any  potatoes  can  be  loaded  out, 
because  the  tracks  are  filled  with  loaded  cars.    Diggings  are  completed 
in  most  fields.     The  remaining  supply  is  being  held  back  for  a  better 
market*    An  active  demand  next  week  would  about  clean  up  the  deal;  if  so, 
we  will  be  able  to  discontinue  our  potato  report  on  July  27."

Some  of  the  earliest  cantaloupe  vines  will  be  producing 
marketable  melons  soon  after  the  first  of  August,  but  most  of  the  crop  is 
somewnat  later  than  usual,  and,  from  what  I  could  learn,  carlot  shipments 
are  not  expected  m  any  volume  before  August  20.    There  doubtless  will  be 
scattered  loadings  for  several  days  previous  to  that  date,  but  August  20 
seems  to  be  considered  the  time  for  the  opening  of  the  shipping  season 
tnis  year,    as  with  everything  else,   truck  movement  will  increase  on 
Colorado  cantaloupes,  and  a  large  part  of  the  early  melons  will  not  appear 
m  carlot  shipments.

ONIONS 


"Many  of  the  onion  fields  in  the  Rocky  Ford  district  show  rather  poor 
stands,  ana  the  crop  is  not  as  far  along  as  it  was  a  year  ago.  It  is  quit 
th    t7  average  yields  will  not  run  as  high  as  last  year,  and,  unless 

tne  harvesting  season  should  be  quite  favorable,   the  onions  are  not  likely 
to  attain  as  good  a  degree  of  maturity.     I  note  in  the  Weekly  Market  Re- 
view that  the  acreage  in  the  Valley  is  reported  as  3,700,  comoared  with 
l.^JO  last  season.     This  seems  to  be  conservative  for  this  season  and  I 
oeiieve  is  somewhat  high  for  the  actual  harvested  acreage  last  year.  In 
other  words,   I  believe  that  the  acreage  is  nearer  four  times  that  of  a 
year ( ago,   rather  than  only  three  times. 

They  arc  talking  3,000  cars  of  Valencia  onions  from  the  Rocky  Ford 
district    compared  with  something  over  700  shipped  by  rail  last  season, 
une  ot  the  big  questions  is  going  to  be  storage.    Last  year,  they  had 
storage  space  for  only  about  500  cars.     This  season,  a  number  of  new 
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ado"be  cellars  are  being  built,  with  probably  a  combined  capacity  of  another 
500  cars.  Then  there  will  be  some  other  space  used,  such  as  an  old  ice- 
house in  one  town,  and,  with  "all  temporary  quarters,  such  as  barns  and 
straw  piles,  they  may  be  able  to  hold  as  many  as  2,000  cars  temporarily, 
although  most  factors  believe  that  1,500  cars  will  be  about  the  limit  of 
storage  space.  This  means  that  there  will  have  to  be  1,000  cars  or  more 
shipped  from  the  fields,   or  else  lost. 

The  Extension  Service  has  a  man  in  Rocky  Ford,  investigating  the 
neck-rot  disease  of  onions,  which  has  always  taken  considerable  toll  of 
the  storage  stock.    He  believes  that,  if  immature  onions,   scullions,  etc., 
are  sorted  out  at  the  fields  and  the  onions  are  stored  with  proper  venti- 
lation,  the  development  of  this  disease  can  be  kept  at  a  minimum.  Last 
season,   with  nigh  prices  in  sight,  the  growers  stored  everything  that 
resembled  an  onion  and,  as  a  result,  many  of  the  off-grade  stock,  which 
carried  a  high  moi stu re- content,  caused  considerable  decay  to  develop- 
'  Also  he  found  that,  in  building  their  onion  warehouses,   they  had  not 
made  sufficient  provision  for  ventilation.     This  is  being  remedied  this 
year  in  some  of  the  houses  already  built,  and  the  new  houses  are  being 
provided  with  more  vents.     It  is  probable  that  the  crop  will  be  better 
graded  and  better  cared-for  after  last  year's  experience. 

A  very  few  onions  have  been  contracted  this  season.     There  are 
several  ways  of  contracting,  all  the  way  from  the  crop  as  it  stands  in 
the  field  up  to  the  basis  of  delivered  at  the  car,  but  such  contracts 
as  have  been  made  seem  to  figure  around  95^  or  $1.00  to  the  grower  for 
delivered  onions.    Last  season,  considerable  quantities  of  onions  were 
contracted  and,  on  these,  growers  realized  much  less  than  the  market 
price;   so  this  season  they  are  very  slow  about  contracting.     The  private 
opinion  of  many  factors  connected  with  the  deal  is'*that  this  is  the  year 
when  the  growers  should  contract 

Recent  advices  from  one  of  the  principal  shippers  in  the  Montrose 
district  on  the  Western  Slope  give  the  onion  plantings  in  that  district 
this  year  as  2,500  acres,  compared  'with  slightly  less  than  2,000  harvest- 
ed last  season.     This  gives  something  like  6,500  acres  of  onions  in  the 
State  this  year,  counting  a  few  in  northern  Colorado,  compared  with 
probably  less  than  2,000  acres  harvested  last  season. 

CAULIHiOWER 

nThe  cauliflower  crop  in  the  Pueblo  district  is  estimated  this  - 
season  at  1,600  to  1,700  acres,  compared  with  a  estimate  from  the  same 
source  of  550  acres  last  year.     The  crop  in  this  district  comes  on  mostly 
in  September,  about  the  time  the  mountain  cauliflower  is  cleaning  up,  and 
they  say  that  they  are  going  to  have  1,200  cars  this  season  in  this  dis- 
trict alone. 

"In  the  San  Luis  Valley,   the  cauliflower  plantings  are  estimated  at 
nearly  2,000  acres,  compared  with  a  similar  estimate  of  ^00  acres  last 
season.     Personally,   I  rather  doubt  if  the  crop  is  increased  quite  in 
that  proportion,   but  at  any  rate  I  found  lots  of  cauliflower  in  all  of 
the  southern  end  of  the  San.  Luis  Valley.     It  is  mostly  concentrated,  how- 
ever, around  Fort  Garland  and  Blanca .    According  to  the  above  estimates, 
there  are  probably  at  least  3,500  acres  of  commercial  cauliflower  in  the 
State,  compared  with  around  1,000  acres  estimated  last  season.  Therefore, 
we  may  expect  carlot  shipments  running  anywhere  from  2,000  cars  up,  this 
year.

&KEEN^PZaS 

"The  plantin0s  of  pod  peas  were  probably  at  least  doubled  this  season, 
being  mostly  in  the  San  Luis  Valley,  with  a  smaller  district  around  BUena 
Vista.    The  southern  end  of  the  San  Luis  Valley  has  largely  lost  interest 
in  lettuce  and  is  goin6,  in  very  heavily  for  both  peas  and  cauliflower. 
'There  is  also  .some  increase  of  peas  in  the  Del  Norte-South  Fork  section 
of  the  Valley.    Dae  to  considerable  unfavorable  weather  in  the  spring, 
most  of  the  pea  fields  show  rather  poor  stands.    Also  some  of  the  growers, 
who  planted  large  fields  of  peas,  will  doubtless  be  unable  to  get  them  all 
picked,  even  though  there  should  be  ample  market  demand  to  take  them  all; 
so  I  doubt  if  Colorado  green-pea  shipments  wil-L  increase  proportionally 
with  the  acreage.    Last  season  we  had  350  strai&ht  cars  of  peas  out  of  the 
State,  and  I  will  make  just  a  personal  guess  that  they  do  not  exceed  500 
this  year.     Some  of  the  growers  stated  that  they  would  not  pick  peas  for 
less  than  k  cents  a  pound,  as  it  costs  1  cent  to  lj  cents  for  picking,  and 
they  say  that  the  peas  are  worth  the  equivalent  of  3  cents  a  pound  to  let 
them  mature  for  either  seed  or  feed. 

.  LETTUCE 

irThe  lettuce  acreage  in  the  State  seems  to  be  somewhat  less  than 
last  year,   due  mainly  to  a  shift  of  plantings  to  peas  and  cauliflower, 
as  mentioned  above,  these  crops  being  fairly  sure  while  lettuce  is  quite 
uncertain.    The  two  principal  lettuce  districts  are  in  the  Del  Norte- South 
Fork  section  of  the  San  Luis  Valley  and  the  Yampa  district  on  the  Moffat 
I&il road.    However,  there  is  still  a  scattering  of  lettuce  throughout  the 
mountain  districts. 

MIXED  VEGETABLES 

"The  shipping  of  cars  of  mixed  vegetables  from  Colorado  seems  to  be 
en  the  increase.    In  addition  to  the  established  business  of  Denver, 
efforts  are  being  made  to  develop  such  an  industry  at  Pueblo,  and  at  that 
point  they  claim  tney  are  going  to  snip  6oO  mixed  cars  this  year.  They 
probably  will  not  find  an  outlet  for  that  volume,  but  anyway  they  are 
going  after  the  business. 

nThe  San  Luis  Valley  Southern  Hail  road,  now  running  about  20  miles 
south  from  Blanca  in  the  southeast  part  of  the  San  Luis  Valley,   is  ex- 
pected to  be  extended  down  into  New  Mexico  this  summer.    This  will  tap 
the  rich  agricultural  district  from  ^uesta  to  Taos.    This  is  a  big 
district  and  largely  owned  by  Spanish  (they  do  not  call  themselves 
Mexicans),  and  is  for  the  most  part  divided  into  small  holdings.  The 
general  manager  of  the  San  Luis  Southern  states  that  he  will  obtain 
500  cars  of  vegetables  the  first  season  that  the  railroad  operates  out 
of  this  Hew  Mexico  district.    Also  he  expects  to  get  from  100  to  150 
cars  of  apples  this  fall,   if  the  railroad  is  completed  in  time.'1 

3b.     CENTRAL  CALIFORNIA  CANTALOUPES  NOW  MOVING  ,  Palif 

On  July  <£0,  vfalter  Kingsbury,  who  was  temporarily  at  Modesto,  uaj.11., 

wired  as  follows  regarding,  the  cantaloupe  situation: 

"Opening  cantaloupe  office  at  Modesto-    Deal  just  getting  under  way. 
Cantaloupes  running  large  in  size,  with  practically  all  shipments  consist- 
ing cf  jumbo  crates.    P.F.E.  estimates  shipments  cantaloupes  and  miscel- 
laneous melons  as  follows:  Bakersf ield-Fresno  district  750  cars,  Turlock- 
Salaoa  district  5,500,  Eos  Palos  600,  and  Williams  S5C  making  total  of 
7,700  cars,  compared  with  5,13*+  last  year.    Williams  district  in  Sacramento 
Valley  is  new  section  shipping  cantaloupes  for  first  time  this  season.

J*  «•  Coleman  wrote  the  following  interesting  letter  from  Macon,  Ga., 
on  July  21- 

"Things  have  been  rather  exciting  down  here  during  the  past  week* 
There  are  over  50  cash-track  watermelon  buyers  registered  at  one  of  the 
hotels,  and  perhaps  as  many  more  scattered  around  town.    Most  of  these 
buyers  have  been  looking  for  good  melons,  and  there  was  a  wild  scramble  for 
choice  cars  last  week.    The  price  on  South  Carolina  Watsons  got  entirely 
too  high  and  buyers  lost  considerable  money.    Most  of  the  loading  in  the 
section  around  Macon  is  Dixie  Belles.     There  are  some  Grays  and  a  few  Tom 
Watsons,    As  most  of  the  late  plantings  in  this  part  of  Georgia  consist  of 
Belles,  many  0f  the  buyers  who  want  Watsons  are  moving  on  to  North  Carolina 
and  Missouri . 

"Georgia  has  shipped  approximately  18,000  cars  of  melons  to  date,  or 
over  8,000  cars  more  than  to  the  same  time  last  season.     There  are  around 
3,000  cars  remaining  to  be  shipped  from  G-eorgia.     South  Carolina  has  shipped 
2, 400.. cars  to  date  and  is  1,000  cars  ahead  of  last  season.    Only  7'00  to 
1,000  cars  remain  to  be  shipped  from  South  Carolina. 

"Carloads  f  .c.b.  cash  track,  Dixie  Belles,  3  tiers,   sold  Saturday  at 
the  following  prices:  3O-3U  lbs.  average  $25G-$275; .  28  lbs.  $225-$250;  26 
lbs.  mostly  around  $200;  2k  lbs.  $150-$175;  22  lbs.  best  around  $125.  Poorer 
stock  of  all  sizes  sold  lower  than  these  quotations. 

"Because  of  the  active  cash-track  demand  throughout  most  of  the  present 
watermelon  season,  most  growers  have  made  money.    Buyers  fared  pretty  well 
for  short  periods,  but  lost  heavily  at  times.    Many  of  them  will  be  fortunate 
to  get  through  with  the  same  amount  of  money  as  they  had  when  the  season 
opened  in  Florida." 


5b.    KAW  VALLEY  POTATO  NEWS 

R.  E.  Corbin,  of  the  Kansas  City  office,  wired  as  follows  on  July  2h: 
"Local  estimates  for  Kaw  Valley  district  indicate  from  Loring  east 
about  bCf/o  to  65$  through  shipping;  Lawrence  section  about  50  through, 
and  the  whole  district  including  Topeka  section  will  be  half '  through  by 
end^of  week.    Yields  very  irregular.    Many  fields  eastern  end  of  district 
yielding  under^lOO  bushels  per  acre,   some  low  as  50,  and  a  few  from  200  to 
250  bushels.    Growers  and  shippers  estimating  average  yield  between  100 
and  125  bushels.    Most  stock  free  from  decay  but  running  smaller  size  than 
usual.    Ground  dry.    Present  diggings  clean,    Late  plantings  still  consider- 
ably immature.    Digging  probably  will  be  light  the  remainder  of  this  week 
account  of  dull  market,"

lc ,    FINE  RECORD  MADE  BY  INSPECTION  SERVICE 

The  opening  paragraph  or  summary  of  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Food 
Products  Inspection  Service  on  Fruits  and  Vegetables  is  copied  below  for 
the  information  of  all  interested  members  of  the  staff: 

"There  was  no  change  in  the  legal  authority  providing  for  the  Food 
Products  Inspection  Service  during  the  past  fiscal  year.    The  work  both 
in  receiving  markets  and  at  shipping  points  was  conducted  on  the  same 
basis  as  during  the  four  previous  years-    Receiving-point  inspections 
showed  an  increase  of  5,202  cars  auring  the  year  ended  June  30.  while^ 
shipping-point  inspections  showed  an  increase  of  18,3^7  cars*    Total  in- 
spections of  266,831  cars  broke  all  previous  records*" 

In  this  issue  of  the  Division  Letter  will  be  found  the  annual  table, 
showing  inspections  in  receiving  markets  by  months  during  the  past  year* 
In  future  issues  of  the  D-L.,  other  taoles  or  parts  of  the  Annual  Report 
will  be  published.

Next  four  items  are  from  California  Inspectors'  Notes,  July  12:- 

2c  *.    BARTLETT  PEARS  MOVING-  FROM  SACRAMENTO 

Bartlett  pears  have  started  moving  in  the  Sacramento  River  section. 
Other  sections  in  the  Sacramento  district  will  start  shipments  sometime 
next  week.     The  pressure  test  is  being  used  this  year  to  determine 
maturity  for  grade  requirements.    The  enforcement  officials  also  are 
using  the  pressure  test  as  the  interpretation  of  the  maturity  requirements 
of  the  I927  Act,   even  though  the  new  law,  which  induces  the  pressure  test 
as  a  means  of  determining  maturity,   does  not  go  into  effect  until  AugUtft 
lU,  1929. 

3c .     SAN  PI  ECO  TOMATOES  OF  HIGH  QUALITY 

According  to  R.  A.  Myers,  who  is  handling  the  tomato  inspection  work 
in  San  Diego  again  this  year,  quality  of  the  tomatoes  is  better  than  last 
season.     Very  little  difficulty  is  encountered  in  making  a  U.  S.  No*  1 
grade,    He  expects  that  practically  all  the  summer  tomatoes,  amounting  to 
about  100  cars,  will  be  inspected. 

kc  .     G-RAPE  SHI PMENT S  GETTING-  UNDER  WAY 

In  Kern  County,  grapes  will  not  move  out  in  carlots  until  after  July 
20,  according  to  Phil  Stay*     In  Fresno  and  Tulare  counties,  they  do  not 
expect  grape  shipments  to  start  until  August  1-    Peaches  will  probably 
move  out  of  the  Fresno  district  around  July  25" 

5c  .     TU BLOCK  CANTALOUPES  STARTING 

V*  T*  Harmon  reports  that  the  first  car  of  cantaloupes  is  expected 
to  leave  Turlock  July  15 .    Elberta  peaches  are  expected  to  start  July  25. 
It  also  is  reported  that  cantaloupes  will  start  in  the  Williams  district 
about  July  25.

"In  oraer  to  allow  for  variations  incident  to  proper  grading  and  han- 
dling, not  more  than  5  per  cent,  by  weight,   of  any  lot  may  be  below  the 
prescribed  size,  and,  in  addition,  not  more, than  6  per  cent,  by  weight,  may 
be  below  the  remaining  requirements  of  tnis  grade  and  in  addition  5  Per  cent 
by  weight  allowed  for  Hollow  Heart,  but  not  to  exceed  one- sixth  of  this 
tolerance  or  1  per  cent  shall  be  allowed  for  potatoes  affected  by  soft  rot."

la.     GOVERNMENT1  S  EIGHT  TO  COLLECT  EXCESS  WOOL  PROFITS  UPHELD  BY  COURT 

The  United  States  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  for  the  Seventh  Circuit 
rendered  an  opinion  on  June  20  in'  the  *  case  of  the  United  States  vs*  Kraus 
&  Apfelbaum,  in  which  it  holds  that  the  defendant,  Kraus  &  Apfelbaum,  who 
operated  as  approved  wool  dealers  at  Port  Vayne,  Indiana,  in  the  handling 
of  wool  during  the  year  ISIS  under  the  regulations  of  the  "War  Industries 
Board,  acted  as  Government  agents  under  the  terms  of  their  contract,  which 
they  signed  in  accepting  a  permit  and  in  which  they  agreed  to  operate  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  Government  Wool  Regulations,  land  therefore  are  bound  by 
such  contract.    The  Court  states  that  such  dealers  were  paid  by  and  received 
from  the  Government  the  prices  and  the  commissions  that  were  not  provided 
for  in  any  other  way  than  in  the  regulations,  and  the  Government  had  a  right 
in  those  extraordinary  times  t6  protect  sellers  of  wool  by  providing  that, 
out  of  all  the  transactions,  the  Governments  agents  should  not  have  more 
than  the  specified  profits  and  that,  whatever  those  agents  gained  in  addition 
to  this,  should  be  disposed  of  as  the  Government  might  decide* 

This  opinion  is  entirely  favorable  to  the  views  taken  by  the  Govern- 
ment ^g^ea-r ding  the  collection  tf  excess  wool  profits.    Since  an  adverse  de- 

si  engendered  by  a  different  Circuit  'Court  about,  three  years  ag®,  some 
^District  Courts  have  relied  on  that  decision  and  deci ded  against  the  Govern- 
ment.    The  first  Circuit  Court  decision,  however,  indicated  that,  if  the 
dealer  had  received  &  proper  permit  from  the  V^ar  Industries  Board  and  had 
signed  an  agreement  in  that  connection  to  abide  by  the  wool  regulations,  he 
would  have  been  bound-    Therefore,  the  two  Circuit  Court  decisions  are  not 
really  in  conflict,  although  the  latest  decision  is  much  more  definite  in 
supporting  the  Governments  position  during  the  past  10  years  in  collecting 
excess  wool  profits.    This,  decision  is  very  encouraging  to  those  engaged  in 
handling-  this  work.

lb .     POTATOES  IN  EASTERN  AND  WESTERN  KANSAS 

Supplementing  his  tel egram.  of  last  week  on  Kaw  Valley  potatoes, 
R.  E.  Corbin,  of  the  Kansas  City  office,  wrote  on  July  25,  as  follows: 

■/"My  telegram  of  July  2k  (Par.  5b  in  last  D.L,)  gave  the  information 
on  conditions  about  as  specifically  as  I  can  express  it-  Most  shippers  are 
inclined  to  the  opinion  that  the  Kaw  Valley  crop  is  more  than  half  dug  now. 
It  has  been  my  experience,  -however,  with  former  deals  that  they  usually  run 
a  little  ahead  of  actual  conditions,  when  making  such  statements.  There  is 
an  undertone  of  optimism  on  the  part  of  operators,  although  prices  at  present 
are  not  very  high,  considering  the  light  yield* 

"There  is  a  new  section  in  western  Kansas,  that  is  attracting  some 
interest  in  this  part  of  the  country.    Michael,  Swanson  and  Brady,  of  Kansas 
City,  expect  to  handle  most  of  the  shipments.  '  There  was  a  small  acreage  at 
Scott  City  last  season,  but  market  conditions  kept  the  stock  from  making  a 
showing.    This  season  there  are  about  2,5Q0  acres  there  in  Cobblers  and 
Tr:,umphs,  mostly  Cobblers,  from  which  shipments  are  variously  estimated  at 
U50  to  75O  carloads.    The  crop  is  now'rea'dy  to  move.     Shipping  is  delayed 
to  allow  Kaw  Valley  to  clean  up.    The  land  on  which  the  potatoes  are  grown 
is  being  irrigated  from  wells.    The  Water  table  is  about  JQQ  feet  deep. 
Diesel  engines  are  used  for  punping  irrigation  water." 

2b  ,    POTATO  AND  CUCUMBER  NEWS  FROM  EASTERN  SHOKS 

Writing  from- Pocomoke  City  on 'Thursday,  July  25,  R.  E.  Keller  gave 
the  following  information: 

"The  Eastern  Shore  potato  deal  is  about  over.    Probably  not  more 
than  300  cars  of  potatoes  are  yet  to  be  moved  on  the  Eastern  Shore  of  Mary- 
land and  Virginia,  including  today1  s  (Thursday^)   shipments,    By  Saturday, 
the  movement  will  be  practically  finished.     Shipments  from  Virginia  Eastern 
Shore  to  date  total  16,756  cars,  while  shipments  from  Maryland  total  1,815 
cars.    The  market  slumped  the  first  of  this  week  to  a  $k  level.    .The  light 
shipments,  both  from  the  Shore  and  the 'entire  country,  -reacted  favorably 
upon  the  terminal  markets  and  the  f  .o.b.  price  has  advanced  to  $1+.25-$H„Uo 
per  barrel.    The  demand  is  increasing  and  the  little  stock  that  is  left  is 
rapidly  being  cleaned  up. 

"The  cucumb  er  market  suffered  a  severe  si  imp  this  week.    Heavy  .ship- 
ments and  the  arrival  of  nearby  trucked- in  stock  reacted  sharply  on  cucumber 
prices.    On  Monday,  No.  1  warehouse- packed  stock  in  bushel  tubs  and  hampers 
was  selling  f.o.b.  at  $2.15-$2.35;  farm- pack,  No.  1,  bushel  hampers  at  $1.70- 
•^1  -75 »    By  Wednesday,  warehouse- packed  stock  had  dropped  to  $l-75-$1.9°  an<i 
farm-packed  stock  to  ?1 .10-$lf 25.     Shipments  from  Maryland  Eastern  Shore, 
including  Wednesday1  s  movement,  totaled  *+l 5  cars.     The  total  shipments  from 
Delaware,  including  acdnesday's  output,  Amounted  to  1^1  cars."

,    "Indications  are  that  Oregon  will  have  its  large  onion  crop  this 
year*    New  acreage  at  Klamath  Sails  not  doing  well,  on  account  of  wind  dam- 
age* and  .some  old  fields  in  Sherwood  section  gradually  deteriorating,  hut 
main  planting, .  which  is  now  in  Lake  Labish  section,  is  in  wonderful  condi- 
tion,  showing  excellent  color  and  heavy  stand.     Some  will  he  ready  to  move 
by  August  20,  but  most  fields  planted  later,  on  account  of  spring  rains, 
and  will  come  on  in  September.    Maggot  and  smut  injury  were  light  this  year, 
Fifteen  cars  of  peas  to  move  from  coast  section  about  middle  of  August, 

k\>,     MARKET  NEWS  PROGRAMS  IN  MI  SSI  SSIPPI  •  AND  TENNESSEE  " 

The  Mississippi  Agricultural  Service  Department  has  signed  an  agree- 
ment with  the  Bureau  to  maintain  a  market  news  service  in  Mississippi.  This 
service  began  July  15  and  the  news  is  being  distributed  by  the  Mississippi 
Department  from  its  Jackson  office  through  the  loGal  newspaper s*  the  As- 
sociated Press,  by  the  mailing. of  mimeographed  and  printed  reports,  and 
through  the  medium  of  a  radio  station  which  is  now  under  construction.  The 
Jfissiaaippi  Department  has  employed  a  market  •  news  editor  to  carry  out  the 
di stri but ion  program.    EI  ve"  field  men  of  the  State  Department  are  spreading 
the  word  about  the  service  to  farmers  and  assisting  them  in  getting  the  kind 
of  information  they  most  need* 

The  State  Division  of  Markets  at  Nashville,  Tennessee,  has  signed  & 
similar  agreement  for  a  market  news  service  in  that  State.    Distribution  of 
the  news  began  on  July  I5*     Two  radio  stations  -  WSM  and  Y/LAC  -  broadcast  the 
reports  twice  daily.     The  Chief  of  the  Division  of  Markets,  Nelson  Rue,  is 
spending  the  next  three  months,  touring  the  State,  in  an  effort  to  interest 
the  farmers  and  farmers1  organizations  in  this  service.    Already  fruit  and 
vegetable  shippers  are  sending  long-distance  telephone  calls  for  the  market 
reports  to  the  State  Division  of  Markets.    One  such  call  was  received  from 
a  farmer  in  the  south  of  the  State  just  three  days  after  the  news  was  first 
disseminated*  ■.  . 

Other  State  agencies  that  are  now  assisting  in  the  distribution  of 
market  news  in  the  South  are  the  State  Departments  of  Agriculture  of  Alabama, 
Florida,  Texas  and  Oklahoma, 

5b.     MOVEMENT  OF  NEW  JERSEY  PRODUCTS  ESTIMATED  IN  ADVANCE 

A  new  information  service  on  estimated  daily  shipments  of  fruits  and 
vegetables  by  New  Jersey  producers  was  started  on  July  19  for  the  henefit  of 
the  shippers  and  receivers,  under  a  cooperative  agreement  between  the  New 
Jersey  State  Department  of  Agriculture,  New  Jersey  Agricultural  College, 
and  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  of  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture.     Daily  reports  giving  the  estimated  amount  for  the  next  day*s 
market  of  various  New  Jersey  products  moving  to  Newark  and  New  York  City  will 
be  posted  in  the  Newark  jobbing  market  and  in  the  New  York  City  Washington 
Street  market.    This  -will  be  conducted  as  an  experiment  for  a  short  period, 
to  ascertain  whether  it  is  possible  to  provide  satisfactory  information  for 
the  trade,  by  estimating  probable  supplies  for  the  following  day1 s  market.

11  The  total  1929  acreage  planted  to  onions  in  British  Columbia, 
Ontario,  and  Quebec,  where  the  Canadian  commercial  onion  crop  is  grown, 
is  estimated  at  3»271  acres,  compared  with  3,053  acres  reported  for  1928. 
The  acreage  reported  for  each  of  these  provinces  during  the  current  year 
is  1 » 3 93 .     1,383,  and  ^95  acres,  respectively.    The  crop  in  British  Colum- 
bia is  said  to  be  making  splendid  growth,  while  theit  in  Ontario  is  not  so 
satisfactory,  due  to  unfavorable  weather  early  in  the  season,  which  re- 
sulted in  a  late  thin  stand  in  Essex  and  Kent  counties*    The  Hensall- 
Exeter  district  in  Ontario,  which  has  125  acres  devoted  to  onions,  reports 
good  growing  weather.

le.     SCOPE  OP  PRODUCE.  AGENCY  ACT  BROADENED 

In  connection  with  the  Produce.  Agency  Act,  the  Solicitor  of  the 
Department  has  recently  expressed  the  opinion  that,  in  cases  where  there  is 
any  doubt  as  to  the  commodity  involved  coming  under  the  Act,  the  doubt 
should  be  resolved  in  favor  of  reporting  such  cases  to  the  Attorney 
General  for  prosecution,  permitting  the  courts  to  decide  the  question  of 
jurisdiction.    This  opens  the  door  to  the  investigation  of  complaints 
involving  floricultural  products,  when  raised  under  farm  conditions,  and 
in  general  we  will  investigate  complaints  involving  products  inspected 
by  our  inspectors.    The  Solicitor  has  also  advised  us  that,  in  his  opinion, 
we.  are  justified  in  investigating  "joint  account"  cases.

lc,     HEAVY  INSPECTION  WORK  ON  ILLINOI S  PEACHES 

V/riting  from  Chicago  on  July  29,  M.  A.  Russell  gave  the  following 
report  regarding  the  anticipated  shipping-point  work  on  Illinois  peaches: 

"I  plan  to  leave  tomorrow  morning  for  southern  Illinois,  and  shall 
spend  part  of  July  31  with  Mr.  Cummins  at  Centralia,  and  then  proceed  to 
Anna,  y/here  a  group  of  inspectors  will  be  given  a  course  of  training.  \le 
shall  probably  start  with  20  or  25,  most  of  whom  will  be  new  men.     There  are

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various  reports  as  to  the  probable  carlot  shipments  of  peaches  in  Illinois 
this  year,  but  all  are" agreed  that  the  State  has  a  heavy  crop  and  that  ship- 
ments will  undoubtedly  go  well  above  3,000  cars,  and  some  believe  that  the 
movement  will  be  between  If, 000  and  5,000  cars.    One  factor  that  makes  the 
carlot  movement  difficult  to  forecast  is  the  truck  movement,  which  is  be- 
coming rather  important •    We  anticipate  a  very  much  increased  demand  for 
inspection  work.    In  fact,  Mr.  Cummins  advises  that  he  has  applications  to 
date  for  inspection  on  1,500  cars.    In  any  event,  the  inspection  work  should 
considerably  exceed  that  of  any  previous  year,  unless  some  very  unusual 
situation  arises  to  prevent  it, 

"I  expect  to  be  at  the  Anna  Hotel  at  Anna,  Illinois,  for  about  two 
weeks  beginning  Augus.t  1  and  shall  probably  be  at  some  point  in  the  peach 
country  farther  north  for  about  a  week  after  that  date."

5a.     CROP  NMS  FROM  COLORADO 

The  following  information  was  included  in  a  wire  of  August  2,  from 
wendell  Calhoun,  of  the  Denver  office:- 

"Colorado  lettuce  growers  and  shippers  unable  to  stand  the  pressure 
of  active  demand  and  advancing  prices  and  have  loaded  heavily*    Some  of  it 
lettuce  but  mostly  poor  stuff,  soft  ana  leafy.    This,  however,-- is  an  entirely 
normal  condition;  they  have  'busted1  their  early  market  this  way  almost  every 
season.    Apparently  California  did  the  same,  the  way  their  shipments  jumped, 
and,  as  a  result,  the  market  is  going  down  as  fast  as  it  had  advanced.  Colo- 
rado shippers  are  now  bearing  down  on  quality;   so  movement  may  slow  up.  How- 
ever, all  sections  of  San  Luis  Valley  now  shipping,  as  crop  in  Del  Norte- 
South  Fork  district  came  on  about  as  fast  as  other  districts,  because  cold 
spring  held  back  early  plantings  and  air  started  to  grow    about  the  same  time. 
Moffat  district  shipping  from  only  one-  early  point  and  frcm  some  transplanted 
lettuce.    Main  Moffat  movement  will  not  start  for  another  week;  also  Eagle 
Valley. 

"Green  peas  practically  all  coming  from  San  Luis  Valley,  with  pros- 
pects of  steadily  increasing  volume.  Shipments  already  double  last  year  s 
corresponding  movement  and  may  continue  at  similar  rate  if  market  will  ab- 
sorb. Colorado  early  cabbage  very  scarce,  both  because  of  light  plantings 
and  because  of  light  yields  as  a  result  of  hot  weather  and  drouth.  Cabbage 
market  Thot 1  at  around  $^0  f.o.b,  usual  terms,  but  supplies  over  the  mixed- 
car  requirements  will  be  light  for  some  time  yet, 

"Bad  hail- storm  reported  from  south  of  paonia  to  Cedaredge  through 
much  of  the  best  part  of  appl e  district.    Have  no  very  definite  reports  on 
extent  of  damage  but  will  have  by  Saturday.    Probably  caught  some  North  Fork 
peaches  also,  but  these  relatively  unimportant  this  season  on  account  of 
winter-killing.    No  reports  of  damage  to  pears  or  peaches  at  Palisade.  Som 
rumors  of  cantaloupes  starting  at  Rocky  Ford  about  August  15,  as  weather 
has  been  continuously  hot,'*

"Probably  beginning  this  week  and  continuing  until  frost,  harvest- 
ing of  about  ICO  acres  of  cauliflower  in  Sammish  Valley,  across  Lake 
Washington  from  Seattle,  will  be  in  progress.    Few  mixed  cars,  including 
cauliflower  and  second- crop  lettuce,  shipped  the  past  week  from  Earlmont 
station.

In  a  letter  of  August  ik  from  Pocomoke  City,  Md-,  R.  E.  Xeller  ad-

"Starting  Monday  of  this  week,  cantaloupe  haulings  have  become  heavy 
around  Hurlock,  Maryland.     The  quality  is  better  than  that  shipped  from 
Salisbury*     The  sizes,  however,  are  reported  as  running  somewhat  smaller. 
Mildew  and  blight  have  ruined  the  vines  in,  some  fields;  while  in  other  well- 
sprayed  fields  the  infestation  is  light.    The  quality,  because  of  this,  is 
of  a  very  wide  range.    Best  melons  are  cutting  only  fair.     Ihe  total  carlot 
movement  to  August  13  from  the  Eastern  Shore  of  Maryland  amounted  to  ^85 
cars,  and  from  Delaware  for  the  same  period  229  cars.     The  truck  movement 
reported  passing  through.  Delaware  to  August  10,  for  Maryland  Eastern  Shore 
and  Delaware,  totaled  216,137  crates.    Next,  week,  August  19-24,   the  bulk  of 
the  merchantable  cantaloupes  will  be  moved  out  of  the  Hurlock  district,  A 
lot  of  the  stock  will  never  be  pulled,  on  account  of  the  poor  quality* 11

1 c .     REPORTING  MATURE TY  OF  POTATOES 

It  appears  that  a  great  many  inspectors  are  still  using  the  term 
"new  potatoes"  in  reporting  maturity  of  stock  which  is  either  fairly-well 
or  well  matured.    The  term  "new  potatoes"  is  appropriate  during  the  season 
when  old  stock  is  still  on  the  market  but  it  is  not  applicable  to  shipments 
of  early  potatoes  from  the  main-crop  States.    At  this  time  of  the  year  es- 
pecially, potatoes  should  be  reported  as  "fairly-well  matured"  or  "well 
manured, "  as  the  case  may  be,    when  the  potatoes  are  firm  and  the  skin  is 
fairly  thick,  as  is  generally  the  case  in  late  summer,  the  term  "new  pota- 
toes" should  not  be  used.

3 c .     PEACH  INSPECTIONS  IN  SOUTHERN  ILLINOIS 

■writing  on  August  13,  M.  A,  Russell,  in  charge  of  the  peach  inspec- 
tion work  at  Anna,  111.,  included  the  following  information: 

"This  county  (Union)  and  Johnson  County  just  to  the  east  have  just 
about  reached  their  peak,  or  will  reach  it  today  or  tomorrow.    The  Centralia 
district  started  in  earnest  yesterday,  and  the  State  should  reach  peak  ship- 
ments of  peaches  by  the  ena  of  this  week*    Union  and  Johnson  counties  will 
run  past  the  middle  of  next  week,  according  to  present  indications,  and  the 
Centralia  section  will  no  doubt  run  heavily  for  nearly  a  week  after  that,  or 
until  near  the  end  of  August. 

"In  addition  to  increased  movement,   there  has  come  an  improvement  in 
quality  and  size  the  past  day  or  two;  2j  and  2  3/^- inch  peaches  are  common 
in  lots  coming  from  well- thinned  orchards. 

"Prom  the  standpoint  of  inspection,  one  of  the  most  satisfactory 
pieces  of  work  we  have  picked  up  is  that  for  the  American  Eruit  Growers  at 
their  new  Cob den  shed.    With  a  few  exceptions,  they  now  want  inspection  on 
each  car  packed  there.    Yesterday  they  loaaed  17  cars,  lb  of  wHicii  were  in- 
spected by  our  men.     ..hen  running  smoothly  at  full  capacity,  they  can  load 
slightly  over  2  cars  per  hour*    Yesterday,  on  account  of  a  few  breakdowns 
and  minor  delays,  they  had  to  run  until  about  11:30  at  night,  to  get  out 
their  17  cars  and  clean  up  deliveries  from  the  orchards.    At  present  they 
are  packing  U.  S.  No.  1,  2  inch  minimum  and  U.   S.  No.  2,  1  }/k  inch  minimum. 
It  would  be  possible  for  them  to  put  up  a  good  2*  inch  minimum,  if  they 
wi  she  d. 

"Please  notify  all  the  men  in  charge  at  markets  receiving  quantities 
of  Illinois  peaches  to  wire  Centralia  for  shipping-point  reports.  Wires 
should  be  addressed  to  J.  .1 .  Cummins,  201  Hoffman  Bldg.    I  expect  to  be  here 
at  least  until  Saturday  ana  possibly  longer.     I  shall  then  move  north  and 
have  headquarters  in  the  Centralia  office  for  a  few  days,  before  returning 
to  Chicago."

I  am  hoping  that  the 
experienced  men,  whom  I  have  there,  will  be  able  to  take  care  of  the  early 
Northwest  em  movement  without  my  being  present,  but  expect  that  it  may  be 
necessary  for  me  to  be  there  by  the  20th.    The  general  impression  is  that  the 
Grimes  will  follow  on  the  heels  of  the  Greenings.    Last  year  they  did  not 
begin  to  move  until  between  the  5th  and  10th  of  September.

"It  was  decided  at  the  recent  conference  of  Ministers  of  Agriculture 
in  the  various  States  of  the  Commonwealth  that  each  State  shall  include  in 
its  Schedule  of  Cases  the  standard  case,  or  box,  having  the  inside  measure- 
ments of  10|  x  ll|  x  13  inches." 

This  is  the  standard  northwestern  apple  box,  used  in  United  States, 
and  its  adoption  in  Victoria  shows  the  widespread  influence  of  container- 
specifications,  adopted  in  America,

3a.     DROUGHT  AFFECTING-  OKANOGAN  APPLES 

The  following  message  dated  August         came  from  John  S,  Dennee, 
Agricultural  Statistician  for  the  State  of  Washington: 

"It  is  reported  that,  unless  rains  come  soon,  the  Okanogan  apple 
crop  will  be  materially  affected.     The  Okanogan  district  is  contiguous  to 
the  Y/ena tehee  district  and  is  important*    Disturbing  news  has  been  received 
of  conditions  in  some  of  the  more  southern  areas,  it  is  reported,  and, 
while  the  trees  on  heavy  lands  may  stand  up  under  the  continued  heat  and 
lack  of  irrigation  water  at  some  points,  those  on  light  gravelly  soils 
will  not  bring  the  fruit  to  maturity  in  size  and  quantity  unless  rains  come. 
In  the  areas  east  of  the  Cascades  high  temperatures  prevail  nowadays."

Ua.    LIGHT  PEACH  CROP  IN  MICHIGAN. 

The  Michigan  peach  crop  was  forecast  at  313,000  bushels,  compared 
with  a  crop  of  1,156,000  bushels  in  1923  and  a  five-year  average  production 
of  865,000  bushels.    The  unusually  warm  weather  during  March  and  early 
April  started  the  sap  in  the  trees  at  an  earlier  date  than  usual,  and,  after 
the  buds  had  formed,  a  severe  freeze  later  caused  considerable  damage  to 
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the  crop  by  killing  of  a  considerable  proportion  of  the  buds*     luring  the 
"blossoming  period,  protracted  wet  and  cold  weather,  not  only  prevented  the 
bees  from  working  but  was  detriment-al  to  an  effective  pollini zat ion,  and 
the  set  of  fruit  this  season  was  very  uneven.    Bain  fall  durin&  the  late 
summer  has  been  very  light,  and,  unless  rains  occur  before  harvest,  size  of 
peaches  this  season  promises  to  be  somewhat  smaller  than  last  year.    At  the 
present  time,  it  appears  as  if  the  peaches  will  be  graded  l-3/^n  np.  Some 
bacteriosis  is  reported,  but,  aside  from  this,  the  quality  is  reported  to 
b©  generally  good»    Maturity  is  expected  to  be  somewhat  in  advance  of  last 
year.    The  first  pickings  of  South  Havens  are  expected  the  last  of  the  week, 
with  the  Elberta  movement  starting  around  September  l*n

The  Michigan  pear  crop  promises  to  be  the  lightest  of  all  tree  fruits. 
Total  production  for  the  State  was  forecast  on  August  1  at  but  527» 000  bush- 
els, compared  with  a  crop  of  819,000  bushels  in  1928,  and  a  five-year  aver- 
age of  771,000  bushels.    The  tonnage  of  Bartletts  and  ClappTs  Favorite  in 
Michigan  is  ordinarily  light,  and  this  season  thes«  varieties  are  relatively 
the  lightest  producers  as  well.    Kieffers  comprise  the  bulk  of  the  crop  in 
Michigan,  and  this  variety  this  season  is  relatively  the  heaviest  producer. 
The  bulk  of  the  Michigan  pear  crop  comes  from  Berrien  and  Van  Bur  en  counties, 
including  the  St*  Jo s eph- Bent on  Harbor  district  on  the  south  and  extending 
northward  along  the  lake  shore  to  the  Eennvi lie- South  Haven  district  on  the 
north.    The  crop  in  this  area  suffered  most  severely  from  the  cold  wet  weather 
at  blossoi^ind* the  set  of  fruit  is  not  over  30$  of  a  full  crop.  Farther 
north,  in  the  Hart- Shelby  district,  there  is  probably  35^  of  a  full  crop, 
while  the  Casanovia-Ludington  orchards  show  50-65^  of  a  full  crop. 

Some  early  interest  in  the  pear  crop  has  been  evidenced  by  local  ship- 
pers, a  few  contracts  for  Bartletts  having  been  made  with  growers  at  $2,75 
per  bushel  of  U.  S.  No.  1,  2  inch  minimum  size.    Canners  are  offering  to 
contract  Kieffers  on  a  basis  of  $2.25  per  100  pounds  in  bulk,  2  inch  mini- 
mum size,  and  it  is  quite  probable  that  most  of  this  portion  of  the  crop  will 
go  to  the  canners  this  season.    Carlot  shipments  from  this  State,  therefore, 
promise  to  be  very  light* 

6a,    MICHIGAN  GRAPES  LOIUG  FAIRLY  ,VELL 

The  Michigan  grape  crop  apparently  suffered  less  from  the  cold,  wet 
spring  than  did  most  of  the  tree  fruits.    On  August  1  the  crop  was  forecast 
at  71,780  tons,  or  just  slightly  under  the  72, 800-ton  crop  of  1928  but  con- 
siderably in  excess  of  the  U8, 5^+0- ton  average  crop  during  the  past  five  years. 

Practically  all  vineyards  show  a  fairly  heavy,  healthy  foliage  and  a 
fairly  good  set  of  fruit,  although  the  yields  are  reported  to  be  in  somewhat 
heavier  prospect  in  the  paw- paw- Law ton  section  than  along  the  lake  shore-  The 
fruit  in  the  larger  commercial  vineyards  promises  to  be  a  clean  crop  and  free 
from  disease.    In  some  of  the  smaller  vineyards,  where  growers  neglected 
making  their  first  spraying  operations,   some  black  rot  has  appeared,  and  in 
a  few  instances  in  such  vineyards  located  on  heavy  soils,  especially  in  the 
area  south  of  St-  Joseph,  the  damage  from  black  rot  is  quite  apparent.

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7a,    MICHIGAN  APPLE  PROSPECTS  - 

On  August  Id,  B.  H.  Shoemaker  wrote  as  follows  from  Benton  Harbor, 
Mich.,   regarding  the  apple  crop; 

"Although  the  preseiii  indications  for  a  total  apple  crop  in  Michigan 
of  6,520,000  bushels  and  a  commercial  production  of  1,121,000  barrels  are 
greater  than  for  1928,  peaches  and  grapes  promise  somewhat  smaller  crops 
and  pears  a  considerably  lighter  production  than  for  last  season. 

"Mid-winter  conditions  were  especially  favorable,  the  absence  of  any 
protracted  warm  spells  at  this  time  causing  the  trees  to  remain  in  a  thor- 
oughly dormant  condition.     This  was  broken  by  unseasonably  warm  weather  dur- 
ing the  latter  part  of  March  and  early  April,  which  brought  the  fruit  buds 
along  at  an  unusually  early  period.     Then  followed  a  period  of  wet,  cold 
weather  during  late  April  and  most  of  May,  which  seriously  interfered  with 
normal  pollinization  of  the  blossoms*    Yfaile  several  freezes  were  recorded 
during  April,  very  little  damage  was  reported  from  this  source,  except  to 
the  cherries  and  to  a  lesser  extent  to  peaches, 

"The  cold  unseasonable  weather  at  blossom  time  is  held  chiefly  re- 
sponsible for  the  unusually  heavy  June  drop  in  apples,  when  the  condition 
reports  in  Michigan  were  reduced  from  78$  to  5*J$  by  July  1.    The  hot  dry 
weather  during  the  latter  part  of  July  and  an  absence  of  sufficient  rainfall 
has  largely  been  responsible  for  a  further  reduction  in  the  condition  of  the 
apple  crop  in  this  State,  which  is  at  present  rated  at  ^Qfo, 

"The  total  crop  on  August  1  was  forecast  at  6,520,000  bushels,  which, 
although  somewhat  greater  than  the  5,1400,GOO-bushel  production  of  1928,  is 
still  appreciably  below  the  average  production  for  the  previous  five-year 
period,  which  is  S, 298, 000  bushels,     The  commercial  portion  of  the  crop  is 
forecast  at  1,121,000  barrels,  compared  with  a  production  of  929,000  last 
season  and  a  five-year  average  crop  of  1, ^13 ,000  barrels, 

"The  cold  wet  weather  during  the  spring  blossoming  period  affected 
the  early  varieties  more  seriously  than  the  late  ones,  and  this  year  the 
early  varieties  are  relatively  the  lightest  producers,  while  the  most  of  the 
late  varieties  give  promise  of  a  better  yield*    Likewise,  the  orchards  in 
southwest  Michigan  suffered  somewhat  more  severely  than  those  farther  north, 
and  the  prospects  for  increased  yields  improve  in  the  more  northerly  districts. 

"The  crop  this  season  is  nearly  two  weeks  in  advance  of  last  season, 
and  is  maturing  early.    The  Duchess  movement  in  Berrien  County  was  practically 
completed  by  mid-August  and  first  picking  was  nearly  finished  in  the  Fennville- 
South  Haven  territory.    Harvesting  was  about  to  commence  in  the  Casanovia- 
Ludington  territory  on  August  19,  continuing  farther  north  during  the  balance 
of  the  week. 

"•The  first  few  carlot  shipments  of  Duchess  from  Berrien  County  brought 
$2.6o-$2,65  per  bushel  for  A  grade;  $2,25  f°r  B  grade,  and  $2.00  for  com- 
mercial grade,  but,  with  the  increasing  supplies  in  the  leading  markets 
(much  of  which  has  showed  rather  poor  color) ,  prices  f .o,b.  southwestern 
Michigan  shippirg-point s  gradually  declined  until  by  August  15  the  prevail- 
ing 'usual- terms'  range  was  $1.65-$1.75  for  A  grade  and  around  $1.10-$l-25 
for  B  grade,  with  very  little  demand  and  with  prospects  for  a  further  de- 
cline. "

3b.     DANI  SB-  T"iPE  CABBAGE  IN  STATE  OE  WASHINGTON 

On  August  19,  T.  R.  Hall  sent  the  following  telegram  from  Seattle: 
"Harvesting  approximately  200  acres  Danish  cabbage  in  White  River 
Valley  near  Seattle.    Estimated  yield  12  to  15  tons  per  acre.    About  100  tons 
under  contract  for  kraut  manufacturing,  with  considerable  stock  going  to 
Philippines  and  average  of  one  or  two  cars  daily  to  Canada  and  northern  mar- 
kets.   Growers  realizing  about  $20  delivered  at  cars.    Rains  yesterday  did 
considerable  good  to  local  truck  crops." 

Ub.     CAULI  FLOWER  ^Np  PEAS  MOVING  IN  ..  ASHING  TON 

a  portion  of  a  wire  dated  August  20  at  Seattle  is  quoted  below.  The 
information  was  sent  by  T.  R.  Hall:- 

"Lue  tlargely  to  unfavorable  dry  weather,  terminated  with  rain  on 
Sunday,   supplies  of  cauliflower  over  the  mixed-car  requirements  will  prob- 
ably be  light,  and  carlot  movement  is  not  looked  for  until  about  last  of 
next  week.    Green- pea  movement  practically  over  for  this  section  of  the  State

5b.    FORI,  OE  DAILY  MARKET  kSWS  BULLETINS  I 

Paragraph  237  °f  the  Market  News  Handbook  states  that  no-  standard 
form  for  market  news  bulletins  was  prescribed*  due  to  the  fact  that  improve- 
ments were  likely  to  be  maae  from  time  to  time,  and  further  that  each  local 
representative  would  be  allowed  to  use  his  own  discretion  as  to  the  form 
which  would  be  most  acceptable  in  his  market,     'This  is  still  the  policy  of 
the  Eruit  and  Vegetable  News  Service* 

Paragraph  Z}&  in  the  Handbook  states  that  "where  reports  are  being 
issued  on  more  than  one  crop,  each  crop  bulletin  should  be  numbered  separate- 
ly."   The  next  paragraph  in  the  Handbook,  No.  239,  gives  instructions  for 
the  numbering  of  crop  bulletins. 

The  absence  of  a  definition  of  what  constitutes  a  crop  bulletin  has 
led  to  a  practice  which  has  made  for  considerable  confusion  in  completing  the 
daily  MS-31  reports  from  market  stations  and  their  interpretation  in  the 
Washington  office.     Some  market  stations  are  issuing  what  should  be  called  a 
"Miscellaneous  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Report",  but,   due  to  the  fact  that  the  in- 
formation is  segregated  by  commodities,  these  groups  of  commodity  information 
have  been  numbered  and  called  commodity  or  crop  bulletins.    On  the  reports 
issued  from  some  stations,  there  are  five  or  six  so-called  commodity  bulle- 
tins included  in  each  mimeographed  report.     These  are  not  commodity  bulletins. 
Rather,  the  whole  report  should  be  called  "Miscellaneous  Eruit  and  Vegetable 

Report  No,   *w  or  "Eruit  and  Vegetable  Report  No.  . 11    There^are  no 

objections  to  segregating  shipments,  f,o,h.,s  and  markets  by  commdoities;  in 
fact,  this  may  make  the  report  more  readable.    However,  each  grouping  of  com- 
modity information  on  such  a  report  should  not  be  called  a  crop  bulletin* 

A  crop  bulletin  will  usually  cover  one  side  of  a  sheet  of  paper  and 
will  include  shipments,  f.c.b.  information,  at  least  four  markets,  and  in 
most  cases  carlot  destinations.    '.There  market  stations  are  issuing  crop 
bulletins,  they  are  usually  prepared  for  the  benefit  of  nearby  producing 
districts  and  are  usually  separate  from  the  regular  Miscellaneous  Emit  and 
Vegetable  Report. 

iviost  markets  are  issuing  a  Miscellaneous  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Report 
and  the  number  of  copies  released  should  be  shown  on  the  left  side  of  Eorm 
iviS-31.  -here  real  comprehensive  crop  bulletins  are  issued,  in  aadition  to 
the  miscellaneous  reports,  the  number  of  these  released  should  also  be  shown 
on  the  left-hand  side  of  Form  MS-31  under  the  name  of  the  commodity.  Care 
should  be  usea  to  differentiate  between  the  Miscellaneous  Eruit  and  Vegetable 
Reports  and  the  separate  crop  bulletins. 

In  the  columns  at  the  right-hand  edge  of  Eorm  US~Jl,  only  the  odd  or 
unusual  reports  or  publications  should  be  listed,  such  as  the  Weekly  Market 
Review,  or  separate  sheets  containing  special  crop  data,  or  similar  reports. 

If  employees  in  any  market  station  do  not  thoroughly  understand 
the  requirements  mentioned  in  this  article,  please  write  the  Washington 
office  at  once. 

5jb.    LIGHT  CROP  OF  GRAPE S  IN  OZARK  REGION 

A  wire  just  received  from  G.  W.  Winfrey  at  Springdale  advises  that 
estimates  are  now  for  less  than  800  cars  of  grapes  in  the  Ozarks.  Quality 
is  very  ordinary;   there  has  been  no  rain  for  six  weeks.    Juice  plant  is  taking 
about  200  cars.    Movement  of  Concords  will  be  heaviest  during  next  few  days. 
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6b.     GOLQRAIQ  CROPS  MOSTLY  IN  GOOD  CONDITION 

1j.  C.  Tate,  of  the  Denver  office,  included  the  following  information 
in  a  letter  of  August  lU: 

"Colorado  crop  conditions  are  mostly  good.    Lettuce  has  been  very 
poor  daring  the  early  part  of  the  deal,  but  is  now  of  fairly  good  quality. 
Prospects  are  for  bumper  potato,  peach,  pear  and  apple  crops, 

"fields  on  potatoes  are  expected  to  be  tremendous,  as  recent  rains 
have  put  them  in  fine  condition.    It  is,  of  course,  too  early  to  say  what 
will  be  harvested  but  the  expert  potato  men  are  looking  forward  to  1S,000 
cars  from  the  State  this  year-    I  have  had  estimates  from  one  of  these  men 
on  each  section's  potato  crop  for  the  last  five  years  and  have  found  him  so 
accurate  in  all  cases  as  to  make  it  appear  uncanny.    He  is  the  kind  of 
fellow  who  can  look  at  a  field  and  tell  you  what  it  will  yield  in  market 
potatoes*    Quality  of  the  early  crops  around  Gilcrest,  Brush  and  Fruita  has 
been  above  average.    The  Stated  compulsory  inspection  lav?  on  potato  load- 
ings appears  to  be  helping  the  general  appearance  of  shipments,  although  the 
quality  v&z  there  in  the  beginning.    Worm- track  is  just  beginning  to  show 
in  the  Gy.lerest 5   spuds  0 

"The  ijittuce  men  are  a  sick  bunch*    All  but  one  of  those  with  whom 
I  have  talked  say  the  State  should  have  an  inspection  law  to  keep  poor  stock 
off  the  market.     The  man  in  question  fougnt  the  bill  recently  passed  on  po- 
tatoes, onions  and  cabbage,  at  the  time  it  included  lettuce  and  other  vege- 
tables, on  the  ground  that  inspection  alone  would  not  help  the  deal.  He 
claims  there  should  be  either  a  law  or  agreement  among  shippers  to  exclude 
all  lettuce  less  than  kofo  XSl  S.  Ho.  1  from  shipment s*     The  market  is  so  badly 
glutted  with  poor  lettuce  at  present  that  the  eastern  trade  has  quit  buying 
by  wire  and  is  demanding  that  cars  be  delivered  for  inspection  before  the 
price  is  set.     The  shippers  agree  that  this  is  no  more  than  right,  in  view 
of  the  poor  lettuce  they  have  been  loading,    I  do  not  doubt  but  what  the 
lettuce  trade  will  be  open  to  some  suggestion  of  grading  laws  for  the  future 
by  the  time  the  deal  is  over..    The  poor  start  of  the  season  may  be  a  good 
indication  of  what  the  whole  season  will  be  like,  as  the  eastern  market  men 
have  already  lost  confidence  in  the  deal, 

"Caulifl ower  and  peas  appear  to  be  in  for  a  dull  season.  Plantings 
of  both  were  exceptionally  heavy  this  year.     Several  of  the  local  shippers 
have  quit  loading  straight  cars  of  mountain  vegetables,  figuring  they  are 
better-off  in  the  mixed-car  business,  where  small  town  trade  means  a  prem- 
ium price  for  their  goods.    Recently  I  noticed  a  truck-crop  note,  published 
by  the  Washington  office,  showing  Colorado  as  expecting  2,000  cars  of  cauli- 
flower.   This  is  misleading,  as  the  entire  crop  is  only  about  that  large 
and  a  great  part  of  it  will  move  in  mixed  cars. 

"Have  not  heard  what  the  cantal oupe  prospects  are,  except  for  the  news 
wired  you  by  Mr.  Sanborn.     The  few  melons  that  have  been  trucked  to  this 
market  have  been  only  fair.    While  I  was  in  Phoenix,  Mr.  Calhoun  wrote  me 
that  Rocky  Ford  would  have  around  8,000  acres  of  melons  this  year  but,  since 
that  time,  I  have  learned  that  no  less  than  11,000  acres  were  planted*  Much 
of  the  increase  was  because  several  fields  of  wheat  and  onions  had  been  blown 
out  by  the  wind  and  replanted  to  melons. 

"Mr.  Clark  wrote  in,  saying  average  estimates  for  the  Western  Slope 
fruit  crops  indicate  heavy  production.    Conservative  figures  he  has  gathered 
show  that  the  trade  expects  no  less  than  1,700  cars  of  peaches  and  100  cars 
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of  pears  this  year..  -    .    •  ; 

"He  also  says  the  Slope  onion  crop  'will  not  exceed1  1>500  cars. 
That  quotation  makes. me. a  b.it  dubious  of  the  matter.    They  have  estimated 
too  low  every  season  for-  the  last  five  years.    Anyhow,  the  onion  men  all 
appear  to  feel  that  the  State  will  have  too  many  onions  -this  year,  including 
the  lieavy  crop  around  Rocky  Ford." 

T°  •     SUGGESTIONS  FOR  PREPARING  MAMJSCHIPTS  OF  FIELD  STATION  SUMMABIES 

By  using  a  little  more  care  in  the  preparation  of  summary  manuscripts, 
the  work  of  the  Washington  office  in  checking  and  cutting  stencils  from  the 
manuscript  will  "be  greatly  facilitated*    It  is  the  practice  of  some  men,  when 
preparing  tabulations,  to  take  the  tabulations  from  the  summary  of  the  pre- 
ceding year  and  add  with  a  pencil  the  information  needed  on  the  new  talula- 
tion.     There  is  no  objection  to  this  procedure,  when  there  is  sufficient 
space  on  the  old  tabulation  to  write  the  additional  information  legibly. 
However,  in  many  cases  the  added  material  is  so  crowded  or  illegible  that  it 
is  almost  impossible  to  check  it  or  to  cut  stencils  directly  from  it.-  If 
an  old  tabulation  is  used  as  the  form  for  a  new  one,  it  is  suggested  that 
the  new  material  to  be  included  be  typed  on  a  strip  of  paper  and  pasted  in 
the  place  where  it  belongs.  . 

Written  material  other  than  tabluations  should  be  double  spaced. 
There  is  considerable  room  for  improvement  in  the  sentence  construction  and 
English  used  in  some  .of  this  written  material. 

8b.     PEARS  AND  PEACHES  IN  WESTERN  COLORADO 

On  August  21,  G.  D.  Clark  wired  from  Grand  Junction,  Colorado;- 
"Due  to  considerable  stock  running  small  sizes  and  second-brood  cod- 
ling-moth damage,  it  appears  now  that  the  Bartlett  pear  crop  from  this  dis- 
trict will  be  much  less  than  first  estimated.    At  start  of  season,  it  was 
generally  estimated  that  Bartletts  would  amount  to  300  cars  but  now  doubtful 
if  will  greatly  exceed  200.     Still  expect  close  to  U00  cars  Kieffers  and 
Anjous  combined,  making    total  of  about  bOO  cars.    Box  Bartletts  running 
heavily  to  180fs  and  much  of  bushel  stock  being  packed  2-inch  minimum  in- 
stead of  usual  2-5-. inch.    Elberta  peach  movement  not  expected  to  be  active 
until  September  2.    Present  movement  consists  of  few  cars  Caimans.  Weather 
hot  and  prospects  are  for  good  yield  and  good-sized  Slbertas." 

9"b-     CAULIFLQ..ER  AND  TQAATOES  IN  UTAH 

L.  S.  Fenn  wired  from  Salt  Lake  City  on  August  20  as  follows:- 
"Starting  about  August  26,  caulifl ower  shipments  will  move  from  the 
Gunnison  district.     Shipments  are  expected  to  reach  about  175  cars.  Quality 
reported  much  better  than  last  year,  following  cool  rains  in  this  section  the 
past  few  weeks.    Green  tomato  shipments  started  in  full  swing  August  20. 
There  are  several  more  packing  concerns  in  the  field  this  year  than  last  and, 
if  market  conditions  remain  favorable,  shipments  will  far  exceed  those  of 
last  year  when  they  reached  about  25O  cars.    About  half  the  acreage  for  green 
shipments  is  the  Marglobe  variety,  the  remainder  Stone.    The  first  few  cars 
to  move  showed  some  stock  slightly  immature  but  quality  is  expected  to  be 
better  after  the  first  picking. 11

2d.     SOME  FACTS  ON  THE  PECAN  INDUSTRY 

In  connection  with  his  recent  trip  to  Albany,  Ga.,  J".  .7.  park  has 
submitted  the  following  brief  report :- 

Pecan  production  has  averaged  nearly  kQ,  000,  000  pounds  during  the  last 
four  years,  with  an  average  annual  value  of  approximately  $7,000,000,  In 
recent  years,  improved  varieties  of  pecans,  which  are  produced  chiefly  in  the 
southeastern  States  and  marketed  unshelled,  have  constituted  about  one- fourth 
of  the  crop.     The  greater  part  of  the  seedling  or  native  pecan  crop,  produced 
chiefly  in  Texas  and  adjoining  States,  is  shelled  before  reaching  the  con- 
sumer.    There  is  but  little  foreign  traae  in  pecans,    A  relatively  small  quan- 
tity of  seedling  nuts  is  imported  annually  from  Mexico.     The  greater  part  of 
the  crop  of  improved  varieties  is  marketed  through  several  large  shippers  in 
Georgia,  including  a  cooperative  association.    Host  sales  are  on  an  f.o.b. 
basis.     This  year,  prospects  are  for  a  crop  of  improved  varieties  consider- 
ably less  than  that  of  last  year,  although  prices  quoted  for  deliveries  this 
fall  are  approximately  the  same  as  for  last  season1 s  crop  because  of  a  con- 
siderable carry-over  from  last  year*

2c .    MOST  KENTUCKY  POTATOES  GRADED  U.   S.  N0.1. 

A    very  satisfactory  potato  season  is  closing  in  Kentucky,  accord- 
ing to  a  letter  of  August  17  from  A.   S.  Mason,  who  supervised  the  inspection 
work  in  the  Louisville  district.    By  Tuesday,  August  20,  he  expected  that 
the  total  shipments  would  be  about  1,200  cars,  including  about  100  cars  of 
No.  2  potatoes.    Approximately  500  cars  were  inspected  this  season,  and  most 
of  the  important  shippers  have  requested  inspection  for  next  year,  thus  in- 
dicating a  large  increase  of  inspection  work  on  Kentucky  potatoes  in  1930. 
With  reference  to  the  large  percentage  of  No.  1  cars,  Mr.  Mason  wrote :- 

"I  have  received  some  comment  from  some  of  our  men  about  the  large 
number  of  U.  S.  No.  1  cars  that  we  have  here.     That  is  easily  explained;  The 
quality  was  generally  the  best  for  summer  potatoes  that  I  have  ever  seen,  and 
I  am  not  excepting  Virginia  either.     The  St.  Matthews  Produce  Exchange  had

at  all  times  three  pickers  on  the  graders,  and  sometimes  as  high  as  five. 
Stock  that  was  generally  of  poor  quality,  they  kept  separate  and  sold  locally 
and  to  truckers.    They  regarded  approximately  8,000  sacks,  that  we  would  not 
pass  as  U.  S.  No.  1.     With  that  kind  of  'grading,  it  would  he  impossible  not 
to  get  a  large  percentage  of  U,  S.  No*  1  potatoes  in  cars*    The  market  was 
so  active  that  at  least  200  cars  were  sold  on  the  basis  of  Government  inspec- 
tion, acceptance  here,  and  in  many  of  these  cases  it  was  accomplished  "by  a 
b ank  guar an tee."

Viith  further  reference  to  the  International  Apple  Shippers  Association 
convention  at  Toronto,  there  was  considerable  activity  among  members  and 
visitors,   in  the  negotiation  of  fruit  sales  for  future  delivery  or  in  ar- 
ranging for  storage  and  other  marketing  activities  in  connection  with  the 
coming  crop.     There  was  a  well-authenticated  report,  Mr.  Sherman  says,  of 
a  large  block  of  Virginia  Yorks,  of  U.  S.  Commercial  grade,  sold  for  delivery 
in  September  at  a  guaranteed  minimum  price  of  $3-75  Per  barrel,  the  buyer 
agreeing  to  divide  evenly  with  the  seller  any  amount  which  he  may  realize 
in  excess  of  $k  per  barrel.    Experienced  apple  men,   east  and  west,  according 
to  Mr.  Sherman,   "expressed  the  fear  that  the  unprecedented  prices  received 
for  summer  apples  have  warped  the  judgment  of  both  growers  and  dealers  as 
to  the  price  at  which  the  coming  crop  can  readily  be  moved  into  consumption."

Quality  is  slightly 
bettor  than  usual  for  early  shipments  and  acreage  about  JOjL  greater  than- 
last  year.    Late  crop  plantings  are  slightly  larger  than  last  year  and  indi- 
cations are  for  a  larger  crop.     Cauliflower  plantings  increased  about  20$  but 
weather  has  been  so  dry  that  so  far  impossible  to  know  whether  production 
will  be  increased.     Shipments  will  start  latter  part  of  September." 
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lb .     CHANGE  IN  BASIS  AND  PHRASE  FOR  gUQTING  SaLEo  OF  POTATOES. 

Although  the  term  "Carloads  delivered  sales,  -freight  only  deducted" 
has  been  used  for  approximately. seven  years,,  it  has  not  been  generally 
understood  "by  the  trade  and'  not  always  by  all  members  of  the  News  Service* 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  it  has  been  a  rather  general  practice  to  use  it  as  a 
strictly  f  .o.b  .  price. 

Although  there  has  been  much  discussion  regarding  this  term 'during 
the  past,  its  use  has  been  continued  for  /want  of  a  better  or  more  explana- 
tory term.     Several  months  ago,  the  question  , was  again  taken  up  with  various 
market  news  men  and.  members  of  the  trade,  to  ascertain,  first ,  the  advisa- 
bility of  continuing  its  use  and,  second,  a  desirable  substitute,  if  a  change 
were  thought  necessary.    Very  complete  replies:  were  received  and  many  sug- 
gestions offered.    'The  majority  of  the  replies  and  suggestions  indicated  a 
need  for  a  change.    As  a  result, the  following  term  has  been  evolved:-  "Car- 
loads f.o.b.  shipping  point  (based  on  aelivered  sales, less  all  transportation 
charges)  . 11 

From  the  delivered- sale  price  should  be  deducted  the  per  cwt.  freight 
charge,  the  cost  of  carriers1  protective  service  when  used  reduced  to  a  cwt. 
basis,  or  the  cost  of  refrigerator  car  rental,  if  any,  reduced  to  a  cwt* 
basis  when  carriers1  protective  service  is  not  used.    In  other  words,  all 
railroad  charges  should  be  deducted  from  the  delivered  price,  thus  giving 
what  is,  in  effect,  a  strictly  shipping- point  price.    Please  substitute  this 
new  phrase  for  the  old  one  —   (carloads  delivered  sales,  freight  only  de- 
ducted)—  at  all  shipping  points,  where  the  latter  has  been  used  during 
past  seasons.  -  ,■  ...

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Ub .    TOfS  REGARDING  CaLIFO&IIA  GRATES 

In  letters  of  August  17  and  18,  W.  D.  Googe  gave  the  following  in- 
formation regarding  the  California  grape  situation;- 

"Euring  the.  two  weeks  I  -have  been  at  Fresno,  -the  noticeable  feature 
in  the  marketing  of  California  grapes  has  been  the  extreme  caution  excer- 
cised  by  buyers  and  shippers.    Last  season  was  so  disastrous  to  most  of  them 
that  all  interested  parties  seem  agreed,  that  they  mus.t  be  conservative  this 
year  and  do  their  best  to  recuperate  some  of  their  losses..   A  short  crop 
and  a  late  season  are  helpful  in  holding  the  market  steady  to  firm.     So  far, 
central  California  has  shipped  very  little  other  than  Thompson  Seedless,  and 
some  have  been  doubtful  of  the  markets  being  able  to  absorb  such  a  large 
volume  of  the  .one  variety.    This  Condition  has  brought  the  cash- track  market 
down  as  low  as.  75<£  per  lug.    with  a  favorable  outlook  for  raisin  grapes  this 
season,  it  is  stated  that  Thompsons  will  not  be  shipped  for  less  than  75^» 
The  auctions  in  eastern  cities  have  reported  very  satisfactory  returns,  re- 
sulting in  probably  three- fourths  of  the  cars  being -rolled  for  delivered 
sales-     Some  shippers  say  that  they  prefer  to  roll  their,  cars/  rather  than 
take  what  cash  buyers  offer,  while  cash  buyers  say  that  they  are  afraid  to 
take  a  chance,  ; 

.  -"The  increased  "Shipments'  during  the  past  week  arc  due  mostly  to  Mala- 
gas and  a  few  cars  of  juice  varieties.     The  Ihompson  Seedless  movement  has 
probably  passed  its  peak.     To  date,  the  Malaga  crop  has-been  very  unsatis- 
factory, due  to  irregular  quality,  but  this:  is  expected  to  improve  as  the 
season  advances,  .   .  .:  . 

"Frost  in  early  April  did  considerable  damage  to  most  all  vineyards, 
some  suffering  much  more  than  others,  in  accordance  with  local  conditions. 
Cool  weather  held  back  growth  until  June,  when  three  weeks  of  scorching  wea- 
ther, with  temperatures  above  100°  daily,  caused  still  further  damage.  Since 
that  time,  nights  have  been  relatively  cool  and  the  crop  has  not  matured  as 
it-does  normally.    However,  it  is  pointed  out  that  there-will  be  no  shortage 
of  grapes  this  season,   that  the  'short  crop1  is  a  comparison  with  last  sea- 
son, when  there  was  a  surplus.    California  has  enough    grapes  for  the  coun- 
try, and  some  think  more  than  enough,  even  this  season.  ... 

"The  Thompson  Seedless  crop  is  estimated  to  be  60%  to  75f°  °f  last 
year's  production.     The  outlook  is  good  for  the  raisin  industry,  and,  if 
cash-track  prices  for  table  stock  go  below  75^  per  lug,   the  Thompsons  will 
be  dried.  .  The  Malaga  crop  is  estimated  to  be  around  60%  of  the  1^28  crop, 
and  good  quality  will  be  scarCe.    Tokays  are  the  source  of  much  argument, 
estimates  ranging  from  Uo%  to  75%  of  last  season's  crop.    Snperors  will  prob- 
ably produce  about  two- thirds  of  last  year's  crop.     Estimates  for  Muscats 
range  from  50%  to  75%,  with  very  ordinary  quality  expected.    It  is  antici- 
pated that  more  than  the  usual  portion  of  this  variety  will  be  dried*  Zin- 
fandels  andAlicantes  will  produce  not  less  than  75%  of  last  year's  crop, 
perhaps  100%.    With  good  prices,  more  of  the  yield  will  be  harvested  and  put 
on  the  market.     The  Malaga  movement  from  central  California  began  auring  the 
week  of  August  12-17.     Scattering  cars  of  Tokays  will  be  reported  auring  the 
latter  part  of  August,  likewise  Zinfandels  and  Alicantes,  but  these  varieties 
and  Muscats  will  not  move  in  volume  until  the  5th  or  10th  of  September. 
Snperors  may  be  expected  about  September  20  or  25." 

Grape  shipments  are  now  averaging  over  200  cars  daily,  but  are  still 
considerably  lighter  than  a  year  ago.

1  d .     STEADY  C-RQ'.,TH  IN  FRUIT  AND  VEGETABLE  STANDARDIZATION 

Fruit  and  vegetable  standardization  has  been  steadily  growing  since 
the  inauguration  of  this  service  in  19l6f  until  at  this  time  grades  have  been 
established  for       commodities.    The  favorable  attitude  toward  the  service 
of  shippers  and  receivers,  on  the  part  of  the  former  because  of  better  prices 
received  and  of  the  latter  because  of  better  quality  assured,  has  led  the 
Division  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables  to  extend  standardization  to  more  and  more 
products  each  year.     Tne  latest  development  in  this  work  has  been  the  stan- 
dardization of  commodities  for  canning. 

Considerable  progress  has  been  made  in  the'  establishment,  at  tomato 
canning  factories,  of  a  gracing  system  whereoy  growers  can  be  paid  in  proper 
proportion  to  the  actual  value  of  their  loaas,  in  order  that  the  growers  of 
better  quality  products  may  receive  premiums  for  their  stock.  Tentative 
standards  were  issued  for  tomatoes  for  canning  in  1923  •    These  were  revised 
in  1926.    In  1928  nine  canners  in  Indiana,  one  in  New  York  and  three  -in  Penn- 
sylvania bought  their  raw  tomatoes  on  the  basis  of  the  U.   S.  grades.  'These 
canners  considered  the  results  so  satisfactory  that  they  are  now  planning  to 
buy  their  tomatoes  on  the  graded  basis  during  the  coming  season.  Contracts 
for  tomatoes  on  the  basis  of  the  U.   S.  grades  have  also  been  made  at  about 
30  aaditiona,l  canneries i 

The  favorable  attitude  of  the  growers  for  one  factory  toward  the  grad- 
ing system  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  51  growers  out  of  52  stated  that  they 
prefer  the  graded  basis  of  payments  over  the  flat  price  system* 

Benefits  which  accrued  to  both  canner  and  grower  from  the  practice  of 
buying  and  selling  tomatoes  on  the  basis  of  the  U.  S.  grades  are  evidenced 
by  the  results  obtained  at  one  factory,  at  which  detailed  studies  were  made 
of  all  figures  connected  with  this  work.    A  contract  price  of  $20  per  ton  for 
"J.  S.  No.  1  tomatoes,  $lU  per  ton  for  U.  S.  No.  2rs,  and  nothing  for  cull 
tomatoes  was  made  at  the  .beginning  of  the  season.     Baring  the  season,  1,8^+8 
tons  of  tomatoes  were  received  from  1*4-2  growers.    A  total  of  $2,U20.88  more 
was  paid  under  the  contract  price  than  would  have  been  paid  under  the  flat 
price  of  $15  per  ton,  which  was  the  price  paid  the  previous  year.     This  amount 
averaged  $17*12  more  per  grower  ,  which  was  $1*31  more  per  ton  than  would  have 
been  paid  at  the  flat  rate. 

".foile  the  average  price  paid  per  ton  was  $l6*31»  some  growers  were  paid 
larger  amounts  according  to  the  quality  of  the  tomatoes  they  delivered.  For 
example,   six  growers  averaged  more  than  $18  per  ton,  as  follows:     One,  ^lg.'+l; 
two  $18.98;   three  $18.56;  four  $18.17;  five  $18.13;   six  $18.11. 

Much  interest  has  been  shown  by  the  trade  in  the  estaoli shment  of  U.  S. 
grades  for  other  vegetables  and  fruits  for  canning.     G-raaes  for  apples  used 
for  sauce  ana  for  slicing  purposes  have  recently  been  issued,  and  investiga- 
tions are  now  being  maae,  looking  to  the  establishment  of  grades  for  cabbage 
for  kraut  manufacture,   spinach,  snap  beans;  and  cherries  for  canning.

Some  Oregon  and  Washington  prunes,  which  were  sprayed  late  with,  oil 
to  control  the  rust  mite,  present  a  "blotched  appearance.    There  is  no  resi- 
due which  can  be  rubbed  off.     The  spray  has  affected  only  the  bloom.    It  is 
not  thought  that  this,  is  serious  enough  to  affect  the  grade,  excex.)t  in  ex- 
treme cases,  but  there  is  a  possibility  that  lots  so  affected  may  be  ob- 
jected to  by  receivers.    'The  general  appearance  of  the  lot  as  a  whole  and 
not  of  the  individual  specimens  should  be  considered,  in  passing  upon  a 
condition  of  this  kind  which  does  not  affect  the  quality  of  the  fruit » 
Please  report  to  this  office  any  comments  which  you  may  hear  from  the  trade 
regarding  this  trouble.    It  is  a  new  one  and  it  is  desired  to  know  whether 
it  has  any  material  effect  on  the  selling  price  of  this  fruit, 

'The  following  item  was  taken  from  California  Inspectors'  Notes,  August  l6: 

2c .     EE EEC I  OF  SPRAYS  ON  GRATES 

Inquiries  are  being  received,  relative  to  the  effect  of  sprays  used 
on  grapes  for  red  spider  control,  so  far  as  grade  is  concerned,    tie  came 
into  touch  with  this  situation  last  year  for  the  first  time.    A  considerable 
quantity  of  black  wine  grapes  in  the  Mariteca  district  was  offered  for  in- 
spection,  showing  the  results  of  such  sprays.    In  some  cases  a  sulphur  spray 
had  been  used  and  the  grapes  showed  a  heavy  visible  sulphur  residue,  with 
very  distinct  sulphur  odor  and  taste.     These  would  have  been  barred  from  a 
U.  S,  No.  1  Juice  grade  on  appearance  alone,  but  on  the  basis  of  the  odor 
and  tasfe  a-lso  were  refused  a  No,  2  classification. 

In  other  cases  an  oil  spray  had  been  used.     In  some  instances  this 
apparently  had  affected  the  bloom,  which  to  some  extent  was  removed*  where 
this  was  not  particularly  noticeable,  these  grapes  were  allowed  a  U,  S, 
No.  1  Juice  classification.    On  the  other  hand,  in  a  number  of  cases,  prac- 
tically all  of  the  bloom  was  destroyed  and  the  grapes  had  an  oily  appearance, 
much  as  if  they  had  been  wiped  with  an  oiled  rag.    Also,  some  of  these  had 
been  covered  with  dust,  which  adhered  .very  closely  to  the  oiled  grapes  and 
made  them  very  dirty.    Both  of  these  conditions  were  considered  merely  as 
factors  of  appearance  and,  where  this  was  not  damaged  to  an  excessive  ex- 
tent, the  grapes  were  permitted  in  the  No.  2  grade. 

The  use  of  whale-oil  soap  did  not  come  to  our  attention  last  season. 
We  are  very  much  of  the  opinion  that,  if  a  whale-oil  soap  is  used  within  a 
month  of  harvest  time,  the  grapes  may  show  a  disagreeable  flavor  and  odor 
from  this  cause.    If  this  should  be  the  case,  thc-y  v/ould  be  refused  a  No-  2 
classification  for  this  reason.    If,  on  the  otncr  hand,  no  flavor  or  odor 
is  apparent  as  a  result  of  the  use  of  such  spray,   these  grapes  would  be  con- 
sidered only  on  the  basis  of  their  appearance. 

It  is  not  possible  for  us  to  rule  on  the  grade  classification  of  such 
grapes,  without  an  examination  of  the  actual  fruit  in  question,  however, 
the  basis  of  our  ruling  would  be  as  outlined  above,  both  on  any  objection- 
able flavor  or  odor  and  upon  damage  to  appearance  resulting  from  the  use  of 
any  spray.    Our  opinion  would  be  that,  if  an  effective  control  can  be  secured 
by  early  sprays  while  the  grapes  are  partly  grown  and  green,  less  damage 
would  result  to  appearance  or  to  flavor  and  odor.

Charter  members  can  be  of  any  age  and  are  not  required  to  have  a 
physical  examination.     Those  who  do  not  join  as  charter  members  are  no  longer 
eligible  if  over  Uo  years  of  age,  and  those  under  *+0  years  must  take  a 
physical  examination  unless  they  join  the  Association  NOW « 

Similar  systems  of  group  life  insurance  for  Government  employees  are 
in  effect  in  the  Treasury  Department,  the  Navy  Department,  the  Interior 
Department,  the  Veterans1  Bureau,  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  the 
Federal  Trade  Commission  and  the  Civil  Service  Commission.

2b  .     P>IE_CQLQRADQ  CANTALOUPE  SITUATION 

H,  k.  Peterson,  writing  from  Rocky  Ford  on  August  31.   said  in  part 

as  follows: 

"The  cantaloupe  movement  from  the  Rocky  Ford  district  has  passed  its 
peak,  and  will  continue  to  decline.    The  Ordway  district,  however,  is  on  the 
increase,  and  it  is  expected  that  the  total  movement  from  the  Arkansas  Valley 
will  continue  around  125  cars  throughout  next  week,  decreasing  thereafter- 
The  total  movement  for  the  season  will  likely  not  exceed  3. 500  cars  unless 
a  strong  market  develops.

standard  12  and  so  far  as  I  can  find  out  none  of  the  shippers  here  or  in  the 
Imperial  Valley  pack  a  jumbo  15.    I  have  gone  into  this  matter  very  care- 
fully and  would  like  to  have  my  conclusions  verified.    If  there  are  no  jumbo 
15s  the  markets  should  discontinue  quoting  them.    The  round  .types  will  not 
make  a  tight  jumbo  15  pack*    This  is  not  true  of  the  oblong  types  such  as 
Pink  Meats,  but  apparently  even  these  melons  are  packed  standard  12s  instead 
of  jumbo  15s . 11

lb„     ONION  HARVESTING  STARTED  IN  OREGON 

On  September  9,  J.  D,  Hamilton  wired  from  Portland: 
"Oregon  onion  harvesting  started  last  week  in  Labish  district.  Most 
of  the  onions  going  into  storage  on  farms.    First  shipments  confined  to  Pa- 
cific Coast.    First  sales  brought  $1-10  wagon  load,  cash  track  to  growers. 
Crop  condition  in  Labish  district  about  equal  to  or  slightly  better  than 
last  yearTs.     Shipments  this  season  will  probably  total  55O  to  600  cars  from 
this  district  and  75^  to  800  cars  from  the  State." 

2b.     CROPS  IN  NORTHWEST  DAMAGED  BY  DROUGHT 

The  following  wire  of  September  12,  came  from  R.  L.  Ringer,  Portland, 

Oregon: 

"Drought  continues  in  this  section.     Forests  very  dry  and  ablaze  with 
fire.     This  city  and  most  of  the  Northwest,  enveloped  in  smoke.     Crops  are 
suffering,  especially  cauliflower  which  should  be  ready  to  move  in  ten  days 
but  has  already  suffered  kO  per  cent  damage.    Unless  rain  falls  soon  the 
crop  may  be  nearly  a  total  loss."

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3b.    NEW  YORK  CROPS  AFFECTED  BY  HOT.  DRY  „  WEATHER 

Writing  from  Rochester  on  September  7,  3/¥*  Klein  advised^ as  follows | 

"The  extremely  hot,  dry,  weather  in  this  section  seems  to  "be  affect- ^ 
ing  all  of  the  vegetable  crops  and  to  some  extent  the  fruit  crops.    Cabbage  is 
particularly  suffering  not  only  on  account  of  the  heat  and  lack  of  moisture 
but  by  injury  from  aphis  which  is  indirectly  caused  by  the  dry  weather.  The 
early  crop  of  celery  is  being  damaged  considerably  as  is  also  the  late  crop 
where  it  has  not  been  thoroughly  cultivated  and  the  moisture  conserved. 
Potato  production  will  be  cut  considerably  on  account  of  the  fewer  number  of 
potatoes  in  the  hill.     Some  of  the  best  informed  men  who  know  this  section 
thoroughly,  have  advised  me  that  instead  of  ten  to  twelve  good  potatoes  m 
the  hill  as  in  normal  seasons,  that  they  will  run  from  seven  to  eight  m  a 
hill  which  of  course  will  greatly  reduce  the  size  of  the  crop. 

"Pears,  which  are  practically  ready  to  go  on  the  market,  have  ripened 
prematurely  without  gaining  the  size  which  they  should.    Late  fail  apples, 
which  comprise  the  main  crop ,  have  not  been  affected  seriously  as  yet  al- 
though some  of  the  growers  advise  that  the  size  of  these  will  be  affected  if 
rain  does  not  come  within  a  short  time..     The  apples,  however,  have  boon 
seriously  damaged  from  other  causes  and  particularly  by  heavy  rains  in  the 
spring  which  prevented  the  proper  spray  application,  thus  causing  considerable 
amount  of  scab.     There  has  also  been  a  heavy  infestation  of  both  green  : 
and  rosy  aphis  which  has  done  considerable  damage  to  apples.     Grapes  have  -Ob  ( 
been  seriously  damaged  because  most  of  the  grapes  are  in  a  section  where  the 
subsoil  has  retained  an  exceptional  amount  of  moisture  but  if  dry  weather  con- 
tinues for  any  extended  period  these  may  suffer  also.    Peaches  have  been 
damaged  to  some  extent  in  regard  to  size  although  this  damage  will  not  be 
very  great  unless  the  lack  of  moisture  continues  for  any  length  of  time. 
The  dry,  hot,  weather  has  no  doubt  caused  the  quality  of  grapes,  peaches, 
and  pears  to  be  better  as  the  sugar  content  is  higher  and  the  flesh  more 
firm  than  if  they  were  full  of  water. 

"The  weather  is  having  a  detrimental  effect  also  on  the  market  as 
there  seems  to  be  a  very  light  demand  for  any  of  the  crops  and  the  movement 
is  slow  generally.  .  .  .

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5b.     STORMS  AND,  KILLING  FROSTS  IN  COLORADO  AND  OTHER  STATES  CAUSE  GREAT  LOSS 
TO  VEGETABLE  CROPS 
On  September  10,  Wendell  Calhoun  sent  the  following  telegram  from 

Denver - 

"Storms  throughout  the  inter-mountain  section  followed  by  unusually 
early  killing  frosts  Sunday  night,  caused  considerable  loss  to  vegetable  crops, 
Potato  vines  in  San  Luis  Valley  are  mostly  killed.    Yields  will  be  somewhat 
reduced  as  crop  was  later  than  usual  in  development  and  needed  another  ten 
days  growth.-   In  the  Greeley  district  the  vines  were  considerably  cut  and 
yields  T/ill  likely  be  reduced  on  some  of  the  late  fields  where  tubers  are]_%J.ue 
small.    However,  quality  may  be  improved  because  there  will  probably  be  lessg 
hollaw«Obe«rt*d  potatoes.      Freezing  was  not  heavy  in  Carbondale  section  and, 
as  the  crop  there  is  quite  well  developed,  not  much  damage  resulted.  Platte 
Valley  in  western  Nebraska  where  many  fields  were  planted  late ^was  hard  hit. 
Tubers  are  still  small  and  vines  are  mostly  killed.    Northwestern  Wyoming 
reports  killing  frosts.    In  this  section  the  third  and  fourth  crops  are 
fairly  well  matured.     Trade  reports  from  Idaho  indicate  a  cut  in  production 
of  late  russetts  because  of  frosted  vines. 

"Colorado  green  peas  are  finished.     The  season  has  been  poor  on 
account  of  disease.    Lettuce  and  cauliflower  are  uninjured.     The  lettuce 
movement  will  probably  be  rather  light  for  balance  of  this  season.  Cauli- 
flower shipments  will  increase  as  the  crop  in  the  Pueblo  district  is  just 
starting.    Onion  movement  would  have  started  this  w_ek  but  was  delayed  on 
account  of  weather.    Palisade  peaches  are  uninjured  by  storm.    Loadings  are 
delayed  as  fruit  is  ripening  slowly  on  account  of  cool  weather.  Sizes 
running  large  and  quality  is  excellent,"

In  addition  to  the  official  requirements  for  U.  S.  No.  -1  grade 

potatoes,  Blue  Goose  pcta.toes  from  Maine  shall  consist  of  potatoes  of  one 

variety  which  are  mature,  fairly  bright,  well-shaped,  fairly  true  to  typo, 

and  of  fairly  uniform  size. 

Blue  Goose  potatoes  from  Maine  which  are  not  less  than  lg  inches  in 

diameter  and  which  conform  strictly  to  the  remaining  requirements  of  this 

grade  may  be  designated  "Blue  Goose,  lj  inches  minimum". 

Blue  Goose  potatoes  shall  not  be  packed  in  anything  but  new  bags  of 

standard  weight. 

United  States  Government  Inspection  Certificate,  stating  that  the 
contents  have  passed  U.  S.  No.  1  Grade  and  the  additional  requirements  for 
Blue  Goose,  is  required  '.here  potatoes  are  packed  under  the  Blue  Goose  brand. 

Those  instructions  are  to  continue  in  effect  until  further  advice 
and  supersede  all  previous  instructions  conflicting  therewith.

OF  VIRGINIA  PRODUCE  EXCHANGE 

Minimum  diameter  lj  inches  Maximum  diameter  U-l/U  inches 

Minimum  length  3  inches  Maximum  length  10  inches 

This  grade  shall  consist  of  sound  sweet  potatoes  of  similar 
varietal  characteristics,  which  are  free  of  soft  rot  and  material 
damage  caused  by  dirt,  cuts,  frost  injury,  growth  cracks,  bruises, 
diseases,  insects,  mechanical  or  other  means.    Aside  from  size,  as 
noted  above,  the  sweet  potatoes  packed  under  the  BELL  Brand  must 
meet  the  minimum  specifications  of  the  U.  S.  No.  1  Grade. 

NoteJ     If  the  diameter  is  2  inches  or  more,  the  length  may  be  under 
the  minimum  length  mentioned  for  each  brand. 

Inspections  of  Bell  Brand  sweet  potatoes  in  receiving  markets  should  be 
made  on  basis  of  the  above  specifications,

After  visits  to  apple  sections  in  the  Shenandoah  Valley  and 
Southern  Ohio,  Mr.  Robb  returned  to  Washington  the  first  of  this  week  and 
reports  the  inspection  work  getting  under  way  in  both  of  these  sections. 
On  account  of  dry  weather,  apples  in  the  Shenandoah  Valley  are  undersizc, 
some  Grimes  packing  as  small  as  2"  minimum.  I  Sizes  arc  generally  good  in 
Ohio,  but  the  crop^is  light  on  account  of  late  frosts  in  the  spring.  In- 
spection in  both  regions  promises  to  be  heavier  in  proportion  to  the  size 
of  crop  than  last  year* 

Mr.  Park  spent  Tuesday  of  this  week  in  Winchester,  Virginia,  -here 
he  assisted  in  reviewing  a  manuscript  for  an  apple  bulletin  on  "The  Market- 
ing of  Apples  from  the  Cumber land- Shenandoah  District",  prepared  cooperativ- 
ely by  this  Eureau  end  the  States  of  Virginia,  West  Virginia  and  Pennsylvania 

Mr.  Clay  returned  Wednesday  from  his  trip  to  the  West  and  South  in 
connection  with  the  honey  and  panut  news  work.    Ho  radc  many  new  contacts, 
and  secured  much  helpful  inf oration  regarding  the  methods  used  in  extract- 
ing, packing  and  marketing  honey.    Commenting  on  the  lack  of  standardization 
in  methods  and  equipment,  Mr.  Clay  said  that  although  he  visited  a  large 
number  of  honey  houses  or  extracting  plants,  in  no  two  was . the  honey  handled 
alike.

MATURITY  TERMS  FOR  PEARS 


The  maturity  statement  often  contains  the  most  important  information 
given  on  the  certificate.    The  statement  of  firmness  is  always  necessary 
and  a  color  description  is  sometimes  required  in  order  to  furnish  an 
accurate  maturity  report  on  pears.     The  following  terms  should  be  used 
for  describing  firmness i 

"HARD" 

The  term  hard  refers  to  mature  pears  in  suitable  condition  for  long 
distance  shipment  or  long  storage  period  for  the  variety.    Such  pears  will 
ripen  rather  than  shrivel  when  kept  under  proper  storage  conditions  but  are 
not  yet  ready  for  consumption. 

"FIRM" 

Covers  a  more  advanced  condition  of  maturity,  but  pears  in  this  con- 
dition are  suitable  for  short  distance  shipment  or  short  periods  of  storage. 
Such  stock  is  nearly  ripe  but  has  a  rather  firm  texture,  and  is  suitable 
for  early  consumption. 

"RIPE" 

Means  that  the  pears  are  ready  for  immediate  consumption  but  are  not 
past  their  prime,  yet  ray  soon  become  soft. 

"SOFT" 

Means  that  the  fruit  is  past  its  prime  and  reedy  for  immediate 
consumption  only.     Such  fruit  is  very  easily  bruised  and  cannot  be  shipped 
short  distances  v;ithout  heavy  waste. 

In  addition  to  the  description  of  firmness  a  description  of  the  ground 
color  should  be  included  for  such  varieties  as  Bartletts  which  usually  have 
very  little  or  no  russet.     Ground  color  is  of  little  value  as  an  index  of 
maturity  on  such  varieties  as  Winter  Nellis  and  Bosc,  and  ground  color  may 
be  omitted  in  the  maturity  description  of  these  and  similar  varieties* 

The  standard  color  terms  are  as  follows*  "Green",   "Light  Green", 
"Turning",  and  "Yellow"* 
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la ,    A  REPORT  ON  'THE  MARKETING  QE  PECANS 

AS  a  result  of  the  economic  study  which  has  oeen  made  of  the  pecan 
industry,  a  preliminary  report  has  just  been  completed  on  "Marketing  Pecans." 
This  induces  55  pages  of  valuable  material  relating  to  the  industry,  wnich 
have  been  mimeographed  and  assembled  in  oook  form.

3a .     GOOD  BULLETIN  ON  MEDITERRANEAN  FRUIT  ELY 

The  July  issue  of  the  Monthly  Bulletin,  California  Department  of  Agri- 
culture, includes  a  very  complete  study7  on  the  Mediterranean  frj.it  fly.  In 
fact,  almost  the  entire  bulletin  is  devoted  to  this  subject  and  there  are 
numerous  fine  illustrations.    One  plate  is  printed  in  colors  and  shows  the  fly 
exactly  as  it  is.    Copies  of  the  bulletin,  which  is  No.  7  in  the  19?-9  series* 
possibly  can  be  had  by  those  who  need  them  from  the  Department  at  Sacramento. 

*+a.    CROP,   jiQTES  FROM  SOUTHEASTERN  COLORADO 

In  a  letter  of  September  12  from  Denver,  Wendell  Calhoun  gives  the 
following,  very  6ooa  account  of  a  trip  which  he  made  during  the  first  weeK  of 
September  into  the  Arkansas  Valley  of  Colorado.    It  is  by  commodi ties:- 

ONIONS: 

"The  onion  acreage  in  the  Arkansas  River  Valley  is  still  somewhat  a 
matter  of  speculation,  but  the  general  opinion  of  those  who  have  checked  up 
is  for  about  4,000 'acres,   including  everything  from  Pueblo  east  as  far  as 
onions  are  grown  in  this  State.     Originally  about  5,000  acres  were  planted,  of 
which  600  or  700  were  blown  out  by  wind  in  the  spring,  and  there  have  been  some 
other  fatalities  and  abanaoned  fields  since  that  time. 

"The  crop  is  generally  in  good  condition,  although  perhaps  not  as  uni- 
form as  last  year.     Some  fielas,  which  were  partly  bio'*n  out  in  the  spring, 
show  poor  stands,  and  disease  is  beginning  to  appear.  Purple  blotch  attacked 
the  foliage  in  some  fields  amd  there  has  been  slight  damage  from  thrips.  Pink 
root  has  shown  up  in  the  district,  but,  while  a  number  of  fields  show  infection, 
it  seems  to  oe  so  light  this  year  that  yields  will  not  be  greatly  reduced.  It 


(Page  359) 
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is  the  opinion  of  the  Plant  pathologist  from  the  College,  who  is  spending 
the  summer  in  the  onion  district,'  that  this  pink  root  was  imported  with 
onion  plants  from  Texas,  an  a  a  movement   i  s  being  started  to  place  a  quaran- 
tine on  .the  shipment  of  Texas  onion  plants  in  the  future.    In  general,  how- 
ever, the  crop  has  come  through  the  season  in  gooa  shape. 

"Sizes 'vary  considerably,  largely  according  to  stands.    Last  season 
most  fields  were  planted  at  the  rate  of  2  or  2|  pounds  of  seedto  the  acre, 
but  experiments  proved  that  3  pounds  of  seed  gave  greater  yields.    As  a 
result",  most  of  the  plantings  were  maae  at  this  rate  this  season.  ..here 
good  stands  were  obtained,   the  onions  will  not  run  quite  as  large  in  size^ 
but  .the  additional  number  of  onions  to  "the  acre  increases  the  tonnage,  and 
sizes,  will  still  be  ample  for  market  requirements.    Practically -all  estimates 
of- yield  are  for  an  average  of  one  carload  to  the  acre.    A  carload  ranges 
from  a  minimum  of  2Uo  bags  of  100  pounds. each  to  300  bags,  but  by  a  carload 
is  usually  meant  250  bags.     Some  fields  will,  of  course,   run  as  low  as  100 
bags,  but  a  right  good  field  of  onions  is  expected  to  go  somewhere  between 
^00  and  oOO  bags  per  acre,  and  there  are  authenticated  records  of  slightly 
over  60G-bag  yields  in  the  district  last  year.     So,  for  the  district  as  a 
whole,  it  seems  quite  likely  that  a  car  to  the  acre  is  not  out  of  line. 

"Estimates  of  carlo t  shipments  run  all  the  way  from  3»^°0  cars  up. 
One  operator  says  that,  with  a  reasonable  market  demand,   shipments  will 
reach  ^,^00  cars.  At  any  rate,  there  is  a  real  crop  of  onions  this  season. 
From  two- thirds  to  three- fourths  of  the  acreage  is  on  the  south  side  of  the 
river  along  the  Missouri  pacif i'c :  Bailway,  extending  all  the  way  from  Pueblo 
to  Sugar  City . 

"There  have  oeen  quite  a  number  of  adobe  storage  houses  put  up  this 
year,  both  at  t rack- side  and  on  the  farms.     Trie  largest  one  of  these  which 
we  saw,  that  was  just  being  completed,  measures  32o  feet  long  and  37  feet 
wiae,  with  an  estimated  storage  capacity  of  125  carloads  of  onions  in  crates, 
not  counting  space  in  the  driveway.      All  onions  are  stored  in  the  regular ^ 
collapsible  Cummer  crates.      klso  a  big  condensory  building  at  Swink  is  being 
transformed  into  an  onion  warehouse,  with  a  capacity  of  around  200  carloads. 
Altogether,   it  is  estimated  that  from  1,500  to  2,000  Cars  of  onions  can  be 
hela  in  storage.     This  still  means  that  there  will  be  a  lot  of  onions  to  move 
between  now  and  November. 

"luovement  would  have  started  quite  actively  this  week,  had  it  not  been 
for  the  rain  which  stopped  harvesting  operations.     Some  fields  of  trans- 
planted onions  had  already  been  pulled  and  some  were  in  crates  last  week,  but, 
after  the  rain    started,  everything  had  to  'wait  until  the  onions  dried  out 
again.     Three  carloads  were  reported  yesterday   (Sept.  11)  ,  and,  with  clear 
weather  prevalent  over  the  State,  it  is  probable  that  shipments  will  be  going 
good  next  week.    "tfe  postponed  issuance  of  tne  onion  market  reports  for  a  week 
because  of  the  delay  in  the  opening  of  the  shipping  season. 

"A  considerable  amount'  of  the  shipments  will  be  made  in  the  Spanish- 
style  onion  crates,  but  this  container  is  not  very  popular.    Efforts  are  being 
made  by  some  of  the  shippers  to  educate  the  trade  to  a  50-pound  open-mesh 
bag  instead  of  the  ^7- pound  Spanish  crate,  and  they  report  favorable  results 
in  a  few  of  the  markets  which  they  tried  last  year.     The  opinion  was  express- 
ed that  crates  were  an  advantage  in  lo.v-pricea  years,   //hen  they  might  give  a 
little  better  outlet  to  the  crop,  but  that  in  high-priced  years  the  onions 
would  move  just  as  well  in  sacks.     This  may  mean  more  crates  this  year.

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However,  the  very  rigid  sizing  and  packing  requirements  of  stock  for  the 
crates  are  not  meeting  with  much' favor  among  the  loaders.     The  small  bag  or 
consumer- pack  idea  is  also  being  extended  to  the  onion  industry,  one  company 
having  shipped  in  a  large  number  of  10-pound  and  25- pound  bags,  as  well  as 
the  50  and  100- pound  sizes. 

'  CAULIFLOWER; 

"There  are  somewhere  around  1,000  or  1,200  acres  of  cauliflower  being 
grown  in  Pueblo  County,  mostly  in  a  20-mile  strip  from  Pueblo  east  to  Boone 
along  the  Missouri  Pacific,  and  also  some  acreage  along  the  Santa  ?e.  The 
crop  would  have  startea  to  move  in  consideraole  volume  this  week,  haa  it  not 
been  for  our  r  ecent  cool  weather,  which. has  held  back  growth.    Yields  of 
cauliflower  are  figured  at  a  carload  to  the  acre,   so  that  there  are  in  pros- 
pect anywhere  up  to  1,000  Cars  to  oe  moved  from  this  section  between  the  mid- 
dle of  September  ana  early  November, .  depending  on  when  severe  freezes  occur. 
The  sentiment  among  the  shippers  is  not  ja'  rticularly  pullish  with  this  volume 
to  oe  moved,  and  it  is  quite  likely  that  shipments  will  not  reach  1,000  cars. 
There  is  still  a  lot  of  cauliflower  left  in  the  San  Luis  Valley,  out  it  is 
doubtful  if  much  of  this  can  be  shipped  after  the  Pueblo  section  gets  to 
moving  in  volume.    Local  shippers  state  that  they  will  stop  loading  in  the 
San  Luis  Valley  as  soon  as  pueblo  gets  started.    »7e  have  to  date  about  ]4^0 
cars  of  cauliflower  out  of  the  State,'  and,  since  it  looks  as  if  there  will  be 
considerable  overlapping  oetween  the'  two  districts,  I  doubt  if  the  shipments 
from  the  State  will  go  as  high  as  2,000  cars,  which  would  have  been  possible 
if  the  crop  had  all  been  moved. 

BROCCOLI : 

"There  is  being  grown  this  year  in  the  Pueblo  district  something  over 
100  acres  of  green  sprouting  broccoli.     This  is  largely  experimental,  but 
results  look  very  favorable  so  far.     Some  shipments  have  been  made  in  mixed 
cars,  and  reports  from  the  eastern  markets  were  quite  enthusiastic  over  the 
quality.     Shippers  state  that  ordinarily  this  broccoli  is  packed  in  the 
western  lettuce  crates,  under  ice,  but,  as  lettuce  crates  are  not  used  very 
much  for  other  commodities  in  that  district,  shipments  this  season  are  being 
made  mostly  in  cauliflower  crates,  paper-alined  and  iced.    Pields  are  making 
very  vigorous  growth,  and  it  is  estimated  that  yields  will  also  run  about  a 
carload  to  the  acre.    One  company  is  quite  enthusiastic  over  the  broccoli 
prospects,  and  states  that  th'ey  are  planning  to  raise  250  acres  on  their  own 
land  next  year. 

"There  seems  to  be  considerable  confusion  over  nomenclature  of  broccoli 
and  green  sprouting  broccoli.    As  I  understand  it,  broccoli  refers  to  the 
crop  grown  in  considerable  quantities  in  Oregon,  which  very  closely  resembles 
cauliflower.    Naturally,  no  one  goes  to  the  point  of  describing  this  other 
crop  as  green  sprouting  broccoli,  but  rather  it  also  goes  merely  unuer  the 
name  of  Droccoli.    If  the  green  crop  is  going  to  be  of  commercial  importance, 
it  would  seem  advisable  to  get  the  name  straightened  out. 

"Considerable  acreages  of.  various  other  vegetable  crops  were  grown 
in  the  Pueblo  district  this  year.    Mixed-car  shipments  have  been  rather  light 
because  of  unsettled  marketing  conditions  ana  also  because  there  were  no  strong 
shippers  operating  in  that  section.      Officials  of  the  Missouri  pacific  ad- 
vised me  that  some  large  carlo?  operators  have  looked  over  the  Pueblo  section 
this  season  with  an  iaea  of  operating  from  there,  and  it  seems  quite  likely 
that  the  importance  of  the  district  is  going  to  increase.    One  company  is 
developing  over  2,000  acres  of  land' of  their  own,  .particularly  in  truck  crops,

"There  seems  to  be  a  definite. '  decline  in  the  cantaloupe  industry  in  the 
Arkansas  River  Valley  of  Colorado,  or  rather  in  the  older  district  on  the 
south  side' of  the  river,,  around"  So C-^y  Ford  proper*      This  year,  preliminary 
plans  were  for  a  considerable  redaction' in' acreage,  "but  later  plantings  were 
made  on  blown-out  wheat  and  onion  fields.,   so  that  there  was  really  a  good- 
sized  crop  this  season.

Aritihg  from  Idaho  Falls  on  Sept*  13  #        0.  Tate  gave  this  inf  ormation:- 
"Ihe  potato  production  in  this  State  will  be  smaller  than  last  year. 
Shipments  will"  probably  run  over  20,000  cars,  against  less  than  19,000  last 
season,  as  it  now  appears  as  though  a  good  amount  of  2*s  and  even  a  fe7/  culls 
will  be  shipped,  because  of  the  high  prioes.    Frost  has  either  nipped  or 
killed  all  the  potato  vines  north  of  Pocatello,  extending  beyond  Idaho  Falls, 
and  yields  in  some  of  the  worst-nit  fields  will  be  cut  sharply.     Shippers  say 
the  total  loss  of  tonnage  will  run  acout  10. ^  of  the  crop  in  this  section. 
Strictly  around  Idaho  Falls  no  frost  was  experienced  and  there  has  been  none 
yet  in.  the  Twin  Falls,  Burley,  Buhl  section.     Tne  crop  here  will  show  a  lot  of 
medium-  si  zed  potatoes,  because  of  tne  early  frost,  but  Twin  Falls  shoula  have 
a  normal  crop.    I  askea  about  onions  in  the  I /.  in  Falls  section..    It  appears 
that  thrip  has  damaged  the  crop  considerably,  especially  the  Lanvers,  and  there 
will  be  fewer  onions  tflan  last  year.     Sizes  will  be  smaller  than  usual  around 
soise  ana  Nampa,  where  there  has  been  light  injury  from  thrip." 
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4b  .    WEATHER  AND  CROP  NEWS  FROM  MICHIGAN' 

"     'Writing  from  Benton  Harbor  on  Sept,  13  ,  ',  R.  H.  Shoemaker  advised:- 

"Benton  Harbor  received  a  few  showers,  one  good  one,  during  the  past 
week,  but  rainfall  has  been  very  local,   extending  out    only  a  few  miles  from 
here.  The  lack  of  moisture  has  been  quite  detrimental  to  fruit  as  well  as 
potatoes.    Maturity  of  all  crops  has  been  retarded.     In  the  case  of  grapes, 
the  first  car  of  Wo r dens  was  shipped  Wednesday,  Sept,  11,  ana  the  first  car 
of  Concords  yesterday,,  the  12th.    Law  ton  expects  to  load  the  first  car  of 
Concords  on  Monday,  Sept*  l6.     The  Concord  grape  movement  should  pick  up  ap- 
preciably the  latter  part  of  next  week* 

"The  peach  movement  is  practically  finishea  around  Benton  Harbor,  and 
will  finish  "this  week  at  -^ennville.  There  will  probably  be  a  few  cars  shipped 
from  points  farther  north  next  week,  out  the  bulk  of  the  movement  in  carlot6 
is  over. 

"The  Bartlett  pear  shipments  should  be  practically  finished  around  Lud- 
ington  this  week.    I  do  not  look  for  many  Kieffer  shipments  this  year.  Apple 
movement  is  very  light, :  with  practically  no  straight  cars  being  shipped* 
Yesterday,   there  were  10  cars  out  (six  of  them  to  Holly  and  Hollana)  and  these 
were  cider  stock.    'The  light  shipments  of  mixed  cars,  and  the  existence  of 
practically  no  trading  as  yet  on  late  varieties,  is  largely  responsible  for 
^ODEQ,1  in  most  of  our  apple  wires  this  week. 

"The  lack  of  rainfall  im  the  potato  districts  during  the  past  week  has 
been  very  disastrous  to  potato  prospects  in  Michigan.    The  yields  from  early 
plantings  continue  very  disappointing,  and  it  is  of  course  problematical  what 
the  yields  will  be  from  the  late  plantings,  although  the  drop  in  estimates  was 
probably  fully  justified.    It  is  a  question  as  to  just  what  effect  future  rains 
will  have,    while  in  some  cases  they  might  help  the  tonnage,  in  others  they 
would  be  detrimental  to  quality,  because  of  second  growth." 

5d.  PQTaTO  NjDWg  FROM  WISCONSIN 

The  following  information  came  in  a  letter  of  Sept.  lh  from  C.  D.  School- 
Craft,  at  Waupaca,  Wis, :- 

"It  is   generally  considered -that  the  potato  season,  taking  the  State  as 
a  whole,  is  at  least  three  weeks  earlier  than  last  year.     Total  shipments  up 
to  Sept.  12,   inclusive,  have  been  2,079  cars,  as  against  1,029  cars  to  Sept*  13 
last  year.    Shippers  estimate  that  from  two- thirds  to  three-fourths  of  the  crop 
has.  been  moved  from  the  Antigo  section.    Movement  of  the  main  crop  in  the 
Waupaca- Stevens  Point  section  is  just  getting  under  way.    Practically  all  of 
the  early- crop  potatoes  have  been  shipped, 

"Production  is  estimated  at  only  about  three-fourths  that  of  last  year. 
However,  the  quality  is  very  good*     There  are  practically  no  signs  of  disease 
in  any  section  of  the  State,  so  far.     Size  in  the  central  Wisconsin  section 
is  somewhat  smaller  than  usual,  but,  barring. an  early  frost,  recent  rains  will 
increase  the  size  somewhat.     Size  in  tne  northern  sections  is  good* 

• "Everyone  is  very  optimistic  over  the  market  prospects.    Growers  were 
receiving,  on  bulk  stock  delivered  to  the  warehouse,  $2  per  100  pounds  of  Round 
Whites  in  the  .Waupaca  section  and  $2.2Q-$2.30  for  Cobblers  in  the  Antigo  sec- 
tion today,  compared  with  35.^-50^  in  tne  Waupaca  section  and  50^  in  the  Antigo 
section  a  year  ago,  or  on  Sept*  18  last  year,   when  the  first  quotations  were 
issued.    The  recent  cut  in  the  crop  estimate  makes  growers  feel  that  potato 
prices  are  going  very  much  higher.    As  a  result,  haulings  have  been  rather  light

Paragraph  2  in  the  Products  Circular  on  "Inspection  of  Apples"  reads;- 

Off-Sized,  Off- Grade  apples  and  the  Tolerances^ 

The  size  of  a  lot  is  to  he  certified  as  conforming  to  marks,  if  the 
averages  of  unaersized  ana  of  oversized  apjles  are  net  in  excess  of  the  re- 
spective tolerances  ana  no  one  sample  contains  more  than  XQfi  undersized  apples 
or  more  than  l^p  oversizea. 

a  lot  of  apples  is  to  be  certified  as  up  to  grade,  if  tne  average  of 
graae  aefects  is  not  in  excess  of  tne  tolerance  ana  no  one  sample  contains 
more  than  15%  grade  aefects,  incl-ading  aecay  in  no  one  sample  in  excess  of 
2  or  3/o* 

However,  before  the  inspector  throws  a  lot  off-size  or  out  of  grade 
on  account  of  a  percentage  in  one  sample  just  a  little  above  the  limit  speci- 
fied for  the  individual  sample,  he  should  assure  himself  by  increasing  the 
size  of  it  that  his  sample  is  representative  of  the  entire  contents  of  tne 
package . 

Shis  policy,  as  outlined  above,   is  being  followed  at  shipping  points, 
and  the  same  policy  shoula  be  followed  in  the  receiving-point  work.

Such  an  inspection  will  not  be  an  appeal 
inspection,  because  the  State  of  North  Dakota  is  not  cooperating  with  the 
Federal  Department  in  handling  this  work,  but  we  have  agreed  to  aavise  the 
Chief  Inspector  regaraing  aestination  inspections,  in  order  that  he  may  check 
up    on  the  work  of  his  men.

Gopse  apples, 
applying  east  of-  the  Mississippi  Fiver.     In  brief,  these-are  as  follows:- 

"Blue  Goose. apple  specifications  are  based  upon ' the  U .S^ : No ,  1  grade, 
as  announced  by  the  Secretary  of  agriculture  under  date  of  August  5»  1923. 

"Blue-. Goose  quality  shall  consist  of  apples  of  one  variety,  which  are 
mature  but  not  overripe,  carefully  hana-picked,  clean,  fairly-well  formed, 
free  from  decay,  broken  skins  and  bruises  except  those  incident  to  ^roper 
packing  and  damage  caused  by  limb  rubs,   spray  bum,   sunscald,  russeting,  hail, 
visible  water  core,  disease,  insects,  or  mechanical  or  other  means.  Each 
Blue  Goose  a^ple  shall  have  the  amount  of  color  specified  hereinafter  for  the 
variety. 

"In  order  to  allow  for  variations  incident  to  proper  grading  ana 
handling',  not  more  than  five  per  cent,,  by  weight,  of  the  apple,s  in  any  barrel 
may  be  below  the  31  ue  Goose  requirements  .for  color;,  nor  more  than  5  Per  cent, 
by  weight,   of  the  apples  in  any  barrel  may  be  below  the  requirements  for  de- 
fects.    In  addition,  not  more  than  one-half  of  the  percentage  allowed,   or  two 
and  one-half  per  cent,   shall  be  for  defects  causing  serious  damage,  but  no  part 
of  this  tolerance  .  shall  be  allowed  for  decay."

Each  package,  snail  be  packed  so  that  the  apples  in  the  shown  face  shall 
be  reasonably  representative  in  size,  color  and  quality  of  the  contents  of  the 

package . 

Barrels :  Each  barrel  should  be  double- faced  and  ring- tailed  and  should 
be  provided  with  corrugated  cajjBin  each  end  to  prevent  bruising,. 
Particular  care  should  be  exercised  in  packing,   so  that  cruising 
may  be  avoided.    Pack  so  thoroughly  that- heavy  pressing  is  not  re- 
quired. 

Baskets:  All  bushel  baskets  should  be  well  filled,   so  that  a  uniform 
heavy  bulge  pack  may  be  placed  on  the  market.      The  fruit  in  this 
package  should  be  protected  oy  a  19- inch  corrugated  cap  and  should  be 
attractively  ring-faced  py  the  Hiatt  or  otne r  similar  device. 
--^11  containers  must  be  clean  and  attractive. 

All  packages  upon  which  the  Blue  Goose  label  is  placed  must  be  covered

V*  .H«  Nicholson,  in  a  letter  of  Sept.  ik  from  Martinsburg,  W.  Va.,  sent 
the  following" information  regarding  apples:-  ■  ■ 

"as  you  probably  Know,  the  apple  crop ' around-- Martinsburg  is  short  of 
last  year's. pro  auction*  .Ihe  weather  has  been  hot  and  ary  until  the  past  week. 
In  fact,   some. of  the  older  inhabitants  say  that  this  year  has  been  the  driest 
for  over  30  years.    However,  last  Monday  there  was  rather  hard  rain  that  may 
hive  some  effect  in  si  zing-up  some  of  the  fruit,  especially  the  Ben  Davis  and 
the  York®,    But  most  dealers  do  not  hope  for  a  very  much  larger  size  on  these 
varieties,  as  it  is  rather  late.    Ana  the  outlook  for  U-S.  No.  1  "forks  seems 
rather  gloomy,  because  many  of  the  growers  find  the  fruit  will  likely  be  poorly 
colored*  -  .  - 

"The  peak  'of  the  Grimes  movement  is  past;   the  crop  of  Jonathans  was  a 
little  short  this'  year  amd  most  of  'the  dealers  have  moved  more  than  half  their 
hoi  dings .    .Che  size  c.f  both  Jonathans  and  Grimes  has  been  small,  -  very  few 
cars,  are  moving  as  U*S0  No.  1,  Z\  incnes  up.    Many  of  the  G-rimes  show  enough 
russet  to  throw  them  out  of  the  U.S.  No.  l~&rade.    Tne  crop  of  Staymans  is  very 
light  in  the  valley  this  year.    lew  sales  have  been  reported,  and  shippers  are 
oiviaed  in  their  opinions  of  what  they  should  ask  for  the  U.S.  No.  1  stock. 

"One  new  development  in- -the  deal  this  season  is  the  increased    use  of 
the  bushel  tub  over  last  year..  At  the  present  time,  approximately  two-thiras 
of  tne  movement  arouna  Martinsburg  is  being  packed  in  bushel  tubs,  and  several 
of  the  shippers  are  planning  to  ship  a  greater  percentage  .of  Yorks  in  bushels."

Recent  shipments  of  American  apples  to  the  United  Kingdom  have  been 
held  up  because  they 'lacked  the  specific  mark  of  origin,  according  to  Agricul- 
tural Commissioner  E,  a.  Foley,  at  London.     The  indication  of  origin  must^be 
markeo.  inaelibly  and  in  a  conspicuous  manner,  by  means  of  printing,  stenciling, 
stamping  or  branding  on  each  outer  container,  or  on  a  label  securely  attached 
thereto,   in  letters'  not  less  than  one-half  inch  in  height.    This  oroer  became 
effective  November  14,  1928. 

This  requirement  will  be  complied  with  in  the  case  of  American  apples, 
if  the  packages  are  marked  "Produce  of  the  UVS*iUn  or  with  name  ana  address  of 
the  packer  and  shipper,,  together  with  the  aobreviation  "U* S*  A* n    'The  word 
"American"  or  the  phrase  "American  Produce"  will  not  be  acceptable  to  the 
British  authorities,  states  Mr*  Foley.  •  v

la-,   interesting-  news  rec-^ding  southern  early  potatoes 

Representing  tne  Interstate  Early  Potato  Committee,.  W*  A.  Sherman  and 
A,  E ,  Mercker  s^ent  the  week  of  Sept.  lo  to  21  in  Nortn  Carolina,  holding 
public  meetings  with  potato  growers  ana  others  interested  in  this  inaustry 
at  the  six  points  originally  planned,  with  the  exception  of  Aurora.  Ehis 
meeting  was  not  held  on  account  of  storms.    An  increase  of  from         to  3^  in 
tne  potato  acreage  is  recommended  by  the  Committee  for  North  Carolina  in  1930. 
In  spite  of  two  rainy  days,  tne  total  attendance  at  these  meetings  was  more 
than  five  hundred.     Tne  statistical  history  and  present  situation  in  the 
potato  industry  was  shown  by  graphic  charts,  ana  the  reasons  for  the  limited 
increase  of  acreage  recommended  were  fully  explained.    Further  growers1  meet- 
ings will  be  hela  in  Eastern  Shore  counties  of  Maryland  ana  Virginia  next  month. 

The  following  item"  recently  appeared  in  The  3.A.S.  News  on  potatoes;- 

Increasea  production  of  about  2rQ00  cars  of  early  potatoes  of  the  1930 
cro'p  in  five  States  along  the  Atlantic  Seahoard  was  recommended  by  the  Inter- 
State  Early  Potato  Committee,   following  a  meeting  in  this  Bureau  on  Sept.  13 . 
An  increase  of  2,000  cars  over  the  I929  snipments  in  these  States  would  make 
a  total  of  approximately  33,000  cars. 

Recommendation  of  increased  potato  acreage  takes  into  consideration  the 
fact  that  only  the  best  lands  were  used  in  1929,  whereas,  if  acreage  is  in- 
creased in  1930,  additional  lands  not  so  adaptable  for  heavy  yielas  will  be 
used. 

The  Committee  has  also  recommended  that  this  Bureau  issue  its  reports 
for  intentions  to  plant  in  the  early  ana  second-early  potato  States  not  later 
than  December  1 . 

The  Interstate  Early  Potato  Committee  >vas  organized  during  the  winter 
of  1928-29  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  program  whereby  the  early  potato 
industry  will  be  permanently  profitable  along  the  Atlantic  Seaboard,  by  fur- 
nishing growers  with  advance  market  information  so  that  they  can  adjust  the  " 
acreage  ana  production  to  prevailing  market  conditions.     The  Committee  in  1928 
recommenaed  cuts  in  1929  potato  acreage  in  this  area  because  of  the  large 
carry-over  of  the  pr^cedin^  .year's  crop,  with  the  result  that  prices  this  year 
have  De-en  more  profitable  to  southern  producers.      a.  E.  Mercker  is  'Secretary 
01  tne  Committer  ana  Mr,  Snerman  is  a  member  from  this  Bureau. 

Florida  and  Texas  growers  of  early  potatoes  have  reported  to  the  Bureau 
that  the,>  intend  to  plant  a  total  of  37,oOO  acres  for  next  spring's  crop,  com- 
pared with  31,060  acres  planted  for  the  1^29  crop.     This  increase  is  not  ex- 
cessive,  says  the  Bureau  in  its  Sept.  13  report  on  tne  outlook  for  early  pota- 
toes, in  view  of  the  relatively  low  supply  01  ola  stock  that  will  be  on  hand 
next  spring.     The  Bureau  estimates  that  stocks  of  merchantable  potatoes  on 
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hand  January  1,  1930,  will  be  around  75, 000, OX  or  50,000,000  bushels,  com- 
pared with  131,000,000  Dushels  on  January  1,  1929.     Even  should  production 
reach  4, pOO, 000  Dushels  in  Florida  ana.  the  Lover  Valley  of  Texas,   the  price 
of  tne  crop,  in  the  Bureau1  s  opinion,  should  not  fail  far  below  the  average 
of  $1.73  per  bushel  secured  in  1929.

Two  letters  have  been  received  recently  from  W„  D»  3-ooge,  of  the  Fresno 
office.     The  first  is  dated  Sept.  13  and  reads  as  follows: 

"The  California  grape  movement  during  the  past  week  increased  some- 
what over  preceding  weeks,   out  the   total  number  of  cars  snipped  daily  con- 
tinues to  be  only  about  half  the  volume  at  this  time  last  year.    In  the  table 
stock,   Thompsons  are  growing  lighter,  while  Malagas  and  Tokays  are  approaching 
their  peak.    Of  the  juice-  varieties,   the  shipments  so  far  have  been  mostly 
Alicantes  ana  Zinfanaels.    It  is  expected  that  the  Muscat  movement  will  run 
considerably  heavier  aurinB  the  coming  week,  some  shippers  estimating  more 
than  100  cars  daily.    -The  actual  output  will  aepena  largely  upon  orders  from 
eastern  ouyers,  as  the  favorable  prices  being  offered  by  the  raisin  interests 
will  prevent  any  volume  of  Muscats  from  being  rolled  unsold. 

"The  market  for  all  varieties  closed  stronger  at  the  end  of  the  week 
(Sept.  Ik)  .    Quality  is  demanding  more  attention  than  ever,  since  most  of  the 
losses  sustained  by  shippers  were  due  to  poor  stock.    Dealers  are  attempting 
to  prevent  Sunday  shipping  and  picking,  as  a  means  of  regulating  the  movement  . 
Unless  prices  reach  higher  levels,   it  is  now  generally  estimated  that  the 
total  carlot  movement  this  season  will  not  exceed  So%  of  last  season's  total. 

The  seccnu  letter,   datea  Sept,  21,  includes  the  following  information: 
"Conservative  dealing  continues  to  be  the  feature  of  this  yearTs  grape 
cieal  i  n  Calif ornia.     This  wee^c  closed  with  a  fairly  active  demand  for  all 
varieties,  and  prices  are  steady  to  firm.     Dealers  have  not  felt  that  prices 
being  paid  in  the  eastern  markets  justify  higher  prices  f.o-b.  shipping  point 
and  many  fear  that  an  increase  here  at  a  time  when  a  large  volume  is  ready 
to  move  would  result  in  heavy  shipments  of  fresh  grapes.    No  shipping  on 
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Sunday  and  other  methods  of  keeping  down  the  number  of  cars  are  being  tried 
with  more  or  less  success.    Considerable  pressure  is  being  used  to  keep  raisin 
varieties  out  of  the  fresh  grape  market*    To  date  this  season  no  fortunes 
have  been  made  and  no  great  losses  have  been  reported. 

"Demand  in  the  eastern  cities  has  not  been  as  gooa  as  expected-  Hot 
weather  has  had  a  great  deal  to  ao  with  this  condition.    Another  factor  is 
reported  to  be  the  large  supplies  of  juice  and  wine,  carried  over  from  the 
two  previous  seasons  when  grapes  were  cheap.    Consumers  are  not  disposed  to 
pay  high  prices  for  grapes  this  season,   because  they  don't  need  them.  Ship- 
ments this  week  will  be  approximately  4,800  cars,  and  under  favorable  condi- 
tions the  comin6  week  (Sept.  22-28)   will  probably  be  the  peak  week  of  the 
season.    Latest  estimates  indicate  shipments  this  season  will  be  around 
45,000  cars,  compared  with  73,125  last  year*" 

5b .    MORE  INFORMATION  REGARDING  OREGON  CROPS 

J  *  L\  Hamilton  wired  from  Portland  on  Sept.  25  as  follows:- 
"Recent  moderate  rains  greatly  aided  quality  of  Oregon  cauliflower, 
now  nearly  ready  for  harvest.    Cauliflower  now  loading  is  of  very  good  quality 
but  some  later  stock  badly  damaged  by  drought.        Celery  sales  for  October 
delivery  indicate  wide  distribution  from  Montana  to  Texas  and  Florida.  Demand 
is  slow  for  immediate  shipment,  account  competition  in  Middle  West  by  Michigan 
celery.    Rains  aided  harvesting  of  western  Oregon  onions  and  potatoes  by 
softening  ground  for  digging." 

6  0 .     TEXaS  CITRUS  jRUIT  GROWERS  LXCHAff&E 

John        Shary,  president  of  the  Exchange  at  Mission,  Texas,  wrote  in 
the  Manufacturers  Record  for  August  15  in  part  as  folio ws;- 

"Membership  in  the  Texas  Citrus  Emit  Growers  Exchange  represents 
something,  like  800  growers  of  the  Rio  Grande  Valley,    ffe  are  now  on  the  verge 
of  cur  seventh  year,   successfully  operating  and  increasing  every  year  not 
only  our  membership  but  our  tonnage,  and  this  coming  season  our  tonnage  will 
increase  likely  four  times  as  much  a  s  it  was  last  year.    Last  year  we  built 
an  additional  packing  plant  at  San  Benito,  an  investment  of  about  '$15,030. 
He  are  building  one  right  now  at  LaFeria,   one  of  the  most  modern  and  largest 
plants  in  the  valley,  costing  about  the  same  amount,  and  we  recently  purchased 
the  Val  Verde  properties,  which  originally  cost  $85,000  to  $100,000."

3c .  Wisconsin  abends  potato.  grading  regulations.  . 

Amendment  of  the  Wisconsin  potato  grading  regulations  with  regard  to 
size  of  sacks  and  marking  requirements  has  been  announced  by  the  Wisconsin 
Department  of  Markets,,  following  conferences  with  potato  growers,  shippers 
ana  dealers.     The.  amendment  provides  that,-,  in  addition  to  the  specified  size 
of  sac'KS  customarily  used  for  the  shipment  of  U-SB  Fancy  and  U.S.  No.  1 
potatoes,  sacks  containing  less  than  100  pounds  net  weight  may  be  used. 

The  provision  permitting  "Ungraded"  potatoes  to  be  marketed  without 
being  tagged,  branded  or.  labeled  to  show  that  fact,  has  been  revoked  and  the 
following  substituted: 

"Each  sack  or  other  container  of  potatoes  which  is  not  intended  to  be 
marketed  as  'U.S.  Fancy,1     'U.S.  No,  X,  1     'Badger  State  .  Brand  Certifiea  Seed1 
or  'Uncertified  Seed1  .  shall  be  tagged,   branded  or  labeled  'Ungraded. 1  In 
the  case  of  suc'a  potatoes  which  are  not  marketed  in  containers,  a  cara  shall 
accompany,  the  potatoes,   stating  .""Ungraded. 1  n 

kc .    IDAHO  POTATOES  ONLY  SLIGHTLY  HURT  BY  FROST 

Lv  G.  Schults,  of  the  Boise  office,  wired  as  follows  on  Sept,  21:- 
"Have  made -careful  survey  of  entire  potato  di  strict  ana  find  very  little 
frost  damage  in  Twin  Falls,  Jerome,  Burl ey.  and  Rupert  aistricts.    From  Poca- 
tello  north  to  St.  Anthony  it  is  generally  estimated  10°S  to  1$%  damage,  which 
is  considerably  under  the: early  estimates.     General  quality  much  better  than 
list  season." 


5c .    MANY  SHIPPERS  IN  COLORADO  AND  ELSEWHERE  ARE  HAVING  aLL  GARS  INSPECTED 

Complaint  has  been  made  by  certain  shippers  that  several  cars  of 
vegetables,  which  graded  U.S.  No.  1  in  Colorado,  have  b^en  certified  below 
grade  in  receiving  markets,  without  being  handled  as  appeal  inspections. 
The  grade  of  such  shipments  should  never  be  lowered,  unless  handled  as  appeal 
inspections,  which  require  the  services  of  two  inspectors. 

any  shippers  in  Colorado  and  other  States  are  having  all  their  cars 
inspected  at  shipping  point.    Look  carefully  for  marks  of  inspection  in  all 
cars.    If  contents  have  been  unloaded  or  if  there  is  any  other  reason  for 
doubt  as  to  whether  shipping-point  inspectea  or  not,  wire  Washington  for  a 
report.

A  few  inquiries  have  been  received  from  parties  who  have  on  handL 
l4-quart  and  7/3- bushel  hampers  and  other  non-standard  containers,  asking 
whether  they  will  be-  permitted  to  use  these  after  November  1,  1929*  I* 
been  reported  that  an  official  of  one  State  has  issuea  a  statement  that  the 
use  of  14-quart  hampers  will  be  permitted  in  that  State  after  November  1. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  fact  thac  the  Standard  Container  Act  of 
1928,  beins  a  weights  and  measures  law,  is  .effective  in  intrastate  as  well  as 
interstate  commerce  and,  therefore,   supersedes  any  State  laws  in  conflict 
with  it.    Under  the  Act,  on  November  .1,  I929,  it  becomes  unlawful  to  manu- 
facture for  sale  or  shipment,  to  offer  for  sale,  to  sell,  to  offer  for  ship- 
ment, or  to  ship  hampers,  rouna  stave  baskets,   or  splint  baskets  for  fruits 
or  vegetables,   either  filled  or  unfilled,  or  parts  of  such  hampers,  round 
stave  baskets  or  splint  baskets,  that  do  not  comply  with  this  Act.  Further- 
more, any  illegal  containers  made,   sold,  offered  for  sale,  or  shipped  are 
liable  to  seizure  and  condemnation*    Nqn-  standard  hampers  and  baskets,  among 
7/hich  are  the  10- quart,  lU-- quart,  and  j/S-- bushel  sizes,  may  not  be  used  for 
fruits  or  vegetables  after  November  1.    Straight- side,  or  tub,  baskets  are 
classed  as  .hampers  or  rouna  stave  baskets,   depending  on  the  method  of  con- 
s  t  ruc.t  i  on . 


2e .     INCREASING-  USE  OF  SMAL1  £^G-S  EQ_i  POTATOES  j 

There  has  been  a  stfeaaily  growing  interest  in  the  use  of  small  bags 
for  chipping  or  selling  potatoes,  ana  recently  some  publicity  has  been  given 
to  the  use  of  a  15-pound  bag  for  Lon&  Island  potatoes .    In  this  connection, 
the  following  information  received  from  a  Long  Island  shipper  may  be  of  interests 

•Us  to  the  expense  of  packing  ana  loading  a  car  of  potatoes,  I  may  say 
(to  be  frank  with  you)   that  we  could  put  up  five  cars  of  10-peck  sacks  while 
we  are  putting  up  one  Car  of  these  1 5-pound  bags.    In  shipping  by  freight,  it 
is  necessary  for  us  to  have  a  large  burlap  bag  made  to  pack  10  of  these  small 
bags,   thereby  not  only  increasing  the  labor  but  also  increasing  the  cost  of 
the  package.      At  the  present  iiae,   these  small  bags,  cost  us  about         each, and, 
as  I  have  stated  before,  we  can  jack  and  sew  a  10-peck  sack  nearly  as  quick 
as  we  can  a  15-pound  bag.    However,   there  is  no  further  snrinkage  in  the 
15- pound  bags;     therefore  the  grocer  can  afford  to  hanale  them  for  less  money 
than  when  he  has  to  weigh  out  small  quantities  from  a  10-peck  bag  of  potatoes. 

"While  it  costs  us  more  money  to  put  up  the  stock  for  shipment  in  the 
small  bags,  I  really  think  that  this  package  will  be  successful  after  the 
traae  gets  accustomed  to  it,  thereby  causing  a  demand  which  I  believe  will  be 
greater  eventually  than  the  demand  for  the  large  bag. 

"Understand      this  packing  in  15-pound  bags  is  in  its  infancy.    «\e  have 
not  yet  fully  aecided  whether  it  is  possible  to  install  machinery  to  put  up 
10-pound  paper  bags  instead  of  this  15-pound  cloth  bag,  as  the  paper  bags 
woula  be  cheaper  ana  would  make  a  lighter  package  for  the  housewife  to  carry 
home  from  the  store,  which  I  think  woula  be  practical.    As  we  started  packing 
these  small  bags  only  about  two  weeks  ago,  we  have  not  been  at  it  long  enough 
to  ascertain  whether  this  package  is  goin0  to  be  100%  perfect  for  the  trade.  I 
But  I  really  believe  that,   in  the  next  year  or  so,  we  will  be  putting  up  either 
a  15-pound  or  a  10-pound  package  in  preference  to  the  10-peck  sacks."

LATE  BLIGHT  TOMATO  HOT  IN  GALIFQENU 
S.  B-  Ramsey,  Senior  Pathologist,  U.S.  Dept.  of  Agriculture 

Luring  the  past  three  years,  a  high  percentage  of  the  California 
tomatoes  shipped  during  September,  October  and  November  has  been  lost,  due  to 
decay  causea  by  a  fungus  which  appears  to  De  identical  with  the  one 
(Fhytophthora  infestans)   that  causes  Late  Blight  of  potatoes.    For  this  reason 
the  tomato  disease  is  called  Late  Blight  Tomato  Rot . 

./here  susceptible  crops  are  grown,   sacn  as  the  potato  and  tomato,  in 
regions  whose  temperature  and  moi  s tare  conditions  are  favorable  for  the  growth 
of  this  fungus,  Late  Blight  is  one  of  the  most  destructive  diseases  known. 
'The  amount  of  damage  caused  is  directly  related  to  the  weather  conditions. 
Most  serious  loss  is  sustained  during  wet  seasons,  when  the  nights  are  cool 
(50-bu°F.)  ana  the  days  moderately  warm  (60-75°F.)  .    The  disease  is  checked 
when  the  mean  daily  temperature  is  above  75°F.     The  spores  or  seed-like  bodies 
of  the  fungus  are  killed  within  a  few  days  during  dry  weather,  when  the  tem- 
perature reaches  SO°F.    Consequently,  in  regions  where  the  temperature  is  high 
and  the  air  is  dry  for  a  greater  part  of  the  time,  Late  Blight  is  not  an 
important  disease. 

Unfortunately,  a  great  part  of  the  fall  crop  of  tomatoes  in  California 
is  grown  in  regions  almost  ideal  for  the  development  ana  spread  of  Late  Blight. 
Heavy  fogs  are  common  ana  the  temperature  ranges  between  9O0  and  75°^*  *0T  a 
great  part  of  the  time. 

Field  ana  packing-house  observations  ana  experiments,  together  with 
experimental  test  shipments  maae  by  the  writer  during  1928,  appear  to  justify 
the  following  conclusions.     It  should  be  kept  in  mind*  however,  that  further 
work  to  be  conducted  this  fall  may  snow  that  some  of  these  statements  need 
modification; 

1.  Late  Blight  is  a  field  disease  of  tomatoes,  which  is  evident  on  the 
vines  immediately  before  and  during  the  time  decay  shows  on  the  fruit. 

2.  Tomatoes  harvested  from  plants  showing  an  appreciable  amount  of 
blight  are  certain  to  show  some  decay. 

3.  Fruit  harvested  from  baoly  blighted  vines  should  be  held  for  at 
least  four  days  ana  then  be  carefully  sorted  before  packing  for  shipment.  This 
procedure  will  greatly  reduce  the  danger  from  loss  during  transit,  but  will 
not  entirely  eliminate  it. 

4-.  Infection  of  the  fruit  takes  place  at  the  stem  scar  in  practically 
all  instances,   out  may  also  take  place  through  a  wound  in  any  part  of  the 
tomato  . 

>  After  the  fungus  gets  into  the  stem  scar,  it  usually  takes  from 
three  to  five  days  for  the  decay  to  become  visible. 

0.  The  first  eviaence  of  decay  is  a  small  light-brown  watersoaked 
blotch  at  the  edge  of  the  stem  scar.    Pressure  applied  by  moving  the  thumb 
over  this  blotch  toward  the  stem  causes  drops  of  water  to  come  out  at  the  edge 
of  tne  scar. 

7.  Tomatoes  showing  no  evidence  of  decay  may  develop  spots  varying  in 
size  from  g  inch  to  lj  inches  in  diameter  during  six  days'  transit. 

8.  Spots  present  on  the  fruit  at  shipping  time  increase  from  1  to  I3 
inches  in  diameter  during  six  days'  transit. 

9.  Spread  of  the  disease  from  decaying  fruit  to  healthy  fruit  during 
transit  is  rare. 

10.  Experiments  on  washing  tomatoes  in  sterilizing  solutions  show  th$t 
the  amount  of  decay  may  be  reduced  50%  or  more,  but  it  is  not  felt  that  this 
method  should  be  recommended  at  this  time.

The  following  summaries  of  field  station  work  were  issued  tnis  week*

On  October  1,  T.  R.  Hall,  of  the  Seattle  office,  wired  as  follows: 
"Recent  frosts  in  Paget  Sound  bottom  lands  killed  practically  all 
tomato  vines,  squash  and  green  corn-     Dealers- estimate  that  growers  have 
about  ten  days* to  two  weeks1  supply  for  local  markets  placed  v nder  shelter 
to  ripen,  after  -which  time  the  shipped  stocc  will  have  been- used.  Squash 
and  pumpkins  are  being  gathered.     Green  corn  has  practically  all  been  picked. 
Some  damage  to  lettuce  has  Deer  reported  and  3  ocal  shipments  in  car  lots  will 
probably  be  ended  this  weei.    Approximately  2,000  cars  moved  this  season, 
mostly  from  western  Washington.    Cauliflower  is  still  being  cut.  Mixedrcar 
demand  is  reported  unusually  heavy  this  season,  cutting  down  materially  on 
the  carlot  movement  later*    Lettuce  closed  around  $1.75  -  $2  f*o>b*  Seattle 
for  best  crates  of  3c~  to  4  dozen  heads,  and  cauliflower  was  quoted  at  $1*25 
for  best  sizes. n 
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2  la.     QUI  PITS         POLICES  IK  PESOON 

J.  D.  Hamilton,  of  the  Portland  office,  wired  as  follows  on  September 

"Onions  in  the  Salem  and  Labi  sh  district  are  all  dug  and  95/°  in  storage, 
mostly  on  farms.    Tualatin  Valley  practically  all  dug  cut  small  percentage 
in  storage  yet,  although  weather  is  fair,  permitting  field  work.  Labish 
crop  is  of  very  good  quality.     Original  estimate  of  6 CO  cars  for  this 
district  was  lowered  to  550  cars,  account  of  some  small  sizes,  due  to 
prolonged  dry  weather.    Tualatin;   yield  is  probably  200  cars.    Acreage  in 
western  Oregon  slightly  greater  than  last  year  but  yield  nearly  the  same. 
From  50  to  75  cars  in  Oregon,  in  addition  to  these  two  districts.    Only  a 
few  cars  shipped  yet  ana  these  all  to  Coast  points,  and  future  sales  are 
confined  to  Coast  points.    Nearly  all  shipments  are  TJ-  S.  No.  l*s.  Price 
is  $1  per  100  pounds  ana  sacks,  paid  to  growers." 

On  October  2,  Mr.  Hamilton  sent  the  following  additional  message; ^ 
"Potato  aigging  and  shipping  at  Klamath  Jails  and 'Deschutes  starting 
this  week.    Acreage  somewhat  less  than  last  year  out  quality  uniformly 
excellent,   the  best  in  last  few  years.    Frosts  have  stopped  nearly  all, 
vine  growth.    Netted  Gem  is  the  prevalent  variety.     Some  small  to  medium 
sizes  are  snowing  up,   due  to  lack  of  rainfall  during  last  of  growing  season. 
Demand  is  good;  cash-trac^  price  to  growers  $k0  per  ton.    Most  stock  now 
moving,  to  California  points.    A  few  cars  of  quality  potatoes  are  being 
loaded  in  25-pound  branded  cotton  bags. n 

3b.     r&CZNT  RLjrORI  ON  OOLO^-LCO  CROP  CON  LI  HONS 

On  September  20,   Wendell  Calhoun  wired  as  follows  from  Denver  office-- 
" Onion  harvest  is  well  along  at  Rocky  Pord  and  a  consi deraole  volume 
should  be  reaoy  to  load  next  week  (September  22-23)  .     ."'Movement  will  be 
starting  from  the  Arkansas  Valley  and"  f rom  the  Western  Slope.  Cauliflower 
movement,  greatly  delayed  account  of  cold  weather  which  stopped  the  growtn 
early  this  month,  has  been  slow  starting  again.    Cold  weather  and  rains 
caused  some  loss  from  discoloration  in  San  Luis  Valley  also,  cold  ^nd  slow 
growth  resulting  in  many  yellowed  wrapper  leaves.    7Jeather  favoraole  past 
week.     Shipments  will  douotless  get  going  soon.     Snippers  predict  20  cars 
daily  from  Pueblo  district  first  of  week  and  increasing  steadily.  However, 
it  begins  to  look  as  if  much  of  the  Pueblo  crop  will  never  mature,  unless 
weather  unusually  favorable  next  six  weeks.     Shipments  to  date  have  been 
practically  all  from  San  Luis  Valley."

Prooaoly  1,200  cars 
potatoes  in  Olathe-Montro  se  district;   excellent  quality.    Apple,  crop 
normally  would  °e  1,800  cars  out  output  problematical  cue  to  insect  and 
hail  damage.    Much  will  nave  to  go  unclassified  and  mancet  conditions  will 
determine  the  percentage  ultimately  shippea."

At  times  it  may' be  necessary,  in  order  accurately  to  portray  local 
conditions,  to  use  qualifying  adverbs  with  certain  code  phrases.

Endeavor  to  see  as  much  of  the 

stoCK  as  possible,  so  that  general  statements  based  on  opinions  of  "salesmen 

can  be  Kept  to  a  minimum.     The  following  interpretations  have  been  placed 

by  the  Food  Proaucts  Inspection  Service  upon  the  terms  "quality"  and 

"conoi tion"  and  siiould  be  followed:  

Condition  rdate-s  to  state  -of  maturity  or  stage  of  ripeness  of 

the  product  and  the  presence  or  absence  of  decay,  frost  injury,  withering 

or  any  other  deteriorating  factor.  ■  • 

Quality  relates  to  the  color,   size,  shape,  texture  and  other 

factors  affecting  the  appearance  of  the  product,  and  thereby  making  it  more 

or  less  attractive  to  the  buyer. 


7b .   file  Market  ,,ires  as  early  ^s  possible ' 

Now  that  "daylight •  saving  time"  has  been  supplanted  in  all 
cities  by  standard  time,  the  market  reports  are  oeing  filed  so  late  that 
it  handicaps  relaying  reports  to  fi eld- stations  and  the  issuance  of  reports 
at  these  stations.     <»e  do  not,  of  course,  want  market  reporters  to  slight 
the  gathering  of  market  information,  but  it  will  be  appreciated  if  the 
daily  wires  are  prepared  and  filed  just  as  early  as -possible. 

3b.     PQTQMaC  YARD  PASSINGS  OF  PERISHABLES 

Daily,  from  about  November  1  to  the  middle  of  August,  Mr.  Crosthwait 
of  the  Washington  office  visits  Potomac  Yard  and  taxes  off  from  the  records 
the  passings  of  cars  of  peri shas-les ,  and  wires  the  data  over  the  circuits 
and  to  field  offices  in  southern  producing  sections. 

Daring  the  season  just  closed,  92,525  cars  of  perishaole  products  passed 
through  the  Yard.    This  is  nearly  13,000  cars  in  excess  of  last  year's  report 
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The  peak  .movement  was  reached  in  June,  when  over  15.350  cars  of  34  products 
were  listed.    The  following "fafiuX a t^W'%irT^^t]i&..lxaiq^'er  of  cars  of  some  of 
the  leading  commodities,  compared  with  data  for  year.  1928,  and  the  number 
of  cars  passing  each  month;

There  was  a  very  noticeaole  increase  this  year  in  the  passings  of 
citrus  fruits  and  celery  out  decreases  in  the  movement  of  some  other  ' 
products,   especially  watermelons,  peaches  and  potatoes* 

More  requests,  than  ever  before  are  oeing  received  for  this  type  of 
information.    Many  inquirers  desire  to  know  the  number  of  cars  passing  to 
a  particular  market,  like  New  York  '-ity,  or' the  numoer  of  cars  of  a  certain 
commodity,  li.se  oranges,  going  via  Potomac  Yards. 

9b.     I&PORTaNT  CROP  NET,  S  FHQM  NE'.T  YORK  Sr.-^E 

Under  date  of  September  30,  J.  P.  Klein,  of  the  Rochester  office, 
sent  the  following  extensive  report  on  some  of  the  New  York  crops;- 

APPLES; 

nIt  is  a  well-known  fact  that' the  apple  crop  of  New  York  is  short 
this  year.    The  crop  of  Baldwins  is  much  heavier  than  last  year,  the  State 
report  giving  51^>  as  compared  with  36%  last  year.    Mcintosh  variety  is 
slightly  increased  over  last  year,  oeing  given  as  41$  compared  with  30%* 
The  Greening  crop  is  very  short,  with  a  percentage  of  28  compared  with  57  a 
year  ago.    This  shortage  in  the  crop  is  due  principally  to  cold,  wet  rains 
during  bloomin&  period,    as  I  advised  previously,  the  crop  will  not  pack 
more  tnan  50$  U.  S-  No.  l's,  ana  some  dealers  claim  that  it  will  not  De 
over  40;o.     The  apples  have  been  seriously  affected  by  scab  caused  oy  the 
wet,  cold  rains  in  the  spring,  and  they  have  suffered  heavy  injury  in 
sections  oy  both  green  and  rosy  aphis.     The  rains  from  the  6th  to  aoout 
the  11th  of  September  nelped  to  increase  the  size  of  the  late  varieties. 
The  frost  from  September  17  to  20  helped  to  give  them  a  higher  color  and 
a  better  finish.    More  color,  of  course,  will  aide  some  of  the  defects. 

"The  .Yealtnys  are  over,  witn  some  few  remaining  in  storage.  How- 
ever, there  are  not  very  many  in  storage.    'The  Greenings  and  Twenty  Ounce 
started  last  week.    From  all  inaications,   the  Greenings  are  going  to  be 
seriously  affected  with  water-core,  and  this  defect  has  already  thrown 
quite  a  few  cars  of  Greenings  out  of  grade.     The  Baldwins  will  not  start 
until  two  to  three  weeKS  yet.    There  have  0 ten  some  sales  of  Baldwins 
maae  on  contract  for  future  delivery  and  these  have  run  mostly  $1.65  -  $1*75 
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for  U.  S.  No.  1,  2f  inches  up,     I  n^ve  heard  of  some  sales  on  Baldwins  at 
$1*35         U.  S.  No.  T,  but  was  asked  not  to  quote  these  and  felt  chat  it 
would  be  better  not  to  quote  them,  as  I  could  not  help  .  but  oelieve  that 
there  was  sorre  thing  wrong  with  them  of  which  I  was  not  advised. 

"The  demand  for  apples  has  not  been  what  the  dealers  would  like  and 
what  was  expected  after  it  became,  known  that  tne  crop  of  the  United  States 
was  as  short  as  it  has  been  reported.    There  has  been  only  a  fair  demand, 
out  the  market  has  remained  firm  to  strong  most  of  the  time.  .  There  has 
"been  only  a  moderate  wire  inquiry,  uut  „  with  cooler  weather  approaching, 
the  dealers  expect  a  better  demand  and  slightly  higher  prices- 

PEACHES: 

"The  peach  crop  has  been  very  disappointing  from  all  angles.    In  the 
first  place,  a  light  crop  resulted  from  the  cold,  rainy  weather  at  blooming 
time,  which  caused  a  neavy  drop.     The  oriental  peach  moth  in  Niagara  County 
did  considerable  damage  to  tne  crop  in  that  section,  and  the  peach  leaf  curl 
and  dry  weather  has  done  quite  a  bit  of  damage  in  various  sections.  The 
size  of  the  peaches  was  reduced  by  the  dry  weather,  which  caused  them  to 
ripen  prematurely.     On  account  of  the  dry  weather,   they  did  not  obtain  the 
color  that  they  would  ordinarily ,  and  most  of  the  peaches  were  very  poorly 
colored,  with  not  as  much  red  blush  as  they  should  have  had  but  mostly  a 
yellowish  tinge.    On  account  of  the  dry  weather,   the  quality  seems  to  have 
been  improved  and  the  majority  of  shipments  were  somswhat  better  than  in 
ordinary  years. 

"Indications  are  that  there  will  not  be  over  900  cars  shipped  by 
rail  this  year.     The  movement  from  the  orchards  is  about  over,  and  I  do  not 
believe  that  there  are  more  than  Jj  to  100  cars  in  storage.    It  is  surprising 
to  know  now  much  of  this  crop  moved  by  truCK,     Some  of  the  dealers  and  better- 
posted  shippers  claim  that  from  ]-±Qf0  to  50>  of  the  crop  moved  by  track  to 
markets  within  a  radius  of  200  miles  from  the  producing  sections.  These 
truckers  j^aid  high  prices,  in  some  instances  as  much  as  $2. 50  per.oushel  at 
the  orcnara,  compared  with  a  $2.25  f.o.b.  price  at  the  loading  station. 
Wherever  possible,   the  growers  sold  to  the  truckers  on  account  of  the  better 
price  and  the  less  amount  of  care  in  the  grading  and  packing.    Tne  movement 
from  the  orchards  will  be  over  by  the  last  of  .  this  week  and,  with  so  few  in 
storage,  I   believe  that  it  will  oe  best  to  discontinue  the  peach  reports 
October  5. 

'PEARS: 

"There  was  a  very  light  crop  of  pears  in  New  York  State  for  the  same 
reason  that  the  peach  crop  and  a^ple  cr:>p  was  light,  -  that  is,  cold  rains 
during  blooming  time.    All  varieties  of  pears  averaged  Z]%,  compared  with 
38f0  last  year.    The  Barlletts  were  particularly  light,  as  well  as  the 
Sec^els.     Th.-re  have  been  light  daily  shipments  of  pears  and  it  nas  been 
practically  impossible  at  time.c  to  obtain  f.o.b.  prices  on  tnis  commodity. 
On  account  of  the  li^ht  crop,  the  canners  have  been  particularly  active  and 
have  been  buyins  heavily,  and  tne  majority  of  stock  that  is  in  cold  storage 
is  in  the  hands  of  the  canners.    A  large  ^art  of  the  snipmentS  that  nave 
been  made  to  date  were  also  to  the  canneries.     The  canneries  paid  good  prices, 
running  from  $2.50  to  as  nigh  as  $3  per  bushel  on  Bartletts,  and,  on  account 
of  the  lower  prices  in  the  terminal  markets,   the  growers  sold  mostly  to 
canneries.     There  has  jeen  some  damage  to  pears  from  pear    ^sylla,  also  from 
scab  and  aphis.     The  wind  storms  of  September  9  and  10  also  caased  quite  a 
bit  of  loss,  prooably  as  high  as  10^  to  1$%  of  the  crop.    All  shipments  of 
Bartletts  at  present  are  from  cold  storage  and  will  be  to  the  end  of  the 
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season*    Because  of  the  fact  .that  most  of  the  stock  in  storage  belongs  to 
the  canners,  I  Deli  eve  that  it  will  be  satisfactory  to  discontinue  the  pear 
reports  October  12.  ' 

GRAPES; 

"The  grape  situation  in  New  York  State  at'  the  present  time  is  very 
unsettled  and  the  market  unstable  and  erratic.      I  learned  today  from  the 
Head  Inspector  in  the  Chautauqua- Erie  district  that  they  will  discontinue 
shipping  in  12- quart  baskets  this  week,  and  the  only  cuttings  that  fill  be 
made  will  either  go  to.  the  juice  plants  or  into  the  GSM.11  2-quart  baskets. 
There  seems  to  be  practically  no  demand  for  grapes  and  the  market  is 
demoralized-    This  is  hard  to  understand,  when  you  consider  that  the  quality 
of  -the  New  York  grape  this  year  is  much  above  the  average  and  the  grapes^ 
contain  a  very  high  percentage  of  sugar*     Some  of  the  dealers  seem  to  think 
that  the  condition  of  the  market  has  been  caused  by  some  of  the  growers  in 
the  Chautauqua- Erie  district  cutting  their.  Concords  while  they  still  showed 
a  reddish  cast  instead  of  waiting 'until  they  turned. black  and  showed  the  proper 
amount  of  bloom.    Even  though  they  were  not  fully  matured  and  showed  red,  they 
still  had  a  high  amount  of  sugar  content.     I.  do  not  know  where  the  man  in  the 
Chautauqua- Erie  district  ootains  his  prices,  but  all  of  the  dealers  in  this 
section  aavise  that  they  can  buy  grapes  in  the  Chautauqua- Erie  district  at 
$42*50  -  $^5  per  ton.  •■ 

"There  is  qui te-  a  difference  of  opinion  as  to  the  yield  in  the 
Chautauqua- Erie  section  this  year,   some  claiming  from  25$>  to  30  less  than 
last  year,   others  claiming  as. much  or  even  more  than  last  year.    The  best 
estimate  is  that  the  yield  will -be  about  the  same,  with  a  possible  shipment 
from  the  entire  section  (including  Pennsylvania  and  New  York)   of  around 
3,300  cars,  or  about  2,600  cars  from  the  New  Y0rk  side.    It  is  estimated 
that  approximately  IS,  000  to  17,000  tons  will  go  into  the  juice  plants  and 
approximately  2,500  to  3,000  tons  will  be  hauled  out  by  truck. 

"The  dry  weather  dating  July  and  August  damaged  grapes  to  some  extent, 
particularly  on  gravelly  soils  where  the  ground  dried  out  rapidly  and  where 
the  water  table  was  low,  also  in  poorly-kept  vineyards  which  were  permitted 
to  grow  up  in  weeds  and  grass.  This  dry,  hot  weather  caused  the  berries  to 
be  small  in  some  poorly-kept  vineyards,  but  certainly  helped  to  give  oetter 
quality. 

"It  will  be  impossible  to  give  as  complete  an  account  of  the  Finger 
Lakes  section  as  I  would  like  to  do,  until  I  can  make  iv.trip  into  that 
district.     I  have  talked  to  some  of  the  dealers,  however,  and  find  that 
crop  is  about  the  same  as  last  year,  with  approximately  U00  cars  to  move  by 
rail.     There  is  a  very  heavy  movement  from  the  Einger  Lakes  section, 
especially  the  lower  end  of  the  section,  by  truck.     I  have  been  unable  to 
obtain  any  satisfactory  report  as  to  the  percentage  of  the  crop  that  moves 
•  by  truck  but  hope  to  gain  some  information  regarding  this  when  I  go  into  the 
section. 

"There  has  been  some  damage  reported  from  frosts  during  the  nights 
of  September  17  to  19  and  some  of  these  frosted  grapes  were  shipped  last 
week.     'There  were  also  a  few  cars  of  table  grapes  shipped  in.lushel  baskets 
from  the  lower  end  of  the  linger  Lakes  district.     The  growers  have  been 
holding  off,  in  regard  to  cutting,  hoping  that  the  markets  would  get  in 
better  conai.tion.    They  also  realize  that  the  quality  will  improve  by  delay- 
ing cutting,  ana  not  much  harvesting  is  expected  before  the  last  of  this 
week.    There  seems  to  be  very  little  demand  for  grapes  and  it  is  hoped  that, 
by  permitting  the  fruit  to  improve  in  quality  and  by  delaying  shipments,  the 
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demand' will  oe  increased.    It  seems  to 'be" another  case  ' of  t«o  much  California. 

CAiBAG-E; 

"Again  this  year  there  is  some  fault-finding  among  the  trade  regard^ 
ingthe  Government  estimates  of  cabbage  production  in  the  State  of  New  York. 
Last  year  the  report  by  the  Government  of  storage  holdings  caused  quite  a 
bit  of  unfa  vora  Die  comment.    This  year  the  objection  seems  to  be  to  the 
estimated  increased  yield  in  New  York  State  of  more  than  hof0  over  1928. 
The  best  informed  men  Dn  the  subject  believe" that  the  Government  report  on 
acreage  and  yield  is  as  nearly  correct  as  it  is  possible  to  obtain  at  the 
present  time* 

"The  cabbage  di4  seem  to  be  damaged  by  the  excessive  dry  weather  in 
July  and  August  and  also  by  injury  from  aphis  and  cabbage- worm*     I  believe 
that  a  few  of  the  dealers  do  not  realize  to  what  extent  the  cabbage  has 
recovered  from  these  various  injuries.    Beginning  about  the  5th  or  6th  of 
September,  there  were  several  days  of  rainy,  cool  weather.    Although  there 
has  not  been  a  large  amount  of  rainfall,  the  rains  have  been  frequent  and 
the  ground  has  remained  moist  practically  ever  since  the  6th  of  September* 
The  plants  have  made  wonderful  growth,  and  in  some  sections  around  Cortland 
and  Tully  ,  the  stoc£  is  running  _ostly  medium  to  large,  and  some  will  be 
larger  than  the  market  really  desires.    Around  Seneca  Castle,   the  lanish 
crop  at  present  is  mostly  small  to  medium  in  size  out,  with  at  least  two  to 
three  weeks  more  of  growing  weather,  this  too  will  increase  greatly  in  size 
and  will  yield  heavy  to  the  acre* 

""*Some  of  the  fields  have  been  injured  rather  severely  by  aphis 
during  the  dry  weather  and  by  cabbage-. worms .    This  is  especially  true  in 
regard  to  the  Domestic  crop,  although  there  is  quite  a  bit  of  damage  in 
some  Danish  fields.    On  account  of  the  relatively  high  prices  during  the 
harvesting  of  Domestic,   the  kraut  factories  remained  out  of  the  market, 
thinking  that  the  price  would  decline.    Now  that  the  season  ferr  Domestic 
is  drawing  to  a  close,   the  kraut  factories  have  oegun  to  worry  about  their 
supplies  and  have  aome  into  the  market,  buying  freely  in  the  endeavor  to 
obtain  en^u^h  jf  a  supply  to  operate  their  factories.     This  nas  caused  the 
market  to  strengthen  and  the  price  to  go  up,  and  today  the  Domestic  price 
is  around  $21  -  $23  per  ton  in  the  bulk,   or  nearly  as  nigh  as  the  Danish, 
which  is  around  $25  -  $26  per  ton.     The  kraut  factories  are  buyins  all  they 
can  from  the  growers,  paying  higher  prices  than  the  dealers  can  afford  t© 
pay,   and  are  also  buying  in  the  )pen  market  in  competition  from  the  dealers 
in  the  terminal  markets.    A  large* part  of  the  movement  of  Domestic  cabbage 
at  present  is  going  to  the  kraut  factories."

John  S.  Dennee,  Agricultural  Statistician  in  tne  State  oi  iutshington, 
sent  the  following  telegram  on  October  1: 

"The  apple  harvest  in  the  Wena tehee- Okanogan  district,  swings  into  full 
force  today,   when  at  least  20,000  men  ana  women,-  itinerant  fruit  workers, 
ranch  workers,  truck  drivers,   warehousemen  and  others,-  oegin  work  to  put  the 
crop  unaer  cover.     The  Crop  in  this  district  is  believed  to  be  15>o  less  than 
last  year,   though  it 'may  fall  below  that,   some  apple  growers  say.  Ranchers 
today  are  turning  their  attention  to  Delicious,   Romes,   Spitzenburgs  and  Stay- 
mans,  while  in  some  sections  even  .Vinesaps  will  bo  picked.     'The  Jonathan  crop 
is  virtually  off  toe  trees  in  this  salient.     .Because  of  warm  nignts  and 
cloudy  days,   tne  color  is  oelow  that  of  former  years."

This  year  the  Washington  State  Department  A  Agriculture  is  inaugu- 
rating the  use  of  a  special  lot  niambering  stamp  for  identifying  lots  sf 
fruits  and  vegetables  in  connection  with  the  Cooperative  Federal- State 
Shipping-Point  Inspection  and  Certification  Service.    As  these  stamps  will 
probably  oe  used  chiefly  in  connection  with  the  movement  of  boxed  apples 
snd  pears,   their  use  will  oe  discussed  here  as  applying  to  those  two 
commodities; 

Each  stamp  in  the  service  will  carry  the  words,   STATE  OF  ftASH*  DEPT. 
OF  AGrRI.  jn  its  face,  together  with  a  cast,  unehangea  tie  stamp  number  and 
a  three  band  changeable  serial  number-    In  referring  to  the  two  numoers  on 
a  stamp,   the  first  will  ,e  icnown  as  the  STaMP  NU43ER  and  the  second  as  the 
SERIAL  NCkBEH.    The  two  numbers  will  always  be  used  together  and  will 
jointly  make  up  what  will  be  known  as  the  LOI  NtJMBEE  or  STATE  LOT 

The  stamp  numbers  ,n  the  first  150  stamps  to  be  made  for  the  service 
will  range  from  01  to  150  inclusive.     The  three  changeable  bands  will  permit 
serial  numbers  for  each  stamp  to  range  from  001  to  999  during  a  season. 

This  stamp  will  be  used  to  identify  lots  which  have  been  blocked  out 
in  storage  and  for  permanently  identifying  export  lots  with  the  shipping- 
poin.t  certificate.    It  will  also  be  used  for  identifying  the  shipping- point 
certificate  with  lots  stored  in  transit  after  they  have  been  unloaded  into 
storage  and  later  f  rwarded  to  consuming  markets  in  other  cars.    flfhen  a 
certificate  is  written  on  a  lot  bearing  a  State  lot  number,  a  statement 
like  the  following  will  be  included  under  the  PHOlUOIS  heading; 

PRODUCTS:    Blue  Ribbon  Brand  APPLES  in  boxes,  stamped 
"STATE  OF  3 ASH.  OU-  01 7  DEPT.  OF  AG^I." 

The  lot  number  will  oe  staoped  on  the  unlabelled  snds  of  the  boxes. 
Inspectors  in  receiving  markets  should  always  lo  j*  f  or  such  ...arms,  which 
inoicate  that  the  lot  was  shipping-point  inspected,  even  though  the  car 
in  wnich  the  lot  arrives  is  not  marked  to  so  inoicate.    In  case  of  appeal 
inspection  of  a  car  which  ooes  not  appear  on  the  daily  list  sent  out  from 
Washington,  it  will  be  necessary  to  wire  F.  1*  Bailey,  Yakima,  Washington, 
for  the  shipping-point  report  on  the  lot  number.    The  daily  lists  from 
Washington  will  not  include  these  lot  numbers  and  the  shipping-point 
certificate  in  some  cases  can  be  identified  only. by  lot  numcers.

Two  large  and  well— established  associations  of  citrus  growers  hove 
recently  joined  the  California  Fruit  Growers  Exchange,  Los  Angoles,  and 
will  begin  selling  through  that  organization  the  coming  season.     The  two 
new  members  ?re  the  Redlands  Orange  Growers  of  Redlands  and  the  Arizona 
Citrus  Growers,  Phoenix,  Ariz. 

Two  important  outlets  for  citrus  fruits  have  been  developed  by  the 
California  Fruit  Growers  Exchange  during  the  past  decade,   the  fresh  juice 
business  and  the  foreign  markets.    For  the  1928-29  season  the  Exchange 
estimates  that  6,3bU  cars  were  utilized  for  commercial  juice,  including 
U,3U0  cars  of  oranges  and  2,  02U  cars  cf  lemons.     The  fresh-juice  business 
has  been  developed  to  a  large  extent  by  the  sale  of  juice  extractors  in 
sizes 'suitable  for  commercial  use  and  for  horn©  use.     There  are  now 
Sunkist  extractors  in  use  and  more  than  HU.000  of  the  junior  extractors 
for  home  use  have  been  sold,   also  more  than  a  million  hand  reamers. 

The  export  business, to  the  end  of  October,   is  estimated  at  2, SS5  car- 
loads,  of  which  2,130  c^rs  have  gone  or  will  go  to  the  United  Kingdom  and 
continental  Europe  and  the  remainder  to  the  Orient  and  other  parts  of  the 
globe,   including  250  cars  to  the  Hawaiian  Islands.

l"b  -     POTATO  SALES  BASIS 

W.  H.  Hall,  of' the  Chicago  office,  wrote  on  October  k  as  follows: 
"You  probaoly  noticed  that  at  the  beginning  of  the  fall  potato  season 
we  quoted  sales  on  two  bases,  viz;  carlots  invoice  and  carlots  outweight. 
This  was  the  outgrowth  of  a  dispute  arising  last  spring,   when  the  carlot 
receivers  decided  to  go  from  outweight  to  invoice,  and  at  which  time  the 
jobbers  went  on  a  sort  of  strike  as  a  protest.     The  matter  was  patched  up 
at  that  time,   a  sort  of  compromise  having  been  effected,  whereby  old  stocK 
was  to  be  sold  invoice  and  new  stock  outweight-     This  fall,  receivers 
started  selling  on  the  two  bases,  and  at  the  start  it  was  apparently 
satisfactory  to  both  groups,  but  later  jobbers  complained  that  cars  con- 
taining 100-pound  sacks  (which  was  the  size  on  which  invoice  sales  were 
made)  in  many  instances  contained  not  more  than  96  or  9S  pounds  of  potatoes 
per  sack  and  that  retailers  often  complained  of  the  shortage  and  compelled 
the  jobbers  to  make  up  the  difference.    Receivers  apparently  became  con- 
vinced that  there  was  something  to  these  complaints,  for  at  a  meeting  of 
the  local  association  yesterday  it  was  decided  to  go  back  to  the  old  basis- 
car  lots  outweight." 

2b  .     TRUCK  DRIVERS  STRIKE  IN  NET7  YORK  A" -'EC IS  THE  PHILADELPHIA  MARKET 

Doubtless  you  have  read  of  the  truck  drivers  stirke  in  New  York.  The 
following  interesting  wire  was  received  from  J.  C-.  Scott,   of  the  Philadelphia 
office,  October  7:  "Truck  receipts  of  produce  were  very  heavy  here  last 
night,  due  to  the  strike  in  New  York      Street  markets  were  very  weak  on 
most  all  local  produce  and  beginning  to  affect  prices  of  rail  recei.,r:s  of  ^ 
some  commodities.     Trade  here  is  afraid  of  a  flood  of  receipts  by  both  rail 
and  truck,  unless  the  strike  is  settled  immediately."

Any  information  you  can  furnish  the  Washington 
office  will  be  of  great  value  in  keeping  this  table  up  to  date. 

Ub.    APPLE  SITUATION  AROUND  MARTINSBUDG,  f.  VA. 

In  a  letter  of  October  9,  V.  H.  Nicholson,   in  charge  of  the  MartmsDurg 
field  station,   sent  the  following  information:-  ^ 

"The  ap-ole  market  situation  around  ^rtinsburg  remains  steady.     If  ones 
have  been  selling  at  %k  .50  per  barrel  and  $1.50         bushel  basket  for  U-b^ 
Do.  1,   24-inches-up  stock.     Few  sales  of  Staymans  have  been  reported,  ranging 
from  $2  to  *2.25  per  bushel  tub  for  U.S.  No,  1,  2i-inches-up,  witn  some  01 
this  stock  showing  russet.     Many  of  the  U.S.  No.  1  Ben  Davis  and  Bancs  have 
already  moved,  principally  to  South  American  and  Continental  European  ^Ke  ^ 
However,  many  of  the  growers  have  trouble  making  the  U.S.  No.  1  grade  on  ^ 
variety,  because  of  scale.    A  few  Romes  have  moved  at  $2  per  busnel  tu 
U.S.  No.  1,   2-g-inches-up  stock.       (continued  over) 
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nAt  the  present  time  most  of  the  .growers  are  harvesting  their  crop  as 
fast  as  they  can,   in  order  to  prevent  any  excessive  loss  from  winds.  Many 
of  the  growers  are  putting  their  entire  crew  to  picking, — trying  to  get  the 
crop  under  cover,  rather  than  pack  it  for  shipment  now.     It  is  the  general 
opinion  that  most  of  the  crop  will  have  been  harvested  by  the  23rd  of  this 
month.    However,  much  of  this  stock  will  remain  to  he  packed  after  that 
date.     In  the  section  around  Winchester,  many  Yorks  have  moved  into  cold 
storage      Farther  down  the  valley,  around  Crozet,  Charlottesville  and 
Staunton,  a  large  percentage  of  the  TTinesaps  have  gone  into  cold  storage. 
Many  dealers  have  placed  in  storage  their  holdings  of  Ben  Davis  and  C-anos, 
which  were  not  suitable  for  export  "because  of  excessive  scale-     It  is  the 
general  opinion  that  the  domestic  market  for  this  stock  will  he  much  "better, 
later  in  the  season."

The  following  letter  of  October  3,  was  received  from  J.  P-  Klein  at 
Rochester :- 

APPLES : 

"The  apple  situation  in  New  York  is  practically  unchanged  from  con- 
ditions already  reported  to  the  Washington  office-     The  short  crop  of  Mc- 
intosh is  practically  all  harvested  in  this  section.    Quite  a  few  of  these 
were  put  in  storage,   the  dealers  expecting  a  slightly  better  price  during 
the  hoi-days.     The  harvesting  of  Baldwins  has  started,  and  this  is  a  little 
earlie:    than  usual  on  account  of  the  good  color  of  the  Baldwins  which ^was 
given  them  from  the  cold,  frosty,  nights  in  September.     The  Spys  and  Kings 
will  probably  not  be  picked  until  about  the  20th  of  October-    Most  of  the 
dealers  are  still  dissatisfied  with  the  prices  and  the  majority  of  them  be- 
lieve that,  as  soon  as  some  of  the  poor  stock  is  off  the  market,  the  better 
stock  will  bring  higher  prices  and,   therefore,   quite  a  bit  of  the  stock  that 
will  grade  U-  S.  No.  1  and  U-  S.  No.  2  will  go  into  storage-     I  have  had  some 
sales  of  Baldwins  and  I  am  reporting  these  whenever  obtainable • 

"The  wind  which  occurred  on  Wednesday  and  Thursday  October  2  and  3» 
some  slight  damage  to  the  apples  with  probably  a  loss  of  about  *fp.    This  loss, 
however,  ran  higher  in  sections  close  to  the  lake,   such  as  in  Monroe  County 
and  some  parts  of  Wayne  County,  where  quit^  a  large  percentage  of  unpicked 
Mcintosh,  Greenings,  and  Hubbardstons  -was   blown  off.    Most  of  the  Mcintosh 
had  been  picked  by  this  time  and  the  loss  was  light-    The  Baldwins,  Ben  Davis, 
Spys,  and  other  late  varieties  did  not  suffer  to  any  great  extent.  The 
demand  for  apples  seems  to  be  light,  but  it  is  hoped  that  the  colder  weather 
will  improve  the  demand. 

FEARS : 

"As  reported  previously,   the  best  varieties  of  pears,   such  as  Bartletts 
and  Seckels,  have  already  been  picked  and  what  few  cars  remain  in  storage 
belong  .:ostly  to  either  the  canneries  or  companies  such  as  the  American 
Fruit  Growers ,  which  intend  to  handle  them  through  their  own  organization. 
These  two  varieties  -ere  light  in  western  New  York  this  year  and  will  soon 
be  off  the  market-    The  Kieffcrs  are  being  harvested  at  present  and  the 
majority  of  them  are  for  export,   so  that  there  is  no  demand  for  any  market 
news  service  on  this  variety. 

"At  the  present  time,   there  are  probably  not  more  than  35  or  UO  cars  of 
peaches  in  cold  storage,  and  those  who  have  peaches  in  storage  no  doubt  are 
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sorry  that  they  did  not  sell  them  at  the  regular  harvesting  season.  There 
have  been  some  few  sales  made  on  peaches  since  we  discontinued  the  reports, 
hut  these  sales  have  been  few  and  far  between,  as  what  cars  have  been 
shipped  are  principally  for  sale  in  the  markets  either  on  consignment  basis 
or  handled  on  joint-account.     The  sales  that  have  been  reported  to  us  since 
discontinuance  of  the  reports  run  from  32  to  $2'.  10  f.o-b.  on  U.  3-  No.  1, 
2-inch  minimum,  and  on  account  of  the  poor  color  and  poor  quality  quite  a 
bit  of  trouble  has  been  found  with  making  these  sales  stick.     In  most  cases 
I  believe  adjustments  have  been  necessary. 

GRAPHS : 

"The  grape  situation  in  the  Finger  Lakes  section  seems  to  be  in  as  un- 
settled a  condition  as  the  market  has  been.    From  the  best  information 
obtainable  without  a  personal  interview  with  the  dealers,   it  seems  as  if  the 
Concord  crop  will  run  about  60<£  to  6$$  of  last  year's  yield.     This  shortage 
was  caused  by  cold  rains  in  the  spring  at  blooming  time,  frosts  during  the^ 
month  of  May,  and  further  loss  occasioned  by  dry  weather  in  July  and  August, 
and  quite  a  bit  of  loss  from  heavy  frosts  from  the  17th  to  the  19th  of 
September.     There  is  a  good  crop  of  Catawbas  and  Niagaras  in  the  Finger 
Lakes  Section  and  all  varieties  are  of  exceptionally  good  quality.  Mr. 
Duncan  states  that,   even  where  they  have  not  obtained  the  black  color  show- 
ing a  full  degree  of  maturity,  they  run  from  17$  to  18$  sugar,   in  comparison 
with    ihfo  to  15$  in  previous  years.     The  movement  from  the  Finger  Lakes 
section  will  start  in  earnest  this  week,  with  probably  around  ICO  cars  to 
be  shipped  by  rail .     The  next  week  will  probably  be  the  peak  week,  with 
approximately  150  cars  shipped.     These  rail  shipments  are  very  problematical, 
as  they  are  largely  dependent  on  weather  conditions,  movement  by  truck,  and 
the  prices  offered.     There  is  a  heavy  shipment  by  truck  from  the  Finger 
Lakes  section,   especially  the  lower  end  of  the  section,   and  this  truck 
movement  varies  considerably  on  account  of  the  prices  in  the  market"  where 
the  truckers  haul  their  grapes.     The  prices  paid  to  growers  in  the  linger 
Lakes  section  .last  week  ran  from  $U0  to  £H5  for  Concords  and  $50  to  $55  for 
Niagaras.    The  quality  of  the  Niagaras  and  Delawares  is  exceptionally  good, 
with  well-filled  bunches  and  high  sugar  content.     There  will  be  probably 
between  5,000  and  6,000  tons  used  in  the  juice  plants  in  the  Finger  Lakes 
district,  and  this  will  vary  according  to  the  price  and  condition  of  the 
grapes.    A  large  part  of  the  shipments  made  thus  far  from  this  section  were 
frozen  or  damaged  grapes,  and  quite  a  few  of  these  went  to  the  juice  plants. 

CABBAGE : 

"The  early  or  Domestic  cabbage  is  practically  all  moved  and  most  of  the 
shipments  the  last  few  weeks  have  gone  to  the  kraut  factories.     The  Danish 
cabbage  is  now  starting  and  within  a  few  days  practically  all  of  the  prices 
obtained  will  be  on  this  variety.     Most  of  the  late-crop  or  Danish  cabbage 
will  run  either  medium  or  large,  and  there  will  be  some  shipments  of  small  to 
medium  size,  but  they  will  be  light  in  comparison  to  the  larger  size.  The 
market  on  cabbage  has  been  about  steady.    For  the  past  week  or  ten  days 
Domestic,   small  to  medium  size,  has  been  selling  from  $19  to  $23  bulk  per 
ton  and  the  Danish  from  $2H  to  326,  with  sacked  Danish  selling  from  328  to 
$30.    The  prices  paid  to  the  growers  for  Domestic  have  run  from  $lb  to  $19 
and  Danish  from  $19  to  322.     There  have  been  very  few  years  when  the 
difference  betvreen  the  price  per  ton  on  Domestic  and  Danish  has  been  so 
small,   and  this  has  been  occasioned  this  year  by  the  kraut  factories  buy- 
ing heavily  at  the  end  of  the  Domestic  season. 
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F 3 TAT 03 S  : 

"The  potato  crop  in  western  New  York  -.Till  probably  be  about  &Qf>  of 
last  yearns  crop.     The  dry  weather  caused  the  potatoes  to  be  snail  and  burned 
most  of  the  vines.     The  number  of  pot- toes  to  the  hill  will  run  about  6C/o  to 
65$  of  what  it  would  under  normal  conditions.    TShat  few  vines  did  escape  the 
dry  weather  of  July  and  August  were  cut  down  by  the  frosts  of  September  IT 
to  19.    Some  sections  in  Steuben  County,  where  the  crop  averaged  175  t0  200 
bushels  per  acre  last  year,  will  not  run  over  75  to  100  bushels  this  year. 
There  will  be  very  few  large  potatoes,  most  of  the  crop  running  a  medium- 
size  potato.     The  quality  is  good,  with  very  little  scab  injury  and  very 
small  percentage  of  wire-worm  injury.     'The  demand  has  been  rather  light  up 
until  about  the  middle  of  last  week,  when  it  seemed  to  improve  to  some  ex- 
tent, although  there  was  no  corresponding  effect  on  the  price.  Practically 
all  sales  on  an  f.o.b.  basis  on  150-pound  sacks  of  Round  Whites,  TJ.  S.  rio  • 
1,  have  been  made  around  $3^0  -  $3-50,  with  some  occasional  sales  at  ^ 3  -  55  • 
Wagonloads  cash  to  growers  started  off  at  $1-20  -  $1-25  per  bushel,  cut 
some  sections  during  the  past" week  have  declined  to  $1-15  per  bushel  to  the 
grower,  with  most  sections  paying  $1.15  -  $1.20.     It  is  hoped  by  the  dealers 
that  the  cold  weather  which  is  approaching  will  increase  the  demand  for 
potatoes,  although  the  total  shipments  for  the  past  week  have  run  more  than 
1, 100  cars  a  day . 

CZIZRY : 

"Wayne  County  produces  about  gC#  to         of  the  celery  of  western  New 
York.     There  is  a  crop  01  approximately  3,000  acres  in  Wayne  County  this 
year,   rr  about  the  same  as  last  year.    This  acreage  does  not  seem  to  vary 
very  much  from  one  year  to  another,  as  it  is  grown  in  what  is  called  pocket 
muck  and  remains  fairly  constant.    The  dry  weather  affected  celery  tc  some 
extent  in  that  it  delayed  the  planting  of  the  late  celery  which,  of  course, 
is  the  principal' variety  in  this  section.     Some  of  this  late  celery  was  not 
planted  until  the  latter  part  of  July,  which  is  about  two  to  three  weeks 
later  than  ordinary.     The  growers  and  dealers,  realizing  that  it  would  be 
necessary  to  take  especial  c~re  of  this  late-planted  celery,  probably  used, 
more  fertilizer  and  gave  it  better  cultivation  than  in  any  year  in  the  past. 
Therefore,  when  the  celery  did  start  to  grow,   it  grew  rapidly  and  made  up  in 
some  measure  for  the  check  that  it  had  received  in  getting  started.     tfith  a 
normal  season,  probably  most  of  this  celery  would  have  obtained  the  size  that 
it  does  in  ordinary  years  -..hen  planted  early;  however,   the  dry  weather  con- 
tinued through  July  and  August  and  into  the  first  week  of  September-  Rains 
came  on  the  7th  and  gth  of  September  and  the  celery  started  to  grow  in  a 
satisfactory  manner-    But,  within  about  ten  days,   or  on  the  17th,  ISth,  and 
19th  of  September,  we  had  frosts,  and  in  some  cases  light  freezes  in  the^ 
celery  section  again  stopped  growth  and,   in  some  sections,  caused  a  consider- 
able amount  of  damage  from  frost  injury  to  the  outer  stalks.     This  damage 
seemed  to  be  ...ore  severe  where  the  muck  was  the  driest.     There  was  also  con- 
siderable damage  from  stings  of  the  tarnish  plant  bugs.    After  these  frosts, 
there  was  a  period  of  fairly  warm  weather  and  good  growing  conditions,  and 
most  of  the  fields  survived  the  tarnish  plant  bugs  and  frost  injury  by  grow- 
ing rapidly  from  the  heart,   thus  giving  opportunity  to  the  growers  to  cut  off 
the  stalks  that  had  been  injured  by  frosts  and  plant  bug. 

nThe  dealers  and  shippers,  however,   seem  to  agree  that  the  late  celery, 
particularly  the  late-planted  celery,  will  not  make  the  size  it  should.  There 
will  be  a  very  small  percentage  which  will  run  four  to  five  dozen  stalks  to 
the  crate.     Most  of  it  will  run  between  five  and  six  dozen,  and  there  will 
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"be  quite  a  bit  of  what  is  known  as  heart-celery  running  from  seven  to  nine 
dozen  to  the  crate.     So  far  there  have' been  only  9^2  cars  of  celery  shipped 
this  season,  compeared  with  1,191  to  the  same  date  last  year.    Thus  it 
appears  that  the  early  celery  will  probably  fall  short  about  250  cars  of 
last  season's  crop.    There  was  a  total  shipment  last  year  of  early  and  late 
celery  combined  of  U.192  cprs,   showing  that  the  early  crop  runs  only  about 
one- third  that  of  the  late  crop.    Although  the  late  celery  will  not  reach 
the  size  that  it  did  last  year  or  in  former  years,   it  seems  to  be  the 
opinion  of  those  interested  in  the  celery  deal  that  the  shipments  will  be 
practically  as  much  as  last  season,   on  account  of  the  large  percentage  of 
growers  this  year  growing  the  celery  closely  cultured  rather  than  by  the 
method  employed  in  the  past ■ 

"The  early  variety  will  soon  be  finished  and  the  cutting  of  self- 
blanching  variety  will  begin  about  the  last  of  this  week  or  the  first  of 
next  week.    At  present  the  early  celery  is  selling  on  an  f.o.b.  basis  in 
carlots  from  *1.U0  to  §l-60  per  two-thirds  crate  of  four  to  five  dozen 
size.     It  is  problematical  as  to  what  the  price  will  be  for  the  late  celery 
which,  from  all  appearances,  will  run  Smaller  in  size.     There  is  no  doubt 
but  what  the  demand  for  this  la.te  celery  will  be  checked  to  some  extent  by 
the  size . 

ONI Off S : 

"The  onion  market  has  remained  about  steady  for  the  past  two  weeks. 
Practically  all  of  the  onions  have  now  been  harvested  and  are  in  warehouses 
or  storages.     There  has  been  mostly  a  moderate  demand  for  onions,  but  the 
dealers  seem  to  think  that  there  will  not  be  a  change  in  either  the  demand 
or  the  price.     There  is  no  doubt  that  l\Tew  York  has  the  best  quality  and 
size  that  it  has  ever  had,  and  the  onions  will  probably  be  preferable  for 
storage  purposes  to  most  of  the  onions  in  surrounding  sections.     The  f.o.b. 
sales  on  100-pound  sacks  of  yellow  varieties,  U.  S.  No.  1,  have  been  between 
§1.60  and  |1.70  for  the  past  twe  weeks,  with  some  few  sales  as  high  as  $1 -75- 
The  flurries  which  were  caused  in  the  onion  market  by  the  presence  of  buyers 
from  New  York  City  and  Chicago  a  short  time  ago  advanced  the  price  to  $1  ~90. 
However,   these  flurries  were  of  short  duration  and  the  price  has  settled  down 
to  a  rather  steady  basis  at  the  above-mentioned  prices  of  $1.60  -  $1-70. 
Within  the  past  few  days,  however,  most  of  the  sales. have  been  made  at  51-70. 

CABROTS : 

"The  acre.- go  of  carrots  in  western  New  York  has  been  slightly  increased  . 
The  acreage  last  year  was  approximately  1,U00  with  Wayne  County  having  about 
1,100  acres.     This  year  there,  will  be  between  1,500  and  1,600  acres,  with 
Wayne  County  having  practically  all  of  the  increase .     The  dry  weather  during 
July  and  August  stunted  the  growth  of  some  of  the  later-planted  carrots  but, 
with  rainfall  occurring  during  the  first  of  September,  most  of  the  carrots 
have  made  good  growth,  although  as  a  general  rule  they  do  not  run  as  large 
as  ordinary.    All  carrots  in  New  York  are  marketed  as  cut-carrots  and  no 
bunched-carrots  are  sold.     The  quality  this  year  is  very  good,  and  a  few 
of  the  dealers  are  putting  up  a  very  beautiful  package  of  this  commodity. 
The  bushel  basket  is  the  principal  package  used  for  marketing  carrots  and, 
next  to  the  bushel  basket  the  100-pound  sacks.    Most  of  the  carrots  which  are 
packed  in  bushel  baskets  p,re  washed  and  they  make  a  very  attractive  package, 
when  the  top  layer  is  ring -faced.     These  washed  carrots  in  bushel  baskets 
are  selling  at  the  present  time  on  an  f.o.b.  basis  of  90^-  -  $1  per  basket, 
mostly  95<£  •  carrots  packed  in  sacks  are  usually  in  the  rough  and  these 
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have  sold  so  frr  this  season  from  $1.05  to  $1.20  per  100-pound  sack.    Up  to 
October  8  there  has  been  a  total  of  398  cars  shipped  this  season,  compared 
with         to  the  same  date  last  season      The  "[shipments  will  probably  run 
about  the  same  as  last  season,  or  a.  total  of  approximately  1,500  cars."

A  survey  is  planned  to  determine  the -importance  of  mixed  carloads  in 
the  supply  of  fruits  and  vegetables  in  various  cities-,  and  the  advantages 
and  disadvantages  of  carload  shipments  containing  two  or  more  of  these 
commodities.     It  has  been  suggested  that  more  economical  distribution  might 
be  effected  in  some  instances  by  an  increased  use  of  the  practice  of 
assembling  mixed  carloads  in  producing  areas,   in  accordance  with  the  city 
dealers1  requirements. 

Information  relating  to  mixed-car  business  will  also  be  obtained  in 
certain  producing  areas,   such  as  Florida,   Louisiana,   Texas,  Colorado, 
southern  California  and  the  Pacific  Northwest. 

A  supply  of  mimeographed  forms  will  be  mailed  to  men  handling,  market 
news  work  in  various  cities.     Carload  dealers  should  be  interviewed  in  each 
city  and  a  form  filled  in  for  each  dealer.    Forms  will  also  be  mailed  to 
men  in  certain  shipping  area.s  .     On  these  forms,   information  obtained  from 
representative  shippers  is  to  be  recorded. 

when  reports  have  been  filled  in  for  as  many  of  the  carload  receivers 
as  possible  in  each  city  (or  for  shippers  in  each  producing  area),  a  brief 
summary  should  be  prepared  by  each  market  news  man,   stating  his  ideas  of 
the  importance  of  ...ixed-car  receipts  in  his  city  (or  shipping  area);  the 
advantages  and  disadvantages;  and  any  other  pertinent  information  not 
mentioned  in  the  mimeographed  forms. 

The  mimeographed  forms  both  for  the  markets  and  for  shipping  areas 
are  relatively . short ,  and  the  completed  forms  and  summaries  will  be  ex- 
pected in  "Washington  not  later  than  November  15-     L'ark  all  replies:  HAt- 
tention  of  R.  R.  Pail  thorp.

Mr.  Warren  reports  that  prospects  are  excellent  for  the  largest  number 
of  errs  ever  inspected  in  Maine  in  a  single  season.

3c        .WESTERN  MONTANA  POTATO  AND  APPLE  CROPS  SERIOUSLY  DAMAGED 

L.  G.  Schultz,   of  the  Boise  office,  wrote  as  follows  on  October  2: 
"I  returned  last  Saturday  night  from  a  very  interesting  trip  over  the 
eastern  part  of  Idaho  and  the  southwestern  part  of  Montana.     I  wired  from 
Idaho  Falls  regarding  condition  of  the  potato  crop  in  this  State,  "but  I 
found  that  the  crop  in  Montana  had  been  damaged  very  seriously  both  by  the 
draught  and  by  the  early  heavy  freeze.     It  was  estimated  that  in  the  Kalispe 
section  there  would  not  be  more  than  15  or  20  cars  and  these  would  be  very 
small,   suitable  only  for  seed  purposes. 

"The  apple  crops  in  that  section  will  be  negligible  due  to  the  draught, 
the  fruit  being  so  small  as  to  prohibit  its  shipment  at  a  profit. 

nIn  the  Bitter  Root  section,   I  found  conditions  considerably  better, 
as  they  do  not  depend  entirely  upon  rainfall  in  that  valley.     The  Mcintosh 
crop,  which  is  practically  the  only  commercial  vrriety  grown,  was  better 
than  it  has  been  for  years.     There  was  an  absence  of  scab  and  hail,  which 
is  something  very  unusual,  and  they  expect  a  total  shipment  of  around  $00 
cars.     The  potato  crop  was  shorter  than  usual,  but  appeared  to  be  of  very 
good  quality.     The  potato  crop  in  Helena  was  also  curtailed  by  the  draught 
and  early  freeze,   so  that  shipments  from  that  section  will  be  very  light." 

Uc.    RIPS  FRUIT  SPOTS  ON  ORANGES 

The  Monthly  Bulletin  (No.  S  of  Vol.  IS)  of  the  California  Dept.  of 
Agriculture  for  August,   1929*  contains  the  following  article: 

The  occurrence  of  brown  or  black  spots  on  oranges  this  season  has  caused 
much  concern  to  growers.    Field  observations  have  shown  the  following  results 

1.  Some  spots  plainly  due  to  fumigation  burn,  characteristically  dark, 
sunken  and  not  enlarging. 

2.  A  few  spots  showing  a  "sunburned"  appearance  following  lime  sulphur 
spraying  for  spider. 

3*  A  considerable  amount  of  orange  worm  injury,  due  to  Tortrix  and  other 
orange  worms . 

U.  A  large  number  of  brown  sx^ots,  varying  from  small  to  quite  large,  en- 
larging slowly,   only  skin  deep,   from  light  brown  to  quite  dark,  almost  always 
on  the  upper  half  or  stem  end  of  the  orange.     "These  laot  are  pin  inly  the  ones 
of  which  complaint  is  made. 
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These  dark  spots  are  not  the  same  as  "Brown  Spot"  described  "by  Fawcett 
and  Lee  in  "Citrus  Diseases  and  their  Control1'  and  by  Smith  in  Bui.  218  of 
the  California  Experiment  Station,  which  is  definitely  p  disease  of  picked 
and  packed  or  stored  fruit.     They  are  not  quite  the  same  rs  Smith's  "Shoulder 
Spot"  hut  are  related  to  it  In  cause  and  development .     They  are  typically  a 
trouble  of  ripening  fruit  and  are  abundant  this  year  perhaps  because  of 
conditions  which  led  to  early  ripening  or  at  least  early  coloring  of  the 
crop,  perhaps  also  because  many  trees  carried  an  overload  of  fruit,  weak- 
ening the  tree  and  producing  some  of  the  characteristics  of  premature 
ripening. 

'.Then  an  orange  ripens,   reaches  the  end  of  its  normal  life,  and  begins 
to  deteriorate,   it  weakens  first  at  the  stem  end.     If  the  weakening  occurs 
before  the  fruit  is  picked  it  becomes  subject  to  disease  first  in  its  upper 
half,  and  upon  the  slightest  provocation  may  be  infected  with  fungi  or  may 
even  develop  " spots"  in  which  no  infection  can  be  found.    Fawcett  points 
out  that  at  least  three  fungi,  Colletotrichum,  Alternaria  and  Fusarium  r:.a.y 
produce  spots  of  this  general  character  under  such  conditions  or  may  enter 
and  infect  spots  due  to  injuries  even  if  very  slight.     The  presence  of  a 
fungus  is  not  proof  that  it  was  the  primary  cause  of  the  spotting.

L.  C  Tate,  writing  from  Idaho  Falls  or.  October  7,   g*ve  the  following 
i  nf  or  n  a  t  i  o  n : 

"The  small  bag  and  box  packing  has  become  a  big  factor  in  the  Idaho 
potato  deal  during  the  last  few  years.     The  ^.ot-toes  are  packed  similar  to 
apples,  by  count,  and  wrapped  separately  to  -void  chafing' and  bruising.  The 
apple  "boxes  hold  an  average  of  60  to  90  potatoes-    A  sorting-table,  about 
the  save  as  is  used  in  the  warehouses  but  nuch  larger,  has  five  runways  - 
the  two  outside  alleys  carry  No,  l's,    the  next  two  No-  2»s  and  the  center 
is  for  culls.     The  largest  potatoes,  of  good  baking  size,   are  proked  out 
and  placed  in  trays  on  the  opposite  side  of  the  workers  -  ■   In  one  of  the 
plants  there  were  about  15  workers,   all  women,   at  a  sorting  table;  10  were 
sorting  while  the  others  wrapped  and  packed-     These  potatoes  were  of  fancy 
size  and  color,   -nd  suitable  for  apple~box  packing;  but  most  of  the  potatoes 
being  sorted  were  unusually  ruddy  and  dirty-     Sr. all  -pasteboard  cartons,  of 
15  pounds  net,  were  being  r.ade  ready  for  packing  at  that  time,   though  we  sow 
none  of  the  finished  work.     The  small  bags  were  packed  in  two  ways;   some  with 
extra-good  baking  ^otatoes  and  others  with  potatoes  of  medium  size-     Most  of 
the  snail  bag  packers  in  Idaho  favor  potatoes  of  medium  size  for  these  bags, 
as  they  can  be  filled  more  compactly  than  if  filled  with  extra-large  sizes. 

"One  of  the  results  from  the  small  package  activity  is  the  marketing  of 
many  carloads  of  small  to  medium  sized  Russet s -     Some  of  the  cars  that  have 
been  trimmed  for  'bakers1  look  pretty  tough  when  they  go  out;  so  you  can 
imagine  what  they  look  like  to  the  buyers.     Five  and  six-ounce  Russets  are 
not  much,  in  comparison  with  the  usual-ruii  shipped' 

"Many  fields  of  potatoes  are  still  growing  in  this  section  in  spite  of 
the  heavy  frost  of  two  or  three  weeks  ago-     Digging  was  quite  heavy  last 
week,   and  will  continue  heavy  this  week.     Some  of  the  farmers  expect  to  let 
their  potatoes  grow  for  another  week  before  digging. '  Digging  will  be 
completed  about  October  20."

"Seattle  trade  almost  unanimously  agree  that  this  looks  like  a  farmers1 
year  for  Yakima •    Potato  growers  reports  indicate  that  digging  around 
Ellens eurg  is  past  the  peak  for  that  section,   and  probably  will  be  completed 
"by  the  end  of  this  week*    Harvesting  is  in  full  swing  on  reservation  this 
week,   and  will  probably  move  into  extreme  lower  Yakima  Valley  next  week- 
One  recent  visitor  returning  from  the  scene  of  operations  commented  on  the 
unusually  fine  quality  this  year,   saying  many  fields  will  grade  S5  per  cent 
U.  S-  No.  1  as  picked  from  the  fields,  and  U.  S.  No.  2  hard  to  buy  due  to 
scarcity.     Most  shipments  are  rolling  in  "branded  combination-grade  hags  and 
are  75  per  cent  U.  S.  Ho.

This  estimate  gave  Wisconsin  a  production  of  20,7'4g,000  bushels,  or  a  de- 
crease of  2,354,000  bushels  from  the  September  estimate.    There  was  a  general 
feeling  among  dealers  over  the  State  that  '.Ti  scons  in  \70uld  show  an  increase, 
and  many  of  them  still  maintain  that  final  figures  will  be  revised  upward- 
Storage  s^ace  is  rapidly  being  filled  to  capacity,  with  many  small  in- 
dependent speculators  entering  the  field,  buying  from  a  few  hundred  to  a 
few  thousand  bushels  to  hold  for  a  'killing1.    Many  growers  who  sold  their 
crop  earlier  in  the  season  are  now  buying-up  potatoes  -nd  placing  them  in 
storage.

The  second  prosecution,  under  the  Produce .  Agency  Act,  which  has  been 
reached  for  trial*  is  that  against  T .  B-  Pearman  &  Company ,  Inc  • ,  Richmond, 
Virginia,  v.hich  was  set  to  be  tried  on  October  l6«    However,  these  com- 
mission merchants  entered  a  plea  of  nolo  contendere  a  few  days  before  the 
date  of  trial  and  by  so  doing  consented  to  a  judgment  of  the  Court  as 
though  they  had  been  found  guilty.     The  sentence  of  the  Court  was  a  fine 
of  $250.00  on  each  of  two  counts,  making  their  total  fine  $500. 

Transactions  on  which  this  suit,  was  based,  as  developed  by  investigation, 
involved  the  reconsignnent  of  two  c^rs  of  produce,  without  the  consent  or 
knowledge  of  the  consignor,  and  the: making  of  returns  to  the  consignor  which 
failed  to  show  the  true  gross  sales  and  the  true  charges,  and,  -consequently, 
resulted  in  smaller  net  proceeds  than  were  due  the  consignors.     Gross  s-^les 
reported  apparently  were  calculated  by  adding  the  freight  to  Richmond  to  the 
net  proceeds  received  by  T .  B.  Perrman  &  Company.    By  this  scheme  the  con- 
signor was  not  advised  that  his  shipment;  had  borne  additional  freight  :eyond 
Richmond  and  ?  second  commission.     It  was  also'  found  that  the  Richmond  deal- 
ers demanded  recites  of  part  of  the  conmission  ch-rged  by  the  second  dealers 
and,   in  one  instance,  reduced  the  gross  s-les  about  $11.00  below  the  amount 
which  would  have  been  arrived  at  by  the  method  described  .above .

Approval  was  granted  on  the  basis  of  the  capacity 
tests  and.  the  sketches,   dimensions;,   and  descriptions  as  submitted*     The  form 
for  the  l/2-:usnel  size  is  U.  3.  Department  of  Agriculture  Standard  Basket 
Form  Number  1,  and  that  for  the  l-bushel  Size  is  U.  S-  Department  of  Agri- 
culture Standard  Basket  For".  Hummer  2.     It  is  expected  that  machine 
manufacturers  eventually  will  seek  the  Bureau's  approval  of  all  basket 
forms  made-  by  them.

lb.     GRAPE  SITUATIOIT  13?  CALIFORNIA 

W.  D.  Googe,  of  the  Fresno  office,  in  a  letter  of  October  13  gave  ■ 
the  following  information: 

"The  grape  movement  from  California  continues  under  favorable  weather 
conditions,  but  market  conditions  during  the  past  two  weeks  have  been  un- 
,  settled.    The  truck  drivers'  strike  in  New  York  was  a  contributing  factor, 
and  rumors  of  the  activity  of  prohibition  agents  in  some  terminals  have 
doubtless  caused  some  worry  in  juice-grape  circles. 

"Of  the  table  stock,  Thompson  Seedless  have  held  steady  to  firm,  while 
Tokays  and  Malagas  have  weakened.    The  quality  of  the  two  latter  varieties 
has  been  uncertain.    Probably  the  feature  of  the  deal  during  these  two  weeks 
has  been  the  volume  of  black  grapes.    With  continued  favorable  weather,  it 
is  now  estimated  that  the  total  grape  movement  from  the  State  will  be  around 
55 f COO  cars,  whereas  two  weeks  ago  it  was  estimated  that  the  total  would  be 
between  1+5,000  and  50,000  cars.    The  Muscat  movement  is  about  over,  and 
prices  for  this  variety  will  remain  firm  at  present  levels  or  will  probably 
advance,  when  it  becomes  known  that  there  is  a  real  shortage." 

On  Oct.  22  Mr.  C-ooge  wired  as  follows: 

"Apparent  scarcity  of  Muscat  grapes  has  brought  sharp  increase  in 
f.o.b.  prices,  which  rule  about  $10  per  ton  higher  than  a  week  ago.  Black 
varieties  are  holding  firm.    Table  stock  is  very  dull.    Ivialagas  and  Tokays 
continue  in  a  weak  position,  while  Seedless  bring  fair  returns.  Ideal 
weather  for  harvest  prevails." 

2b.    APPLES  AND  QNI0H  CROPS  II J  C0L^4LC 

On  Oct.  17,  C-.  D.  Clark, of  t.ne  Delta  office,  wired  as  follows: 
"The  harvest  of  Western  Slope  apples  is  active,  with  Jonathans  com- 
prising the  bulk  of  the  shipments.    The  trade  is  making  every  effort  to  move 
this  variety  prior  to  selling  the  later  varieties.    However,  mi dwe stern  and 
southwestern  small-town  demand  is  increasing  for  Ganos,  Winesaps,  and  other 
late  mixed  varieties  both  in  bulk  and  in  baskets.    High  prices  have  definite- 
ly swung  small-town  demand  to  unclassified  and  poor  quality,  with  the  result 
that  the  poor  quality,  of  which  there  is  a  large  percentage,  is  moving  fairly 
actively.    A  large  portion  of  sales  are  made  on  the  basis  of  combination-grade, 
but  due  to  hail  marks,  poor  color,  and  other  defects,  adjustments  are  necessary 
upon  arrival.     The  only  quotations  portraying  the  market  .are  those  on  definite 
grades,  although  sellers  know  that  later  adjustments  will  be  necessary  in 
many  cases.     Very  little  of  the  stock  is  being  packed  in  boxes,  due  to  poor 
quality  and  to  the  demand  for  bulk  and  basket  stock.    One  of  the  heaviest  box 
packers  is  shipping  most  of  the  output  to  Chicago  and  St.  Louis  auctions.  The 
prices  quoted  show  a  slight  decline  from  a  week  ago,  but  this  is  more  a  con- 
cession to  lack  of  quality  rather  than  any  weakness  in  the  market. 

"The  onion  market  is  very  dull.    The  shippers  have  been  unable  to  make 
many  sales  and  have  curtailed  purchases  from  growers.    The  stock  is  being 
harvested  actively, .  and  mostly  going  into  storage.    There  were  a  few  sales 
of  Yellow  Danvers  today,  80  to  85^  f.o.b.  usual  terms,  U.   S.  Ho-  1,  lj-inch 
minimum,  in  new  branded,  bags,  with  one  shipper  succeeding  in  selling  a  small 
block  at  Zl<p  f.o.b." 
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Another  wire  dated  Oct,  21  read's: 

"The  next  few.  day-s  will  see  the  windup  of  most  of  the  Jonathans,  Expect 
movement,  .of;  Rome's,  'Jinesaps,  Ganos,  and  other  varieties  to  become  active  "by 
the-  end  of  this  week,.  Believe  onion  movement,  will  "become  heavier  soon, 
due  to  local  storages  filling.    This  section  getting  fairly  good  call  for 
Danvers  now."    T.'endell,  Calhoun,  of  the  Denver  office  added:   "Good  demand 
also  being'  reported  for  Valencias  in  Arkansas  Valley,     Trade  seems  to  be 
stocking  up  at  present  prices." 

3"b    CROP  DONDITIONS  IN  NET7  YORK  STATS 

The  following  extract  was  taken  from  a  letter  by  J.  P.  Klein, 
Rochester,  N.Y.,  dated  October  23: 

APPLES: 

"There  has  not  been  much  activity  to  the  apple  market  since  the  last 
report.    The  demand  seems  to  have  improved  slightly  but  still  continues 
rather  slow,     The  harvesting  is  practically  completed,  and  yields  are  more 
disappointing  than  were  anticipated.     The  yield  of  New  York  State  will 
probably  have  to  be  reduced  still  more  in  the  next  Government  estimate, 

GRAPES:_ 

"The  grape  market  has  continued  about  steady,  with. only  a  moderate 
demand.    As  about  SQfo  of  the  crop  in  the  Finger  Lakes  section  was  damaged 
by  frost,  making  the  grapes  unfit  for  table  or  juice  purpose,  Quite  an 
extensive  business  has  been  built  up  with  Canadian  wineries  to  use  these 
grapes  for  wine.    The  Canadian  wineries  send  their  truck  to  the  crushers 
in  the  Finger  Lakes  section  and  load  the  crushed  grapes  in  open  barrels, 
to  haul  back  to  Canada,    The  duty  on  grapes  on  the  stem  amounts  to  $U0 
per  ton,  while  the  duty  on  the  crushed  grapes  amount  to  only  22$  of  the 
purchase  price  and  this  purchase  price  runs  from  $30  to  $U0  per  ton, 
making  the  duty  only  $6.60  to  $2. SO  per  ton. 

CABBAGE: 

"There  is  no  life  to  the  cabbage  market.    The  warm  weather  in  the 
South  has  slackened  the  demand  from  that  direction  and  not  much  New  York 
stock  is  going  to  southern  points.    Dealers  do  not  look  for  any  increase 
in  price  or  demand  until  the  southern  markets  open  up.    One  peculiar 
condition  of  the  cabbage  market  is  the  fact  that  large  cabbage,  which 
ordinarily  sells  for  less  than  small  to  medium  stock,  is  at  present 
bringing  about  $2  per  ton  more.    This  is  attributed  to  the  fact  that  the 
kraut  factories  are  buying  heavily  of  large  Danish,  as  they  did  not 
obtain  a  sufficient  supply  of  Domestic  for  their  requirements. 

POTATOES: 

"The  hauling  of  potatoes  are  light,  as  the  growers  are  working  to  get 
their  crop  under  cover,  fearing  more  cold  weather.    The  growers  also 
believe  that  the  price  next  month  will  be  higher  than  it  is  at  present, 
and  are  selling  only  enough  to  keep  them  supplied  with  a  little  cash. 
The  dealers  seem  to  be  of  the  opinion  that  the  market  will  be  higher  next 
month.

A  third  prosecution  under  the  Produce  Agency  Act,  which  has  been 
reached  for  trial,  is  that  against  J.  P.  Temple,  Wilson,  North  Carolina, 
who  was  tried  on  October  23.    Mr.  Temple  was  fined  3100  and  sentenced  to 
thirty  days  in  jail. 

Transactions  on  which  this  suit  was  based,  as  developed  by  the  investi- 
gation, involved  the  consignment  of  two  cars  of  citrus  fruit  to  J.  P.  Temple 
in  December,  1928,  by  R,  W,  Burch,  Inc.,  Plant  City,  Florida,  for  which 
Mr.  Temple  failed  to  account.    The  investigation  of  this  case  was  conducted 
by  a  representative  of  this  Bureau  of  May  :  9  and  10,  1929,  Mr.  Temple  having 
returned  to  wilson  on  May  8  after  a  disappearance  of  several  months,  warrants 
for  his  arrest  on  two  charges  of  embezzlement  had  previously  been  issued  by 
State  officials.    One  of  these  embezzlement  charges  was  .filed  by  R.  W.  Burch, 
Inc.,  and  involved  one  of  the  same  cars  .of  produce  covered  by  the  Produce 
Agency  Act  suit  against  Mr.  Temple.

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2b.     WISCONSIN  POTATO  DEAL 

C.  D.  Schoolcraft,  of  the  Waupaca  office,   in  a  letter  of  October- 25, 
gave  the  following  report: 

"The  f  .o.b.  potato  market  has  strengthened  and  taken  on  a  much  firmer 
tone  the  latter  part  of  this  week  after  the  decline  of  the  latter  part  of 
last  week  and  the  fore  part  of  this  week.    Monday,  potatoes  were  selling 
f.o.b.,  at  $2.10  -  $2.15,  and  growers  were  receiving  $1.80  -  $1-30  per  cwt. 
Today,  Round  Whites  were  bringing  mostly  $2-30  and  dealers  were  paying 
farmers  $2  at  most  of  .  the  loading,  stations  .in  .  the  .  State  .....  Probably  the  only 
place  where  there  would  be  any  exception  to  this  price  is  in  the  Antigo 
section  where  the  quality  of  the  stock  usually  warrants  a  little  premium 
over  other  points.    This  places  the  price  to  growers  on  the  same  basis  as 
it  was  when  the  market  went  up  just  after  the"  October  release.    The  f.o.b., 
price  has  not  gone  quite  as  high  as  it  did  at  that  time..    Demand,  however, 
has  been  rather  light.    Neither  have  dealers  tried  especially  to  force  any 
sales  at  current  prices.    Everyone  seems  to  have  taken  on  ah  attitude  of 
watchful  waiting.  :  •.. 

"Haulings  have  continued  light  despite  the  raise  in  prices.  Indica- 
tions are  that  about  the  only  potatoes  to  be  delivered  at  present  prices 
are  those  not  actually  in  good. winter  storage.    Likely  all  potatoes  stored 
in  field  pits  or  on  barn  floors  will  either  be  sold  or  placed  in  better 
storage  within  the  next  week  or  two,  as  winter  is  not  far  off.  Proba,bly 
the  former,  as  most  of  the  available  storage  is  practically  filled."

V.  H.  Nicholson,   in  a  letter  of  October  23,  from  Martinsburg,  W.  Va • , 
sent  the  following  information  regarding  apples: 

"Most  of  the  growers  around  Martinsburg  are  practically  through  harvest- 
ing.    Some  dealers  estimate  that  90  to  35  per  cent  of  the  fruit  is  already 
picked.    This  does  not  mean  that  all  the  fruit  has  been  packed  as  yet,  for 
many  growers  have  put  their  force  to  getting  the  fruit  off  the-  trees  rather 
than  the  usual  custom  of  picking  and  packing  at  the  same  time.    However,  the 
larger  portion  of  the  crop  will  have  been  packed  and  moved  to  storage  or  out 
of  this  section  by  November  1. 

"The  movement  to  storage  this  year  has  been  heavy.    Prom  the  best  in- 
formation I  can  gather  the  storages  at  Winchester,  Va . ,  are  completely  filled 
The  storage  in  Martinsburg  is  also  filled.    Several  of  the  storages  located 
around  Charlottesville,  Crozet,   Staunton  and  Roanoke,  Va.,  are  filled.  These 
storages  rave  a  combined  capacity  of  approximately  750,000  barrels.    Not  only 
has  the  No.  1  fruit  moved  to  the  storages  but  a  large  portion  of  the  storage 
holdings  in  the  Valley  are  off-grade  fruit .    Some  of  the  Grimes  stored 
earlier  in  the  season  are  now  moving."

6b.     CALIFORNIA  TOhATO  NEWS 

V.'.  L.  Jackson,   of  the  Los  Angeles  office,   in  a  letter  of  October  25, 
gave  the  following  information  on  tonatoes: 

"Y;e  have  been  issuing  f.o.b.,  reports  on  the  fall  tomato  deal  and  are 
finding  most  California  shippers  and  growers  rather  disappointed  this  year 
as  the  quality  is  below  normal  and  demand  from  eastern  buyers  has  been  poor. 
The  acreage  was  smaller  than  last  year.     There  were  18,95°  acres  this  year 
as  compared  with  20,650  in  1928.     There  were  heavier  plantings  in  upper 
California  and  considerably  reduced  acreage  in  the  southern  part  of  the  State. 

"The  California  Crop  Reporting  Service  forecast  on  September  12  predicted 
a  decrsase  of  19  per  cent  in  the  southern  California  1929  tomato  production, 
with  an  increase  of  U5  per  cent  in  the  northern  crop.    Movement  to  market 
started  slowly,  with  little  demand,  as  home-grown  stock  continued  to  supply 
the  eastern  markets.     California  shippers  held  back  heavy  movement  until  the 
advent  of  frost  or  rainy  weather  in  the  East  which  would  shut  off  the  home- 
grown supply.     The  quality  of  the  crop  tnis  year  is  below  normal  and  but  few 
cars  are  grading  U.  S.  No.  1.     Shippers  state  this  is  one  reason  why  eastern 
cash  buyers  are  not  taking  California  tomatoes  as  they  should-     They  are 
accustomed  to  deal  in  U.  S.  No.  1  tomatoes  and  a  lower  grade  is  more 
difficult  for  them  to  handle.    At  the  present  time  a  car  grading  SO  per  cent 
U.  S.  No.  1  is  considered  good,  with  some  San  Diego  stock  grading  higher, 
however.     Our  first  f.o.b.,  report  on  southern  California  tomatoes  was  issued 
on  September  26.     The  slow  cash  demand  and  light  wire  inquiry  characterizing 
the  market  at  that  time  has  continued.     The  f.o.b.,   cash  track  prices  on 
Orange  and  Ventura  County  lugs  of  green,  wrapped  tomatoes,  6x6  and  larger, 
ranged  from  Si  to  $1-35  per  lug    with  present  sales  around  $1.25-  Buyers 
have  shown  greater  interest  in  San  Diego  County  tomatoes  due  to  better 
quality.     Cash  prices  on  San  Diego  stock  have  ranged  around  $lMQ  -  $1.50 
per  lug. 

"The  recent  warm  weather  tended  to  cut  down  movement  as  many  snippers 
and  buyers  were  afraid  of  damage  from  sunburn  and  resultant  poor  keeping 
qualities;  also,   to  hasten  maturity,  and  harvest  should  be  heavier  within 
the  next  few  days-     The  quality,  also,   should  show  Improvement  since  the 
warm  weather  has  tended  to  kill  off  the  aphis  which  has  been  causing  rather 
serious  damage.     The  crop  tnis  year  will  probably  be  light  and  indications 
are  that  it  will  continue  to  be  rather  disappointing..0

With  this  issue  of  the  Division  Letter,  two  new.  code  pages  for  apples,  are 
being  railed  to  all  market  news  offices.     These  will  not  be  effective inrtil 
further  notice  in  the  D.  L. ,  hut  are  submitted  now  to  give  all  who  use  the 
code  an  opportunity  for  constructive  criticism.     The  suggested  changes  which 
seem  desirable  will  be  adopted. 

An  explanation  of  the  use  of  the  proposed  code  follows: 

wires  should  be  arranged  exactly  as  heretofore,   that  is,  by  containers 
and  then  by  States.    Use  English  for  "Barrels"  and  "Boxes";  use  code  for 
other  containers.    Where  possible  begin  quotations  from  each  State  with  a  5- 
letter  word  from  the  second  page  and  follow  with  words  formed  from  page  1. 

For  example:

This  22- word  code  message  represents  a  saving  of  6  words  over  what  the 
present  code  would  h^ve  required,   or  over  20  per  cent. 

Although  somewhat  more  complicated  than  the  present  code,   the  proposed 
code  is  so  arranged  that  it  is  easy  to  learn  and  retain.     You  will  notice, 
for  instance,   that  in  all  3-letter  prefixes  a  second  letter  "A"  means  the 
hi ghe st  common  grade  for  the  State,  as  "KaC,   extra  fancy" ; "KAT  U- S .  No.  1", 
and  "KAYT,  A  Grade."     Similarly,    "E"  as  a  second  letter  means  the  next  lower 
grade,  and  "I«  the  next.  is  used  for  the  combination  grade-     The  third 

letter  is  the  same  when  the  size  of  the  apples  is  the  same,  for  example  a 
third  letter  "C"  always  means  "Very  large  sizes",  and  a  third  letter  »M«  — 

all  sizes."  In  the  5-letter  words  on  the  second  page,  the  first  letter 
indicates  the  grade  and  size;  e,g.,  ttJ^  eeans  the  standard  and  most  used 
grade  and  size  for  that  State,   and  "En  stands  for  other  grades  and  sizes. 

A    is  either  "Extra  fancy,  medium  to  large  sizes",   or  "U,  S-  No.  1,  2§ 
inches  up",   etc.     The  third  letter  of  the  5-letter  words  indicates  the 
State,  and  the  last  two  letters  are  the  variety  terminals  with  the  letters 
reversed.     Thus,  JE  means  Jonathans,   exactly  as  EJ  means  Jonathans-     In  the 
5-letter  words  for  the  containers,   the  second  letter  indicates  whether  packed 
in  container  or  bulk,   and  the  final  letter  denotes  the  containers,   e.g.,  a 
final  "B"  means  Bushel  Baskets;  a  final  "H"  means  Bushel  Hampers;  and  a  final 
"T"  means  Bushel  Tabs. 

The  varietal  terminals  have  been  changed  very  little.     Your  opinion  is 
requested  ?s  to  whether  changes  to  "bring  all  these  symbols  in  strict 
alphabetical  order  is  desirable- 

Finally,   criticism  or  suggestions  as  to  the  workableness  of  this  code 
are  desired.    Every  one  who  uses  the  code  is  psked  to  consider  this  a 
personal  request-     If  this  type  of  code  seems  practicable,   it  will  he  worked 
out  "also  for  other  commodities  and  for  the  general  pages  of  the  code. 
P.S.     On  the  JI-JU  page,  work  on  which  is  now  being  completed,  provision  is 
made  for  sizes  and  grades  which  appeared  on  the  old  apple  page  but  which  have 
been  omitted  from  the  revision.

he.     RFPAIRIFa  HOITFY  TROUGH 

The  following  letter  from  Walter  Kingsbury  will  be  of  interest  to  all. 

"Reference  is  made  to  our  correspondence  on  the  subject  of  repairing 
the  honey  trough  in  the  standard  color  grader.    The  glass  of  which  the 
original  trough  was  made  had  a  greenish  tinge  like  ordinary  window  glass, 
out  I  was  able  to  get  a  clear  white  glass  of  the  requisite  thickness  from  the 
the  W.  P.  Fuller  Company.     I  understand  that  this  kind  of  glass  is  rather 
scarce  and  it  might  be  difficult  in  some  cities  to  obtain.     I  would  suggest 
that  when  a  trough  is  to  be  repaired  two  pieces  of  glass  be  secured  as  it 
is  quite  difficult  to  take  out  a  broken  side  without  breaking  the  other 
side.    The  easiest  method  of  repair  seems  to  be  to  take  the  trough  complete- 
ly apart  and  make  a  new  one  with  the  use  of  litharge.     Litharge  can  be 
bought  at  any  good  paint  store  for  a  few  cents.     It  is  mixed  with  a  little 
glycerine  to  form  a  stiff  paste  and  makes  a  hard  and  durable  cement  that 
is  impervious  to  water.

Several  air  mail  letters  have  been  received  recently  from  field 
offices  which  would  have  been  delivered  just  as    early  if  they  had  been 
cent  by  regular  mail.    This  is  because  Sunday  intervened  between  mailing 
and  delivery,     where  the  saving  is  not  greater  than  2^  hours  there  is  no 
advantage  in  airmailing  letters  on  Thursday  or  Friday  if  such  letters 
arrive  late  Saturday,  or  Sunday.     In  order  to  determine  which  method  of 
mailing  rush  letters  should  be  used,  each  field  man  should  find  out  from 
his  local  Post  Office  the  exact  time  which  it  takes  air  mail  and  regular 
mail  to  come  to  Washington.

The  following  notes  on  New  "fork  crops  is  an  extract  from  a  letter 
dated  November  5  ~°y  J-  P-  Klein,  of  the  Rochester  office. 

APPLES : 

There  has  been  very  little  demand  for  apples  during  the  past  week. 
Owners  of  good  quality  "are  not  anxious  to  sell,  expecting  a  higher  market. 
The  movement  of  unclassified  stock  has  been  fair,  with,  ungraded  hulk  and 
cull  apples"  going  to  canneries  and  poorer  stock  to  vinegar  plants.  Many 
cars  are  going  into  storage. 

CA3BAG-5 : 

The  cabbage  market  continues  weak,  with  shipments  running' from  102 
to  150  cars  a  day.    A  large  part  of  these  cars  are  going  to  kraut  factories 
storages,  or  are  shipped  on  consignment. 

POTATOES: 

The  potato  market  "is  weak,  with  light  demand  and  slow  movement. 
Many  of  the  dealers  have  had  considerable  complaint  from  the  markets  of 
frozen  potatoes,  and  together  with  the  weakness  of  the  terminal  markets, 
the  dealers  are  not  making  much  effort  to  sell.    With  light  shipments  from 
other  States,   especially  Maine,  and  when  track  holdings  in  the  terminal 
markets  begin  to  clear  and  some  of  the  frosted  potatoes  get  off  the  market, 
the  dealers  look  for  a  better  demand  and  price.     The  total  shipments  to 
date  are  1,093  cars  as  compared  with  UlO  the  same  date  last -year-  This 
does  not  indicate  that  the  crop  is  heavier.    In  fact,   it  is  much  lighter. 
The  total  shipments  will  probably  fall  1,000  cars  under  last. year* s  move- 
ment of  U.GOO.  "  ;.  . 

QUI  PITS: 

Shipments  are  light  and  will  continue  so  since  practically  all  of 
the  onions  outside  of  storages  or  frost  proof  warehouses  have  moved  and 
there  will  be  no  hurry  to  move  'stock  that  is  safe  from  the  cold  weather. 

CAP-POTS : 

Carrots  Continue  to  be  the  least  active  of  any  of  the  crops.  Yester- 
day there  seemed  to  be  a  little  better  demand.     The  market  seemed  to  be  a 
little  stronger  with  100-*  sound  sacks,  cut,  rough,   selling  from  $1.15  to 

si. 25. 

CELERY; 

There  is  a  good  wire  inquiry,  and  good  demand  for  celery,  especially 
large  celery  of  U  to  5  dozen,  but  this  size  is  scarce.     The  dealers  expect 
a  good  movement  with  increasing  prices  until  Thanksgiving.    California  with 
its  heavy  crop  of  good,  large,  fresh  celery  will  be  on  the  markets  in  heavy 
quantities  by  that  time  which  will  affect  the  market  for  New  York  celery.

On  Nov.  6,  J.  B.  Hamilton,  of  the  Portland  office,  wired  as  follows: 
"About  one-fourth  of  the  fall  crop  or  60  cars  of  Oregon  cauliflower 
remain  to  be  shipped.    The  quality  is  nearly  all  No.  1.    Sizes  ll1 s  and 
12' s.     Market  is  firm.    Usual-terms  price  last  week  $1,  today  $1*30-$1«35' 
Celery  quality  mostly  No.  1,  with  market  firm.    Usual  terms  last  week 
$2-$2»25,  today  $3  per  crate.    Expect  20  cars  of  hunched  carrots,  near 
Portland,   to  start  moving  next  week.     Considerable  movement  of  mixed  vege- 
tables including  lettuce,  carrots,  beets,  radishes,  green  onions,  etc., 
mostly  to  Montana.     Onions  are  all  in  farm  storage.    Loadings  are  very  light 
and  confined  to  filling  early  contracts.    Potatoes  are  practically  all  in 
storage.    Most  growers  holding  for  higher  prices." 


5b.    WISCONSIN  POTATO  DEAL 

C.  D.  Schoolcraft,  writing  f.  om  Waupaca  on  November  1.  gave  the 
following  information: 

"The  Wisconsin  potato  market  has  shown  a  steady  decline  during  the 
past.  week.    There  were  some  sales  Monday  at  $2.25-32.35  Per  &s"t*  on  an 
f.o.b.  basis,  but  by  Thursday  the  price  had  dropped  to  around  $2.10,  with 
very  few  sales  reported.

The  price  to 
growers  has  dropped  from  $2  per  cwt .  to  Sl»75»  with  practically  no  deliv- 
eries.    Shipments  have  dropped  off  sharply,  with  25  to  30  cars  moving  daily."

la.     FREIGHT  AND  EXPRESS  SHIPMENTS 

T7e  have  been  requested,  by  the  section  in  Washington  receiving  freight 
and  express  shipments,   to  ask  our  field  force  to  be  more  explicit  in  address- 
ing packages.    Shipments  received  in  the  past  addressed  only  "Bureau  of 
Agricultural  Economics"  have  been  very  difficult  to  deliver  in  view  of  the 
many  projects  and  divisions  in  the  Bureau. 


2a.    LOSS  AND  DAMAGE  CLAIMS  INVOLVE  LARGER  AMOUNTS 

The  amount  of  money  involved  in  individual  loss  and  damage  claims, 
in  the  settlement  of  which  market  news  reports  are  used,   shows  a  considerable 
increase  over  previous  seasons.    During  the  past  12  months  over  200  requests 
for  certification  of  market  news  reports  were  handled  through  the  Office  of 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture.    Of  these  requests,  lU3  stated  the  amount  of 
the  claim  involved,  the  average  claim  amounting  to  nearly  $800,  with  a  total 
of  5H5,UUU  represented  in  the  IU3  claims.     In  addition,  our  reports  were 
used  as  a  basis  for  settling  large  numbers  of  claims  out  of  court,  for  which 
certification  was  not  requested  and  on  which  the  amount  of  money  involved  was 
not  stated. 

Market  prices  were  requested  on  36  different  commodities,  23  of  which 
were  not  listed  on  the  regular  market  reports  issued  by  the  Washington  office. 
In  fact,  about  one-third  of  the  requests  which  come  in  for  certification  are 
filled  by  typing  excerpts  from  reports  issued  by  market  news  offices  only,  — 
miscellaneous  information  which  is  not  transmitted  to  Washington.

Ii.  C.  Tate,   of         Idaho  Falls,   gave  the  following  information  in 
a  letter  of  November  6: 

"In  further  comment  on  the  freezing  injury  to  the  Idaho  potato  crop 
can  now  say  the  damage  was  negligible.    Various  reports  were  circulated  among 
the  trade  concerning  the  damage.    Mr.  Edgar  V.  Gipson,  Supervising  Inspector 
in  the  Twin  Falls  district,  advises  that  the  potatoes  this  season  were  prac- 
tically all  well  covered  and  the  freeze  was  not  severe  enough  to  cause  damage 
to  more  than  an  occasional  potato  that  lay  near  the  surface  of  the  ground.

"The  deal  has  been  very  slow  during  the  past  two  weeks  but  appears 
to  be  shoeing  new  life  today.    Trading  has  been  limited  to  necessity  for 
the  most  part,   only  those  farmers  or  shippers  who  were  pressed  for  ready 
cash  having  turned  any  stock  during  that  period.    The  market  has  slowly 
declined  to  where  sales  last  night  on  three  or  four  cars  ranged  *2.15-$2.25 
cash  track  on  No.  1  Russets,  and  this  weakness  has  been  reflected  in  the 
steady  increase  of  rejections  and  adjustments  on  cars  that  were  loaded 
during  the  mid-October  activity* 

"most  of  the  shipments  made  from  the  State  to  date  have  been  of 
small  sizes.    Practically  all  the  farm  cellars  and  track  siding  cellars 
I  visited  have  the  best  potatoes  stored  in  the  far  end,  with  the  poorly 
developed,  pointed,  and  snail  potatoes  out  in  front  for  early  movement  * 
Two  or  three  shippers  have  made  it  their  policy  during  past  years  to  load 
only  large  sized  Eussets,  but  these  outfits  have  had  an  unusually  hard  time 
this  season  in  attempting  to  load  their  usual  volume.     There  seems  to  be  a 
greater  quantity  of  large  sized  potatoes  in  the  Twin  Falls  section  than  in 
the  Idaho  Palls  section,  mainly  due  to  the  fact  that  the  lower  valley  had 
a  longer  growing  season,  but  there  are  some  fine  potatoes  being  held  in 
storage  in  the  New  Sweden  area  just  across  the  river  from  Idaho  Palls. 
Farmers  in  general  have  been  watching  the  market  and  have  great  confidence 
in  getting  higher  prices  later  in  the  season.    Many  are  definitely  holding 
for  ^3.00  bulk," 

2b.     WISCONSIN  P0TA.TQ  MEWS 

The  following  information  came  in  a  letter  of  November  8  from 
C.  D.  Schoolcraft,  at  Waupaca,  Wisconsin: 

"The  market  on  potatoes  the  past  week  has  been  very  dull.  There 
has  been  a  decline  in  pric^  on  the  few  sales  reported,  but  f  .o»b.  sales 
for  the  last  ten  days  have  been  hard  to  find.    The  dealers  here  are  not 
trying  to  sell.    This  also  holds  true  for  the  growers  as  there  have  been 
almost  no  haulings  for  the  past  two  weeks.    Everyone  seems  to  be  holding 
off  until  after  the  November  crop  release.     There  is  a  feeling  among  deal- 
ers that  a  decrease  in  the  estimate  will  strengthen  the  situation  material- 
ly but  any  increase,  at  least  one  of  any.  size,  would  likely  have  a  demoral- 
izing effect." 

3d.     053 GON  CROP  CONDITIONS 

On  November  lH,  J-  D.  Hamilton,   of  the  Portland  office,  wired 
as  follows: 

"Frosts  this  week  probably  caused  slight  field  injury  to  celery. 
Ifeny  growers  now  hauling  heavily  from  field  to  storage.    Frosts  and  cool 
weather  delaying  maturity  of  cauliflower  but  no  damage  yet.    Other  vege- 
tables,tomatoes,  lettuce,  cucumbers,   etc.,  all  killed  this  week  by  frosts, 
but  root  crops,  as  carrots,  beets,   turnips,   etc.,  uninjured  and  moving 
readily  in  mixed  cars  with  celery  and  cauliflower.     Cauliflower  continued 
firm  and  carloads  usual-terms,  $1 »U0-$1 .60,  celery  firm,  usual-terms, 
£3-^3-25  per  crate  in  the  rough."

W.  D.  Googe  sent  the  following  information  from  Fresno  on 
November  3"  .  "  ....  ' 

"The  1929  grape  season  in  California  is -drawing  near  .the  end. 
Table  stock,  except  Emperors,   is  getting  scarce.    At  present  Malagas  are 
largely  for  juice  purposes,  and  are  bringing  §  30-$ 32 • 50  Per  t°n  in  carloads 
f.o.b.  cash  track.     The  few  Thompson  Seedless  that  are  left,  are  mostly  being 
rolled  for  delivered  sales.    Tokays  are  reported  at  slightly  higher  f.o.b. 
prices,  but  shipments  of  this  variety  are  decreasing.     The  Emperor  season 
is  getting  under  way,  with  a  wide  range  of  prices  being  quoted  according  to 
quality.     Some  ordinary  stock  in  plain  lugs  is  reported  from  80  cents  to  $1, 
while  stock  suitable  for  storage  rules  around  $1.10  or  slightly  higher. 
Some  sawdust  packs  are  being  reported  at  $1.85-$2  for  chests  and  $3. 50-$ 3 
for  kegs. 

"Juice  varieties  are  holding  about  steady,  with  Muscats  about  cleaned 
up.    Black    juice  grapes  consist  mostly  of  Missions,  Alicantes  and  Carig- 
nanes,  the  volume  of  which  is  as  usual  the  source  of  much  argument.  With 
favorable  market  and  weather  conditions,   it  is  now  generally  believed  that 
the  total  grax^e  movement  from  California  this  season  will  approximate  60,000 
cars.     Shipments  during  the  past  week  have  averaged  around  S50  cars  daily, 
and  shippers  helieve  that  under  similar  conditions  during  the  coming  week 
the  average  will  be  about  500 .     On  the  whole,  prices  have  been  fairly  sat- 
isfactory to  growers  but  shippers  as  a  rule  report  little  profit."

Inquiry  has  again  been  made  regarding  the  number  of  copies  of 
Produce  Agency  certificates  which  should  "be  made.    An  original  and  two 
copies  are  all  that  are  necessary.     The  original  should  he  given  to  the 
applicant,   one  copy  should  he  mailed  to  Washington  along  with  other  certi- 
ficate .copies,  and  one  copy  should  he  retained  for  the  local  office  files. 

While  no  attempt  has  been  made  to  distribute  Produce  Agency  certifi- 
cate forms  to  Health  Officers  the  Washington  office  has  a  supply  of  such 
forms  which  will  be  mailed  to  any  Health  Officer  upon  application.  If 
inquiry  should  be  received  by  any  local  office  for  such  forms  the  request 
should  be  forwarded  at  once  to  this  office. 


2c.     INDIANA  ONION  INSPECTION  vTQRg 

The  following  letter  from  J.  E.  Dickerson  will  be  of  interest 
to  inspectors  of  Indiana  onions: 

"I  will  leave  here  next  Sunday  morning  and  will  report  to  the 
Indianapolis  office  Monday  morning  (Nov.  18). 

"This  office  will  remain  open  until  April  1,  and  Mrs.  Kincaide  will 
continue  to  type  the  certificates  here.     I  will  have  copies  of  all  in- 
spections at  Indianapolis,  but  all  receiving-point  offices  should  wire 
the  Warsaw  office  for  reports  of  shipping-point  inspection,  as  they  can 
receive  them  much  quicker  that  way. 

"";Ve  have  inspected  about  1,200  cars  of  onions  to  date,  and  will 
probably  get  about  that  many  more  during  the  winter  months.    We  are  also 
inspecting  a  few  cars  of  potatoes  and  carrots. 

"So  far  there  has  been  very  little  damage  from  freezing  injury,  and 
as  all  the  onions  are  now  under  cover,  it  will  take  a  pretty  hard  freeze 
to  injure  the  stock  that  is  stored  on  farms  in  basements,  barns,  etc." 

3c     NEW  INSPECTION  TORN  IN  CLEVELAND 

An  agreement  has  been  signed  with  the  Northern  Ohio  Pood  Terminal 
Company  to  provide  for  the  inspection  of  all  fruits  and  vegetables  handled 
by  members  of  that  organization.     It  is  expected  that  this  will  cover  ap- 
proximately 90$  of  all  c^rlots  received  in  Cleveland.     The  agreement  is 
similar  to  agreements  withofcfa.T  States,   the  finances  being  handled  by  the 
Terminal  Company.     The  inspectors  -ill  be  selected  and  licensed  by  the 
Federal  Department. 

Inspection  of  all  cars  -ill  be  made  for  condition.    Full  grade  in- 
spection will  be  made  of  those  cars  on  which  there  is  special  protest. 
The  service  "ill  also  include  the  checking  of  the  broken  packages  and  the 
determination  of  the  damage  resulting  from  breakage.    This  will  be  the 
largest  volume  of  r eceiving-point  inspection  work  ever  undertaken  by  the 
Service  in  a  single  market.     It  is  expected  that  between  lo,000  and  18,000 
cars  will  be  inspected. 

The  work  will  be  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Branch,  who  is  in  charge 
of  the  Cleveland  office.     It  is  expected  that  seven  or  eight  additional 
inspectors  -ill  be  required  to  handle  this  volume  of  work;.

la.     CORRECT  DATE  FOP,  UNLOAD  REPORTS 

A  lack  of  uniformity  has  "been  discovered  in  the  recording  of  daily 
unload  data.    Some  market  stations  are  recording  them  as  of  the  date  furnish- 
ed by  the  railroads  —  others  are  back-dating  them  one  d^y  to  correspond 
to  the  actual  date  the  cars  are  made  empty.     The  latter  method  is  the  cor- 
rect one.    Por  example:    The  consolidated  reports  received  from  the  rail- 
roads on  November  10  for  instance  may  have  shown  six  cars  of  apples  arrived, 
ten  cars  on  track  and  five  cars  unloaded.    The  correct  date  for  these  arriv- 
als and  cars  on  trade  was  the  date  the  reports  were  received,  that  is, 
November  10.    The  correct  date  under  which,  to  record  the  unloads,  however, 
V7PS  November  9r  because  all  of  these  cprs  undoubtedly  were  unloaded  on  that 
day.    Cars  are  rarely  made  empty  late  at  night  or  before  7:00  a.m. 

Beginning  January  1,  1330,  each  market  station  is  requested  to  back- 
date all  unload  reports  one  dry  daily  as  received.    By  so  doing  all  of  our 
unload  information  in  the  future  will  be  accredited  to  the  correct  days, 
months  and  years.

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2b.     WISCONSIN  POTATO  NEWS 

CD-  Schoolcraft,  writing  from  Waupaca  on  November  15,  gave  the 
following  information: 

"The  carload  f  .o.b'.  price  on  Wisconsin  potatoes  reached  the  lowest 
level  of  this  season  yesterday  when  a  few  cars  were  sold  at  $1.85  Per  CT>7t.: 
most  of  the  sales  yesterday,  however,  were  around  $1-90.    vftiile  the  demand 
was  very  slow  today,  as  has  been  the  case  all  this  week,  the  market  seems 
to  have  taken  on  a  firmer  undertone  with  a  few  sales  at  around  $2-  Dealers 
are  not  expecting  any  marked  improvement  in  the  market  until  after  the  first 
of  the  year.    Growers  are  receiving  $1.65  Per  cwt.  at  almost  all  points  in 
the  State,  with  practically  no  haulings. 

Despite  the  decline  in  the  market,  shipments  have  increased  from  an 
average  of  around  thirty  cars  a  day  last  week. to  about  fifty  cars  a  day 
this  week.    The  largest  proportion  of  these  shipments  are  being  billed  to 
Chicago  for  sale  there  or  diversion.    Distribution  of  Wisconsin  potatoes 
has  been  confined  to  a  rather  limited  area  for  the  past  month;  very  few 
cars  have  gone  east  of  Detroit  and  Columbus,  and  south  of  St.  Louis." 

3b .    REDUCING  LEASED  WIRE  TRAFFIC  (Attention  All  Market  Stations) 

••  '  Effective  immediately  offices  on  the  Western  and  Co^st  Circuits 

should  send  honey  market  information  to  Washington  by  air  mail  instead  of 
by  leased  wire..    This  information  should  be  mailed  in  time  to  arrive  in 
Washington  by  the  lUth  and  30th  of  each  month.    By  using  air  mail  the 
leased  wire  traffic  will  be  lessened  and  at  the  same  time  the  imformation 
can  be  covered  in  greater  detail.     The  present  semi-monthly  honey  review- 
released  from  Washington  will  not  be  placed  on  the  leased  wire-  Offices 
now  using  this  material  should  advise  us  so  that  copies  can  be  forwarded 
by  air  mail . 

The  International  Apple  Association  weekly  report  of  exports  is  being 
placed  on  a  mail  and  air  mail  basis.     It  will  not  be  sent  by  leased  wire. 

In  order  to  hold  miscellaneous  messages  on  the  leased  wire  to  an 
absolute  minimum,   especially  on  the  Eastern,  Western  and  Coast  Circuits, 
it  is  requested  that  nothing  be  handled  by  wire  that  can  satisfactorily  go 
by  mail.     In  preparing  leased  v/ire  messages  use  no  more  words  than  you  would 
in  a  commercial  telegram  paid  for  on  a  word  basis. 

Ey  notifying  the  leased  wire  relay  office  or  the  Washington  office 
when  certain  regular  markets  are  nc  longer  needed,  market  stations  will 
aid  greatly  in;  eliminating  all  unnecessary  traffic. 

Hb .     BROADCASTING  NEW  ORLEANS  PRODUCE  IviARKET  REPORTS 

In  a  letter  da ted  Nov ember  16,  J.  W.  Coleman,   in  charge  of  the  New 
Orleans  office,  advised  that  good  progress  is  being  made  in  interesting  the 
newspapers  and  radio  stations  in  our  market  information.    He  states  that 
three  stations,  namely:  WDSU,  WSMB  and  WBJO  are  now  giving  a  daily  broadcast 
of  information  prepared  in  the  New  Orleans  office. 

According  to  Mr.  Coleman,  three  New  Orleans  papers  are  now  printing 
our  market  report  daily.

Additional  information  contained  in  Mr.  Coleman's  letter  is  quoted 

below: 

"I  have  interested  the  AssociateiPress  in  taking  a  short  article 
each  day.    In  this  story  I  give  shipments  from  Louisiana  the  previous  day, 
arrivals  in  New  Orleans,  cars  on  track,  quotations  on  several  commodities, 
and  comments  on  the  market  generally.    This  report  is  wired  to  all  subcrib- 
ers  of  the  Associated  Press  Service  in  Louisiana  and  I  believe  it  will  give 
the  finest  sort  of  distribution  to.  growers  and  shippers  throughout  the  State. 
Many  people  will  read  market  .information  written  up  in  story  form,  but  would 
not  read  the  regular  report  on  the  market  sheet. 

"Due  to  heavy  rains  for  several  days,  Louisiana  has  not  shipped  a 
great  deal  of  produce.    Louisiana  oranges  are  rather  plentiful  in  New  Orleans 
and  prices  low.    Louisiana  okra,  cu.cumbers,  beans,  peppers,  squash,  and 
tomatoes  have  been  on  the  market  right ,alpng  but  at  present  supplies  are 
very  light.    Sweet  potatoes  are  plentiful.    Potatoes  and  onions  from  other 
sections  move  slowly  at  prices  that  sometime  net  the  dealer  a  profit  of  5 
cents  per  bag  but  usually  at  a  slight  loss. 

"A  car  of  Maryland  spinach  got  a  long  way  from  home  this  week  and 
arrived  in  New  Orleans.     It  brought  "U*75-$2  per  bushel." 

5"b •    ATTENTION  MARKET  STATIONS 

It  has  beeen  suggested  by  the  Division  of  Information  that  market 
news  offices  now  supplying  daily  information  to  radio  stations  for  broad- 
casting can'do  more"  to  assist  the  radio  broadcasting .  stations  in  holding  che 
interest  of  farmer-listeners.     In  this  connection,  it  is  suggested  that  some 
day  in  the  near  future  a  notice  be  carried  in  the  daily  bulletin.     The  fol- 
lowing general  statement  is  suggested:.    .  . 

"For  some  time  radio  stations   ,   ,  ,  have  been  broad- 

casting market  reports  and  other  agricultural  information  sent  out  by  this 
office.    The  radio  stations  are  all  broadcasting  market  news  without  charge 
as  a  public  service.     If  you  appreciate  the  reports  broadcast  by  radio, 
please  write  to  the  station.    If  you  have  a  suggestion  to  make  as  to  how  the 
service  may  be  improved,  include  that  as  well.    The  service  will  be  bene- 
fitted if  you  will  cooperate  to  this  extent.15 

This  statement  should  be  reworded  to  suit  local  conditions. 

6b .     MICHIGAN  APPLE  MABKgg 

E.  H«  Shoemaker,  of  the  Grand  Rapids  office,   in  his  letter  of 
November  l6  gave  the  following  information: 

ttWith  the  closing  of  the  Michigan  Apple  report  today,  the  deal  in 
this  State  is  practically  on  a  storage  basis,   i.e.,  practically  all  stock 
hauled  to  the  warehouses  has  been  graded,  but  not  all  of  it  has  been  shipped, 
although  it  is  pretty  well  cleaned  up,  and  no  one  anticipates  any  trouble 
disposing  of  it  at  prevailing  prices.     Shipments  to  date  total  slightly  over 
3,3°0  cars,  and  I  believe 'the  total  movement  from  the  State  (exclusive  of 
truck  shipments)  will  be  around  3,700  cars.     This  leaves  around  H00  cars  yet 
to  be  shipped.     Of  these,  probably  75  to  100  are  of  stock  that  will  be  shipped 
in  the  near  future;  the  balance  being  held  in  storage  for  later  sale." 
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7b.     HJGET  SOUND  C5L5RY 

T .  R-  Hall,  of  the  Seattle  office,  wrote  on  November  lo  as  follows: 
"Shipments  of  celery  into^marSets  is  putting  the  Puget  Sound  country 
on  the  celery  map.    The  reported  inferior  quality  of  celery  grown  this 
season  in  eastern  producing  regions  is  stimulating  a  demand  for  western  stock 
and.  as  a  result  2U'  cars  have  already  been  shipped  out  of  this  State.  The 
quality  is  exceptionally  good  and  reports  from  the  terminal  market  receivers 
indicate  that  it  is  delivered  in  good  condition.    Last  season  this  State  was 
credited  with  only  lU  errs,   so  the  increasing  importance  of  the  industry  is 
apparent . 

"In  my  experience,   I  have  never  seen  celery  of  quality  superior  to 
the  Puget  Sound  product.     Individual  stalks  are  generally,  well  bleached, 
bright,  with  healthy  green  foliage,  and  in  the  rough  are  from  2U  to  26  inches 
long,  with  some  early  season  stock  even  30  inches  in  length. 

"It  lacks  the  stringiness  so  frequently  characteristic  of  celery  pro- 
duced in  other  sections.    Due  to  the  large  size  which  generally  prevails, 
Puget  Sound  celery  will  not  be  used  for  'heart  celery1  as  a  general  thing. 

Two  styles  of  crates  are  being  used  by  local  shippers;  the  principal 
shippers  using  a  22  or  2U  inch  California  crate  generally  packed  with 
U-dezen  stalks,  always  in  the  rough.     The  Japanese  producers  have  adopted  a 
half-crate  which  is  packed  with  2  to  2\  dozen  stalks.    This  crate  is  2o  inches 
high  and  it  is.  the  practice  tc  cut  the  leaves  off  flush  with  the  top  of 
crates  loaded  in  the  lower  two  layers  of  a  car  and  retain  the  foliage  only 
on  the  top-layer  crates. 

The  f -o.b.  market  has  advanced  from  $2.U0  per  crate  of  U-lozen  to 
§2.b5  during  the  week.    Half-crates  are  bringing  $1.25  to  $1.30  f.o.b.  ship- 
ping point,  and- are  being  sold  to  retailers  at  $1.5°  to  $1»75«    ®ae  to  the 
outside  demand,   street  supplies  are  being  held  to  a  minimum  although  it  is 
reported  some  stock  is  being  held  in  local  storages  for  the  holiday  trade.11 

~  8b .    N5TT  YORK  CROP  CONDITIONS 

J.  P.  Klein,  of  the  Rochester  office  wrote  November  20  in  part  as 
follows :

"The  cabbage  market  is  strong  and  prices  have  advanced  from  $15  to  $17 
last  Tuesday  tc"  319-$ 20  yesterday  on  bulk  per. ton  Danish.     Sacked  cabbage 
sold  yesterday  at  $22-$2U  with  a  few  sales  at  $25,  compared  with  $20  last 
Tuesday.     Some  dealers  believe  that  before  the  end  of  this  week  bulk  Danish 
will  be  selling  from  $23  to  $25,  and  sacked  around  $30  per  ton.     Some  of  the 
cabbage  around  the  Cortland  and  McClean  section  is  turning  white  in  storage 
and  has  the  appearance  of  stock  coming  from  storage  in  February  or  March. 
Most  of  the  cabbage  around  Rochester,  Pittsford,  and  nearby  pcints  still  re- 
tains a  fresh,  greenish  cast.    Outside  of  the  lack  of  green  color  the  cabbage 
is  firm,  hard,  and  of  very  good  quality. 

ONIONS 


"Within  the  last  few  days  the  onion  market  has  shown  a  slightly  better 
demand  with  prices  from  10  to  15  cents  per  100  pounds  higher  than  last  week. 
The  New  York  onions  are  keeping  well  in  storage,  as  was  expected  with  the  ex- 
cellent quality,  and  the  sizes  continue  to  be  all  that  could  be  desired  to 
make  them  a  fine  grade  of  U.  S.  No.  1.    Practically  no  onions  shipped  run  less 

than  75$i  2  inches  and  over.  ,  _  u-rs

la .     TRUCKING  CONDITIONS  IN  NEW  YORK  CITY 

8,  R.  Biddls,   of  the  New  York  office,  in  a  letter  dated  November  20 
gave  the  following  report:  / 

"The  special  committee  appointed  sometime  ago  to  draw  up  an  agreement 
by  which  trucking  conditions  could  be  improved  in  New. York  City  published 
their  .recommendations  today.    This  committee  was  appointed  at  the  protest 
meeting  against  Rule  9  of  the  agreement  by  which  the  strike  was  settled. 
Rule  9,  you  will  remember,  was  the  one  which  penalized  outside  truckmen  who 
hauled  produce  to  New  York  City.. 

"It  is  now  recommended  that  the  house  truckmen  be  paid  a  demurrage 
charge  of  $1*50  P©1*  hour  beginning  one : hour  after  tendered  delivery  of  a 
load.    This  is  to  prevent  unnecessary  ;de.la.y  to  the  trucks.    It  is  also  recom- 
mended that  no  truck  shall  be  permitted  to  park  in  front  of  any  wholesale 
house  unless  actually  engaged  in  unloading  or  loading.    Another  recommenda- 
tion proposes  that  the  trade  ask  the  Police  Commissioner  to  exclude  all  trucks 
over  thirty  feet  overall  in  length  from  the  market  area  between  9  p«m.  and 
9  a.m.  during  June  through  October. 

"The  ...last  recommendation,  designed  to  lessen  congestion  and  stabilize 
receipts,  is  for  a  campaign  of  education  through  the  rural  sections  to  in- 
duce growers  to  ship  early  so  that  out-of-town  trucks  may  reach  the  market 
before  10  p.m. 

"This  general  plan  was  worked  out  by  a  committee  representing  merchants, 
truckmen,  out-of-town  truckmen,   State  and  City  agencies,  and,  .in  fact,  every 
party  concerned  in  the  question.  It  is  considered  likely  that  ratification 
will  be  made  speedily.     It  will  have  to  be  ratified  especially  by  the  trade 
as  a  whole,  as  they  are  the  ones  who  will  now  pay  the  bill,  but  it  is  hardly 
likely  that  they  will  take    any  action  against  it  as  it  would  place  thea  in 
a  bad  light,   if  the  truckmen  should  call  another  strike. 

"I  believe  that  some  of  the  more  aggressive  members  of  the  trade  feel 
that  while  the  recommendations  offer  a  working  basis  between  the  trade  and 
the  truckmen,   the  measure  offers  only  a  temporary  solution  and  that  eventually 
a  geographical  rearrangement  of  the  market  itself, to  eliminate  congestion, 
will  have  to  be  brought  about-     In  other  words,  New  York  will  have  to  wake 
up  to  the  fact  that  it  cannot  continue  to  handle  the  growing  produce.,  busi- 
ness with  the  same  facilities  of  25  years  ago.",

Ua .    NEW  VEGETABLE  -  IN  :NE~s7  YCRX  'MARKET  ■ 

E.  R.  Biddle,  of  the  New  York  office,   in  a  letter  dated  November  21 
advises  of  a  new  vegetable:  ;  • 

"Among  the  newcomers  on  the  market'  is  a  new  southern  vegetable  named 
Chayote'..    There  have  been  a  few  small  lots  in  New  York  from  Florida  and 
Cuba  and  they  have"  met  a  very  limited  demand.     Yesterday,  November  20th,  a 
carload  was  reported  arrived  from  Florida,  but  ae:  the  market  is  not  well 
enough  acquainted  with  its  virtues,   the  car  was  refused  as  the  receiver  did 
not  feel  that  it  would  bring  freight  charges. 

"To  do  our  part  in  introducing  this  vegetable,  Mr.  Russell  today 
wrote  a  special  radio  story  of  interest 'to  the  consumer.     The  following  is 
a  description  of  the  new  vegetable:     (Note  -  Pronounce  Chayote  as  Chi-6-t i) 

"The  first  carlot  of  a  newly  introduced  vegetable  arrived  on  the  New 
York  market  yesterday,  November  20.    Due  to  the  fact  that  this  vegetable  is 
a  stranger  it  appears  that  the  wholesale  trade  and  the  housewife  is  reluc- 
tant to  buy,  regardless  of  any  good  qualities  which  might  be  present. 

"The  new  vegetables  is  the  CHAYOTE  which  is  a  pear-shaped  vegetable, 
containing  a  single  seed-  which  'is  edible.    The  color  of  this  new  vegetable 
is  a  very  pale  green.    The  flavor  of  the  flesh  is  not  unlike  that  ci  the 
marrow  of  the  summer  squash,  hut  is  more  delicate,  and  if  kept  in  a  cool  place 
will  keep  as  long  as  four  or  five  months.    This  vegetable  as  mentioned  before 
is  pear-shaped  and  in  some    respects  resembles  the  appearance  of  a  pepper. 

"The  chayote  is  a  fall  and  winter  -vegetable  and  a  native  of  tropical 
America,  yet  its  introduction  into  the  United  States  is  recent,  and  the 
present  supply  on  the  New  York  market  is  the  first  appreciable  quantity  ever! 
received  in  any  market  in  the  United  States.     In  the  English  colonies  the 
name  applied  to  this  vegetable  was  'vegetable  pear1  ana  the  French  called  it 
the  1 christophine'  while  the  Spanish  West  Indies  think  of  it  as  the  '  chocho', 
'chuchu'  or  'pepinella' . 

nThe  stock  arriving  in  New  York  this  week  comes  from  Florida,  and  some 
of  the  descriptive  material  accompanying  this  vegetable  states,     that  chayotes 
are  tender,  yet  firm  enough  to  hold  the  form  in  which  they  are  cooked.     They  J 
may  be  boiled,  creamed,  used  in  salads,  "baked,   stuffed,  fried,  used  in  soups 
or  stews,  or  pickled.     The  seed  is  commonly  cooked  with  the  rest  of  the  vege<B 
table;  it  has  a  nut-. like  flavor  and  is  very  nutritious.     The  distinctiveness 
of  the  chayote  is  largely  in  its  excellent  texture,  and  serving  usually  with- 
out mashing  is  recommended.    For  the  preparation  of  most  dishes  the  vegetable 
is  best  sliced  about  three-quarters  of  an  inch  thick,  crosswise  through  the 
seed,  parted,  and  boiled  until  tender."

lb .     USE  CORRECT  PROP  ESTIMATE  FIGURES 

In  a  letter  dated  November  27,  J.  P.  Klein,  at  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  made 
the  following  comment : 

"While  on  the  subject  of  government  estimates  of  production,  I  wish 
to  call  attention  to  an  error  which  has  crept  into  our  bulletins  as  well  as 
all  of  the  others  I  have  examined.    At  the  first  of  the  season  when  the 
September  estimates  were  released,  we  obtained  our  figures  for  potato  produc- 
tion for  last  year  from  some  source  which  I  do  not  remember,  and  the  final 
production  for  Maine  was  given  as  37, 5*40,000  bushels  and  the  total  for  the 
United  States  as  Ub2,  $4-3, 000 .     It  has  recently  come  to  my  attention  that  these 
figures  for  Maine  last  year  should  be  39,330,000  bushels  and  the  total  for  the 
United  States  should  be  k€k  ,14S3, 000  bushels.     In  order  to  ascertain  if  this 
office  Y/as  the  only  one  that  had  made  this  mistake,   I  checked  back  over  the 
bulletins  of  iTew  York,  Philadelphia  and  Boston  and  found  that  they  had  the 
same  figures.    The  figures  that  we  had  been  carrying  on  Maine  and  the  total 
lor  the  United  States  do  not  correspond  with  the  'Washington  bulletin? ." 

normally  the  revisions  in  estimate  figures  are  made  in  December  of  the 
following  year,  however,   some  revisions  may  be  made  prior  to  December.  This 
was  the  case  with  potato  estimates  for  192S;  they  were  revised  in  July,  1929, 
and  the  revised  figures  were  published  in  Crops  and  Markets  for  that  month 
and  each  month  since  then. 

In  preparing  tables  of  comparative  estimates  take  care  to  use  the 
revised  figures  for  previous  seasons.

"The  apple  market  has  continued  about  steady  with  mostly  a  slow  demand, 
Hot  many  sales  of  No.  1  fruit  are  made  either  in  barrels  or  bushels,  most  of 
the  sales  are  on  unclassified  Baldwins  from  common  storage.    This  unclassified 
stock  is  mostly  from  2z  inches  up,  and  in  the  majority  of  the  cases  the  Ho.  l's 
are  in.    This  stock  is  also  of  variable  quality  and  condition.     Some  of  it  is 
coming  out  of  common  storage  in  an  extreme ly  overripe  condition,  and  in  some 
cases  shriveled.    Other  stock  that,  has  been  in  better  class  common  storage  is 
coming  out  in  better  condition.     Sales;  yesterday  were  made  on  bushel  tubs,  z\ 
inches  up,  unclassified  Baldwins  from  common  storage  at  from  *1.35  to  $1.1*5, 
and  Baldwins,  U.  S.  3To.  1,  2\  inches  up  from  cold  storage  sold  for  $6  per 
barrel .

"The  cabbage  market  has'  continued  strong,  with  from  a  moderate  to  good 
demand.    The  cold  weather  for  the  past  ten  days  has  stimulated  the  demand  for 
cabbage,  and  prices  f.c.b.  usual- terms  on  bulk  Danish  yesterday  were  325-$26 
per  ton,  compared  with  S23~1>25  last  week  at  the  same  time.     Sacked  Danish 
yesterday  was  $2S-$29  per  ton  with  more  selling  at  §30  than  on  previous  days, 
compared  with  $27 -^2$.     The  growers  are  holding  strong  at  from  ^20-?22  per 
ton,  and  in  order  to  come  out  on  it  the  dealers  have  to  get  from  *25-S26  per 
ton  on  bulk,  as  the  cost  of  loading  is  figured  at  $1  per  ton,  and  the  cost  of 
lining  the  cars  during  this  cold  weather,  and  the  heating  of  the  cars  amounts 
to  at  least  32  per  ton.     Some  of  the  dealers  are  still  expecting  higher  prices, 
while  some  of  the  dealers  are  holding  off  expecting  a  falling  off  of  prices. 
Mot  many  of  the  terminal  markets-  are  high  enough  to  warrant  a  $26  per  ton 
f.o.b.  price. 

POTATOES 

"The  market  has  fluctuated  some  from  the  price  of  ^3.50-^3.60  per  150 
pound  sack,  TJ.  S.  No.  1,  Round  ".Thites  on  Monday,  November  25,  although  the 
price  yesterday  was  the  same  with  a  few  at  ^3.65.    During  the  week  interven- 
ing most  sales  have  been  around  the  ^3-50  price.     Shipments  are  only  moderate, 
but  the  track  holdings  in  the  terminal  markets  are  again  increasing,  and  the 
indications  are  that  there  will  be  no  rise  in  the  f.o.b.  market,  and  the  mar- 
ket -rill  do  well  to  remain  steady.    Growers  are. still  bullish  and  are  holding  L 
strong  at  1>1 .15-*1 .25" per  bushel,  bulk.    Dealers  could  sell  more  potatoes, 
for  even  though  the  demand  is  slow  as  a  general  rule,  yet  some  dealers  do  have  J 
more  inquiries  and  more  orders  than  they  can  fill,  as  they  cannot  gs b  the 
growers  to  turn  loose.

nThe  holders  of  celery  seem  to  think  that  they  are  in  a  very  good  posi-l 
tion,  with  holdings  in  western  Hew  York  storages  tot-ling  only  about  201,527 
crates  today,  December  U.    This  is  only  a  few  cars  over  806  cars.     If  the 
movement  continues  to  average  around  35  cars  a  day,  Few  York  celery  will  be 
practically  gone  by  Christmas.    The  f.o.b.  market  is  strong  at  from  53-?3-25 
today  on  crates  of  Golden  Self  Blanching,   5  zo  2  dozen.     Some  dealers  are 
anticipating  a  still  higher  market  and  some  purchases  have  been  made  from  the 
growers  during  the  past  week  at  >2-5C  per  crate,  the  dealer  to  pay  the  storagejl 
which  makes  the  price  the  dealer  is  paying  $3.* °5  P'3r  crate.

"The  onion  market  continues  strong  with  f.o.b.  prices  on  100  pound  sacks j 
Yellow  Varieties  at  fcl*75-$lt85  yesterday,  compared  with  $1.70-*1.80  the  first! 
of  last  week.     Cold  weather  and  light  shipments  have  aided  in  maintaining 
prices  which  are  out  of  line  with  the  demand  and  prices  in  the  terminal  market. 
It  seems  to  be  a  question  of  the  f.o.b.  prices  being  maintained  too  high  to 
stimulate  an  active  movement  and  although  higher  prices  may  be  obtained  at 
present  on  the  light  shipments,   the  onion  f.o.b.  is  in  an  insecure  and  uiv 
economically  sound  position,  as  shipments  must  increase  heavily  in  order  to 
move  the  targe  storage  holdings.

"The  interest  in  carrots  has  increased  day  by  day  during  the  past 
week  until  at  present  there  is  a  fairly  good  demand  and  the  market  has 
strengthened  to  where  IOC-pound  sack  cut  carrots  were  selling  yesterday  from 
"U.2041.25,  compared  with  §1.10  last  Monday,  November  25,  and  bushels,  cut, 
washed  sold  yesterday  at  90^,  compared  with  80^  the  first  of  last  week.  The 
increased  interest  and  demand  for  carrots  has  caused  shipments  to  increase 
slightly  although  approximately  one-third  of  the  shipments  continue  to  go  to 
the  soup  factories. n 


3b.     VALENCIA  ONION  PRODUCTION  IN  TH5  ARKANSAS  VALI5Y,  COLO,.. 

Wendell  Calhoun  of  the  Denver  office,   in  a  letter  date  November  25 
gave  the  following  information: 

"The  Valencia  onion  deal  in  the  Arkansas  Valley  has  been  rather  diffi- 
cult to  report,  and  I  thought  it  advisable  to  go  down  to  familiarize  myself 
with  conditions  and  to  make  some  further  arrangements  for  reports  with  local 
buyers  and  shippers. 

"The  deal  shows  all  the  characteristics  that  might  be  expected  of  such 
a  new  industry.     It  has  grown  so  rapidly  than  no  one  knows  just  where  they 
stand.    Most  of  the  growers  have  but  little  conception  of  onion  markets  and 
conditions,  and  have  been  led  to  believe  that  they  have  a  sure  thing  in 
Valencia  onions.     Last  year  they  were  able  to  sell  everything  at  very  high 
prices,  ana  can  see  no  reason  for  the  prevailing  low  prices  this  season,  and 
have  been  very  slow  in  selling.    They  dragged  out  the  harvest  period,  being 
unwilling  to  sell  even  their  surplus  ahove  what  they  could  place  in  storage, 
and  as  a  sresult  there  were  considerable  onions  still  in  the  field  when  cold 
weather  and  storms  started  the  last  of  October.     It  was  generally  estimated 
at  that  time  there  were  between  300  and  UOO  cars  in  the  fields,   some  still  in 
the  ground  but  mostly  pulled  and  piled.    Conservative  shippers  figure  that 
there  probably  were  not  more  than  125  to  150  cars  actual  loss  of  marketable 
onions  which  were  finally  abandoned  in  the  fields,  although  this  does  not 
take  into  consideration  the  loss  which  will  come  from  the  frosted  stock  which 
w^s  later  placed  in  storage.     There  was  not  sufficient  weather-proof  storage 
space  in  the  Valley  for  the  entire  crop  and  large  amounts  were  held  in  sheds, 
straw  piles  and  other  temporary  storage  space.    On  Wednesday  night  of  last 
week,   the  temperature  went  to  two  degrees  below  zero,  and  it  is  expected  that 
quite  a  loss  will  result  to  the  onions  in  temporary  quarters.    However,  this 
freezing  damage  has  affected  but  a  relatively  small  part  of  the  crop,  as  there 
are  probably  1,600  to  1,800  cars  of  good  onions  in  permanent  storage. 

"It  is  generally  considered  that  the  shipping  season  for  the  Valencia. s 
will  not  extend  much  beyond  the  Inst  of  Feoruary,  although  some  of  the  best 
lots  will  keep  somewhat  longer.     It  was  estimated  early  in  November  that  the 
Arkansas  Valley  would  have  to  pverrge  twenty  carloads  each  shipping  day  to 
move  the  crop  out  during  the  normal  shipping  period,  but  so  far  this  month 
they  have  averaged  slightly  less  than  seven  cars.    The  principal  factor,  how- 
ever, has  been  that  growers  were  holding  for  higher  prices.     So  far,  there 
have  been  only  910  cars  shipped  from  the  Valley.    With  all  of  their  freezing 
losses,   I  doubt  if  they  actually  move  much  over  1,500  carloads  from  now  on, 
figuring  the  normal  shrinkage  in  storage  and  a  limited  demand  for  off-grade 
g  tock •

There  are  about  four  distinct  sizes  being  shipped  in  sacks.  The 
basis  taken  as  a  standard  is  2;±  inches  and  larger*    Large  fancy  stock  is 
packed  with  a  minimum  of  three  inches.    The  stock  remaining  below  the  2\ 
inch  size  is  shipped  as  \\  to  2\>     This,   I  understand,  competes  directly 
with  some  of  the  eastern  yellow  onions.     Then  there  is  stock  not  containing 
sufficient  large  sizes  to  be  worth  while  sorting  up  separately  and  this  is 
packed  I2  inches  up,  all  sizes.    These  a re  packed  in  both  100  and  5Q-pouncL 
bags,  with  the  use  of  50-pound  bags  on  the  increase.     Some  stock  is  being 
crated  but  there  is  not  much  tendency  to  take  up  with  this  package.  From 
what  I  saw  of  the  crated  stock,   I  would  say  that  they  will  either  have  to 
get  better  box  material  or  quit  them  entirely.     The  shook  which  they  have 
been  using  is  too  easily  split  or  broken,  and  the  packages  generally  present 
rather  a  sloppy  appearance.    Also,   the  type  of  onion  being  produced  is 
somewhat  deeper  than  the  Spanish  onion  so  that  the  regular  Spanish  crate 
is  hardly  deep  enough  to  hold  the  regular  ^,0  Q.r  72  pack.    One  shipper 
stated  he  was  going  to  oder  crates  about  three-eights  of  an  inch  deeper  so 
as  to  avoid  so  many  broken  slats *H

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la.    POTATO  ACREAGE  CONTROL 

Mr.  Mercker  and  I  attended  a  meeting  at  Painter,  Accomac  County, 
Virginia,  on  December  10,  which  was  called  by  the  Credit  Stabilization  Com- 
mittee organized  under  the  Interstate  Early  Potato  Committee  for  the  south- 
eastern States.    Attendance  was  by  invitation  and  included  representatives 
of  practically  all  the  fertilizer  companies  and  pat? to  shipping  agencies 
doing  business  in  the  Norfolk  district  as  well  as  on  the  Eastern  Shore  of 
Virginia  and  Maryland,  together  with  a  large  number  of  bankers.    This  was  the 
largest  gathering  of  responsible  business  men  which  has  yet  been  brought  to- 
gether under  the  auspices  of  the  Interstate  Committee.     It  is  expected  that 
fertilizer  prices  for  I930  will  be  announced  within  the  next  few  days.  Large 
quantities  of  seed  have  already  been  purchased  and  there  is  an  unusually 
large  amount  of  second  crop  homegrown  seed  on  the  Peninsula  which  cannot  be 
shipped  out  because  of  tuber  moth  regulations. 

While  the  Interstate  Committee  has  recommended  conservative  increases 
in  potato  acreage  for  all  producing  territory  from  Norfolk  south,  we  are  ad- 
vising a  still  further  cut  of  five  per  cent  in  the  acreage  on  the  Eastern 
Shore.    The  purpose  of  the  meeting  on  the  10th  was  to  learn  whether  we  could 
count  upon  the  united  support  of  this  program  by  the  agencies  furnishing 
credit  on  the  Eastern  Shore. 

The  response  was  most  gratifying.    Not  a  single  dissenting  voice  was 
heard,  while  the  representatives  of  the  fertilizer  companies  very  generally 
committed  themselves  to  the  outright  sale  of  fertilizer,  which  would  preclude 
the  furnishing  of  fertilizer  to  be  paid  for  in  a  definite  quanity  of  potatoes. 

Local  interest  is  so  intense  that  the  entire  Eastern  Shore  has  been 
districted  into  relatively  small  communities,  each  with  an  acreage  control 
committee.    Through  these  committees  and  the  agents  of  the  Eastern  Shore  of 
Virginia  Produce  Exchange  and  the  various  independent  shipping  agencies  an 
intensive  house  to  house  canvass  will  be  undertaken  in  a  few  days  to  learn 
the  actual  acreage  planted  and  the  number  of  barrels  harvested  in  1928  and 
1929,  together  with  the  acreage  which  the  grower  intends  to  plant  in  193° • 
It  is  felt  that  the  planting  season  is  now  near  enough  at  hand  to  make  these 
estimates  of  greater  value  than  those  which  have  preceded,  while  the  house  to 
house  canvass  is  expected  to  give  actual  figures  for  a  very  large  percentage 
of  all  the  growers  in  the  territory.    We  hope  to  be  able  to  publish  the  re- 
sults before  the  end  of  this  month.

The  following  news  was  contained  in  a  letter  from  H.  F.  TJillson, 
dated  December  6: 

"The  cold  wave  of  the  past  tv'0  days  was  general  throughout  the  State 
The  lowest  temperature  here  at  7/inter  Haven  was  37,  December  3*     Since  that 
time  the  temperature  has  been  rising  slowly,  the  minimum  for  yesterday  was 
U3-    According  to  newspaper  reports  there  were  light  frosts  reported  in 
nearby  sections.     The  temperature,  however,  was  not  low  enough  to  cause  any 
damage  to  citrus.    leather  forecast  for  tomorrow  is  slowly  rising  tempera- 
ture, probably  reaching  normal  by  Friday  or  Saturday." 
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2b.     CAULIFLOWER  "  SITUATION  IN  SOUTHERN  CALIFORNIA 

Walter  Kingsbury,   in  a  letter  of  December  5>   from  Los  Angeles,  sent 
the  following  inf ormatidn; 

"Cauliflower  in  southern  California  is  badly  in  need  of  rain,  the  lack 
of  which  is  causing  the  heads  to  run  smaller  in  size  and  poorer  in  quality 
than  last  year.    Although  the  crop  is  grown  under  irrigation,  rainfall  is 
needed  for  the  best  development.    Present  shipments  show  an  unusually  large 
amount  of  enlarged  bracts  growing  up  through  the  curd.    The  heads  are  running 
unusually  small,  most  shipments  are  including  a  considerable  number  of  13!s 
and  some  containing  lU's,  whereas  very  few  of  these  sizes  are  shipped  in 
normal  seasons. 

"The  Snowball  variety  constitutes  the  bulk  of  shipments  at  present, 
no  straight  cars  of  Pearl  having  been  moved J  as  yet,  although  some  cars  con- 
tain a  few  crates  of  the  latter.    Yields  are  running  considerably  lighter  than 
last  year,  and  if  rain  is  not  forthcoming  soon  some  acreages  may  have  to  be 
abandoned.    With  an  acreage  about  the  same  as  last  year  the  lighter  yield  is 
reflected  in  reduced  carlot  shipments,  which  have  been  averaging  between 
20  to  30  cars  a  d^y  and  reaching  a  peak  of  US  cars  on  December  3-.    This  com- 
pares with  between  30  to  Uo  cars  a  dpy  at  this  time  last  year,  with  a  peak 
of  59  cars  on  December  11.    Shippers  advise  that  shipments  show  no  prospects 
of  increasing  at  least  for  some  time  to  come. 

"The  f .o.b.  market  is  in  a  firm  position,  the  cash  buying  demand  being 
sufficient  to  absorb  practically  all  shipments.    Prices  show  a  rather  wide  . 
range,  depending  on  size  and  bulk  of  offerings,'  selling  at  $1.U0-$1.50  a 
crate,  in  carlots,  with  a  few  cars  of  better  quality  and  running  12!s  and 
larger  at  $1 . 55-.$1.6o." 

.3b.    WISCONSIN  POTATO  MARKET 

C.  D.  Schoolcraft,  writing  from  Waupaca  on  December  6,  gave  the 
following,  report: 

"The  potato  market  has  shown  a  considerable  decline  during  the  present 
week.    This  can  be  accounted  for  partly  by  the  condition  of  the  Chicago  mar- 
ket and  partly  because  of  somewhat  heavier  shipments  during  the  week  despite 
rather  cold  weather.    The  feeling  prevailed  here  early  in  the  week  that  as 
soon  as  the  weather  moderated  in  Chicago,  demand  would  pick  up  with  a  resultant 
strengthening  of  the  market.    However,  the  opposite  occurred  in  Chicago  and 
the  local  carlot  market  has  followed  the  Chicago  market  downward.    With  sales 
Monday  at  $2.15-$2.20,   the  market  has  declined  until  the  general  price  today 
was.  $2,  with  some  sales  at  $2.05,  ?~n£  &  very  few  slightly  higher.  Demand 
has  been  comparatively  light  throughout  the  week.    The  price  to  growers 
opened  Monday  at  tl.80  per  cwt.  at  most  points,  with  a  few  as  high  as  $1.90. 
Today  the  prevailing  price  throughout  the  State  is  $1.70.    Deliveries  by 
farmers  have  been  light  because  of  both  price  and  weather."

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5b.     FLORIDA  CROP  NOTES 

V.  H*  Nicholson,  in  a  letter  of  December  6,  from  '.Test  Palm  Beach, 
Florid?,   sent  the  following  report: 

"Growers  in  the  Everglades  section  have  had  two  narrow  escapes  fron 
frosts  during  the  last  week.    The  probability  of  frost  Tuesday  and  'Jednesday 
nights  prompted  several  growers  to  speed  up  their  picking  operations  a.nd 
there  was  a  decline  in  the  quality  of  the  stock  shipped.    Carlot  shipments 
-ore  somewhat  heavier  during  these  two  days,    The  f.o.b,  price  declined 
somewhat  Tuesday,  but  was  back  to  MondayTs  level  by  Wednesday  night.  On 
Thursday,  the  market  had  a  firmer  tone. 

"Up  to  the  present  time,  the  greater  part  of  the  movement  has  been 
from  the  Everglades,  but  it  is  quite  likely  that  the  section  around  Pompano 
and  Ft.  Lauderdale  will  start  moving  beans  and  other  vegetables  in  cprlots 
during  the  week  of  December  $-l6 .    Tomatoes  which  escaped  damage  from  the 
floods  in  the  Pompano  section  and  in  the  region  around  West  Palm  Beach  and 
west  of  that  point,   should  start  moving  in  the  next  few  days.    However,  this 
movement  will  not  be  heavy.11 

6b.    USE  OF  DRY  STENCILS  IN  ROCKY  MQUHgAJN  REGION 

The  following  memorandum  received  from  the  Division  of  Purcha.se  is 
believed  will  be  of  interest  to  our  'Testern  offices: 

"Receipt  is  acknowledged  of  your  memorandum  of  November  12,  with 
reference  to  difficulties  experienced  in  using  dry  mimeograph  stencils  in 
the  Rocky  Mount? in  Region. 

"Similar  difficulties  have  been  reported  at  various  times,  particularly 
during  the  winter  months  when  the  relative  humidity  of  the  air  in  the  offices 
is  very  low.    The  trouble  is  due  to  the  evaporation  of  the  moisture  with  which 
the  stencils  are  impregnated  at  the  time  of  manufacture.    Where  the  conditions 
justify,  this  can  be  prevented  by  storing  the  stencils  in  a  reasonanly  air- 
tight storage  case  or  box  provided  with  a  simple  means  of  adding  moisture 
to  the  air,   such  as  a  large  sponge  partially  immersed  in  a  water-filled  con- 
tainer.    In  cases  where  trouble  is  experienced  only  at  infrequent  intervals, 
the  stencils  may  be  restored  to  the  original  condition  by  moistening  the 
face  of  one  stencil  with  Dermax  and  then  placing  another  face  down  upon  it. 
After  a  few  hours  the  stencils  will  have  absorbed  the  surplus  moisture.  A 
home-made  solution  consisting  one  tablespoonful  of  glycerine,  one  taTble- 

spoonful  of  denatured  alcohol,  and  one-fourth  pint  of  water,  has  been  found 
very  effective  for  such  restoration." 

7"D.     SHO',7  ARRIVALS  FOR  ALL  STOCK  UPON  '.THICK  QUOTATIONS  ARE  G-IVBN 

In  the  quotations  on  miscellaneous  southern  fruits  and  vegetables,  it 
sometimes  happens  that  quotations  appear  in  the  wires  which  have  not  been 
covered  by  arrivals.     This  is  true  primarily,  of  course,  of  l.c.l.  lots.  In 
order  to  make  our  reports  complete,  and  to  avoid  any  possibility  of  criticism 
on  this  score,  all  markets  quoting  on  miscellaneous  commodities  for  which 
l.c.l.  arrivals  constitute  the  major  share  of  the  receipts,   should  include 
when  available,  l.c.l,  as  well  as  carlot  arrivals  in  their  wires.  Follow 
Par.  136  in  the  revised  Handbook  in  reporting  these  less  carlot  arrivals.

Use  CACAB  only  when  you  wish  to  indicate  that  there  have  "been  no  receipts 
at  all,  either  in  full  cars  or  less  than  carlots,  reserving  CAYAB  for  use 
when  you  desire  to  say  that  no  carlots  have  arrived. 

8b.    HANDLING  WORK  ON  DECEMBER  24  and  31 

Tuesday,  December  24,  has  by  Executive  Order  been  declared  a  holiday 
in  the  District  of  Columbia  and  all  Federal  employees  in  Washington  who  can 
be  excused  -ill  observe  the  holiday.    Telegraph  operators,  however,  will 
remain  on  duty  in  Washington  long  enough  to  handle  the  necessary  business. 
'The  following  procedure  will  be  observed  outside  of  Washington  on  December  2U: 

A.  No  mimeographed  reports  will  be  issued  by  any  office  on  December 
24  because  no  reports  would  be  read  on  the  25th. 

B.  It  will  not  be  necessary  to  cover  the  market  as  there  usually 
is  insufficient  trading  to  establish  satisfactory  quotations. 

C.  Shipments  and  f .0/0.  reports  will  be  sent  over  the  leased  wire  as 
usual  and  should  be  copied  and  held  available  in  market  stations. 

D.  Market  stations  relaying  information  to  field  stations'  will  relay 
shipments  and  f.o.b.  reports  as  usual. 

E.  Field  station  men  need  not  file  f.o.b.  reports  unless  special 
conditions  seem  to  warrant. 

For  the  past  several  years  December  31  ^as  n°t  been  a  holiday.  There- 
fore all  offices  should  plan  upon  handling  work  as  usual  on  that  day. 

9b.     SUGGESTED  REVISIONS  BEING  MAILED  FOR  MARKET;  QUALITY  AND  CONDITION; 

GRADE ,   SIZE,   COLOR  AND  PACK  and  CABBAGE  PAGES  OF  CODE. 

The  suggested  revision  of  the  apple  code,   sent  out  with  the  November  1 
D.L.  received  so  many  favorable  comments  that  we  are  submitting  this  week 
for  your  consideration  and  criticism  four  more  pages  worked  out  tentatively 
for  the  new  code.    Like  the  apple  page,  these  will  not  be  effective  until 
revised  in  accordance  with  suggestions  received. 

The  K  page  is  somewhat  more  complete  than  the  present  one,  but  no 
radical  change  has  been  made.    There  will,  however,  be  submitted  with  the 
supply  page  a  proposal  for  combining  the  more  frequently  used  supply  phrases 
with  the  demand  and  market  expressions  used  most. 

On  the  JA_JE_ JY.page  we  have  put  in  phrases  which  make  it  possible 
to  give  a  range  of  quality  and  condition  in  one  code  word;  considerably  in- 
creased the  number    of  qualifying  terms  and  added  "color"  to  this  page  with 
the  same  terminals  as  those  used  on  the  JI  -  JU  page.    On  the  latter  page,  we 
have  tried  to  include  all  grades  and  sizes  which  will  be  used  on  any  commodity* 

All  through  these  pages,  we  have,  wherever  possible,  provided  some 
help  in  learning  and  retaining  the  combinations.    For  instance  UN  means 
uniform  pack;  UT,   tight  pack;  !UM,  moldy;  UC,  cracks;  AF,   flat  type;  AP,  pointed 
type,  etc.    Also  JIQ  means  No.  1;  JTJq,  U.  S.  No.  1,  e"tc.    Note  also  the 
similarity  of  the  size  terminals  to  those  on  the  new  apple  page,  and  the  same 
general  plan  of  constructing  5-letter  cabbage  words  that  was  followed  with 
apples .

2c.    DESCRIPTION  OF  PADS  AND  COLLARS 

"The  use  of  corrugated  pads  lining  four  and  six  walls  of  the  box  is 
becoming  quite  general  for  high  grade  pears  and  apples.    As  a  matter  of 
uniformity  in  description  on  certificates,   it  is  suggested  that  the  following 
terms  be  used  to  note  these  under. the  heading  'Pack'": 

1.  Four-way  corrugated  pads. 

2.  Six- way  corrugated  pads. 

"The  new  cardboard  collars  being  used  by  some  packers  to  prevent  lid 
cuts  may  be    noted  under  the  heading  'Pack1  as: 

Cardboard  collars." 
The  above  instructions  are  quoted  from  the  State  of  "Washington  In- 
spection Letter  for  the  guidance  of  shipping-point  inspectors  and  will  also 
apply  in  receiving  markets. 

There  is  another  type  of  pack  which  is  rather  common  in  Oregon  pears, 
that  is,  corrugated  pads  at  the  sides  and  ends  of  boxes  with  excelsior 
cushions  at  the  tops  and  bottoms.     This  may  be  described  as  follows: 

3-    Four-way  corrugated  pads  with  excel- 
sior cushions  in  tops  and  bottoms.

Uc.     MORE  DEFINITE  STATEMENTS  REGARDING  FREEZING  INJURY 

Heretofore  it  has  been  the  policy  to  report  the  location  and  dis- 
tribution of  freezing  injury  without  making  any  statement  as  to  when  the  in- 
jury occurred.    Freezing  injury  of  potatoes  and  other  products  which  was 
scattered  throughout  the  load  has  always  been  treated  as  a  grade  defect  be- 
cause there  was  every  reason  to  believe  it  was  not  the  result  of  transit 
freezing.     It  hps  therefore  been  decided  to  adopt  the  policy  of  indicating 
on  the  certificate  that  we  do  not  believe  that  such  injury  occurred  in 
transit . 

The  following  forms  of  statements  are  good  expmples  to  follow: 
Quality:-    "Stock  is  mature,  fairly  clean  pnd  bright.    Grade  defects  average 
10$,   consisting  chiefly  of  cuts,  bad  bruises  and  freezing  injury,   the  latter 
soft,   wet  and  so  scattered  throughout  load  as  to  indicate  that  injury  did  not

The  correct  term  is  "freezing  injury" 
and  the  location  of  the  injured  stock  ps  well  ps  the  description  of  the  in- 
jury should  always  be  given. 

"Then  a  portion  of  the  stock  is  "frozen"  or  shows  "freezing  injury" 
next  to  floor,   side  walls  of  the  car  or  in  the  more  exposed  portions  of  the 
load  which  would  indicate  that  the  dpmage  occurred  in  transit,  complete 
information  regarding  its  nature  and  extent  should  be  given  under  "condition*. 

For  example:     Stock  in  contpct  with  floor  in  bottom  layer  sacks, 
shows  freezing  injury,  affected  potatoes  in  soft,  flabby  condition,  and  so 
located  as  to  indicate  that  injury  occurred  in  transit.

le.     ".TARD  BROS.,  KANSAS  CITY,  FIKED  FOR  VIOLATION  OF  PRODUCE  AGENCY  ACT 

Ward  Borthers,  Kansas  City,  Missouri,  against  whom  a  case  has  been 
pending  for  several  months  charging  them  with  violation  of  the  Produce 
Agency  Act,   through  failure  to  pay  for  a  car  of  watermelons  received  on 
consignment,  entered  a  plea  of  "guilty"  on  the  part  of  Charles  Ward  and  a 
plea  of  nolle  on  the  part  of  his  brother,  Edward  ward,   on  November  6.  The 
Court  having  been  advised  that  the  defendants  had  made  full  payment,  with 
interest,   to  the  shipper,   it  accepted  the  pleas  and  imposed  a  fine  of  $100. 

20.     EXCESS  '7001  PROFITS  CASE  RZFILED 

The  excess  wool  profits  case  against  S.  Silberman  &  Sons,  Chicago, 
Illinois,   involving  5125, 500,  had  been  dismissed  in  July,  1928,  on  the  demurrer 
of  the  defendent,  but  leave  was  granted  to  file  an  amended  complaint.    A  hear- 
ing on  the  filing  of  the  amended  complaint  was  held  before  Judge  Wilkinson  on 
December  7,  1S29,  at  which  time  the  Government  was  represented  by  Mr.  H.  H. 
Clarke,   of  the  Solicitor's  office.     The  Court  accepted  the  amended  complaint 
and  granted  the  defendent  oO  days  in  which  to  demur. 

This  case  involves  particularly  the  question  of  agency  for  the  Govern- 
ment in  the  handling  of  wool  received  from  growers  in  1318.    The  recent  de- 
cision of  the  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  for  the  Seventh  Circuit,  which  includes 
Indiana,  Illinois  pnd  Wisconsin,   is  strongly  in  favor  of  the  Government's  con- 
tention as  to  its  right  to  collect  excess  wool  profits.     This  decision  pIso 
considers  wool  deplers  as  agents  of  the  Government  in  the  handling  of  wool  in 
191S  under  the  Government  wool  regulations.

lb.    FLORIDA  CITRUS  MOVEMENT 

In  a  letter  date. December  lo,  H.  F.  \7illson  at  Winter  Haven  writes 
as  follows: 

"The  shipments  for  the  past  week  to  the  Southeastern  States  have  been 
heavy.    As  usual  the  smaller  markets  in  this  section  are  buying  their  holiday 
supply  of  citrus  fruit.     This  results  in  a  very  wide  distribution  as  the 
majority  of  the  one  and  two-car  markets  buy  their  total  supply  during  the 
first  part  of  this  month.     Some  of  the  operators  state  that  the  sterilization 
or  processing  of  fruit  is  seriously  handicapping  their  activities  as  their 
facilities  are  not  adequate  to  handle  sufficient  quantities  to  meet  this  pre- 
ho 1 i day  de mand • " 
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2b.     CAULIFLOWER  SITUATION  IN  OREGON 

J.  D.  Hamilton,  of  the  Portland  office,   in  a  letter  of  December  lU, 
gave  the  following  information: 

"Portland's  winter  weather,  although  now  chronically  damp,   is  a 
welcome  contrast  with  last  winter's  icy  blasts.    Aside  from  a  few  frosty 
nights  a  month  ago,   the  temperature  has  not  gong  below  U0°,   this  winter. 
Most  foliage  is  green  and  growing,  and  truck  receipts  of  locally  grown  fresh 
vegetables  continue  in  moderate  volume.     Truck  receipts,  as  reported  on  our 
daily  Bulletin,  will  probably  be  discontinued  this  month.    Even  if  killing 
frosts  do  not  occur  until  after  that  time,  harvesting  will  be  practically 
completed,  and  fields  will  be  all  cleaned  by  that  time. 

"Cauliflower  growers  in  particular,  have  benefited  by  the  mild  weather. 
Since  November  20,   the  ordinary  date  of  ending  cauliflower  harvest  on  account 
of  cold  weather,  Oregon  growers  have  harvested  about  $2,000  worth  of  their 
product,  daily.    A  potential  volume  of  30  to  kO  cars  of  cauliflower  still 
remain  in  fields,  and  harvest  will  continue  for  another  month,   if  weather 
permits . 

"Fifty  to  75  cars  of  cabbage,  carrots,  and  celery  are  in  storage  in 
and  near  Portland,  for  shipments  in  the  near  future." 

3b.     MAINE  POTATO  MARKET  ,  .  .  L 

The  following  news  was  received  in  a  letter  of  December  11,  from 
K.  E.  Rutland  at  Pre sane  Isle,  Maine: 

"V/e  have  been  having  some  colder  than  average  weather  for  the  last 
few  days,  and  most  shippers  are  leaning  back  expectantly  awaiting  results. 
Last  Sunday  night  we  reported  l6  below  zero.    Tuesday  night  was  11  below  and 
thermometers  in  various  ;parts  of  the  County  this  morning  ranged  from  15  to 
26  below.    About  3. to  10  inches  of  snow  fell  Sunday  and  Sunday  night.  The 
snow  is  now  beginning  to  drift  and  gives  indications  of  causing  a-  change  from 
wheels  to  runners  for  hauling.    This  always  slows  up  movement,  and  shipments 
from  Maine  the  next  few  days  should  be  lighter. 

"Markets  here  have  been   tdull  and  rather  draggy  for  the  past  several 
weeks.     Shippers  complain  that  there  is  no  life  in  the  market  and  that  buyers 
are  taking  only  their  immediate  needs.    While  this  has  eliminated  the  usual 
speculative  buying  it  has  not  caused  any  material  drop  in  prices.  Apparently 
$3  a  barrel  is  as  cheap  as  farmers  will  haul  until  there  is  some  change  in 
the  general  situation.    The  street  price  has  been  around  this  figure  for 
several  weeks.    At  least  two  concerted  attempts  by  buyers  to  drive  it  below 
this  figure  in  the  last  four  weeks  have  failed.    likewise,  attempts  by  ship- 
pers to  raise  quotations  to  buyers  have  also  failed.     The  feeling  among 
growers  is  firm  and  apparently  most  growers  are  expecting  higher  prices  des- 
pite the  present  dull  market.    Shippers  generally  are  optimistic,   though  they 
sell  a  little  more  freely  now  than  they  did  a  month  ago.     Still,   slight  ad- 
vances in  prices  to  growers  bring  out  liberal  offerings,  and  many  shippers 
also  seem  willing  to  sell  in  volume  on  slight  advances  in  price.     The  seed 
market  is  practically  at  a  standstill.    Deliveries  on  fall  contracts  are  now 
being  made  but  almost- no  current  sales  are  reported.     Seed  men  have  held  firm 
in  their  quotations  and  have  been  refusing  business  at  even  slight  price  con- 
cessions until  lately.     This  week  there  is  some  weakening  in  quotations,  but 
as  yet  there  have  not  been  enough  sales  to  establish  a  lower  market,  Seed 
shippers  here  insist  that  seed  purchases  in  Maine  to  date  are  nowhere  near

sufficient  to  plant  the  intended  acreage  in  the  South,  even  conceding  that 
considerable  purchases  have  been  made  elsewhere .     The  lightness  of  fall  con- 
tracts and  purchases  to  dpte  as  compared  with  stated  intentions  to  plant 
have  lent  a  decided  strength  to  the  seed  situation  and  while  there  are  indi- 
cations of  weakening  in  some  quarters  it ^  will  take  something  of  a  definite 
nature  to  convince  many  of  the  seed  shippers  here  that  they  are  wrong. 

"Trouble  from  field  frost  has  about  -disappeared -     Some  freezing  in 
houses  occurred  lately  but  this  c?n  be  found  and  is  being  mostly  graded  out. 
Quality  as  a  whole  of  shipments  in  December" ■ to  date,   seems  better  than  in 
November.     Considerable  trouble  from  bruised  stock  is  still  being  encountered. 

"A  change  in  methods  of  sacking  is  being  made  this  year  that  seems  of 
importance.    This  is  the  change  by  many  shippers  from  1 50-pound  to  100-pound 
sacks.    Though  100-pound  sacks  have  been  used  before  this  season  in  greater 
or  less  quantities,   they  are  becoming  of  such  general  use  as  to  warrant  at- 
tention and  comment.    One  dealer    told  me  that  he  had  used  a  greater  per- 
centage and  number  of  100-pound  sacks  this  year  to  December  1  than  he  had 
used  altogether  in  his  30  years  experience.     One  of  the  larger  shippers  is 
using  100-pound  sacks  almost  entirely  and  several  others  say  that  about  Uo£ 
to  50$  °f  their  shipments  this  season  to  date  have  been  in  them." 


Ub.    ARIZ  01- A  LETTUCE  NEWS 

J.  3.  Owens,  who  recently  opened  the  temporary  field  station  at 
Phoenix,  Arizona,  made  the  following  report  on  December  10: 

"The  fall  lettuce  movement  in  the  Salt  Hiver  Valley  section  is  getting 
underway  slowly;  the  first  err  moved  November  27-     The  total  shipments  for 
the  State  to  date  being  $\  cars  as  compared  with  682  cars  for  the  same  date 
last  season,  gives  some  idea  of  the  lateness  of  the  crop.    A  preliminary 
estimate  of  the  acreage  for  shipment  during  November,  December  and  January 
is  11,500  acres,  which  is  about  the  same  as  was  planted  last  year  for  shipment 
during  the  same  season.     The  stands  are  estimated  to  range  from  U5  to  80^, 
averaging  about  75$* 

"The  quality  of  the  lettuce  now  being  harvested  is  generally  good  and 
an  extra  effort,  on  the  part  of  the  growers,   is  being  made  to  put  up  and 
maintain  a  high  quality  pack.    They  are  being  assisted  in  this  respect  by  the 
new  grades  and  standardization  laws  of  the  State  and  an  able  body  of  field 
inspectors,  which  taken  collectively  is  in  a  large  measure  responsible  for 
the  somewhat  delayed  movement .     The  general  run  of  the  stock  now  being  moved 
grades  1%  to  Zjj,  U.  S.  No.  1  and  about  half  and  half  k*  s  and  5<s. 

"The  wire  inquiry  has  been  good,  but  prices  asked  by  shippers  have 
been  almost  prohibitive  in  the  face  of  conditions  in  Eastern  markets,  and  as 
a  result  most  of  the  shipments  have  rolled  unsold.    Quite  a  few  cash  buyers 
are  on  the  ground,  but  they  are  generally  holding  off  until  the  price  settles 
to  a  more  normal  level."

Onions  showing  soft,  watery  discolored  outer  scales  which  may  be  either 
freezing  injury  or  breakdown  will  be  treated  pg  a  grade  defect,   except  when 
ice  is  found  present  in  some  specimens  in  such  a  position  as  to  indicate  tran- 
sit freezing-    Freezing  injury  should  not  be  certified  unless  ice  crystpls  are 
present  and  the  inspector  is  reasonably  sure  of  freezing  injury,     when  such 
stock  is  scattered  throughout  load  the  injury  should  be  described  under 
"Quality."     The  statement  that  the  location  of  the  damaged  stock  indicates  that 
the  injury  did  not  occur  in  transit  should  not  be  made,   this  form  of  statement 
being  reserved  for  cases  when  freezing  injury  is  reported  and  there  is  no  ques- 
tion ps  to  whether  the  trouble  is  "Breakdown"  or  "Freezing  Injury." 

ittien  the  onions  showing  soft,  watery  discolored  outer  scries  are  found 
only  next  to  floor  or  side  walls  of  the  car,  freezing  injury  may  be  reported  and 
it  is  safe  to  say  that  their  location  indicates  that  the  injury  occurred  in 
transit .     Such  injury  affects  the  condition  of  a  lot  of  onions  and  not  the 
grade  and  should  be  reported  under  "Condition."  r.  q.  BUTNER,
